Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  be  appointed  to  report 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  University  buildings. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  be  appointed  to  re- 
commend suitable  officers  for  the  management  of  the  institution. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  three  members,  be  appointed  to  re- 
commend text  books  and  apparatus  for  the  use  of  the  institution.

— The  undersigned  be- 
ing appointed  a  committee  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
to  receive  proposals  for  the  location  of  the  Normal  University,  created  by  the  Act 
establishing  said  Board,  which  Normal  University  must  be  located  at  the  place 
where  the  most  favorable  inducements  are  offered  for  that  purpose,  provided,  that 
such  location  shall  not  be  difficult  of  access,  or  detrimental  to  the  welfare  and  pros- 
perity of  said  Normal  University, hereby  give  notice  that  they  will  receive  propo- 
sals until  the  first  day  of  May  next,  and  also  hereby  invite  the  various  towns  and 
cities  of  the  State  to  compete  for  the  location  of  this  Institution. 

Proposals  may  be  directed  to  the  Secretary,  or  handed  to  any  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, but  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  by  the  first  day  of  May.

In  accordance  with  this  notice,  three  places  entered  into  competition  and  submit- 
ted proposals,  viz  :  Peoria,  Bloomington,  and  Washington.

The  committee  visited  these  places,  and  also  Deca- 
tur, from  which  place,  however,  they  received  no  bid,  for  the  purpose  of  examining 
sites.  A  large  number  of  beautiful  sites  were  shown  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Board.

Peoria,  May  7. 

The  Board  met  at  the  city  of  Peoria  on  Thursday,  at  3 
o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  President. 

The  Board  proceeded  to  open  and  examine  the  various 
proposals  made  for  the  location  of  the  University.  It  was 
found  upon  examination  that  four  propositions  had  been 
made  from  the  following  places — Batavia,  Washington, 
Bloomington,  and  Peoria. 

The  village  of  Washington,  Tazewell  county,  offered  in 
cash,  land,  and  buildings,  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

The  city  of  Batavia  offered  cash,  land  and  buildings,  esti- 
mated at  forty-five  thousand  dollars. 
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The  city  and  county  of  Peoria  offered  cash  and  land  esti- 
mated to  be  worth  eighty  thousand  dollars. 

The  city  of  Bloomington  and  county  of  McLean  offered 
cash  and  land  valued  at  one  hundred  and  forty-one  thousand 
dollars. 

Mr.  Sloan  offered  the  following  resolution — 

Resolved,  That  the  Normal  University  be  located  in  the  county  of  McLean,  near 
Bloomington,  on  the  160  acres  of  land  which  is  to  be  granted  for  the  construction 
and  use  of  said  University  ;  provided,  however,  that  the  said  location  shall  not  be 
made  until  the  full  amount  of  the  appropriation,  in  the  manner  in  which  the  same  is 
proposed  is  fully  and  safely  secured  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  all  necessary 
deeds  of  conveyance  and  all  other  papers  which  may  be  required  to  secure  the  said 
appropriation  for  the  construction  and  use  of  said  University  as  aforesaid. 

Mr.  Hovey  offered  the  following  amendment,  which  was 
adopted — 

Provided,  That  if  within  sixty  days  the  conditions  of  this  resolution  be  not  com- 
plied with,  then  the  said  Normal  University  shall  be  located  in  Peoria. 

Mr.  Sloan's  resolution  was  then  unanimously  adopted. 
On  motion,  the  Board  then  adjourned  to  8  o'clock,  P.  M. 


Evening  Session,  8  P.  M. 
The  Board  convened  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Mr.  Bex  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted — 

Resolved,  That  an  Executive  Committee  of  four  be  appointed  to  attend  to  em- 
ploying counsel,  and  having  the  necessary  papers  executed  to  secure  to  this  Board 
the  subscriptions  and  lands  proffered  by  the  citizens  of  McLean  county,  and  attend 
to  such  other  business  as  the  Board  shall  direct.

Bloomington,  111.,  June  23,  1857. 
The  Board  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  the  city  of 
Bloomington  on  the  23d  of  June,  1857,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President,  Hon.  N".  W.  Edwards.  On  motion, 
the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  Secretary 
and  adopted. 

The  reports  of  committees  being  called  for,  the  chairmen 
of  the  standing  committees  asked  for  farther  time  to  report, 
which  was  granted. 

Dr.  Rex,  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  made  the 
following  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  concurred  in — 

The  Executive  Committee  met  at  Bloomington  on  May  15,  and  would  respectfully 
report,  that  they  have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  responsible  duties  assigned  to 
tbem,  and  have  secured,  by  a  guarantee,  the  McLean  county  subscription,  according 
to  a  bond  drawn  by  A.  Lincoln,  Esq.,  of  Springfield,  who  acted  as  counsel  for  the 
Committee. 

In  regard  to  the  individual  subscription,  they  adopted  the  following  resolution — 

Resolved,  That  John  E.  McClun,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  be  instructed  to 
carefully  examine  the  list  of  individual  subscriptions  for  the  location  of  the  Normal 
University  near  Bloomington,  and  take  notes  for  all  money  subscriptions,  and  in  all 
cases  which  he  shall  deem  necessary,  take  such  additional  security  as  he  shall  con- 
sider sufficient  to  insure  the  payment  of  the  sums,  and  that  he  report  on  the  subject  to 
the  Board  at  their  meeting  June  23d. 

They  would  also  report,  that  the  titles  and  deeds  for  the  lands  will  be  perfected 
and  made  out  as  soon  as  they  may  be  wanted. 

Messrs.  Powell  and  Wilkins  were  appointed  a  sub-Committee  to  examine  materials 
and  contract  for  brick  and  stone,  if  they  deem  necessary. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.  GEO.  P.  REX,  Chairman. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Moulton,  the  Board  then  took  a  recess 
till  11  o'clock,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  standing  com- 
mittees time  to  make  up  their  respective  reports. 
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11  o'clock,  A.  M. 
The  Board  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  The  reports 
of  Committees  being  called  for,  Dr.  Rex,  chairman  of  the 
committee  appointed  to  visit  the  various  Normal  and  High 
Schools  of  the  eastern  States,  submitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  read  and  laid  upon  the  table  : 

The  undersigned  committee,  appointed  to  visit  the  various  Normal  and  High 
Schools  of  the  east,  Ac,  would  respectfully  Report,  that  they  have  discharged  that 
duty  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  and  would  respectfully  submit  the  result  of  their  ob- 
servations, and  knowledge  of  Normal  schools,  as  obtained  from  visiting  the  schools, 
and  a  personal  interview  with  the  best  educators  in  our  country. 

In  our  opinion,  the  object  of  our  Normal  University  would  be  best  accomplished 
by  erecting  two  buildings,  one  for  a  preparatory  Normal  school,  and  the  other  for  a 
Normal  school  proper,  and  model  school,  or  a  school  for  practice.  The  reasons  for 
this  recommendation  will  appear  hereafter.  This  is  submitted  with  great  deference 
to  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  and  when  they  decide  to  adopt  or  reject  this  recommen- 
dation, and  in  their  united  judgment  decide  to  erect  one  large  building  to  accommo- 
date a  Preparatory  Normal  School,  a  Normal  School  proper,  and  a  Model  School,  a 
plan  for  the  building  or  buildings  will  be  submitted  for  your  consideration,  drawn  by 
an  eminent  architect  who  has  made  the  subject  of  Normal  School  buildings  his  spe- 
cial study,  and  has  been  engaged  in  several  similar  buildings. 

We  would  also  respectfully  submit  a  brief  outline  of  our  views  of  the  nature  object, 
organization,  course  of  training,  giadation  and  management  of  Normal  Schools. — 
There  is  no  class  of  institutions  capable  of  conferring  upon  our  people  and  country 
such  wide  spread  and  enduring  blessings  as  Normal  Schools,  when  organized  and 
conducted  with  strict  reference  to  their  real  design  :  that  of  training  up  a  succession 
of  teachers  fitted  for  the  responsible  posts  of  duty  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State. 
It  '-annot  be  too  deeply  impressed  upon  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  Board,  that  eve- 
rything will  depend  upon  an  appropriate  and  special  organization  and  management  of 
the  institution  which  we  are  about  to  inaugurate. 

1st.  Its  Nature  and  Objects. — The  exclusive  objects  of  a  Normal  School  are  and 
should  be  to  train  teachers,  both  theoretically  and  practically,  to  the  complicated  and 
responsible  duties  of  their  profession.  This  is  to  be  accomplished  by  a  thorough  and 
rigorous  mastering  on  the  part  of  the  pupil-teacher,  of  all  those  subjects  which  are 
necessary  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools  ;  by  a  careful  and  systematic  study  of  the 
principles  of  education,  including  teaching  properly,  so  called,  government,  the  de- 
velopment of  the  moral  and  physical  powers,  tfec. ;  and  by  an  actual  application  of 
his  knowledge  to  the  practice  of  his  proposed  profession,  in  the  model  school.  No 
person  can  teach  that  which  he  does  not  himself  fully  understand.  To  understand 
what  to  teach  is  therefore  the  first  logical  step  in  his  course  of  preparation.  Our  Nor- 
mal University  should  not  be  required  to  take  this  step,  but  will  be  compelled  to  do  so 
by  reason  of  the  defective  superficial  teachings  of  our  primary  schools.  Could  our 
Normal  University  be  supplied  with  pupil-teachers  already  qualified  in  respect  to  mere 
scholarship,  the  labors  of  our  institution  would  be  vastly  abridged  and  simplified,  and 
it  would  be  far  more  efficient  and  useful.  But  we  will  be  obliged  to  take  things  as 
they  are,  and  make  the  best  of  them.  In  training  the  pupil-teachers  to  a  knowledge 
of  the  subjects  which  they  will  be  called  upon  to  teach,  our  Normal  University  should 
aim  to  do  it  in  such  away  as  to  exemplify  the  best  methods  of  teaching,  so  that  every 
exercise  shall  afford  to  the  pupil-teacher  a  model  worthy  of  his  future  emulation. — 
This  is  a  maxim  upon  which  our  institution  should  constantly  act. 

Again,  the  second  step  in  Normal  training  is  to  acquaint  the  pupil  with  those  eter- 
nal principles  and  laws  which  must  ever  regulate  and  guide  the  development  of  the 
human  faculties,  whether  of  body,  mind  or  soul.  They  must  be  led  to  inquire,  what 
is  man?  his  nature,  his  capacities,  and  his  destiny?  What  is  education?  and  how, 
according  to  what  process,  means  and  methods,  is  his  education  to  be  worked  out? 
These  inquiries  must  inevitably  lead  the  pupil  to  an  investigation  of  all  those  proce- 
dures essential  to  secure  a  good  school,  and  thus  the  proper  fitting  of  the  embryo  citi- 
zen for  his  prerogatives  and  duties.  It  is  not  enough  that  a  child  should  con  the  dry 
lessons  of  his  book  j  he  must  be  carried  beyond  them — he  must  learn  to  deal  with 
principles,  and  with  subjects.  His  mind  must  be  invigorated  by  communion  with 
truth,  and  his  hand  be  trained  to  its  application  to  the  manifold  purposes  of  life.  The 
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pupil-teacher  in  our  Normal  University  must  be  made  to  understand  this,  and  quali- 
lied  to  exemplify  it  in  his  daily  work  of  the  school-house. 

The  third  step  is  that  indicated  above,  namely:  to  give  practical  skill  by  actual 
service  under  instruction  in  the  school  of  Practice  or  Model  Sohool.  They  should 
here  be  taught  that  there  can  be  no  real  success  in  practice  without  a  rational  theory 
to  which  such  practice  can  at  every  step  be  referred.  They  should  be  made  to  see 
and  to  feel  that  there  must  be  a  reason  for  every  process  in  education,  as  well  as  in 
medicine  or  engineering  or  mechanics.  These  are  the  three  great  stops  in  the  process 
of  Normal  training.  It  will  readily  be  seen  that  each  one  of  them  involves  a  vast 
amount  of  nicely  adjusted  machinery,  and  of  careful  detail. 

2d.  Gradation  and  Organization. — In  our  institutions  for  the  general  education 
of  the  young,  all  experience  has  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  gradation.  We  have 
primary  schools,  grammar  schools,  and  high  schools.  No  intelligent  person  ques- 
tions their  necessity  or  economy.  In  the  training  of  teachers  we  are  compelled  to 
carry  on  this  same  process  of  general  education  or  literary  culture,  besides  giving  a 
special  or  professional  direction  to  their  studies  and  practice.  Why  then  should  our 
Normal  School  be  compelled  to  perform  this  double  office,  and  yet  be  expected  to  meet 
all  the  wants  and  expectations  of  the  people  concerning  it?  If  Normal  Schools  have 
ever  failed  to  meet  the  expectations  of  the  community,  a  very  prominent  cause  may 
be  found  in  the  fact  of  their  being  required  to  do  too  mack.  Normal  Schools,  like 
other  schools,  should  be  graded.  The  work  of  proparing  teachers  should  begin  in 
Preparatory  Normal  Schools,  and  be  completed  in  High  or  Normal  Schools  proper,  as 
it  is  done  in  Prussia  and  Germany.  We  would  therefore  strongly  recommend  the 
following  organization  : 

1st.  A  Preparatory  Normal  School,  in  whi  h  tho  thoroughly  elementary  training 
of  the  pupil  should  be  accomplished,  and  in  which  his  adaptation  for  the  profession 
of  teaching  should  be  put  to  the  test,  in  an  experimental  primary  department  con- 
nected with  it. 

2d.  A  Normal  School  proper,  in  which  the  pupils  having  passed  the  ordeal  of  the 
Preparatory  School,  or  having  graduated  at  some  one  of  our  high  schools,  should  be 
led  on  1o  the  mastery  of  the  higher  studies ;  to  a  knowledge  of  education  as  a  science, 
and  its  methods  as  an  art,  and  to  a  continuous  practice  and  observation  in  the  Model 
School. 

3d.  Course  of  Study  and  Training. — The  course  of  study  in  the  two  schools  should 
be  so  adjusted  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  teachers  from  the  lowest  to  the  highest 
schools  in  our  State.  Our  Normal  University  should  be  so  graded,  organized  and 
conducted,  as  to  fit  teachers  for  every  grade  of  schools  known  to  our  State  system. 
In  the  Preparatory  School  the  course  of  study  should  begin  with  the  elements,  Read- 
ing, Penmanship,  Drawing,  English  Grammar,  Descriptive  Geography,  Oral  and 
Written  Arithmetic,  Study  of  Words,  etc.  In  the  Normal  School  proper,  the  course 
should  begin  where  the  Preparatory  leaves  off,  and  continue  on  to  completion.  In 
carrying  out  the«e  courses  of  study,  as  much  attention  should  be  given  to  the  manner 
as  to  the  matter  ;  as  much  to  the  why,  and  the  how,  as  the  what.  A  clear,  systematic 
and  logical  elucidation  should  be  exacted  from  every  student,  of  every  subject  treated, 
that  they  may  acquire  the  indispensable  art  of  imparting  knowledge  and  expressing 
thought.  Works  on  education,  the  school  systems  of  other  States  and  countries,  and 
tho  school  laws  and  constitution  of  Illinois,  should  be  carefully  studied  and  scruti- 
nized. 

In  recommending  a  Preparatory  Normal  School  as  introductory  to  a  Normal  School 
proper,  we  would  have  it  understood,  that  pupils  may  graduate  from  both.  That  is, 
tho  preparatory  should  have  its  course  of  study  and  training  so  adjusted,  as  to  prepare 
and  qualify  teachers  for  the  primary  and  smaller  schools,  while  the  Normal  School 
proper  should  have  a  more  extended  and  deeper  course  with  a  view  of  preparing 
teachers  for  the  larger  schools,  Grammar  Schools,  Union  Schools,  and  High  Schools 
of  our  larger  towns.  Unless  we  adopt  some  plan  of  this  kind,  wo  will  certainly  be 
disappointed  in  the  results  of  our  Normal  University. 

4th.  Endowments. — Our  institution  should  be  supplied  with  means  sufficient  to 
command  whatever  apparatus,  authors  and  fixtures  are  necessary  for  the  full  and 
complete  exposition  and  elucidation  of  every  subject  discussed.  The  system  of  weights 
and  measures  should  be  exemplified  by  the  actual  possession  and  use  of  the  standards. 
Models  for  drawing,  mathematical,  chemical  and  physical  science  generally,  geo- 
graphy, etc.,  should  be  practically  elucidated  by  the  requisite  apparatus  in  the  hands 
of  the  pupil.    Words  are  not  enough.    Wo  must  have  things,  acts,  illustrations.  It 
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is  not  enough  to  address  the  ear:  the  eye  and  the  hand  must  bo  brought  into  requisi- 
tion in  that  higher  education  which  our  Normal  University  should  aim  to  inaugurate. 

5th.  Management,  Discipline. — These  should  be  steady,  rigorous,  firm,  and  exact- 
ing, yet  kind  and  parental.  A  university  for  the  training  of  teachers,  should  appeal 
to  the  higher  sentiments  and  motives;  it  should  be  so  conducted  as  to  exemplify,  in 
its  government  and  its  teachings,  all  that  is  honest,  just,  true,  lovely  and  of  good  re- 
port. Ever  vindicating  the  right,  it  should  never  compromise  with  wrong,  but  bear 
in  mind  its  high  mission,  and  labor  assiduously  to  fulfil  its  peculiar  and  special  ob- 
jects. 

We  have  thus  given  a  brief  outline  of  our  views ;  for  which  we  are  mainly  indebted 
to  Dr.  Sears,  President  of  Brown  University,  Providence,  R.  I.,  and  Prof.  Phelps, 
Principal  of  the  Now  Jersey  State  Normal  School,  Trenton.  We  are  also  indebted  to 
Dr,  Allen,  President  of  Girard  College,  and  Prof.  Hart,  Principal  of  the  High  School, 
Philadelphia;  to  Dr.  Webster,  President  of  the  Free  Academy,  New  York;  Mr.  Leech, 
City  Superintendent  of  Providence,  R.  L,  and  John  D.  Philbrick,  Esq.,  City  Superin- 
tendent of  Boston,  and  others,  for  their  kindness  and  attentions,  and  for  the  valuablo 
information  cheerfully  imparted  by  them.  GEO.  P.  REX,

considered  the  subject,  and  recommend  C.  E.  Hovey  to  the  Board  as  a  proper  and 
suitable  person  as  Principal  for  the  Normal  University.  All  of  which  is  respectfully 
submitted.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Moulton  the  report  was  laid  upon  the 
table.  There  being  no  minority  report  made,  Mr.  Moulton 
moved  to  take  up  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Officers. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mosely  the  Board  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  University.  A 
ballot  having  been  taken,  C.  E.  Hovey,  of  Peoria,  received 
six  votes,  and  "YVm.  F.  Phelps,  of  New  Jersey,  five  votes. 
On  motion,  the  election  of  Mr.  Hovey  was  made  unanimous. 

The  Board  then  adjourned  to  two  o'clock,  P.  M. 

2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Board  having  convened  pursuant  to  adjournment, 
was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  Mr.  Hovey  offered 
the  following  resolutions,  which  were  adopted — 

Resolved,  That  a  building  three  stories  high,  exclusive  of  basement,  large  enough 
to  accommodate  from  three  to  five  hundred  normal  students,  be  erected  for  the 
use  of  the  Normal  University;  the  basement  to  be  of  stone,  the  remainder  of  brick, 
faced  with  cherry-red  pressed  brick. 

Resolved,  That  S.  V/.  Moulton,  C.  B.  Denio,  Geo.  P.  Rex,  N.  W.  Edwards,  W.  H. 
Powell,  D.  Wilkins,  and  C.  E.  Hovey  be  a  Building  Committee,  with  full  powers  to 
carry  the  above  resolution  into  effect. 

On  motion,  the  citizens  of  Bloomington  were  requested 
to  oppoint  a  committee  to  confer  with  the  Building  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  this  Board,  in  regard  to  the  plan  and 
construction  of  the  building  for  the  State  Normal  Univer- 
sity. 
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Mr.  Mosely  moved  that  the  salary  of  the  Principal  of  the 
State  Normal  University  be  fixed  at  $2500  per  annum,  and 
that  the  salary  commence  when  the  Committee  on  Officers 
of  the  Institution  shall  notify  the  Principal  of  their  desire 
for  him  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary,  W.  H.  Powell,  was  granted 
leave  of  absence,  and  D.  Wilkins  was  appointed  Secretary 
pro  tern. 

On  motion,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  J.  E.  McClun, 
Esq.,  made  the  following  report — 

The  undersigned,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  begs 
leave  to  report  to  this  Honorable  Board,  that  since  his  appointment  he  has  received 
no  money  belonging  to  the  Normal  University. 

He  further  reports,  that  he  has  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  to  take 
the  notes  of  the  citizens  of  Bloomington  and  vicinity  who  had  subscribed  to  the  erec- 
tion of  the  University,  and  that  few  now  remain  of  said  subscriptions  for  which  notes 
are  not  taken,  and  he  believes  said  notes  and  subscriptions  to  be  almost  universally 
good  and  collectable. 

He  further  reports,  that  he  has  taken  bonds  for  deeds  of  the  parties  who  donated 
land  for  the  location  of  the  institution,  except  Judge  Davis,  who  will  make  the  same 
arrangement  upon  his  return.  These  bonds  promise,  under  the  usual  penalties,  a 
deed  in  fee  simple  for  the  land  so  soon  as  the  Board  shall  lay  the  foundation  of  the 
building  and  proceed  in  good  faith  to  build  thereon. 

Ail  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.  J.  E.  McCLUN. 

Bloomington,  June  23d,  1857. 

On  motion,  the  guarantee  marked  A,  given  by  the  citi- 
zens of  Bloomington,  as  a  security  for  the  McLean  county 
appropriation,  was  accepted. 

The  bond  of  the  Treasurer,  J.  E.  McClun,  was  read  and 
approved  by  the  Board,  and  ordered  to  be  filed  with  the 
Secretary. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Edwards  was  excused  from  serving  on 
the  Committee  on  Building,  and  Mr.  Eden  was  elected  to 
till  his  place. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted — 

Resolved,  Thot  the  Building  Committee  last  appointed  be  directed  to  announce 
the  commencement  of  the  first  term  of  the  Normal  University  at  such  time  as  they 
shall  think  proper,  and  take  all  necessary  steps  for  securing  the  appointment  of  stu- 
dents for  the  various  counties. 

A  motion  prevailed  that  when  we  adjourn,  we  adjourn  to 
meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  (the  18th)  of  August. 
On  motion, 

Resolved.  That  the  Secretary  bo  directed  to  give  notice  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  the  time  of  the  next  meeting. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Officers,  in  connection  with  the  Principal,  have 
power  to  select  the  Teachers  and  determine  their  salaries. 

Prof.  C.  E.  Hovey  then  informed  the  Board  that  he  ac- 
cepted the  office  of  Principal  of  the  University. 
The  Board  then  adjourned.

The  Board  of  Education  met  according  to  adjournment. 
Present,  Hon.  W.  Edwards,  President,  Messrs.  Wells, 
Moulton,  Hovey,  Denio,  Bunsen,  Eden,  Wright,  Shannon, 
Wilkins,  and  Gillespie. 

The  Secretary  being  absent,  D.  Wilkins  was  chosen  Sec- 
retary pro  tern. 

On  motion,  Mr.  Moulton,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Building,  made  a  report  as  follows — 

The  Building  Committee  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  met  in  Bloomington, 
July  14th,  1857,  according  to  previous  arrangement.  Present  Messrs.  Moulton, 
Denio,  Hovey,  and  Wilkins. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  S.  W.  Moulton,  Esq.,  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  D.  Wilkins  was  appointed  Secretary. 

Mr.  Denio  moved  that  the  plan  of  a  building  presented  by  Mr.  Randall,  architect, 
of  Chicago,  be  adopted.    The  motion  prevailed. 

The  following  resolutions  were  concurred  in — 

Resolved,  That  the  architect  proceed  to  make  out  the  specifications  for  the  Nor- 
mal University  building,  but  these  specifications  shall  not  be  considered  as  adopted 
by  this  Committee  till  they  have  been  approved  by  Mr.  Denio. 

Resolved,  That  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Normal  University  building, 
be  placed  at  Alton,  Springfield,  Bloomington,  Peoria,  Chicago  and  Galena,  and  that 
the  builders  of  the  State  be  invited  to  submit  sealed  proposals  for  the  erection  of  the 
building ;  said  proposals  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  or  before  the  17th 
day  of  August  next.  Proposals  must  be  sent  to  Daniel  Wilkins,  Secretary  of  the 
Committee,  at  Bloomington,  Illinois. 

Resolved,  That  C.  B.  Denio,  after  he  shall  have  approved  the  specifications,  shall 
cause  copies  of  said  specifications  and  so  much  of  the  plan  of  the  building  as  may  be 
sufficient  to  enable  builders  to  make  estimates  therefor,  to  be  sent  to  some  suitable 
person  and  place  at  the  points  named  in  the  above  resolution,  and  that  notice  of 
said  specifications  be  published  in  as  many  papers  at  said  points  as  will  publish  the 
same  gratuitously. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  to  accept  any  pro- 
posal, whether  the  lowest  or  not,  or  reject  all  the  proposals. 
Adjourned  until  two  o'cl  ock,  P.  M. 

Committee  met  at  2  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  adopted  the  following  resolutions — 

Resolved,  That  the  first  session  of  the  Normal  University  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  of  October  next,  and  that  C.  E.  Hovey,  the  Principal,  be  instructed  to  issue 
a  circular  fixing  the  standard  of  qualifications  required  of  all  applicants  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Institution,  and  that  the  circular  contain  such  other  information  as  in 
his  discretion  he  may  think  proper. 

Resolved,  That  the  Principal,  together  with  Mr.  Wilkins,  be  instructed  to  pro- 
cure and  fit  up  temporary  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  the  school,  till  such  time 
as  the  University  building  is  ready  for  use. 

Resolved,  That  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton  be  requested  to  deliver  an  address  on  the 
occasion  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  University. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  on  Tuesday,  the  18th  of  August  next.

The  Committee  on  Officers  made  the  following  report,

The  Committee  on  Officers  would  respectfully  report  to  the  Board,  that  they,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Principal  of  the  University,  have  considered  the  subject  of  the 
appointment  of  assistant  teachers  in  the  University,  and  recommend  as  proper  and 
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suitable  persons  for  that  position,  Ira  More,  of  Chicago,  111.,  and  Daniel  Goodwin, 
of  Rhode  Island. 

Also,  that  the  Principal,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Committee  on  Officers,  be  au- 
thorized to  employ  a  suitable  female  teacher  for  the  University. 

Also,  that  the  Principal,  should  it  be  necessary,  be  authorized  to  employ  a  princi- 
pal teacher  in  the  Model  School. 

The  Committee  also  recommend,  that  in  case  Counties  and  Representative  Districts 
fail  to  send  the  number  of  pupils  to  the  University,  that  they  may  be  entitled  to  by 
law,  then  the  Principal  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Committee  on  Officers,  may  re- 
ceive pupils  into  tho  University  from  any  part  of  the  State,  but  no  County  or  District 
in  any  contingency  is  to  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  send  the  number,  if  they  desire 
it,  which  they  may  be  entitled  to  by  law. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered  and  adopted — 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Normal  University  be  authorized  and  re- 
quested to  pay  C.E.Hovey,  the  Principal  of  the  University,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  to  bo  expended  in  the  purchase  of  furniture  for  the  University. 

Resolved,  That  in  pursuance  of  law,  the  one  thousand  dollars,  donated  by  the 
Messrs.  Merriams  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  now  in  the  hands  of  N.  W.  Edwards,  be  paid 
by  him  to  C.  E.  Hovey,  Principal  of  the  University,  to  be  expended  by  him  in  the 
purchase  of  suitable  apparatus  for  the  use  of  the  Normal  University. 

Resolved,  By  tho  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  that  N.  W.  Edwards, 
the  President  of  said  Board,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  draw  an  order  upon 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  the  interest  of  the  University  and  Seminary 
funds,  and  that  the  said  Treasurer  be  requested  to  pay  over  the  same,  upon  the  pre- 
sentation of  said  order  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board,  in  pursuance  of  the  8th  Sec- 
tion of  the  Act,  "For  the  Establishment  of  a  Normal  University,"  in  force  February 
18,  1858. 

Adjourned  to  If  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Board  met  according  to  adjournment. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted — 

Resolved,  That  the  Principal  of  the  University  procure  a  suitable  seal  for  tho 
use  of  the  Board,  with  the  following  inscription  thereon  :  "  The  Board  of  Education 
of  the  State  of  Illinois."

Whereas,  The  Normal  University  of  the  State  of  Illinois  has  been  located  at 
North  Bloomington,  in  close  proximity  to  the  intersection  of  the  Illinois  Central  and 
the  Chicago,  Alton  and  St.  Louis  Railroads,  and  whereas,  in  the  construction  of  the 
necessary  buildings  pertaining  to  said  University,  as  well  as  in  the  permanent  oc- 
cupancy thereof  when  built,  a  side  track  and  Station  House  at  said  crossing  of  con- 
venient access  are  indispensable.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Hon.  J.  A.  Matteson,  H.  Spencer,  and  their  associates,  and 
the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Co.,  be  most  respectfully 
requested  to  cause  to  be  erected  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  the  aforesaid  im- 
provements at  the  point  above  indicated,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be 
requested  to  forward  to  said  Companies  copies  of  this  preamble  and  resolution.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 


Bloomington,  Wednesday,  Dec.  23,  1857. 
The  Board  of  Education  met  at  the  city  of  Bloomington 
on  "Wednesday,  23d  December,  in  pursuance  to  the  call  of 
the  Secretary.  Present,  Messrs.  Edwards,  Wright,  Hovey, 
Wells,  Denio,  Sloan,  Wilkins,  Bunsen,  Rex,  Moulton,  and 
Powel. 

Mr.  Wilkins  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted — 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  as  a  Visiting  Committee  of  the 
Normal  University. 

The  chair  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  upon  the 
committee:  Messrs.  Denio,  Wells,  Wright,  Rex,  and  Sloan. 

Mr.  Denio  moved  that  five  cents  per  mile  be  fixed  upon 
as  the  amount  to  be  allowed  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
for  travelling  expenses. 

Mr.  Rex  moved  to  amend  by  directing  the  President  and 
Secretary  of  the  Board  to  audit  the  bills  of  the  members  of 
the  Board,  for  travelling  expenses,  as  presented  by  each 
member,  and  to  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  re- 
spective amounts  of  the  same. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Hovey  presented  sundry  bills,  amounting  to  four 
thousand  twenty  dollars  and  ninety  cents,  ($4,020  90),  with 
accompanying  vouchers,  which  were  audited  and  ordered  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  building  funds.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  STATE  BOARD 
OF  EDUCATION. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  Illinois,  met  in  Bloomington,  May  15th,  1857. — 
Messrs.  Rex,  Hovey,  Wright,  Powel  and  Wilkins.,  present. 

The  meeting  being  called  to  order  by  the  chairman,  Dr. 
Rex,  D.  Wilkins  was  appointed  Secretary. 

The  Committee  then  proceeded  to  investigate  the  subscrip- 
tion raised  by  the  citizens  of  Bloomington,  and  the  appro- 
priation made  by  McLean  County  Court,  for  the  erection  of 
buildings  for  the  Normal  University. 

After  various  remarks  by  members  of  the  committee  and 
others,  adjourned  to  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Two  o'clock,  P.  M.  The  meeting  being  called  to  order, 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  we  require  of  the  citizens  of  Bloomington  a  guarantee  on  the 
McLean  County  subscription,  that  the  sum  of  fourteen  thousand  dollars  be  paid  on 
the  1st  day  of  August  next,  and  the  further  sum  of  14,000  dollars  on  the  first  day  of 
November  next,  and  the  further  sum  of  fourteen  thousand  dollars  on  the  first  day  of 
February  next,  and  the  further  sum  of  fourteen  thousand  dollars  on  tho  1st  day  of 
May  next,  and  the  remaining  sura  of  fourteen  thousand  dollars  on  the  1st  day  of  Au- 
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gust,  1858,  if  called  for  by  the  Board,  to  enable  them  to  erect  the  building  of  the 

Normal  University  : 

Provided,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  give  thirty  days 
notice  by  publication  in  the  Bloomington  Pantagraph,  that  the  sums  aforesaid  will 
be  called  for  at  the  time  they  become  due. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  read  and  adopted  : 

Resolved,  By  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  that  John  E  McClun,  their  Treasurer,  be  instructed  to  carefully  examine 
the  list  of  individual  subscriptions  for  the  location  of  the  Normal  University  n6ar 
Bloomington,  and  take  notes  for  all  money  subscriptions,  and  in  all  cases  which  he 
shall  deem  necessary  take  such  additional  security  as  he  shall  consider  sufficient  to 
insure  the  payment  of  the  sums  ;  and  that  he  report  on  the  subject  to  the  Board  at 
their  meeting  on  the  23d  of  June,  1857. 

Resolved,  That  there  be  a  committee  of  two  appointed  to  contract  for  brick,  sand, 
lime,  stone,  <fcc,  for  the  construction  of  the  Normal  University  building. 

The  chair  appointed  Messrs.  Powell  and  Wilkins  said 
committee.  Adjourned.

The  Building  Committee  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
met  in  Bloomington,  July  14th,  1857,  according  to  previous 
arrangement.  Present,  Messrs.  Moulton,  Denio,  Hovey  and 
Wilk'ms. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  S.  W.  Moulton,  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  and  D.  Wilkins  was  appointed  secre- 
tary. 

Mr.  Denio  moved  that  the  plan  of  a  building  presented  by 
Mr.  Kandall,  architect,  of  Chicago,  be  adopted.  The  motion 
prevailed. 

The  following  resolutions  were  concurred  in  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Architect  proceed  to  make  out  the  specifications  for  the  Nor- 
mal University  building;  but  these  specifications  shall  not  be  considered  adopted  by 
this  Committee  till  they  have  been  approved  by  Mr.  Denio. 

Resolved,  That  the  plans  and  specifications  for  the  Normal  University  building 
be  placed  at  Alton,  Springfield,  Bloomington,  Peoria,  Chicago,  and  Galena,  and  that 
the  builders  of  the  State  be  invited  to  submit  sealed  proposals  for  the  erection  of  tho 
building;  said  proposals  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  or  before  the  17th 
day  of  August  next.  Proposals  must  be  sent  to  Daniel  Wilkins,  Secretary  of  tho 
Committee,  at  Bloomington,  Illinois. 

Resolved,  That  C.  B.  Denio,  after  he  shall  have  approved  the  specifications,  shall 
cause  copies  of  said  specifications,  and  so  much  of  the  plan  of  the  building  as  may  bo 
sufficient  to  enable  builders  to  make  estimates  therefor,  to  be  sent  to  some  suitable 
person  and  place  at  the  points  named  in  the  above  resolution,  and  that  notice  of  said 
specifications  be  published  in  as  many  papers  at  said  points  as  will  publish  the  same 
gratuitously. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee^reserve  to  themselves  the  right  to  accept  any  pro- 
posals, whether  the  lowest  or  not,  or  reject  all  tho  proposals. 

Adjourned  until  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

Committee  met  at  2  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  first  session  of  the  Normal  University  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  of  October  next ;  and  that  C.  E.  Hovey,  tho  principal,  be  instructed  to  issue 
a  circular  fixing  the  standard  of  qualifications  required  by  all  applicants  for  admis- 
sion into  the  Institution  ;  and  that  the  circular  contain  such  other  information  as  in 
his  discretion  he  may  think  proper. 

Resolved,  That  the  Principal,  together  with  Mr.  Wilkins,  be  instructed  to  procure 
and  fit  up  temporary  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  the  school  till  such  time  as  the 
University  building  is  ready  for  uso. 

Resolved,  That  the  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton  be  requested  to  deliver  an  address  on 
the  occasion  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  tho  University  building. 

On  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  on  Tuesday  the  18th  of  Au- 
gust next.

Trustee,  and  to  be  disposed  of  according  to  the  conditions  that  may  be  inserted  in 
eaid  Trust  Deed. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  "W.  H.  Powel,  was 
unanimously  adopted  :

the  Public  Schools  of  the  State. 
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Bloomington,  III.,  June  27,  1860. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  convened,  agreeably 
to  adjournment,  on  Wednesday,  June  27,  1860,  at  9  o'clock  a.m.,  at 
the  office  of  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  University,  in  the  City  of 
Bloomington  —  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton,  President,  in  the  chair. 

Present — Messrs.  Moulton,  Hovey,  Shannon,  Wright,  Wells,  Wil- 
kins,  Bass,  Rex,  Bateman. 

On  motion,  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  ap- 
proved.

teacher  in  the  Department  of  Natural  Sciences,  until  our  next  meeting,  at  a  salary 
not  to  exceed  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum  :  also,  that  the  Principal  be  em- 
powered to  employ  two  teachers  for  the  Model  School,  if,  in  his  opinion,  they  may 
be  necessary — salaries  not  to  exceed  the  income  of  the  Model  School,  and  the 
engagement  not  to  extend  beyond  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board.

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So  far  as  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  charter  are  concerned,  there  is  no  doubt 
but  the  object  of  the  University  is,  to  furnish  competent  teachers  for  the  Com- 
mon Schools,  so  much  needed  in  all  parts  of  the  State;  and  the  University  would 
hardly  be  able  to  furnish  that  thorough  and  extended  course  of  study  upon 
Agriculture  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  Agriculturists  of  the  State. 

And  even  if  the  Board  were  competent  to  furnish  the  necessary  instruction  for  a 
first-class  Agricultural  School,  they  have  not  the  means  at  their  command  to  im- 
prove a  Model  Farm,  (though  they  have  one  hundred  acres  that  might  be  used 
for  the  purpose,)  erect  the  necessary  buildings  and  fixtures,  and  furnish  an  estab- 
lishment commensurate  with  the  interests  and  wishes  of  the  Agriculturists  of  the 
State. 

But  your  Committee,  knowing  the  anxiety  of  the  Board  to  further  Agricultural 
education,  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  how  far  the  Board  can  do  this  with  their 
present  means. 

Your  Committee  find  that  the  University  building  will  probably  be  completed 
by  the  first  of  September  next;  and  when  so  completed,  there  will  be  ample 
room  for  the  accommodation  of  our  Agricultural  friends,  so  far  as  lecture  rooms, 
halls  for  examination,  and  laboratory  rooms  may  be  needed  ;  and  your  committee 
would  recommend  that  the  Board  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  confer  with  the 
applicants,  if  application  be  made,  and  that  the  Board  grant  the  use  of  so  much  of 
the  University  Building  and  Lands  as  can  be  done  without  interfering  with  the 
legitimate  aims  and  purposes  of  the  University,  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  established  by  your  Board.

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The  progress  and  success  of  the  school  has  been  somewhat  retarded  by  the 
unfavorable  circumstances  surrounding  it,  particularly  the  want  of  proper  ac- 
commodations for  the  students,  deficiency  in  apparatus,  etc. 

The  students  have  manifested  great  patience  and  a  laudable  ambition  to 
master  the  noble  art  of  teaching.  This,  we  feel  assured  from  the  repeated 
examinations  we  have  witnessed,  is  being  steadily  accomplished  ;  and  we  have 
every  reason  to  believe  that  the  hopes  and  expectations  of  the  friends  of  the 
Normal  University  will  be  fully  realized. 

We  take  great  pleasure  in  adding,  that  the  efforts  and  labors  of  the  Princi- 
pal have  been  most  ably  and  faithfully  sustained  by  the  other  teachers  in  the 
institution,  and  we  unite  in  the  expression  of  entire  confidence  in  the  whole 
corps  of  teachers,  as  faithful,  competent  and  christian  gentlemen. 

The  first  class  of  the  institution  graduated  in  June  last,  and  diplomas  were 
awarded  to  them,  with  the  full  honors  of  the  University.  Three  of  this  class 
have  been  retained  as  teachers  in  the  institution,  and  the  others  —  seven  in 
number  —  are  teaching  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  with  great  success.  We 
may  now  predict  that  a  new  and  important  era,  in  the  history  of  teaching  in 
our  State,  has  commenced.

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  the  Secretary  request- 
ed to  incorporate  it  into  his  Biennial  Report  to  the  Legislature,  as  a 
constituent  part  thereof. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  were  called 
upon  for  their  report;  whereupon  they  presented  the  following: 
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BY-LAWS,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCA- 
TION OF  THE  STATE  OF  ILLINOIS. 

Article  I. — Meetings. 

Section  1.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  in  the  State  Normal  Uni- 
versity, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

Section  2.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  beheld  on  the  Wednes- 
days preceding  the  Fourth  of  July  and  Christmas.  Other  meetings  of  the 
Board  may  be  held,  on  the  call  of  the  President  or  Secretary,  by  adjournment, 
or  on  the  written  request  of  five  of  the  members ;  Provided,  however,  that  all 
the  members  shall  be  duly  notified  by  the  Secretary  ;  and  the  notice  shall  dis- 
tinctly state  the  special  matters  to  be  presented  to  the  Board  for  its  consider- 
ation at  such  meeting;  and  such  special  matter  or  matters  shall  be  considered 
immediately  after  reading  the  minutes.  And  no  other  than  such  special  mat- 
ter shall  be  considered  at  such  meeting,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present. 

Section  3.  The  hour  of  meeting  shall  be  9  o'clock  A.  M.  If  a  quorum 
shall  not  be  present  at  10  o'clock,  the  members  present  may  adjourn  to  any 
specified  time. 

Section  4.    Fiye  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Article  II. — Officers. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows:  A  President, 
Secretary,  ex  officio,  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Board.  All 
elections  for  officers  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  shall  be  made  at  a  stated  meeting; 
and  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  members  present  shall  be  necessary  for  an  elec- 
tion. 

Section  2.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  appointed  time,  and, 
if  a  quorum  is  present,  shall  declare  the  meeting  ready  for  business.  He 
shall  preserve  order  and  decorum;  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Board ;  declare  all  the  votes,  and  decide  when  they  are  equal. 
He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  and 
sign  all  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  when  ordered  by  the  Board.  In  his  absence 
the  Board  shall  appoint  a  President^™  tern.,  who  shall  be  vested  with  all  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  President. 

Section  3.  The  Sesretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  duly  notify  all  the  members  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 
He  shall  attest  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  treasury,  when  ordered  by  the  Board, 
and  none  others.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  the  Board  shall  appoint  a 
Secretary  pro  tem.,  who  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
Secretary. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  moneys  belonging 
to  the  Board,  and  shall  not  pay  any  money  without  an  order  drawn  on  him  by 
the  President  and  attested  by  the  Secretary.  He  shall  make  a  written  state- 
ment of  the  funds  at  each  stated  meeting,  and  oftener  if  required  by  the  Board,

He  shall  give  bond,  with  such  securities  as  the  Board  may  approve,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

vVrticle  III.  —  Committees. 

Section  1.  The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  at  the 
time  of  the  election  of  officers,  and  a  majority  of  each  committee  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  form  a  quorum: 

1.  A  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  of  five  members. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Course  of  Study,  of  three  members. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Text  Books,  of  three  members. 

I  4.  A  Committee  on  Officers  and  Teachers  in  the  Normal  University,  of  three 
members. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Normal  University,  of 
three  members. 

G.    An  Auditing  Committee,  of  three  members. 

Section  2.  Every  report  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  committee, 
and  shall  contain  a  statement  of  facts ;  and  no  report  shall  be  made  by  a  com- 
mittee unless  the  subject  thereof  shall  have  been  considered  at  a  meeting  duly 
called  by  the  chairman.  When  the  report  of  the  committee  is  made,  a  minor- 
ity of  the  committee  may  also  present  their  views  in  writing. 

Section  3.  Each  Standing  Committee  shall  keep  minutes,  in  writing,  of 
its  proceedings,  including  the  names  of  the  members  present;  which  shall  be 
recorded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

Section  4.  No  committee  of  this  Board  shall  incur  any  pecuniary  liability, 
unless  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  same  shall  have  been  first  made  by  reso- 
lution of  the  Board. 

Article  IV. — Duties  of  Committees. 

Section  1.  The  committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  shall  have  charge  of 
the  buildings  and  grounds  connected  with  the  Normal  University  ;  shall  see 
that  they  are  kept  in  good  repair  and  condition,  and  shall  make  such  altera- 
tions, additions  and  improvements,  as  the  Board  shall  direct. 

Section  2.  The  committee  on  the  Course  of  Study  shall  prescribe  the 
course  of  instruction  to  be  pursued  in  the  different  classes,  sections  and  depart- 
ments of  the  Normal  University,  and  shall  make  such  changes  in  the  same  as 
from  time  to  lime  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  Institu- 
tion. 

Section  3.  The  committee  on  Text  Books  shall  select  the  various  text 
books  to  be  used  in  the  Normal  University,  and  shall  make  such  changes  there- 
in as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

Section  4.  The  committee  on  Officers  and  Teachers  shall  appoint  all  the 
officers  and  teachers  for  the  Normal  University,  and  shall  have  power  to  remove 
any  of  them  for  incompetency,  immorality,  or  any  other  proper  cause,  after 
having  given  ten  days'  notice  of  any  charge  which  may  have  been  duly  pre- 
sented, and  ample  opportunity  for  defense — their  action,  however,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board, 
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Section  5.  The  committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Normal  Uni- 
versity shall  make  such  rulea,  to  secure  economy  and  accountability,  and  to 
regulate  the  management  of  the  Institution,  as  may  be  necessary,  and  they 
shall  recommend  to  this  Board  for  its  adoption  such  by-laws  for  the  govern- 
ment, management  and  discipline  of  the  Institution,  as  they  may  deem  requi- 
site. They  shall  visit  the  University  as  often  as  the  Board  shall  direct,  and  ex- 
amine the  books  and  reports,  inquire  into  the  progress  of  the  students,  the  char- 
acter and  efficiency  of  the  discipline  administered,  and  make  a  faithful  re- 
port at  each  stated  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Section  G.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  examine,  audit  and  certify  all 
bills  presented  to  the  Board;  and  no  bill  shall  be  so  audited  without  satisfac- 
tory proof  that  it  is  correct. 

Section  7.  All  committees  shall  report  in  writing,  at  every  stated  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

Article  V. — Order  of  Business. 

Section  1.  The  order  of  Business,  at  every  meeting,  shall  be,  unless  other- 
wise specially  ordered,  as  follows: 

1.  Reading,  amending  and  adopting  the  minutes. 

2.  Election  of  officers. 

3.  Report  of  the  Principal  of  Normal  University. 

4.  Treasurer's  report. 

5.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

6.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees,  in  their  order. 

7.  Communications. 

8.  Motions  and  Resolutions. 

9.  Unfinished  Business. 
10.  General  Business. 

Article  VI. — Members. 

Section  1.  All  resolutions  shall  be  presented  in  writing,  with  the  name  of 
the  mover;  when  so  presented  they  shall  be  read,  but  shall  not  be  considered 
until  seconded. 

Section  2.  Motions  to  refer,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  adjourn,  and  for  the 
previous  question,  shall  be  taken  without  debate.  A  vote  of  the  Board  order- 
ing the  previous  question  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  and  shall  preclude 
further  debate,  but  shall  not  cut  off  pending  amendments,  each  of  which  shall  be 
decided  in  its  order,  and  by  ayes  and  noes,  if  required. 

Section  3.  Every  member,  before  speaking,  shall  arise  and  address  the 
President.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the  President 
shall  decide  which  is  entitled  the  floor. 

Section  4.  Every  member  who  is  present  when  a  question  is  put  shall 
vote  for  or  against  the  same,  unless  excused  by  the  Board.  Any  member  may 
demand  the  ayes  and  noes  upon  any  vote  which  is  taken. 

Section  5.  A  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  may  be  made  by  any  member  at 
the  same  meeting,  and  shall  be  finally  disposed  of  at  such  meeting  ;  but  no 
vote  of  reconsideration  shall  be  taken  more  than  once  on  the  same  question. 
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Section  G.  These  rules  and  by-laws  may  be  altered,  amended  or  repealed, 
at  any  stated  meeting,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  present. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Board  be  requested  to  prepare  a  bill  to  be 
presented  to  the  Legislature,  and,  in  connection  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Budd- 
ing Committee,  to  be  present  at  the  session  of  the  next  General  Assembly  aiK 
aid  in  securing  the  passage  of  said  bill. 

The  Committee  on  Officers  made  the  following  report: 

The  Committee  on  Officers  would  respectfully  report:  That  they  recommend  the 
following  appointments  in  the  Normal  University,  namely:  Mr.  J.  A.  Sewall,  in 
the  department  of  Natural  Sciences;  Mr.  Bryant  in  the  department  of  Drawing  ; 
Mr.  Vescellius  in  Penmanship,  to  be  employed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Principal ; 
Mr.  James  G.  Howell  and  Miss  Fanny  E.  Washburn  as  Teachers  in  the  Model 
School. 

The  committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  Principal,  C.  E.  Hovey,  have 
leave  of  absence  for  two  months,  from  the  first  day  of  March  next,  for  the  purpose 
fo  visiting  and  examining  the  various  Normal  Institutions  of  the  United  States  and 
Canadas.

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For  the  history  of  the  organization  of  the  Board,  its  proceedings  connect- 
ed with  the  location  of  the  University,  inducements  to  location,  contracts 
for  building,  subscriptions  to  the  Board,  etc.,  we  respectfully  refer  to  the  last 
report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  the  report  of  the 
Bqard  of  Education  to  the  last  Legislature,  where  the  details  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board,  and  the  various  committees  appointed  by  the  same,  are  very 
fully  presented. 

The  Board,  at  this  time,  desire  to  present  to  the  Legislature  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation. 

The  University  building  is  now  substantially  completed,  and  we  may  say, 
without  hesitation,  it  is  the  very  best  building  of  the  kind  in  America,  and 
perhaps  in  the  world.  It  is  perfect  and  harmonious  in  all  its  parts,  and  most 
admirably  adapted  to  accomplish  the  ends  for  which  it  was  intended.  The 
execution  of  the  work,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  of  the  architect,  has  been 
most  faithfully  performed  and  in  the  very  best  and  most  workmanlike  man- 
ner. The  entire  cost  of  the  building,  including  the  necessary  furniture  and 
apparatus  for  the  same,  is  about  $145,000.  Add  to  this  $5,000  for  expenses 
incurred  for  rent  and  fixtures  of  rooms  for  the  temporary  use  of  the  school, 
and  the  sum  will  be  the  aggregate  expenditure  of  the  Board. 

The  property  of  the  corporation,  including  the  Normal  building  and  its  ap- 
purtenances, the  160  acres  of  land  upon  which  the  same  is  located,  and  the 
unpaid  subscriptions  to  the  Board,  may  be  fully  estimated  at  $200,000. 

The  Board  has  collected  and  disbursed,  in  connection  with  the  erection  of 
the  building,  about  $76,000,  vouchers  for  which  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  corporation.  The  present  liabilities  of  the  Board  are  about 
$65,000,  for  the  payment  of  which  they  have,  at  this  time,  no  means  or  way 
of  payment;  all  the  present  available  assets  of  the  Board  have  been  faithfully 
applied  in  the  liquidation  of  the  liabilities  incurred  in  the  erection  of  the 
building  and  the  expenses  connected  with  the  same. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  undertaking,  the  Board  had  confidently  expect- 
ed that  the  subscription  of  the  citizens  of  Bloomington  and  McLean  county, 
together  with  the  McLean  county  subscription,  the  whole  being  estimated  at 
$103,475,  would  afford  ample  means  for  the  erection  of  the  building  contem- 
plated by  the  act.  But  owing  to  circumstances  entirely  unforeseen,  and  be- 
yond the  control  of  the  Board,  their  reasonable  expectations  have  not  been 
realized;  only  about  $84,000  of  the  above  have  been  available  assets. 

The  general  financial  difficulties  and  embarrassments  that  have  overwhelmed 
the  country  for  the  past  three  years,  have  proved  most  unfortunate  for  this 
enterprise.  Much  of  the  subscription  has  thereby  been  rendered  unavailing, 
and  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work,  and  to  perform  the  contracts  that  we 
had  entered  into,  in  many  instances  we  were  compelled  to  make  sacrifices  in 
the  use  of  the  available  assets.  Without  these  sacrifices  of  property  it  would 
have  been  impossible  to  preserve  our  general  property  from  being  sequestered 
by  judgments  and  mechanics'  liens. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  the  Normal  University  has 
been  established,  and  we  believe,  upon  a  broad,  comprehensive  and  enlight- 
ened foundation.    The  school  is  now  in  a  most  flourishing  and  prosperous  con- 
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dition,  and  is  every  day  increasing  in  popular  favor  and  interest.  The  peo- 
ple of  our  State  regard  the  Normal  School  as  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to 
realize  the  full  fruition  of  our  very  liberal  common  school  system. 

Now,  the  great  question  presented  is,  shall  the  Normal  University  be  main- 
tained—  shall  the  hopes  and  expectations  of  the  people  of  this  great  State  be 
realized  ? 

The  act  creating  us  is  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  Normal 
University.  The  Legislature  certainly  never  expected  that  the  University 
could  be  established  and  maintained  without  means.  It  was,  however,  reason- 
ably hoped  that  some  means  would  be  obtained,  independent  of  direct  appro- 
priation. 

Yet  it  was  confidently  expected  of  the  Legislature,  and  was  clearly  their 
intention,  as  it  is  their  duty,  to  cheerfully  supply,  by  adequate  appropriations, 
whatever  deficiency  there  might  be  in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a 
University  commensurate  with  the  wants  of  the  people. 

The  Board,  in  discharge  of  their  trust  and  duty,  have  acquired  property  to 
the  value  of  $200,000.  This  belongs  to,  and  is  the  property  of,  the  people  of 
the  State, and  it  is  incumbered  by  liens  to  the  amount  of  about  $65,000.  This 
indebtedness  has  been  incurred  in  the  establishment  of  the  Normal  University 
and  in  pursuance  of  the  command  and  authority  of  law.  The  credit  has  been 
given  upon  the  faith  and  belief  that  the  Board  were  the  trustees  and  agents 
of  the  State,  and  that  their  acts  were  the  acts  of  the  State,  and  that  the  State 
would  promptly,  and  in  good  faith,  discharge  the  liabilities  incurred  for  its 
benefit  and  the  benefit  of  the  people.  The  University  is  essentially  a  State 
Institution,  and  stands  upon  the  same  ground,  so  far  as  necessary  appropria- 
tion for  its  maintenance  is  concerned,  as  other  State  Institutions. 

The  incumbrance  upon  the  property  must  be  discharged,  or  the  whole  of  it 
will  have  to  be  abandoned  to  the  rapacity  of  the  creditors,  and  all  the  labor  that 
has  been  expended  and  the  progress  that  has  been  made  will  be  entirely  lost. 

The  University  has  been  established  without  an  appropriation-it  cannot  long- 
er be  maintained  without  one.  Will  the  servants  of  the  people  abandon  this 
noble  enterprise  —  the  property  of  the  people  —  and  will  they  abandon  the 
more  noble  objects  for  which  the  institution  was  established  ?  Or,  on  the  con- 
trary, will  they  do  what  the  great  mass  of  the  people  clearly  demand  and  de- 
sire them  to  do  —  maintain  the  Normal  University?  We  believe  that  the  hopes 
and  expectations  of  the  people  will  be  fully  respected  by  their  servants.  The 
alternative  is  sternly  presented  —  an  appropriation  to  relieve  the  property 
from  its  incumbrances,  or  an  abandonment  of  the  whole  enterprise. 

Particular  information  in  regard  to  the  operation  of  the  Normal  School  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Principal. 

A  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Board  will  be  found 
in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  hereto  annexed. 

The  school  has  now  been  in  operation  more  than  three  years.  C.  E.  Hovey, 
Esq.,  was  selected  by  the  Board  as  the  Principal  of  the  University,  and  we 
should  feel  that  this  report  would  be  incomplete,  were  we  not  to  express  our 
unqualified  confidence  in  his  ability  and  faithfulness  as  a  teacher,  and  his  pe- 
culiar adaptation  for  the  responsible  position  he  occupies. 
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Bloomington,  III.,  Dec.  20,  1860. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  convened  in  the  city  of  Bloomington, 
on  Thursday,  Dec.  20,  1860,  and  was  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock  A.M., 
by  the  President,  S.  W.  Moulton. 

Present,  Messrs.  Moulton,  Hovey,  Bex,  Wright,  Shannon,  Denio, 
and  Bateman. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read,  and,  on  motion,  amend- 
ed by  inserting  after  the  notice  of  the  graduating  class,  the  names  of 
the  graduates. 

Dr.  Bex  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions: 

Whereas  our  State  Normal  University  is  nearly  completed,  and  the  Normal 
School  is  in  successful  operation,  and  the  State  Board  of  Education  propo?e 
dedicating  the  building  on  Thursday,  Jan.  24,  1860. 

Be  it,  therefore,  Resolved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  That  we  respectfully 
invite  the  Hon.  Richard  Yates,  Governor  elect  of  the  State,  to  deliver  the  dedica- 
tory address. 

Resolved,  also,  That  the  Honorable  Legislature  of  the  State  are  hereby  invited 
to  witness  the  dedicatory  exercises,  the  exercises  of  the  pupils  in  the  Normal 
and  Model  Schools,  and  to  examine  the  Institution. 

The  vote  being  taken  on  the  preamble  and  resolutions,  they  were 
unanimously  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  present  certified  copies 
of  the  Preamble  and  Besolutions  to  the  Governor  elect  and  Legislature. 

Moved,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  wtih  the  Illinois 
Central,  and  Chicago,  Alton  and  St.  Louis  railroad  companies, 
in  reference  to  establishing  a  Station  with  suitable  buildings,  platforms, 
etc.,  at  the  junction  of  said  roads,  near  the  city  of  Bloomington,  for 
the  convenience  and  benefit  of  the  Normal  University. 

Messrs.  Moulton  and  Denio  were  appointed  said  committee. 


4  PROCEEDINGS  OP  THE 


Mr.  Moulton,  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  presented  the 
following,  as  the  Keport  of  the  Board : 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

The  act  for  "the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  Normal  University" 
creates  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  provides  that  said 
Board  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  have  perpetual  succession,  power 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  acquire,  hold  and  convey  real  and  personal 
property,  and  to  have  and  exercise  all  powers  and  be  subject  to  all  duties  usual 
and  incident  to  trustees  of  corporations. 

In  section  4  of  the  act  the  object  of  the  Normal  University  is  defined  to  be,  to 
qualify  teachers  for  the  common  schools  of  this  State,  by  imparting  instruction  in 
the  art  of  teaching  in  all  branches  of  study  which  pertain  to  a  common  school 
education,  in  the  elements  of  the  natural  sciences,  including  agricultural  chemis- 
try and  animal  and  vegetable  physiology,  in  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  regard  to  the  rights  and  duties  of  citizens, 
and  such  other  studies  as  the  Board  of  Education  may,  from  time  to  time,  pre- 
scribe. 

The  act,  creating  the  University,  designates  the  corporators  and  restricts  the 
right  of  filling  vacancies  that  may  at  any  time  occur,  to  appointments  by  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  makes  it  obligatory  on 
the  Board  to  report  to  the  Legislature  the  condition  and  expenditures  of  the  Uni- 
versity, together  with  such  other  information  as  the  Board  may  think  proper. 

The  5th  section  of  the  act  provides  that  the  Board  shall  have  power  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  fix  the  permanent  location  of  the  said  Normal  University 
at  the  place  where  the  most  favorable  inducements  are  offered  for  that  purpose. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  various  provisions  and  general  scope  of  the 
law  that  the  clear  intention  of  the  Legislature  was  to  make  the  University  a 
State  Institution  ,  to  be  under  the  control  and  sovereign  power  of  the  State,  and 
that  the  corporators  are  the  agents  or  trustees  appointed  by  the  law  and  empow- 
ered, and  it  is  made  their  duty,  to  employ  and  use  the  necessary  means  to  accom- 
plish the  great  objects  contemplated  by  the  act. 

That  whatever  has  been  done  by  the  Board  has  been  done  by  the  sanction  and 
command  of  a  public  law  and  for  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  people  of  the 
State  of  Illinois. 

That  the  property  acquired  by  the  Board  is  the  property  of  the  State,  and  that 
the  debts  and  liabilities  incurred  are  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  State. 

That  the  trustees  have  been  everywhere  regarded  as  the  agents  of  the  State, 
acting  for  the  State  and  not  for  themselves,  and  that  their  acts  are  the  acts  of 
the  State. 

The  Board  of  Education,  then,  in  pursuance  of  the  command  of  the  law 
and  what  they  conceived  to  be  a  public  duty  enjoined  upon  them,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  accomplishing  the  objects  contemplated  in  the  act  creating  the 
Board,  and  strictly  in  conformity  thereto,  located  the  Normal  University  near 
Bloomington,  in  McLean  county  —  the  most  favorable  inducements  having 
been  offered  by  the  citizens  of  that  locality. 
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Bloomington,  III.,  June  25th,  1862. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  was  held  at  the  Pike  House,  in  the  city  of 
Bloomington,  on  Wednesday,  June  25th,  1862  ;  the  President, 
Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton,  in  the  chair. 

Present — Messrs.  Moulton,  Kex,  Bass,  Green,  Keynolds, 
Goudy,  Wells,  Shannon,  Powell  and  Bateman. 

Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

Mr.  Bass  presented  the  following  communication  : 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois, — 

Gerdlemen  :  The  time  of  my  engagement  with  the  Board  being  about  to 
expire,  I  take  the  liberty  to  suggest  that  the  office  of  Principal  will  be  va- 
cant at  the  close  of  this  term.  Very  respectfully  yours,

Dear  Sir  :  It  will  be  entirely  impossible,  with  my  plans  for  the  future,  for  me 
to  again  resume  duties  in  the  Normal  University  ;  and  I  beg  you  to  tender  to 
the  Board  over  which  you  preside,  my  grateful  acknowledgments  of  the  thou- 
sand kindnesses  which  they  extended  to  the  first  Principal  of  the  University.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  tendered  to  Perkins  Bass,  Esq.,  the 
Principal  of  our  Normal  University  during  the  past  year,  for  the  energetic  and 
successful  manner  in  which  he  has  conducted  the  Normal  School,  and  the  judi- 
cious and  able  manner  in  which  he  has  managed  the  finances  and  business  mat- 
ters of  the  Board. 

The  Board  then,  on  motion,  proceeded  to  ballot  for  Princi- 
pal of  the  University,  which  resulted  in  the  unanimous  elec- 
tion of  Richard  Edwards,  Esq. 

The  Committee  on  Officers  presented  the  subjoined  report, 
wdiich  on  motion  was  approved : 

The  Committee  on  Officers  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  L.  H.  Potter,  Esq.,  be  employed  as  a  teacher,  at  a  salary 
of  twenve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  another  male 
teacher  be  also  employed. 


The  resignation  of  Miss  F.  A.  Peterson  was  tendered  to 
the  Board  and  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Reynolds,  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  capacity  to  teach  an  infant  or  child's  model  school  of  a 
high  order,  is  a  rare  talent,  and  ought  to  be  encouraged  and  sought  after ;  that 
we  recognize  that  class  of  talent  in  a  high  degree  in  Miss  L.  E.  Ketchaui,  and 
as  an  expression  of  our  appreciation  of  her  success  and  teaching  talent,  her  salary 
is  hereby  raised  to  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

On  motion,  the  salary  of  Miss  M.  E.  Osband  was  increased 
to  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum.

Resolved,  That  in  expressing  these  views,  the  Board  disavow  any  intention  to  in- 
terfere with  the  right  of  teachers  to  exercise  the  elective  franchise,  or  to  enjoy 
their  political  sentiments,  free  from  censorship  or  dictation  from  any  source.

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  met  at  the 
Ashley  House  in  the  City  of  Bloomington,  Illinois,  on  Wednesday, 
June  21,  1865,  at  3  o'clock  p.m. 

The  following  members  were  present : — Messrs.  Moulton,  Presi- 
dent; Taggart,  Wing,  Turner,  Foster,  Fell,  Wells,  Leal,  Hatch, 
Goudy,  Roots,  Bateman. 

The  credentials  of  Messrs.  Taggart,  Turner,  Foster,  Leal,  Roots, 
Fell,  and  Mayo,  as  new  members  of  the  Board,  were  presented  and 
accepted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hatch,  the  Board  proceeded  to  the  regular  bien- 
ial  election  of  officers :  when  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton  was  unanimously 
reelected  President,  and  Charles  W.  Holder  was  also  reelected  Treas- 
urer.

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It  should  be  understood,  in  this  connection,  that  many  of  the  students 
in  the  Model  School  are  intending  to  be  teachers,  but  prefer  not  to 
bind  themselves  to  do  so.  I  think  that  many  young  men  have  been 
turned  from  teaching,  during  the  last  few  years,  by  the  great  demand 
for  men  in  all  kinds  of  business,  and  by  the  fact  that  teachers'  wages 
have  not  been  increased  as  the  compensation  has  been  in  other  pur- 
suits. There  are  very  few  teachers  whose  pay  has  not  been  relatively 
lower  during  the  war  than  before  it.  This,  of  course,  has  operated 
unfavorably  upon  the  attendance  of  young  men  at  the  Normal  Depart- 
ment of  the  University.  The  indications  are  that  many  young  men 
from  the  army  will  come  in  next  year,  and  that  the  ratio  of  the  num- 
ber of  gentlemen  to  that  of  ladies  will  be  greatly  increased. 

The  law  requires  that  institutions  auxiliary  to  the  University,  by 
which  is  supposed  to  be  meant  the  Model  School,  shall  not  receive 
any  appropriation  from  the  Treasury,  or  from  the  Seminary  or  Uni- 
versity Fund.  During  the  year  just  closing,  the  receipts  from  the 
Model  School  have  been  as  follows : 

From  Tuition  Fees   $2,647  90

Expenditures  for  Salaries  as  per  Order-Book   2,595  25 

Leaving  a  balance  unexpended  for  Salaries  of  $1,052  65 

— which  may  be  considered  as  paying  in  part  the  rent  of  the  rooms, 
and  the  cost  of  warming. 

But  the  neighborhood  has  so  rapidly  increased  in  population,  so 
many  families  have  come  into  it  for  the  sake  of  enjoying  the  benefit 
of  the  Model  School,  that  the  numbers  have  now  become  too  great  for 
the  capacities  of  the  building.  And  as  a  consequence,  the  district 
proposes  to  erect  this  fall  a  school-house  worth  some  $15,000.  This 
will  relieve  us  of  more  than  half  the  Model  School  pupils.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  retain  in  the  Normal  Building  only  the  High  and  Primary 
Schools.  The  people  of  the  district,  however,  are  very  earnest  in  their 
desire  to  have  their  school  continued  under  the  control  of  the  Normal 
as  heretofore.  Becent  comers  have  moved  into  the  neighborhood  on 
this  very  account,  and  declare  that  if  this  control  is  discontinued,  their 
object  in  purchasing  property,  building  houses,  and  other  outlay  of 
money,  will  be  entirely  defeated.  They  want  to  send  to  school  to  the 
Normal.  And  as  this  will  rather  facilitate  our  plans  than  otherwise,  it 
will  be  advisable  to  do  it.  The  location  proposed  for  the  new  house 
will  make  this  entirely  possible. 

The  Faculty,  as  is  known  to  most  of  you,  continues  as  heretofore, 
except  that  Miss  Emeline  Dryer  has  taken  the  place  vacated  by  Mrs. 
Stetson.  Miss  Dryer's  services  bid  fair  to  be  in  the  highest  degree 
valuable  to  the  institution,  and  I  can  not  help  regarding  it  as  a  for- 
tunate circumstance  that  we  were  able  to  secure  them.  Her  place  was 
temporarily  filled  by  Miss  Fanny  L.  D.  Strong  during  the  first  term 
and  a  part  of  the  second.  The  entire  Board  of  Instructors  is  laboring 
1* 
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unitedly,  earnestly,  and  successfully ;  and  I  see  not  how  it  is  possible 
to  change  it  for  the  better. 

I  feel  that,  in  keeping  up  the  tone  and  vigor  of  the  institution  in 
its  internal  life,  there  has  been  less  attention  paid  to  the  externals  —  to 
the  trees,  grounds,  etc. —  than  would  have  been  desirable.  But  two 
things  must  be  remembered  in  this  connection  :  first,  that  it  is  not 
easy  for  one  man  to  do  all  things  well;  and  secondly,  that  of  the  two 
things  mentioned,  the  internal  life,  the  soul  of  the  school,  is  by  far  the 
most  important.  It  is  said  that  the  curious  traveler  some  times  finds 
it  very  difficult  to  ascertain  the  location  of  some  of  the  most  eminent 
European  Universities,  so  little  display  do  they  make  externally.  But 
this  is  a  state  of  things  by  no  means  to  be  commended,  either  in  the 
abstract  or  as  applied  to  our  own  institution.  No  institution  of  learn- 
ing should  consent  to  be  shabbily  surrounded,  except  as  the  result  of 
the  direst  necessity.  And  certainly,  least  of  all  should  the  great  State 
of  Illinois  consent  to  allow  her  Normal  University  to  be  thus  sur- 
rounded. And  so  some  improvement  has  every  year  been  made  in 
the  grounds.  Many  trees  are  now  growing  upon  them,  and  doing 
well.  But  their  number  needs  to  be  more  than  doubled.  And  inas- 
much as  no  small  amount  of  taste  and  skill  in  that  particular  matter 
are  needed  to  do  the  work  successfully,  I  recommend  that  some  gen- 
tleman versed  in  tree-plauting  should  be  intrusted  with  the  business, 
and  fairly  compensated.  It  will  not  be  so  difficult  to  do  this  in  the 
future,  probably,  as  it  has  been  for  the  last  year  or  two,  on  account  of 
the  difficulty  heretofore  experienced  in  securing  hands  to  do  the  work. 

Some  repairs  will  be  needed  on  and  about  the  boiler  during  the 
coming  vacation.  But  the  expense  will  not  be  likely  to  exceed  fifty 
dollars.  This  amount  might  be  added  to  the  Contingent  Fund,  to  be 
expended  by  the  Principal  for  the  purpose  indicated. 

There  is  one  subject  to  which  reference  has  been  made  in  a  previ- 
ous report,  and  which  seems  to  me  more  important  the  more  I  think 
of  it.  Our  chief  drawback  here  is  in  the  matter  of  board.  Our  pu- 
pils are,  many  of  them,  restricted  in  their  means.  The  necessary  ex- 
penses of  a  residence  here  are  therefore  a  great  burden  to  them. 
Every  possible  reduction  of  these  expenses,  therefore,  is  an  object  of 
the  first  importance.  It  is  also  in  the  highest  degree  desirable  that 
the  influences  thrown  around  the  young  people  here  should  be  of  the 
best  and  most  refining  character.  But  in  a  village  like  Normal,  where 
nothing  is  so  scarce  as  dwellings,  where  every  house  is  bidden  for  by 
many  seekers,  where  every  inch  of  house-room  is  crowded  to  its  ut- 
most capacity,  this  result  can  hardly  be  secured  always.  Where  the 
conveniences  of  life  are  wanting,  as  to  some  extent  they  are  under 
such  circumstances,  its  amenities  and  refinements  can  scarcely  be 
secured.  And  this  state  of  things  is  not  likely  soon  to  change.  There 
will  doubtless  be  a  large  increase  of  tenements  in  the  neighborhood, 
but  the  probabilities  are  that  for  many  years  the  increase  in  the  pop- 
ulation will  keep  full  pace  with  it.  There  is,  therefore,  every  reason 
to  fear  that  our  numbers  will  for  years  to  come  be  materially  less 
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than  they  ought  to  be,  and  can  easily,  with  proper  facilities  for  board, 
be  made.  If  I  could  advertise  in  the  principal  newspapers  of  the 
State  during  the  present  vacation  that  provision  had  been  made  for 
the  boarding  at  cheap  rates  and  in  a  comfortable  manner  of  300 
Normal  pupils,  I  feel  sure  they  would  be  forthcoming  on  the  first  day 
of  the  term.  But  no  such  assurance  can  be  given.  It  will  be  difficult, 
no  doubt,  to  accommodate  those  that  will  come  without  a  line  of  ad- 
vertising. This  has  been  our  difficulty  from  the  beginning.  But  for 
this  difficulty,  I  am  persuaded  that  our  numbers  to-day  would  have 
been  greatly  in  excess  of  what  they  are. 

And  what  shall  be  the  remedy  ?  If  a  building  were  erected  capa- 
ble of  accommodating  say  150  students,  and  paid  for  by  an  appropria- 
tion of  the  Legislature,  or  by  subscription,  furnished  with  the  most 
approved  cooking  apparatus,  with  sleeping,  bathing,  study  rooms,  and 
a  gymnasium,  conveniently  arranged,  also  with  parlors  for  receiving 
company  j  and  if  a  competent  person  could  be  secured  to  take  charge 
of  it,  under  the  direction  of  the  Principal,  furnishing  an  abundant 
supply  of  wholesome  food, —  it  seems  to  me  the  problem  would  be 
about  solved.  Jn  such  a  house  the  price  of  board  could  be  put  at  a 
low  figure,  because,  first,  there  would  be  no  rent  to  pay,  and  secondly 
because,  on  so  large  a  scale,  every  thing  could  be  systematized  to  the 
last  degree.  The  formation  of  the  pupils'  habits  could  be  guided  by 
the  Faculty,  so  far  as  such  guiding  might  be  necessary,  —  and  it  surely 
is  necessary  in  many  cases;  moral  forces  could  be  brought  to  bear 
upon  them  as  under  no  other  system.  A  house  of  this  kind,  properly 
managed,  would,  unlike  college  commons,  be  attractive  to  the  students, 
and  admission  into  it  might  be  made  to  depend  upon  general  excel- 
lence of  character  and  scholarship. 

This  arrangement,  though  not  general  with  Normal  Schools,  is 
some  times  adopted.  It  is  in  use  in  the  Pennsylvania  Normal  School 
at  Millersville,  and  the  result  is  that  board  and  tuition  —  the  latter 
about  $1  per  week  —  is  afforded  to  the  pupils  at  about  the  rate  that 
is  here  charged  for  board  without  tuition.  It  is  by  this  arrangement 
that  private  institutions,  dependent  upon  tuition  fees  for  their  run- 
ning expenses,  are  able  successfully  to  compete  in  the  matter  of  ex- 
penses with  Normal  Schools,  endowed  by  the  state,  but  not  thus  fur- 
nished. This  subject  is  one  of  vital  importance,  and  is  respectfully 
pressed  upon  your  attention. 

It  is  pleasant  to  observe  the  evidences  of  confidence  in  the  institu- 
tion so  generally  exhibited  throughout  the  state.  Our  students  ap- 
pear to  have  been  on  the  whole  highly  successful.  The  demand  for 
good  teachers  here  is  far  in  excess  of  the  supply.  We  have  exercised 
much  caution  about  recommending.  The  University  ought  to  aid  in 
elevating  the  standard  by  which  teachers  are  measured.  And  only 
by  great  care  in  granting  certificates  can  this  be  accomplished. 

Among  the  towns  in  which  our  pupils  seem  to  have  done  their  work 
satisfactorily  may  be  mentioned  Bloomington,  Decatur,  Peoria,  and 
Carrollton,  Greene  County.    In  the  first-named  city  one  of  our  young 
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men  has  recently  been  elected  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Princi- 
pal of  the  High  School.  Mr.  L.  B.  Kellogg,  a  graduate  of  last  year, 
who  had,  however,  fully  redeemed  his  pledge  to  teach  in  Illinois,  was 
in  the  month  of  January  last  appointed  Principal  of  the  State  Normal 
School  of  Kansas,  situated  at  Emporia.  And  I  have  received  from 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  assurances  that  his  labors 
have  already  been  in  a  high  degree  successful.  And  there  is  abundant 
testimony  to  the  same  fact  in  the  educational  journal  and  the  newspa- 
pers of  that  state.  The  number  of  our  pupils,  however,  actually  en- 
gaged in  teaching,  is  much  less  than  it  would  have  been  but  for  the 
war.  Many  of  the  young  men  have  been  in  the  army,  and  some  of 
these  have  gone  into  other  pursuits.  I  think  our  recent  graduates, 
and  particularly  the  present  class,  are  more  earnest  in  their  desire  to 
excel, —  have  more  of  the  true  spirit  of  the  teacher  than  has  been  ex- 
hibited by  some  of  the  former  classes.  And  I  hope  that  in  future 
we  may  find  an  increase  of  this  spirit,  and  a  corresponding  increase  in 
the  success  of  our  pupils  and  graduates. 

The  State  Teachers'  Association,  at  its  recent  session  in  Monmouth, 
appointed  a  committee  to  lay  before  the  Legislature  the  subject  of  a 
system  of  State  Teachers'  Institutes.  For  the  purpose  of  attending  to 
that  duty,  I  visited  Springfield  during  the  early  part  of  the  session, 
and  remained  as  long  as  I  could  possibly  be  spared  from  my  duties 
here.  A  bill  was  drawn  up,  placing  in  the  hands  of  your  honorable 
board  the  sum  of  $5,000  per  annum  for  two  years,  to  be  expended  for 
this  purpose,  and  also  authorizing  you  to  appoint  a  State  Agent  and 
other  Officers,  Lecturers,  and  Instructors,  whose  business  it  should  be 
to  hold  Institutes  in  different  parts  of  the  State.  The  bill  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

A  BILL  for  an  Act  to  Establish  and  Maintain  Teachers'  Institutes. 

§  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
shall  appoint  an  officer  to  be  called  the  "State  Educational  Agent",  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  and  in  conjunction  with  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction,  to  hold  and  conduct  Teachers'  Institutes,  and  to 
deliver  lectures  upon  Education  at  those  points  in  the  state  where  such  labors 
are  most  needed. 

§  2.  The  Institutes  thus  held  shall  have  two  principal  objects :  first,  to  improve 
the  qualifications  of  teachers  and  those  about  to  teach ;  second,  to  enlighten  the 
people  in  regard  to  education,  and  to  arouse  in  their  minds  a  proper  interest  in 
the  subject.  And  for  this  purpose,  instruction  shall  be  given  to  the  teachers  in 
the  Art  and  Methods  of  Teaching, —  special  attention  being  paid  to  the  branches 
of  study  usually  taught  in  the  elementary  free  schools, — and  addresses  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  people  on  matters  of  Education,  Science,  History,  Literature,  Mor- 
als, or  any  other  subject,  the  discussion  of  which  will  be  likely  to  increase  the  in- 
telligence and  improve  the  morals  of  the  people. 

§  3.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  fix  the  salary  of  the  Agent,  and  shall  ap- 
point and  pay  such  additional  instructors  and  lecturers  as  the  necessities  of  the 
Institutes  shall  call  for.    Any  of  the  instructors  in  the  Normal  University  may  be 
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employed  for  these  purposes,  but  their  compensation  shall  be  only  sufficient  to 
pay  the  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

§  4.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  or  his  Deputy,  shall  be  present, 
so  far  as  may  be,  at  the  Institutes,  and  when  so  present,  shall  be  the  presiding 
officer  of  the  same,  and  shall  take  such  part,  by  lectures  or  other  exercises,  as 
may  best  promote  the  objects  for  which  the  meetings  are  held. 

§  5.  To  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Institutes,  including  the  salary  of  the  Agent, 
the  sum  of  $5,000  per  annum  shall  be  appropriated,  for  the  next  two  years,  from 
the  State  Treasury,  and  shall  be  drawn  therefrom  upon  an  order  signed  by  the 
President  of  the  Board,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

§  6.  All  teachers  engaged  in  teaching  may  attend  the  session  of  any  Institute 
without  deduction  of  pay,  nor  shall  such  attendance  be  held  to  be  a  suspension  of 
their  schools. 

This  bill  failed  to  become  a  law,  having  been  lost*  in  the 
Senate  after  passing  the  House.  But  it  is  hoped  that  a  future 
Legislature  will  look  with  more  favor  upon  the  subject,  and  that  before 
many  years  we  shall  have  an  efficient  and  permanent  system  of  Insti- 
tutes ;  for  all  educators  agree,  I  believe,  that  this  is  precisely  what  is 
needed  to  complete  and  give  full  efficiency  to  our  educational  instru- 
mentalities. The  Bill  as  just  read  was  modified  at  the  suggestion  of  the 
Hon.  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  received  his  full 
sanction  and  support. 

The  students  have  recently  procured  a  fine  flag,  which  waves  over 
the  building  on  all  great  or  interesting  occasions. 

The  graduating  class  have  also  left  in  the  assembly-room  a  bust  of 
Mr.  Lincoln  as  a  reminder  both  of  themselves  and  of  the  murdered 
President.

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I  Resolved,  That  in  regard  to  the  communication  of  Messrs.  Hewett  and  Metcalf, 
asking  an  additional  compensation  for  last  year's  services,  the  Board  would  feel 
disposed  to  recognize  the  equity  of  the  request,  but  the  Board  would  not  feel  at 
liberty  to  establish  a  precedent  of  increasing  compensation  for  past  services,  nor

REPORT  OF  GEORGE   P.  REX. 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

The  sixty-three  (63)  Bonds  received  the  17th  of  April,  1861,  were  disposed 
of  as  heretofore  reported  for  six  (6)  per  cent,  premium;  making  the  sum  of 
sixty-six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  ($66,980)  received  for 
them.  On  the  12th  day  of  August,  the  two  (2)  remaining  Bonds  were  dis- 
posed of  at  twenty-one  (21)  per  cent,  discount  —  amounting  to  fifteen  hundred 
and  eighty  dollars  ($1,580),  which  was  exceedingly  favorable  terms  for  the 
times.

Of  this  sum  upwards  of  thirty-three  thousand  dollars  ($33,000)  was  paid  to 
Mr.  Soper  and  to  his  order.

I  regret  I  can  not  be  with  you  at  your  meeting,  as  it  will  be  the  first  meet- 
ing I  have  been  absent  from  since  the  organization  of  the  Board.  The  duties 
I  owe  my  country,  in  the  defense  of  her  time-honored  constitution  and  rights 
on  the  battle-field,  is  my  excuse  for  my  absence,  and  claiming  your  indulgence 
for  any  explanation  you  may  need,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  if 
Providence  should  spare  my  life,  I  will  then  give  you  a  full  report  of  all  other 
matters  intrusted  to  my  care  as  Agent  of  the  Board.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  REGULAR  MEETING, 

DECEMBER  20th,  1865. 


Normal  University,  Normal,  III.,  December  20,  1865. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  convened 
at  the  Normal  University,  near  the  City  of  Bloomington,  Illinois,  on 
Wednesday,  December  20,  1865,  at  11  o'clock  a.m. 

Present : — Messrs.  Wells,  Mayo,  Roots,  Fell,  Foster,  Wing,  Taggart, 
Rex,  Hatch,  Green,  Goudy,  and  Bateman. 

Absent: — Messrs.  Moulton,  Turner,  and  Leal:  Mr.  Moulton  being 
necessarily  at  his  post  of  duty  in  Washington,  as  Member  of  Congress 
from  the  State  at  large. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President  of  the  Board,  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Bateman,  W.  H.  Wells,  Esq.,  of  Chicago,  was  ap- 
pointed Presidentj>ro  tempore. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  stated  meeting 
was  dispensed  with. 

Judge  Green,  from  the  Committee  on  Officers  and  Teachers,  pre- 
sented the  following  Report : 

To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

The  Committee  on  Officers  and  Teachers,  having  had  under  consid- 
eration the  subject  of  the  Salaries  of  Teachers,  respectfully  report  that 
they  recommend  that  the  salary  of  Richard  Edwards,  Principal  of  the 
University,  be  increased  to  $3,000  per  annum,  and  that  the  salaries  of 
Messrs.  Sewall,  Metcalf,  Hewett,  and  Stetson,  be  each  increased  to 
$1,500  per  annum,  to  begin  with  the  next  term. 
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Your  Committee  would  further  report  that  they  have  now  advanced 
the  salaries  of  the  Principal  and  teachers  as  far  as  the  present  finances 
of  the  Board  will  allow,  and  they  hope  to  be  able  to  retain  the  services 
of  the  present  able  and  efficient  Principal  and  Faculty  for  many  years 
to  come,  at  the  above  designated  salaries.

Mr.  Hatch  moved  to  refer  the  Report  back  to  the  Committee,  for 
further  consideration;  but,  after  discussion,  he  withdrew  his  motion  to 
refer:  whereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Roots,  the  Report  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  unanimously  adopted. 

Sundry  Bills  were  presented,  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  through  their  Chairman, 
K.  H.  Fell,  Esq.,  reported  progress,  and  asked  further  time,  which, 
on  motion,  was  granted. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Green,  the  subjoined  letter  of  General  I.  N. 
Haynie,  Adjutant  General  of  Illinois,  to  Professor  J.  B.  Turner,  on 
the  subject  of  Military  Education,  was  read  by  the  Secretary.  The 
following  is  the  letter: 

General  Headquarters,  Illinois,  ) 
Adjutant  General's  Office,  Springfield,  Dec.  13,  1865.J 

Prof.  J.  B.  Turner,  Jacksonville,  Illinois: 

Sir: — I  see  by  to-day's  papers  that  the  "  State  Teachers'  Associ- 
ation" will  meet  at  Joliet  on  the  26th  inst. 

For  some  time  past  I  have  been  reflecting  upon  the  propriety  of 
certain  modifications  of  our  school  system,  of  the  practicability  of 
which  I  am  by  no  means  satisfied. 

To  explain  :  The  old  Militia  Laws  of  the  State  are,  and  have  al- 
ways (almost)  been,  a  dead  letter — impracticable,  cumbersome,  useless, 
and  therefore  can  never  be  resuscitated.  Any  other  system  of  a  sim- 
ilar nature,  to  be  effective  and  operative,  will  necessarily  be  expensive 
beyond  any  sum  the  State  will  probably  at  present  be  willing  to 
appropriate  to  such  a  purpose. 

Nevertheless,  the  Military  interests  of  the  State,  as  an  educational 
question,  should  not  be  neglected.  The  vast  amount  of  knowledge  of 
the  arts  of  war  acquired  in  the  late  contest  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to 
cease  with  this  generation,  but  should,  in  some  way,  be  transmitted  to 
the  next. 

I  very  well  know  that  in  1861,  when  troops  were  organizing  in  Illi- 
nois, there  was  not  one  man  out  of  each  five  hundred  who  even  knew 
how  to  form  a  company,  much  less  did  they  know  aught  of  the  manual 
of  arms  or  of  company  movements ;  but  now  there  are  scores  of  men 
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in  every  neighborhood  who  are  not  only  able  to  do  this,  but  who  are 
qualified  to  organize  and  even  command  regiments. 

How  best  can  this  knowledge  be  preserved  to  those  who  shall  come 
alter  us?  Sundry  plans  have  occurred  to  me,  among  others,  this: 
That  it  should  be  made  a  part  of  the  education  of  every  male  pupil  at 
all  our  common  schools,  high  schools,  and  colleges.  If  the  system  of 
Graded  Schools,  which  I  believe  is  considered  an  improvement  on  the 
old  plan,  shall  come  into  general  practice  in  the  State,  then  each 
county  could  sustain  (possibly)  one  high  school  in  which  regular  in- 
structions could  be  given,  and  at  which  the  more  advanced  pupils,  or 
all  of  them,  might  be  organized  into  a  military  company,  and  provided 
with  arms,  and  not  only  taught  these  minor  arts  of  war,  but  trained 
up  under  a  semi-military  subordination  and  discipline. 

If  this  should  be  deemed  impracticable,  and  I  should  trust  it  might 
not  be,  why  could  not  a  "  Military  Chair"  be  added  to  our  colleges 
every  where  in  the  country? 

•  We  regard,  justly  too,  intelligence  as  the  great  safeguard  of  the 
people  and  of  the  nation, — not  intelligence  upon  one  branch  of  knowl- 
edge, but  upon  all  branches.  Yet  it  is  a  startling  fact  that  anterior 
to  1861,  while  every  other  knowledge  might  be  obtained  at  our  insti- 
tutions of  learning,  the  knowledge  of  how  best  to  preserve  the  Gov- 
ernment in  time  of  war  had  been  so  utterly  neglected  that  not  one 
man  in  a  thousand  knew  how  to  "  shoulder  arms"!  And  it  was,  I 
believe,  taught  as  a  part  of  the  system  of  education  at  no  schools  except 
Government  Schools.  So  that  when  our  armies  were  organizing  in 
1861  and  1862,  the  first  eighteen  months  were  spent  in  learning  what 
could  have  been  taught  the  boy  at  school  much  cheaper,  but  which 
had  before  been  to  him  a  sealed  book. 

I  therefore  propose  for  your  consideration  this  question  : 

"Can  a  plan  of  Military  Education  be  engrafted  upon  our  present 
system  of  common  schools,  or  adopted  by  our  high  schools  and  col- 
leges, so  as  to  be  practically  successful  in  preserving  the  military 
knowledge  now  possessed  by  the  country?" 

I  address  this  to  you  because  of  your  long  connection  with  the  edu- 
cational interests  of  the  State  and  your  known  zeal  for  their  advance- 
ment, and  with  the  hope  that  the  subject  involved  may  attract  the 
attention  and  elicit  the  opinions  of  the  various  gentlemen  of  the 
"Teachers'  Association." 

A  copy  of  this  letter  may  be  given  to  the  press  in  order  that  the 
attention  of  all  the  members  of  the  Association  may  be  earlier  called 
to  it.  In  the  mean  time,  or  whenever  you  have  leisure,  (and  it  is  your 
pleasure,)  I  shall  feel  gratified  to  be  furnished  with  your  views  upon 
the  matters  I  have  takeu  the  liberty  to  suggest.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 


On  motion  of  Dr.  Wing,  the  letter  of  General  Haynie  to  Professor 
Turner  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Course  of  Study,  with  a 
request  that  they  report  thereon. 

By  invitation  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Richard  Edwards,  Principal  of  the 
Normal  University,  appeared  and  read  his  Semi-Annual  Report,  which 
is  hereto  subjoined  : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

Gentlemen  : — Since  your  last  meeting,  the  University  has  been 
moving  on  in  the  even  tenor  of  its  way,  with  no  startling  occurrences 
to  disturb  its  harmony,  or  give  additional  interest  to  its  proceedings. 

The  numbers  in  attendance  during  the  term  have  been  as  follows : 


In  the  Normal  Department, — Males   58

Against  these  for  the  corresponding  term  last  year  we  have  :

The  above  565  have  been  regular  members  of  the  institution  for 
more  than  four  weeks. 

The  Faculty  remains  unchanged  except  in  the  Model  School.  Miss 
Hammond  having  resigned  her  position  since  your  last  meeting,  Miss 
Edith  T.  Johnson,  a  graduate  of  the  school,  and  a  successful  teacher, 
was  engaged  to  fill  her  place.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  duties  of 
the  place  could  be  more  worthily  and  efficiently  discharged. 

Additional  assistants  have  been  employed  in  the  Model  School,  to 
meet  the  necessity  arising  from  au  increase  of  numbers.  These  en- 
gagements have  been  made  with  the  understanding  that  they  are  liable 
to  terminate  at  any  time  when  the  state  of  your  finances  may  require  it. 

The  total  of  salaries  in  the  Model  School  for  the  present  term  is 
$1,400.25.  Its  income  from  all  sources  is,  thus  far,  $2,164.50.  Leav- 
ing an  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  for  salaries  of  $764.25,  for 
the  present  term  only.  Last  year  the  excess  of  income  over  salaries 
for  the  entire  year  was  $1,052.65.  So  that  for  this  year  the  gain  for 
a  single  term  is  three-fourths  of  what  it  was  for  the  whole  of  the  last 
school  year.    And  some  tuition  bills  still  remain  to  be  collected.

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  house  has  been  thoroughly 
painted  on  the  outside,  including  the  roof.  The  tin  on  the  latter  has 
also  been  securely  fastened  in  various  places  where  the  winds  had 
shaken  it  loose.  Bills  for  the  same  have  been  presented  and  paid, 
and  the  vouchers  are  herewith  submitted.  All  this  was  under  the 
supervision  of  Messrs.  Hatch  and  Fell  of  your  Board;  the  latter  gen- 
tleman chiefly  giving  it  his  personal  attention. 

Repairs  have  also  been  made  on  the  boiler  in  accordance  with  a  vote 
of  the  Board,  at  an  expense  somewhat  within  the  limit  set  by  that  vote. 
Vouchers  for  the  same  are  herewith  presented. 

There  will  be  need  of  additional  labor  on  the  ground  in  the  Spring. 
Many  more  trees  need  to  be  set  out,  and  the  general  aspect  of  the 
grounds  improved. 

By  a  comparison  of  the  numbers  for  last  year' and  for  the  present, 
it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  Normal,  and  a 
large  gain  in  the  Model  Department.  The  first  of  these  facts  is  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  great  increase  in  the  expense  of  attending  the 
school.  Those  who  are  purposing  to  be  teachers  are  usually  not  in  the 
best  circumstances  as  to  money.  Many  earnest,  able  youug  men  and 
women,  who  would  do  noble  service  in  the  schools  of  Illinois,  are  com- 
pelled, through  want  of  funds,  to  forego  the  necessary  preparation, 
even  when  the  attaining  of  such  a  preparation  may  be  the  dearest 
object  of  their  hearts.  And,  in  the  busy  times  through  which  we 
have  been  passing,  young  men,  in  particular,  have  been  solicited  in  so 
many  directions  with  the  promise  of  profit  and  influence,  that  few  are 
left  to  engage  in  teaching  or  in  preparation  for  it.  There  has  been  an 
unprecedented  scarcity  of  good  teachers,  and  of  recruits  for  the  ranks. 
Until  quite  lately,  the  pay  of  teachers  has  not  risen  in  proportion  to 
the  rise  in  the  prices  of  other  things.  The  profession  has  not  been 
made  attractive,  as  other  occupations  have  been.  And  so,  young  men 
have  not  been  anxious  to  enter  it. 

Now  the  State  of  Illinois  is  entitled  in  her  schools  to  the  very  best 
possible  service.  And  the  best  service  always  commands  the  best 
compensation.  The  capacity  that  can  secure  high  pay  in  the  counting- 
room  or  the  office  will  not,  as  a  general  thing,  consent  to  undergo  the 
vexations  of  school-keeping  for  a  meagre  pittance  that  barely  keeps 
body  and  soul  together.  Of  late,  however,  there  has  been  a  percepti- 
ble improvement  in  the  pay  of  teachers,  so  that  the  difference  between 
it  and  other  pursuits  is  not  so  glaring  as  heretofore.  And  there  seems 
to  be  reason  for  hoping  that  a  still  greater  increase  will  take  place  in 
the  emoluments  of  this  important  office. 

But  this  improvement,  present  and  prospective,  is  not  sufficient  of 
itself  to  keep  the  ranks  full  of  good,  earnest  workers.  The  avenues 
into  the  profession  must  be  made  as  easy  as  possible, —  not  by  lowering 
the  standard  of  qualification,  but  by  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  the 
requisite  qualifications.  And  this  not  by  easing  the  work,  but  by 
lightening  the  expense  necessary  to  be  incurred.  The  United  States 
pays  its  cadets  at  West  Point  a  sufficient  sum  to  secure  for  them  a 
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comfortable  subsistence  during  their  period  of  preparation  for  the 
army.  And  is  it  too  much  to  say  that  the  school-master's  labor  is,  if 
any  thing,  more  important  than  the  soldier's  in  the  preservation  of  our 
national  greatness  and  prosperity  ?  If  it  is  a  good  policy  to  secure 
good  officers  for  our  army  by  relieving  them  while  studying  of  all  anx- 
iety as  to  how  their  bills  are  to  be  paid,  may  it  not  be  well  to  consider 
whether  the  recruiting  for  our  educational  army  may  not  be  rendered 
more  effectual  by  a  similar  stimulus?  Teaching  does  not  promise  the 
high  prizes  that  are  offered  in  other  pursuits.  It  has  its  own  rewards, 
which  by  some  are  highly  valued.  But  to  the  majority  of  men  its 
attractions  are  very  meagre  compared  with  those  of  business,  the  law, 
or  the  medical  profession.  To  atone  in  part  for  this  deficiency,  it  has 
been  the  custom,  in  some  places,  to  render  assistance  to  young  people 
of  the  right  character  in  qualifying  themselves  for  the  work,  and  thus 
to  commit  them,  at  the  outset  of  their  career,  to  the  work  of  teaching. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  Illinois  has  endowed  her  Normal  University, 
so  as  to  secure  to  all  who  are  preparing  for  this  work  the  requisite 
books  and  instruction  without  expense.  But  some  States  do  more 
than  this.  Massachusetts  devotes  several  thousands  of  dollars  every 
year, —  eight  years  ago  it  was  four  thousand,  now  it  is  probably  more, 
— to  the  partial  payment  of  the  board-bills  of  deserving  students  in 
narrow  circumstances. 

Now,  most  of  those  who  attend  this  institution  and  pay  regular 
prices  for  board  find  their  total  expenses  greater  than  they  would  be  at 
some  institutions  where  board  is  furnished  in  commons,  and  where  a 
charge  is  made  for  tuition.  Against  the  balance  of  competition  offered 
by  such  institutions,  we  have  to  oppose  only  the  plain  attractions  of 
our  thorough  training;  and  there  are  many  persons  to  whom  that  will 
seem  scarcely  an  equivalent. 

Now,  in  order  to  secure  to  the  institution  the  highest  efficiency  and 
widest  influence,  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  something  toward  smooth- 
ing the  way,  pecuniarily,  to  such  as  find  the  expense  of  board  burden- 
some. This  may  be  done  either  as  in  Massachusetts,  by  direct  money 
assistance,  or  by  the  erection  of  a  house  for  boarding  purposes,  as 
recommended  in  the  last  report  of  the  Principal. 

By  such  assistance,  worthily  bestowed,  much  good  may  be  done. 
Young  men  who  have  been  wounded  in  the  service  of  their  country, 
but  who  have  active  brains  and  earnest  hearts,  may  thus  be  enabled 
to  live  lives  of  usefulness,  from  which  their  misfortunes  might  other- 
wise debar  them. 

It  seems  to  me,  gentlemen,  that  just  now  this  is  a  highly  important 
question.  A  very  small  expenditure,  judiciously  applied,  will  be  an 
immense  power  for  good.  And  it  further  seems  to  me  that  the  great 
State  of  Illinois  owes  it  to  herself  to  be  liberal  in  her  educational  ap- 
propriations. A  niggardly  economy,  that  sacrifices  great  good  for  the 
sake  of  saving  a  paltry  sum  of  money,  is  of  all  things  the  most  unwise 
in  the  councils  of  an  opulent  commonwealth.  And  no  money  put  to 
any  other  use  yields  so  sure  and  so  noble  a  return  as  that  which  is 
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transmuted  into  intelligence  and  virtue,  through  the  instrumentality 
of  thoroughly-taught  and  well-governed  schools. 

Our  Model  School  is  crowded  to  excess,  because  Illinois  is  full  of 
young  people  who  desire  an  education,  and  who  mean  to  use  it  as  an 
instrument  in  attaining  success  in  life.  Our  Normal  School  is  not 
thus  crowded,  because  school-keeping  is  not  regarded  as  an  occupation 
so  eligible  as  others  all  about  it.  A  small  sum  of  money,  it  is  thought, 
will,  to  a  great  extent,  equalize  the  attractions.    Shall  it  not  be  used? 

As  to  the  means  of  supplying  the  requisite  sums,  a  great  State  like 
Illinois  ought  not  to  find  the  least  difficulty.  The  burden  it  would 
impose  upon  the  citizen  is  so  small,  in  comparison  to  the  benefits  it 
would  bestow,  that  it  is  not  worth  the  mention.  But,  aside  from  this, 
the  Board  of  Education  have  in  their  possession  the  means  of  accom- 
plishing great  results  in  this  way. 

I  regard  the  question  of  how  to  lighten  the  burdens  of  those  per- 
sons of  worthy  character  but  limited  means,  who,  with  a  few  dollars 
more  than  they  actually  possess,  would  fit  themselves  for  high  useful- 
ness as  teachers, —  I  regard  this  question  as  the  one  which  bears  most 
emphatically  upon  the  success  of  our  institution.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bateman,  the  report  of  Mr.  Edwards  was  received 
and  adopted. 

It  appearing  that  there  was  an  iron  safe  belonging  to  the  Board, 
which  was  not  in  use  or  needed  by  the  Board,  and  that  said  safe  was 
desired  by  Mr.  Hatch,  a  member  of  the  Board,  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  sundry  papers  and  documents  in  his  hands  as  Attorney  of  the 
Board,  said  safe  was,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Foster,  turned  over  to  the  cus- 
tody of  Mr.  Hatch,  for  the  above-named  purpose,  and  until  the  same 
shall  be  required  for  the  uses  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Wing,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  matter  of  constructing  sidewalks  on  certain  lots  in  the  Town 
of  Normal  be  referred  to  the  Building  Committee,  with  power  to  act. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fell,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  supervision  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  Board  in  Jackson 
County,  including  the  payment  of  taxes,  guarding  the  titles,  etc.,  be  intrusted  to 
Judge  Green. 

And  on  motion  of  the  same,  it  was  likewise 

Ordered,  That  the  discharge  of  similar  duties  in  respect  to  the  lands  of  the 
Board  in  Woodford  County  be  intrusted  to  Mr.  C.  P.  Taggart. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Taggart,  it  was 
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Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  be  instructed  to  secure 
an  adequate  policy  of  insurance  upon  the  University  Building,  in  some  good  and 
reliable  Company  or  Companies,  on  the  best  practicable  terms,  and  with  the  least 
possible  delay. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Hatch,  on  behalf  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  Report  of  C  W.  Holder,  Treasurer  of  the  Board, 
reported  that  they  had  examined  the  same,  and  the  vouchers  accom- 


panying, and  found  it  correct.

Dr.  Goudy  moved  that  the  salary  of  the  Engineer  in  charge  of  the 
heating  apparatus  of  the  University  Building  be  increased  (for  the 
winter  months)  from  $50  to  $75  per  month;  and  it  was  so  ordered. 

Dr.  Wing  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  Examinations  for  State  Certificates,  set  forth  in  the 
recent  Circular  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  has  the  hearty 
concurrence  of  this  Board.  That  we  believe  it  embodies  the  true  intent  and 
spirit  of  the  law,  and  is  what  is  needed  to  organize  a  powerful  body  of  superior 
teachers,  whose  influence  shall  be  felt  in  the  direction  of  the  great  educational 
enterprises  of  the  State.  That  its  success  must  depend  upon  the  able  and  benev- 
olent teachers  whose  views  and  labors  are  confined  to  the  promotion  of  their 
individual  interests. 

Therefore,  that  the  Principal  of  the  University  be  requested  to  present  the' 
subject  to  the  State  Teachers'  Association  at  its  next  meeting,  and  solicit  the 
practical  cooperation  of  that  body  in  this  important  movement,  which  originated 
in  that  Association. 

The  resolution,  after  approving  remarks  by  several  members  of  the 
Board,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  C.  P.  Taggart,  it  was 
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Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $200  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Principal  for 
contingent  expenses. 

Mr.  W.  M.  Hatch,  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  reported  that  the 
committee  had  examined  the  following  claims,  and  recommended  them 
to  be  paid.

The  Report,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Mayo,  was  adopted. 

The  vaults  in  the  basement  of  the  University  Building  having  been 
reported  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition,  Dr.  J.  A.  Sewall,  of  the 
Faculty  of  Instruction,  appeared  by  request,  and  explained  the  cause 
of  the  difficulty  and  the  proper  remedy  for  the  same;  whereupon,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Bateman,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  be  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  make  the  necessary  changes  and  improvements  in  the  vaults,  as  sug- 
gested and  recommended  by  Dr.  Sewall. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Edwards,  Principal  of  the  Uni- 
versity, it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  vacation  now  commencing  shall  be  one  week  in  length,  the 
second  term  of  the  present  year  thirteen  weeks,  the  vacation  succeeding  one 
week,  and  the  last  term  of  the  year  twelve  weeks. 
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Dr.  Wing,  of  the  Committee  od  Officers  and  Teachers,  recommend- 
ed, in  addition  to  their  former  report,  that  the  salary  of  Mr.  Pillsbury, 
Principal  of  the  Model  School,  be  increased  to  $1,400  per  annum, 
'     which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bateman,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  K.  H.  Fell,  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  made 
the  following  Report. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  repair  of  the  Buildings,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had 
the  wood-work  of  the  Building  thoroughly  painted  on  the  outside, 
with  one  heavy  coat  of  paint,  and  with  two  coats  wherever  it  seemed 
necessary.

JUNE  27  and  28,  1866. 


Normal  University,  Normal,  III.,  June  27,  1866. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  met  at 
the  Normal  University  Building,  June  27th,  1866,  at  10  o'clock  a.m. 

Present: — Messrs.  Goudy,  Mayo,  Roots,  Green,  Taggart,  Leal,  Fos- 
ter, Wells,  Hatch,  and  Bateman. 

Absent: — Messrs.  Moulton,  Turner,  Wing,  Rex,  and  Fell. 

Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton,  President  of  the  Board,  being  necessarily 
absent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bateman, 

W.  H.  Wells,  Esq.,  of  Chicago,  was  appointed  President  pro  tem- 
pore. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  stated  meeting,  which, 
on  motion  of  Dr.  Goudy,  were  approved  as  read. 

Judge  Green  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  University  he  hereafter  officially 
known  and  called  "  President,"  and  that  the  principal  male  teachers  thereof 
be  known  and  called  "  Professors."

The  following  communication  from  the  Faculty  of  the  University 
was  submitted  to  the  Board,  and,  on  motion,  read  by  the  Secretary : 

To  the  Honorable  The  Board  of  Education : 

I  venture,  gentlemen,  only  after  somewhat  careful  thought  and  ob- 
servation, to  call  your  attention  to-day  to  the  want,  which  is  growing 
with  the  growth  of  the  University  under  your  guardianship,  of  suita- 
ble appliances  of  Physical  Culture. 

That  students  who  work  hard  upon  their  lessons  for  ten  hours,  or 
more,  a  day  need  to  take  exercise  regularly,  I  need  not  attempt  to 
prove;  neither  shall  I  suggest  that  to  provide  the  means  for  this  ex- 
ercise is  incumbent  upon  you;  for  I  know  that  in  your  watchful  over- 
sight of  this  school  these  matters  have  not  escaped  your  attention.  I 
ask  you  to  consider  a  brief  presentation  of  our  necessities,  and  a  plan 
for  meeting  them. 

There  are  about  two  hundred  students  in  regular  attendance  here, 
whose  daily  pursuits  do  not  involve  any  considerable  amount  of  physi- 
cal exercise.  They  could,  doubtless,  in  many  cases,  find  some  work 
to  do,  or  take  a  walk  for  an  hour  or  more  each  day;  or  they  could  play 
ball,  or  engage  in  other  out-door  amusements.  But,  in  the  absence  of 
a  good  play-ground,  ball-playing,  etc.,  does  not  flourish;  walking  for 
exercise  soon  becomes  irksome  to  most  young  people,  especially  when 
the  pedestrian  must  follow  the  highway  or  the  railroad  track;  oppor- 
tunity for  regular  work  is  not  easily  secured,  and  manual  labor,  after 
hard  study,  does  not  usually  afford  the  relaxation  which  the  student 
needs  aud  craves.  It  is  often  but  the  laying-down  one  burden  to  take 
up  another. 

The  object  of  Physical  Exercise,  as  I  understand  it,  is  to  give  a 
man  command  over  his  body,  so  that  he  can  use  it  with  vigor,  ease, 
and  grace;  and  to  promote  such  a  degree  of  health  that  he  may  be,  so 
far  as  health  has  any  thing  to  do  with  it,  in  the  best  possible  condition 
for  his  work. 

To  attain  this  object  in  the  case  of  the  student,  it  seems  to  be  neces- 
sary that  he  should  take  a  proper  amount  of  exercise  regularly ;  and 
also  that  the  exercise  be  of  such  character  that  it  shall  wake  up  his 
interest,  and  make  him  forget,  for  the  time,  all  thought  of  study.  The 
properly  constructed  and  furnished  gymnasium,  better  than  any  other 
means  I  know  of,  affords  the  place  for  regular  exercise;  and  the  sys- 
tem of  exercises  known  as  Dio  Lewis's  certainly  succeeds  in  interest- 
ing the  pupils  to  a  wonderful  degree. 

That  such  gymnastic  exercises  promote  strength,  grace,  and  health 
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of  body,  the  history  of  gymnasiums,  from  their  foundation  in  Greece 
down  to  the  present  day,  abundantly  shows. 

Of  the  fifty  who  have  been  members  of  the  class  that  has  been  in 
operation  during  the  term,  none,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  have 
been  absent  from  school  for  a  single  day,  and  not  one  has  left  the 
school  on  account  of  ill  health. 

I  transmit  herewith  a  plan  for  a  Gymnasium  Building.  It  provides 
for  a  large  hall  40  by  80,  which  will  accommodate,  for  most  exercises, 
one  hundred  and  sixty  persons  at  once;  also  for  two  smaller  halls,  one 
35  by  40,  in  which  could  be  put  some  heavier  apparatus  for  the  use  of 
the  young  men  j  and  one  25  by  30,  for  young  ladies,  where  they  could 
have  such  opportunities  for  private  exercise  as  they  may  need.  Ad- 
jacent to  each  of  the  smaller  halls  is  a  dressing-room. 

From  a  comparison  of  this  building  with  our  new  school-house,  I 
am  confident  that  $10,000  is  a  high  estimate  of  the  expense.  The 
furnishing  can  be  done  for  $1,000,  including  a  piano. 

The  management  of  the  building  would  not  require  an  addition  to 
the  number  of  teachers.  Mr.  Burlingham  and  I  have,  without  feel- 
ing too  much  burdened,  conducted  the  class  this  term,  one  hour,  for 
five  evenings  in  the  week. 

One  word  as  to  what  other  institutions  of  learning  have  done,  and 
I  will  not  trespass  on  your  time  longer.  All  the  principal  colleges 
in  our  country  have  erected,  within  a  few  years,  commodious  build- 
ings, and  many  of  them  employ,  upon  good  salaries,  competent  in- 
structors. Dartmouth  College  has  just  commenced  operations  upon  a 
building  which,  furnished,  is  to  cost,  if  the  report  of  the  papers  is  cor- 
rect, $29,000.  At  Harvard  College,  in  1859,  a  building  was  put  up 
at  the  expense  of  $10,000.  Vassar  Female  College  has  a  large  gym- 
nasium, furnished  with  the  apparatus  of  Dio  Lewis's  system,  and  con- 
nected with  this  is  a  riding-school.  So  far  as  I  am  aware,  no  Normal 
School  has  a  gymnasium  building,  though  all  do  considerable  with  the 
so-called  Free  Gymnastics.  I  am  sure  you  will  not  think  this  need 
deter  you  from  setting  a  good  example. 

Hoping  that  this  communication  will  be  received  in  the  spirit  in 
which  it  is  presented,  and  that  the  importance  of  the  subject  will  not 
be  judged  to  be  slight,  although  I  may  have  presented  it  poorly,

The  communication  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Course  of 
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Study,  and  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  and  published 
therewith. 

A  letter  was  here  read  from  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton,  President  of  the 
Board,  regretting  that  his  public  duties  in  Washington  prevented  his 
attendance.    The  letter  was  placed  on  file. 

President  Edwards,  by  request,  then  read  his  regular  Semi-Annual 
Report,  herewith  subjoined. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

The  present  condition  of  the  University  does  not  seem  to  demand 
a  very  extended  report. 

The  numbers  in  the  Institution  have  been,  for  the  year,  as  follows  :

The  pressure  for  boarding  accommodations  has  been  so  great  that 
for  some  years  we  have  refrained  almost  entirely  from  advertising.  I 
am  confident  that  a  reasonable  use  of  the  newspapers  in  this  respect 
would  double  our  attendance.  The  number  of  buildings  in  the  vil- 
lage has  now  so  far  multiplied  that  it  would  seem  best  during  the 
coming  vacation  to  try  a  new  policy,  and  to  advertise  somewhat  exten- 
sively. The  need  of  a  boarding-house  is  greatly  felt  in  this  connec- 
tion. We  should  rejoice  to  be  able  to  assure  pupils  from  all  parts  of 
the  State  that  they  can  be  well  and  cheaply  lodged  and  fed  during 
their  stay  here. 

The  members  of  the  Faculty  in  the  Normal  School  continue  as  here- 
tofore, and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  same  efficiency  and  harmony 
that  have  marked  them  for  the  last  four  years  are  rather  on  the  in- 
crease than  otherwise. 

The  Model  School  has  increased  in  numbers  about  one  hundred 
during  the  year.  Its  income  has  also  gone  up  from  $3,500  to  $5,000, 
in  round  numbers.  The  expenses  for  the  year,  for  teaching  merely, 
have  been  $3,900,  in  round  numbers.  With  the  erection  of  the  new 
school-house,  now  in  progress,  by  the  authority  and  at  the  expense  of 
School  District  No.  2  of  this  township,  a  large  additional  increase  will 
doubtless  take  place  both  in  numbers  and  income.  We  have  been 
careful  to  keep  the  expenses  of  this  school  largely  within  its  income, 
and  the  same  policy  should  govern  the  future.  But  the  circumstances 
not  only  warrant  but  demand  an  increase  in  the  teaching  force  em- 
ployed here. 

Since  your  last  meeting,  Mr.  E.  P.  Burlingham,  late  of  Greneseo, 
Henry  County,  has  been  employed,  on  consultation  with  the  Teachers' 
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Committee  of  your  honorable  Board,  as  an  additional  instructor  in 
this  school.  Mr.  Burlingham  came  here  with  a  very  high  reputation, 
and  it  has  been  fully  sustained  in  his  new  position.  He  has  given  a 
new  impulse  to  the  subject  of  Physical  Culture,  having  very  success- 
fully introduced,  more  fully  than  it  had  been  before  done,  the  system 
of  Mr.  Dio  Lewis.    The  effect  has  been  in  all  respects  admirable. 

I  recommend  that  Mr.  Burlingham  be  continued  in  the  service  of 
the  Board  at  a  salary  of  $1,400. 

Also,  that  Miss  Olive  A.  Rider,  a  member  of  the  present  graduating 
class,  be  employed  at  a  salary  of  $550. 

Also,  that  the  salary  of  Miss  Edith  T.  Johnson,  Principal  of  the 
Primary  School,  be  raised  to  $650.  It  is  now  $550.  The  aggregate 
of  these  salaries,  added  to  that  of  Mr.  Pillsbury,  Principal  of  the 
High  School,  will  be  $1,000  less  than  the  last  year's  income. 

I  wish  to  put  on  record  here  my  appreciation  of  the  high  degree  of 
faithfulness  and  success  with  which  the  instructors  of  the  Model 
School  have  performed  their  duties.  Mr.  O.  F.  McKim  retires  from 
the  Board  of  Instruction  with  the  fullest  confidence  and  best  wishes 
of  all  here  concerned.    His  labors  have  been  very  acceptable. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  salary  of  Miss  Emaline  Dryer,  Precep- 
tress of  the  Normal  Department,  be  placed  at  $900.  It  is  now  $800. 
Miss  Dryer's  services  in  guiding  the  minds,  and  improving  the  habits 
and  tastes  of  the  young  ladies,  have  been  very  valuable. 

I  also  recommend,  if  the  state  of  the  funds  will  allow  it,  that  the 
reception-room  be  fully  furnished.  This  has  never  been  done,  and 
the  present  appearance  of  the  room  hardly  comports  with  the  dignity 
of  the  Institution. 

The  duty  assigned  to  Dr.  Sewall  by  the  Board,  at  its  last  meeting, 
of  improving  the  ventilation  of  the  building,  has  been  very  satisfacto- 
rily performed.  The  offensive  odor  is  entirely  removed,  and  the 
rooms  and  halls  filled  with  pure  air. 

For  the  last  two  or  three  years,  there  has  been  much  delay  on  the 
part  of  the  State  Treasurer  to  pay  over  to  your  Treasurer  the  funds 
due  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year.  The  consequence  has 
been  an  entire  derangement  of  the  finances  of  the  Institution.  Great 
delay  becomes  unavoidable  in  the  payment  of  bills  which  ought  to  be 
settled  at  once.  Members  of  the  Faculty  find  it  necessary  to  resort  to 
perplexing  expedients  for  want  of  money  justly  due  them.  The  evil 
is  a  very  serious  one;  and  if  additional  legislation  is  necessary  to  cor- 
rect it,  as,  I  understand  from  the  Honorable  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction,  is  the  case,  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  attention  of  the 
legislature  may  be  early  and  effectually  called  to  the  matter.  As  it 
now  is,  the  Institution  and  the  members  of  the  Faculty  both  incur  no 
inconsiderable  loss. 

The  Faculty  unanimously  recommend  as  fit  candidates  for  gradua- 
tion the  following  persons,  constituting  a  class  larger  by  one-half  than 
any  that  has  preceded  it :

Normal  University,  Normal,  III.,  December  19th,  1866. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  met  at  the  Normal 
University,  on  Wednesday,  December  19th,  1866,  at  10  o'clock  a.m. 

Present: — Messrs.  W.  H.  Green.  John  H.  Foster,  Wm.  H.  Wells,  B. 
G-.  Roots,  Henry  Wing,  Calvin  Goudy,  T.  R.  Leal,  and  W.  M.  Hatch. 

Absent:— Messrs.  N.  Bateman,  S.  W.  Moulton,  C.  P.  Taggart,  W.  L. 
Mayo,  and  Geo.  P.  Rex. 

The  President  of  the  Board,  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton,  a  Member  of  Con- 
gress, being  necessarily  absent  at  Washington, 

On  motion,  Judge  Green,  of  Cairo,  was  chosen  President  pro  tern. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board,  Hon.  Newton  Bateman,  being  also  ab- 
sent, 

On  motion,  Dr.  Henry  Wing,  of  Madison  county,  was  appointed 
Secretary  pro  tern. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  was  dispensed  with. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  a  communication  from  Hon. 
Newton  Bateman,  stating  that  imperative  duties,  as  State  Superintend- 
ent, would  prevent  his  meeting  with  the  Board  at  its  present  session; 
also  a  Report  of  sundry  duties  assigned  him  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

The  report  was  read,  accepted,  and  placed  on  file;  when, 
On  motion,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  Secretary  be  requested  to  continue  his  investigations  con- 
cerning the  right  of  the  Normal  University  to  the  whole  of  the  "  University 
and  Seminary  Fund". 

*      Judge  Green,  who  had  been  appointed  a  committee,  at  the  last  meet- 
ing, to  examine  into  the  situation  of  certain  tracts  of  land  belonging 
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to  the  Normal  University,  in  Jackson  county,  reported  progress,  and 
asked  further  time;  which  was  granted. 

The  report  of  C.  W.  Holder,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  was  pre- 
sented and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Sundry  Bills  —  from  Bailhache  and  Baker;  Steele,  Briggs  &  Co.; 
Bloomington  Manufacturing  Company;  Holder,  Milner  &  Co.;  Wal- 
worth, Buschick  &  Co. ;  and  1ST.  C.  Nason,  were  severally  laid  before 
the  Board,  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Goudy,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  cause  to  be  collected  and  bound,  in  one  volume 
in  cheap  form,  as  many  perfect  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Board,  from 
its  organization,  as  can  be  made  out,  and  that  he  lay  said  copies  before  the 
Board  at  its  next  regular  session. 

The  Report  of  President  Edwards  was  laid  before  the  Board,  setting 
forth  the  operations  of  the  Institution,  which  was  read,  approved,  and 
placed  on  file,  for  publication  in  the  State  Superintendent's  Report  to 
the  Legislature. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roots,  it  was

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the  President  of  the  Normal  University,  as  a  "  contingent  fund  ",  to  meet  in- 
cidental expenses  of  the  Institution  for  the  ensuing  six  months;  and  that  he 
report  the  items  of  expenditure  (with  vouchers)  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

President  Edwards  stated  that  the  great  pressure  on  his  time  pre- 
vented his  making  a  report  of  expenditures  of  "contingent  fund",  for 
the  past  six  months;  when,

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  SPECIAL  MEETING, 

MARCH  26tii,  1867. 


Normal  University,  Normal,  III.,  March  26th,  1867. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
was  held,  pursuant  to  the  call  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  at  the 
Normal  University,  on  Tuesday,  March  26,  1867,  at  9  o'clock  a.m.  All 
the  members  were  duly  notified,  as  required  by  law. 

The  following  members  were  present:  Messrs.  John  H.  Foster,  Cal- 
vin Goudy,  B.  G.  Roots,  T.  R.  Leal,  Henry  Wing,  W.  M.  Hatch,  Elias 
C.  Dupuy,  and  N.  Bateman. 

Absent:  Messrs.  S.  W.  Moulton,  W.  L.  Mayo,  C.  P.  Taggart,  J.  W. 
Moore,  W.  H.  Wells,.  J.  W.  Fell,  and  W.  H.  Green. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  Wells  explaining  the  cause  of  his 
absence. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and,  on  his  mo- 
tion, Dr.  John  H.  Foster,  of  Chicago,  was  appointed  President  pro  tern. 

The  President  stated  that  the  special  meeting  had  been  called  by 
the  Secretary,  under  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  the  3d  sec- 
tion of  the  University  Act,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  various 
provisions  of  "  An  act  concerning  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the 
Illinois  Natural  History  Society",  approved  Feb.  28, 1867,  and  of  taking 
such  action  in  relation  thereto  as  the  interests  of  the  University  might 
seem  to  require;  and  especially  for  the  purpose  of  appointing  a  Curator 
for  the  Museum  of  the  Illinois  Natural  History  Society,  which  is  kept 
in  the  Normal  University  Building;  of  taking  the  necessary  steps  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  act  in  relation  to  laying  out  and 
ornamenting  the  site  of  the  State  Normal  University;  and  of  pur- 
chasing a  new  boiler  for  warming  the  University  Building,  or  modify- 
ing and  improving  the  warming  apparatus  in  the  same  —  these  special 
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objects  having  been  indicated  in  the  call.  The  President  further 
stated  that,  a  legal  quorum  of  the  Board  being  present,  it  was  com- 
petent for  them  to  proceed  to  the  business  in  hand. 

The  before-mentioned  act  of  the  Legislature  was  read  at  length  by 
the  Secretary,  for  the  information  of  the  Board;  and, 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  do  now  proceed  to  the  appointment  of  a  Curator. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  B.  G.  Eoots,  seconded  by  N.  Bateman,  it 
was  unanimously 

Resolved,  That  Prof.  John  W.  Powell,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Natural  History  Society,  is  hereby  appointed  Curator  of  the 
Museum  of  the  Natural  History  Society,  which  is  kept  in  the  Normal  Univer- 
sity Building. 

The  action  of  the  Board  of  Education  in  the  appointment  of  Prof. 
Powell  to  the  Curatorship  was  subsequently  consented  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Directors  of  the  Natural  History  Society,  at  a  meeting 
of  said  Directors  called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  same;  in 
testimony  whereof,  the  following  certified  transcript  from  the  official 
records  of  said  society  was  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
viz: 

Bloomington,  III.,  March  30th,  1867. 
To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

Gentlemen: — We  have  the  honor  to  apprise  you  that  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Illinois  Natural  History  Society,  at  a  meeting  held 
March  26th,  1867,  did,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  conferred  by  Sec- 
tion 4  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  concerning  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  the  Illinois  Natural  History  Society  ",  approved  February  28th, 
1867,  unanimously  ratify  and  consent  to  the  appointment  of  Prof. 
John  W.  Powell,  as  Curator  of  the  Museum  of  said  society  by  said 
Board  of  Education. 

Very  respectfully  yours,

Charles  R.  Parke,  Secretary. 

Prof.  Powell  was  informed  of  his  appointment,  and,  by  request,  ap- 
peared and  explained  to  the  Board  his  views  concerning  the  interests 
of  the  Museum,  and  the  course  that  he  deemed  it  advisable  to  pursue 
to  preserve  the  collections  already  made,  and  to  increase  their  number 
and  enhance  the  usefulness  of  the  Museum.  Prof.  Powell  stated  that, 
prior  to  his  appointment  as  Curator,  he  had  planned  an  expedition,  to 
be  made  the  present  season,  to  the  Eocky  Mountains,  for  the  purpose 
of  explorations  and  collections  in  the  interest  of  Natural  Science,  in 
regions  not  hitherto  canvassed  fully  by  naturalists,  but  which  were 
known  to  be  rich  in  materials  and  specimens,  especially  in  the  depart- 
ments  of  Geology,  Paleontology,  etc. ;  and  that  he  did  not  think  that 
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the  interests  of  the  Museum  could  be  better  subserved  at  this  time 
than  by  allowing  him  to  carry  out  the  arrangement,  and  devoting  to 
that  object  a  portion  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Museum. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bateman,  seconded  by  Dr.  Wing,  it 
was 

Resolved,  That  one-half  of  the  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by  the  legis- 
lature for  the  improvement  and  benefit  of  the  Museum  of  the  Illinois  Natural 
History  Society,  for  the  current  year,  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  Prof.  John 
W.  Powell,  Curator,  to  be  used  by  him,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  an  expedition  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  to 
be  made  under  his  direction,  for  the  purpose  of  making  collections  for  the  Mu- 
seum ;  aoid  that  the  other  one-half  of  said  thousand  dollars,  payable  the  pres- 
ent year,  be  also  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  said  Curator,  to  be  expended  by 
him,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
for  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  books,  printing,  etc.,  for  the  Museum,  and  for 
otherwise  improving  and  enhancing  the  value  thereof. 

On  motion  of  Br.  Goudy,  it  was,  by  the  Board, 

Ordered,  That  C.  W.  Holder,  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  appropriated  (for  the  current  year,  1867)  by  the 
fourth  section  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  concerning  the  Bourd  of  Education, 
and  the  Illinois  Natural  History  Society",  approved  February  28,  1867,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  salary  of  the  Curator  for  the  Museum  of  the  Natural 
History  Society;  and  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  improving  and  enhancing 
the  value  of  said  Museum. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hatch,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  Curator  draw  the  money  for  his  salary,  and  the  other 
money  to  be  expended  by  him  for  the  improvement  of  the  Museum,  on  the 
order  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  Board,  as  all  other  moneys  are 
drawn;  and  present  a  report  of  his  doings  to  this  Board,  at  each  semi-annual 
meeting  thereof,  with  vouchers  for  the  expenditure  of  the  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  he  shall  have  expended. 

The  following -preamble  and  resolution,  offered  by  Dr.  Goudy,  and 
seconded  by  Mr.  Bateman,  were  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board: 

Whereas,  During  the  time  that  the  Museum  of  t£e  Natural  History  Society 
has  been  left  without  the  care  of  a  Curator,  Dr.  Sewall  has  given  personal  at- 
tention to  the  Museum,  as  far  as  consistent  with  his  onerous  duties  as  a  teacher 
in  the  University,  and  said  services  have  been  able  and  faithful,  and  without 
compensation  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  are  hereby  ten- 
dered to  Prof.  Joseph  A.  Sewall  for  his  attention  and  supervisory  care  of  the 
Museum  for  several  years  past. 

Mr.  Bateman  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  be  expended  during  the 
present  year,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J,  W?  Fell,  in  laying  out  and  orna- 
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meriting  the  site  of  the  State  Normal  University,  as  provided  by  the  5th  section 
of  the  act  of  the  legislature  appropriating  said  amount  for  said  purposes;  all 
moneys  expended  for  said  objects  to  be  drawn  on  the  order  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  report  of  doings,  and  vouchers  for  all  expen- 
ditures made,  to  be  furnished  as  usual. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hatch,  the  following  order  was  passed  by  the 
Board: 

Ordered,  That  C.  W.  Holder,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  receive  from  the  State 
Treasurer,  and  to  receipt  for,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  appropriated 
by  Section  3  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  concerning  the  Board  of  Education  and 
the  Illinois  Natural  History  Society  ",  to  purchase  a  new  boiler  for  warming 
the  State  Normal  University,  or  for  modifying  and  improving  the  warming 
apparatus  in  the  same;  and  said  Treasurer  is  also  hereby  authorized  and  in- 
structed to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  fifteen  hundred  dollars  appropriated,  for 
the  current  year,  1867,  by  the  5th  section  of  the  above-entitled  act,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  out  and  ornamenting  the  site  of  the  State  Normal  University. 

Dr.  Wing  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  be  authorized  to  have  printed  and 

conspicuously  placed  in  the  Museum,  the  following : 

"  The  invisible  things  of  God  from  the  creation  of  the  world  are  clearly  seen,  being  under- 
stood by  the  things  that        made."— Romans  1,  20. 

Dr.  Wing  iilso  presented  the  subjoined  resolution,  which,  after  dis- 
pussion,  was  unanimously  concurred  in  by  the  Board: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  concurred 
in  by  the  State  Superintendent,  the  President  of  the  University,  and  the  Cura- 
tor of  the  Museum  of  the  University,  that  every  common  school  ought,  at  some 
dayf  to  have  a  Museum  of  Natural  History ;  and  that  the  object  is  worthy  of 
consideration  in  the  construction  of  school-houses. 

The  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  attending  the  special  meet- 
ing were  paid,  as  follows:

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AN  ACT  Concerning  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  Illinois 
Natural  History  Society. 

Be  it  eiicteipd      f]iG  pe0ple  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  represented  in  the  General 
Assembly . 

Section  1.  The  State  iXo*>mai  University  established  by  an  aci>  ap- 
proved February  18th,  1857,  is  her^y  declared  a  State  Institution,  and 
the  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  m  the  hands,  and  standing  in 
the  name  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  the 
property  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  is  by  said  Board  held  Vn  trust  for 
the  State. 

Section  2.  Said  Board  of  Education  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  the  outlands  and  lots,  standing  in  the  name  of  said  Board, 
lying  in  the  counties  of  Jackson,  Woodford,  and  McLean,  except  the 
site  of  the  Normal  University  and  the  farm  of  one  hundred  acres, 
more  or  less,  in  its  immediate  vicinity,  and  to  appropriate  the  proceeds 
thereof  towards  the  payment  of  the  appropriations  hereinafter  named. 

Section  3.  The  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  purchase  a  new  boiler  for  warming  the  State  Normal 
University  Building,  or  for  modifying  and  improving  the  warming 
apparatus  in  the  same,  and  the  State  Auditor  is  hereby  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  for  the  above  named  sums,  amounting  to  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00),  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
which  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  said 
Board  of  Education,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  1867. 

Section  4.  The  further  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  be  paid  annually  as  salary  of  the  Curator  for 
the  Museum  of  the  Illinois  Natural  History  Society,  which  is  kept  in 
the  Normal  University  Building,  and  the  further  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000.00)  is  appropriated  to  be  paid  annually  for  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  improving  and  enhancing  the  value  of  said  Museum, 
and  the  State  Auditor  shall  draw  his  warrant  for  the  above  named 
sums,  amounting  to  twenty -five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00),  which 
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shall  be  annually  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Board  of  Education, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  and  shall  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  said  Board,  by  whom,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Directors  of  the  Natural  History  Society,  the  said  Curator  shall  be  ap- 
pointed. 

Section  5.  The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00),  one  half 
of  which  sum  shall  be  paid  each  year,  for  two  years,  is  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  and  ornamenting  the  site  of  the 
State  Normal  University,  and  the  State  Auditor  is  hereby  required  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer,  in  such  sums  and  at  such 
times  as  said  Board  of  Education  shall  need  and  require  for  said  pur- 
poses, not  exceeding  in  all  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000.00),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  and  the  State  Treasurer  shall  pay 
the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  on  presentation 
of  the  warrants. 

Section  6.  This  act  shall  be  a  public  act  and  shall  fca>«  efl'ect  on  and 
after  its  passage.  All  acts,  or  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with  any  of 
the' foregoing  provisions,  are  hereby  rep<>*Ie(*-

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  met  at  the  Normal 
University,  in  McLean  county,  on  Wednesday,  June  26th,  1867,  at  10 
o'clock  A.  M. 

Present  —  Messrs.  S.  W.  Moulton,  W.  H.  Green,  C.  Goudy,  J.  H.  Fos- 
ter, W.  H.  Wells,  B.  G.  Boots,  Henry  Wing,  W.  M.  Hatch,  Jesse  W. 
Fell,  Elias  C.  Dupuy,  W.  L.  Mayo,  J.  H.  Moore,  and  T.  E.  Leal. 

Absent  —  Messrs.  N.  Bateman  and  C.  P.  Taggart. 

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  a  communication  from  the  Hon. 
N.  Bateman,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  ex  officio 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  stating  that  "unexpected  official  duties,  grow- 
ing out  of  the  special  session  of  the  legislature,"  would  prevent  his 
meeting  with  the  Board;  whereupon, 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Foster,  Dr.  C.  Goudy  was  appointed  Secretary  pro 
tern. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Wing,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  regu- 
lar and  special  meetings  of  the  Board  was  dispensed  with. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hatch,  the  Board  proceeded  to  the  regular  bien- 
nial election  of  officers;  when, 

The  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton,  of  Shelby  county,  was  unanimously  re- 
elected President  of  the  Board  for  two  years;  and  Charles  W.  Holder, 
of  Bloomington,  was  reelected  Treasurer,  for  the  same  period  of  time. 

President  Edwards,  by  request,  then  read  his  regular  semi-annual 
report — as  follows: 
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To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Gentlemen:  The  number  of  students  belonging  to  the  University 
during  the  year  just  closing  is  as  follows :

The  general  condition  of  the  University  remains,  on  the  whole,  the 
same  as  heretofore.  The  members  of  the  Normal  Faculty  are  all  con- 
tinued, and  Professor  John  W.  Powell  has  been  added,  as  Curator  of 
the  Museum.  In  the  Model  Department,  Mr.  John  W.  Cook,  a  recent 
graduate  of  the  institution,  has  taken  the  place  of  Mr.  E.  P.  Burling- 
ham  as  Principal  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  Mrs.  Martha  D.  L. 
Haynie  has  served  as  assistant  in  the  High  School. 

But  the  efficiency  of  the  institution  has  been  greatly  enlarged  by 
the  appropriations  made  by  the  last  legislature.  Professor  Powell  is 
now  engaged,  with  characteristic  energy  and  perseverance,  in  prose- 
cuting his  expedition  to  the  Kocky  Mountains.  From  this  expedition 
great  results  are  expected.  Our  Museum  will  be  enriched,  if  this 
enterprise  is  successful,  with  many  and  rare  specimens  in  the  various 
departments  of  Natural  Science.  And  to  us  will  belong  the  credit  of 
having  been  among  the  first  to  explore,  in  the  interest  of  science,  a 
region  supposed  to  be  very  rich  in  the  means  of  guiding  the  thoughts 
of  scientific  men. 

The  other  appropriations,  for  ornamenting  the  grounds,  and  for  re- 
pairing the  heating  apparatus,  were  greatly  needed.  For  the  former 
purpose  much  larger  appropriations  will  be  needed  in  the  future. 

And,  surely,  there  should  be  no  squeamishness  on  our  part  in  refer- 
ence to  asking  for  such  money  as  we  need.  The  education  of  the 
children  of  the  state  is  the  grandest  of  enterprises,  and  the  legislature 
ought  freely  to  grant  whatever  is  necessary  to  render  efficient  the  prep- 
aration of  teachers  for  the  common  schools.  And  united  action  on 
the  part  of  the  friends  of  this  institution  will  procure  all  that  is  need- 
ed. The  appropriations  of  last  winter  were  obtained  under  very  great 
disadvantages.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  contest  about  the  Industrial 
University,  a  much  larger  sum  might  have  been  secured,  with  less 
labor  than  was  actually  expended  in  getting  the  little  that  was  given 
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us.  The  moral  power  of  the  University  is  sufficiently  strong,  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  valid  reason  why  other  forces  should  not  be  so 
adjusted  as  to  secure  for  us  the  funds  that  are  essential  to  its  highest 
success. 

And  there  is  no  way  in  which  money  can  be  made  more  useful  to 
us  now  than  in  diminishing  to  the  students  the  cost  of  board.  This 
subject  has  already  repeatedly  engaged  your  attention,  but  I  feel  that 
it  ought  to  be  agitated  until  the  object  is  attained.  A  small  amount 
of  money,  judiciously  used  for  this  purpose,  will  greatly  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  institution;  for  a  little  assistance  thus  given  will  often 
determine  an  able  young  man  or  woman,  of  limited  means,  in  favor 
of  teaching,  who  would  otherwise  feel  compelled  to  engage  in  other 
pursuits.  Thus  the  money,  considered  as  an  investment  by  the  state, 
will  produce  results  far  beyond  its  mere  commercial  value. 

The  members  of  the  Faculty  are  unanimous  in  their  desire  to  dis- 
continue the  furnishing  of  books  to  the  students.  Many  evils  accom- 
pany this  plan.  One  of  these  is  the  expense  it  entails  upon  the  insti- 
tution. In  early  times,  when  the  number  of  students  here  was  small, 
this  was  an  unimportant  matter;  but  now  it  is  a  grave  burden  to  furnish 
books  to  the  many  hundred  that  throng  our  halls.  But  a  still  greater 
evil  is  the  bad  effect  of  the  plan  upon  the  habits  of  the  pupils.  The 
tendency  of  this  furnishing  of  books  by  wholesale,  as  it  were,  is  to 
make  them  seem  of  little  value.  The  students  therefore  become  care- 
less about  the  use  of  them.  And,  to  a  student,  the  habit  of  being 
careless  in  the  use  of  books  is  most  pernicious. 

It  is  desirable  that  some  action  be  taken  by  the  Board  in  reference 
to  the  receiving  of  district  pupils  into  the  Model  School.  This  school 
has  grown  up  from  a  few  classes  of  small  children,  until  now  it  num- 
bers 580,  according  to  the  figures  just  given  you.  In  the  past  it  has 
been,  to  a  great  extent,  under  the  management  of  the  President  of  the 
University.  Its  present  magnitude,  however,  demands  a  more  de- 
tailed attention  from  the  Board.

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The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  Treasurer's  report,  which 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Judge  Green,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  into  the 
situation  of  certain  tracts  of  land  belonging  to  the  University,  in  Jack- 
son county,  reported  progress,  and  asked  further  time;  which  was 
granted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roots,  W.  M.  Hatch,  Esq.,  was  empowered  to  ex- 
amine into  the  situation  of  University's  lands  in  Woodford  county; 
and,  if  sold  for  taxes,  endeavor  to  redeem  the  same;  and  that  the 
President  of  the  Board  be  authorized  to  issue  his  order  for  the  neces- 
sary amount. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Wing,  it  was 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  it  is  highly  important  to  the' 
interests  of  education  in  the  state  that  some  means  should  be  devised  for  redu- 
cing the  cost  of  those  attending  this  institution,  in  order  that  the  number  of 
students  may  thereby  be  increased. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  express  its  hearty  sympathies  with  "The  Illinois 
State  Teachers'  Institute,"  in  their  efforts  to  extend  the  benefits  of  normal- 
school  instruction,  by  holding  a  special  session  of  four  weeks,  commencing  in 
August  next. 

Resolved,  that  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered  to  the  President  and  Pro- 
fessors of  the  State  Normal  University,  for  the  sacrifice  to  which  they  volun- 
tarily subject  themselves,  by  devoting  so  large  a  portion  of  their  summer 
vacation,  gratuitously,  to  the  instruction  of  this  special  institute  or  temporary 
normal  school. 

Resolved,  That  the  free  use  of  the  Normal-University  Building  be  tendered 
to  the  Institute  for  the  session  which  is  to  be  held  during  the  approaching  vaca- 
tion of  the  University.

The  undersigned,  a  majority  of  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  subject  of  the  connection  of  the  Model  School  with  the  District 
School,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  matter  under  con- 
sideration, and  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  better  that  the  schools  be 

separated.  [Signed]  WM.  H.  GREEN, 

W.  H.  WELLS. 

The  report  was  received  and  the  committee  discharged;  when  the 
Board  passed  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  President  of  the  University,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  President  of  our  Board,  be  authorized  to  negotiate  with  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation of  the  City  of  Normal,  and  make  any  arrangement  that  may  be  regarded 
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as^mutually  advantageous,  whereby  the  instruction  of  the  Public  Schools  of 
the  city  shall  be  furnished  wholly,  or  in  part,  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion; but  no  contract  for  such  instruction  shall  be  made  for  more  than  one 
year  at  a  time;  and  the  President  of  the  University  shall  from  time  to  time 
report  to  this  Board  whatever  arrangements  or  contracts  may  be  made  with 
said  Board  of  the  city,  and  account  for  all  receipts  and  expenditures  arising 
from  such  arrangements. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Wing,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  have  never  known  the  denomina- 
tional or  party  opinions  of  any  of  the  teachers  of  the  Normal  School;  that  the 
Board  desires  to  avoid  every  shade  of  denominational  bias  in  the  teaching  of 
the  institution;  they  believe  that,  so  far,  that  policy  has  been  carried  out  in 
the  strictest  sense;  and  if  any  facts  of  a  different  character  have  appeared  to 
exist,  or  shall  hereafter  arise,  the  Board  desire  to  have  the  facts  made  known 
to  them. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  be  authorized  to 
procure  a  new  boiler  for  the  heating  apparatus  of  the  University,  and  to  make 
additional  arrangements,  by  increasing  the  amount  of  pipe,  putting  hot-air 
chambers  in  the  basement,  constructing  necessary  flues,  etc.,  whereby  the 
heating  and  ventilation  of  the  building  may  be  improved. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Leal,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Hon.  N.  Bateman,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  be  requested  to 
continue  his  investigation  concerning  the  right  of  the  Normal  University  to 
the  whole  of  the  University  and  Seminary  Fund  ;  and,  further,  that  his  report 
be  approved. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  Koots,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  regular  meetings  of  this  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesdays  preceding  Christmas  and  the  Fourth  of  July  respectively,  and  con- 
tinue its  sessions  at  least  two  days.  The  first  day  shall  be  devoted  to  the  gov- 
ernment and  educational  interests  of  the  University,  and  the  second  day  to 
the  financial  and  other  business  of  the  institution. 

Mr.  Fell  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  permission  be  given  to  the  Bloomington  and  Normal  Horse- 
Railroad  Company  to  lay  down  and  operate  their  road  over  the  grounds  in- 
closing the  University  building,  for  the  term  of  years,  and  in  such  man- 
ner, and  upon  such  restrictions  and  limitations,  as  may  be  imposed  by  this 
Board,  or  a  committee  appointed  thereby. 

This  resolution  called  forth  considerable  discussion,  when,  the 
question  recurring  upon  its  passage,  the  yeas  and  nays  were  demand- 
ed, and  resulted  as  follows:

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  convened,  in  regu- 
lar session,  at  their  rooms  in  the  University  Building,  in  the  Village 
of  Normal,  McLean  county,  on  Tuesday,  December  17,  1867,  at  10 
o'clock  A.M.

A  quorum  being  present,  the  President,  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton,  took 
the  chair  and  called  the  Board  to  order. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  regular  meeting 
was  dispensed  with. 

President  Edwards,  by  request,  then  read  his  regular  semi-annual 
report,  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Gentlemen:  The  number  of  students  for  the  term  just  closing  has 
been  greater  than  for  any  term  before.  In  the  Normal  Department 
there  have  been  313  students,  an  excess  of  73  over  the  attendance  of 
any  previous  term.  In  the  entire  institution  there  have  been  831,  an 
excess  of  239  over  any  past  figures.  The  graduating  class  consists  of 
20.  an  excess  of  5  over  that  of  any  previous  year.    The  High  School 
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has  had  86  pupils,  which  is  a  large  increase.  The  Grammar  School  has 
numbered  180,  many  of  whom  are  young  men  and  women,  and  not  a 
few  are  teachers,  or  preparing  to  become  so.  The  Intermediate  and 
Primary  have  also  increased  in  numbers,  and  the  latter  is  crowded  far 
beyond  its  proper  maximum.  The  following  table  exhibits  the  num- 
bers for  the  term  in  each  grade  of  the  institution :

There  is  a  great  and  constantly-increasing  demand  for  the  services 
of  our  pupils.  It  is  far  in  excess  of  our  ability  to  supply.  Many  im- 
portant situations  have  been  filled  this  year  by  our  graduates  and 
other  pupils.  The  number  of  testimonials  to  the  usefulness  of  the 
institution,  published  in  the  Sixth  Biennial  Eeport  of  the  State  Super- 
intendent, might  be  largely  increased,  if  inquiries  should  be  sent  out 
now. 

MODEL  SCHOOL. 

The  Model  School  was  established  in  order  to  furnish  young  people 
preparing  to  be  teachers  with  the  opportunity  of  witnessing  the  actual 
use  of  the  best  methods  of  instruction  and  management;  and  also  of 
putting  in  practice,  by  actual  teaching,  the  principles  they  learn  in 
their  Normal  course.  It  is  therefore  a  school  of  observation  and  prac- 
tice. Its  utility  as  a  means  of  perfecting  the  teachers  sent  forth  from 
the  Normal  is  apparent  to  the  most  casual  observer.  We  could  not  do 
without  it  in  our  preparation  of  teachers,  except  at  an  immense  sacrifice 
of  efficiency. 

It  is  divided  into  four  grades:  the  High,  Grammar,  Intermediate 
and  Primary  schools.  Each  of  these  is  under  the  direct  charge  of  an 
efficient  and  accomplished  Principal,  who  is  assisted  in  part  by  perma- 
nent teachers,  and  in  part  by  pupils  from  the  Normal  School. 

The  law  requires  that  this  department  should  be  self-sustaining. 
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No  part  of  the  State  Fund  can  be  used  for  its  support.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  it  does  much  more  than  to  pay  for  itself.  If  it  were  discon- 
tinued, the  Normal  School  could  not  be  sustained,  in  its  present  status, 
by  the  State  appropriation.  The  State  Fund  yields  $12,445.99  per 
annum.  The  present  salaries  of  the  Normal  Professors  amount  to 
$9,900.  This  leaves  a  balance  of  only  $2,545.99,  for  janitor's  fees,  heat- 
ing, stationery,  personal  expenses  of  members  of  the  Board,  and  other 
contingencies.  Of  these,  the  heating  alone  costs  $2,300  per  annum. 
The  amount  thus  left  for  other  purposes  is  entirely  insufficient.  It 
falls  short  of  the  necessities  by  $3,485.07,  for  the  year  closing  in  June 
last.  This  deficiency  has  been  made  up  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Model  School. 

The  total  income  from  the  Model  School  last  year  was  about  $5,000. 
But  there  was  a  balance  lying  over  from  the  year  before  of  $2,649.72. 
With  this  we  were  able,  very  nearly,  to  hold  our  own.  This  year,  tak- 
ing the  present  attendance  as  a  basis  of  calculation,  it  will  be  about  as 
follows.

But  some  of  these  salaries  ought  to  be  at  once  increased. 


NEW  FURNITURE. 

The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  students  has  made  it  necessary 
to  purchase  additional  furniture.  This  has  been  done  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Messrs.  Hatch  and  Fell,  resident  members  of  the  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Grounds.  The  bills  for  the  same,  amounting,  with 
certain  books  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  institution,  to  $259.50,  are 
presented  for  payment. 

STATE  TEACHERS'  INSTITUTE. 

The  Teachers'  Institute  held  at  the  University  during  the  late  long 
vacation  numbers  upon  its  catalogue  255  names.  The  teaching  was 
done  almost  entirely  by  the  members  of  the  Normal  Faculty.  The 
character  of  the  main  body  of  the  members  was  high, —  many  of  them 
being  principals  of  high  schools.  Several  County  Superintendents 
were  also  in  attendance  as  regular  working  members.  So  much  inter- 
est was  taken  in  the  work  of  the  Institute,  that  it  was  voted  to  pub- 
lish the  exercises  in  full,  in  book  form;  and  some  $500  was  subscribed 
to  defray  the  expense  of  printing.  The  volume  is  now  daily  looked 
for. 
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COUNTY  INSTITUTES. 

In  addition  to  the  work  done  at  the  State  Institute,  the  undersigned 
has,  since  August  29th  last,  attended  sixteen  county  institutes  and 
educational  meetings,  delivering  lectures  or  conducting  drill  exer- 
cises,—  generally  both.  Other  members  of  the  Faculty  have  done 
much  of  similar  service,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  an  attendance 
upon  fourteen  institutes,  and  doing,  at  most  of  them,  the  principal 
part  of  the  work.  Many  invitations  we  are  compelled  to  decline  for 
want  of  time. 

BOARD  FOR  STUDENTS. 

Our  necessities  in  respect  to  board  for  students  are  as  pressing  as 
ever.  This  continues  to  be  our  greatest  drawback.  With  proper 
boarding  accommodations,  furnished  at  reasonable  rates,  we  could 
undoubtedly  double  the  efficiency  of  the  institution.  I  respectfully 
refer  to  my  reports  of  June,  1867,  and  of  December,  1866,  for  a  fuller  dis- 
cussion of  this  subject;  also  to  the  Sixth  Biennial  Report  of  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Instruction.  Recent  facts,  some  of  them  furnished 
in  correspondence  by  eminent  educationists,  confirm  the  views  set 
forth  in  those  reports. 

THE  MUSEUM. 

The  Museum  is  in  a  fair  way  to  be  greatly  improved  and  enlarged. 
Prof.  Powell  has  returned  from  his  trip  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and 
has  entered  vigorously  upon  his  work  in  the  Museum.  In  his  explo- 
ration of  the  country  and  in  his  collection  of  specimens,  he  was  suc- 
cessful beyond  his  expectations.  In  the  prosecution  of  this  enteprise 
Professor  Powell  has  exhibited  indomitable  energy  and  rare  skill. 
The  money  appropriated  by  the  legislature  for  this  object  has  been 
most  judiciously  expended.  It  has  been  efficiently  used  in  the  cause 
of  science  and  education.  For  details  you  are  respectfully  referred  to 
his  report,  herewith  presented. 

MEMORIAL  OF  PROFESSORS. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  heartily  commending  to  your  consideration  the 
accompanying  memorial,  and  of  suggesting  the  following  additional 
points.  * 

The  amount  now  annually  appropriated  to  the  University  is  not 
materially  greater  than  it  was  when  the  number  of  students  in  the 
Normal  Department  was  less  than  one-third  of  what  it  now  is.  With 
the  increase  of  students  has  come  great  addition  to  the  labors  of  every 
member  of  the  Faculty,  and  an  increase  of  compensation  would  be 
but  reasonable.    In  stead  of  this,  however,  the  compensation,  when 
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measured  by  what  money  will  buy,  has  actually  diminished  nearly 
one-half. 

Appended  is  a  list  of  places,  in  Illinois  and  elsewhere,  which  pay 
larger  salaries  than  are  paid  here,  and  where  the  services  required  are 
certainly  no  more  valuable  and  important  than  those  required  here. 
The  list  comprises  only  such  places  as  readily  occur  to  my  mind.  It 


might  be  easily  and  greatly  enlarged.

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and  instructed  to  cause  the  reprint  of  a  sufficient  number  of  the  missing  Pro- 
ceedings to  make  up  eight  more  complete  sets,  and  that  he  cause  said  additional 
number  of  sets  to  be  bound,  uniform  with  those  already  delivered,  and  laid 
before  the  Board  at  its  next  regular  meeting.

REPORT  OF  PROFESSOR  POWELL. 

Normal,  Illinois,  December  18th,  1867. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  preliminary  report  of  the 
Scientific  Expedition  ordered  by  you  at  the  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  held  March,  1867. 

In  the  latter  part  of  April  I  visited  Washington  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  some  assistance  from  the  War  Department  for  the  proposed 
expedition.  On  application  to  Gen.  Grant,  commanding  the  Armies  of 
the  United  States,  he  saw  fit  to  transmit  through  me  to  Gens.  Augur 
and  Hancock  orders  to  the  effect  that  my  party  should  be  furnished  with 
an  escort  to  the  Mauvaises  Terres,  and  to  the  South,  Middle  and  North 
Parks  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  also  that  the  Commissary  Depart- 
ment should  furnish  us  with  rations  at  government  rates.  This  order 
for  the  rations  was  a  saving  to  the  party  of  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  reporting  to  you  this  appreciation  and  cor- 
dial support  from  him  whom  we  all  so  profoundly  honor.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  copy  of  the  correspondence  and  orders  relating  to  this  subject:

Commanding  Armies  of  United  States,  I 
Washington,  D.  C. :  J 

General:  A  party  of  Naturalists,  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Normal 
University  of  Illinois,  will  visit  the  Mauvaises  Terres  of  Southwestern  Dakotah 
for  the  purpose  of  making  a  more  thorough  geological  survey  of  that  region. 
From  thence  the  party  will  proceed  to  explore  the  '  Parks  '  in  the  Rocky  Mount- 
ains. An  appropriation  was  made  by  the  Legislature  of  Illinois,  which  will  in 
part  defray  the  expenses  of  the  expedition.  Two  or  three  other  scientific 
societies  will  lend  their  assistance.  The  aid  of  the  War  Department  is  also 
needed  in  order  that  the  expedition  may  succeed. 

I  therefore  respectfully  request  that  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Platte  may  be  instructed  to  furnish  the  party  with  an  escort  from 
Fort  Laramie  to  the  Mauvaises  Terres  and  return,  of  as  many  men  as  he  may 
think  necessary,  and  the  exigencies  of  the  service  may  permit.  And  I  further 
request  that  he  may  be  instructed  to  render  such  assistance  as  he  may  be  able, 
in  transporting  the  collections  made  by  the  party  to  Fort  Laramie.  And  I 
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also  request  that  the  officers  of  the  Commissary  Department,  on  the  route  trav- 
eled by  the  party,  may  be  instructed  to  sell  supplies  to  it  at  government  rates. 
Invoking  your  kind  consideration  of  these  requests,  I  am

Respectfully  referred  to  Brevet  Major-General  0.  C.  Augur,  commanding 
Department  of  the  Platte,  who  will  furnish  to  Major  Powell  the  escort  asked 
for,  if  it  can  be  done  without  detriment  to  the  public  service;  and  also  direct 
his  commissaries  of  subsistence  to  sell  to  Major  Powell  and  his  party,  consist- 
ing in  all  of  twelve  persons,  rations  for  their  own  use  at  government  rates, 
while  making  their  explorations.

I. — Commanding  officers  of  posts  in  this  military  department  will  direct  their 
commissaries  of  subsistence  to  sell  to  Major  Powell  and  party,  consisting  in  all 
of  twelve  persons,  rations  for  their  own  use  at  government  rates,  while  engaged 
in  making  scientific  explorations  within  the  Department.

I  was  also  furnished  with  an  order  to  General  Hancock,  of  like  pur- 
port, but  did  not  find  it  necessary  to  call  on  him  for  favors.  I  found 
the  officers  commanding  forts  on  the  Plains  to  be  very  courteous  and 
willing  to  assist  me,  and  I  am  indebted  to  them  for  many  favors. 

I  next  applied  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  railroads  necessary  to  be 
used  in  prosecuting  the  expedition,  for  free  transportation  for  man 
and  material.  The  result  was  very  gratifying.  Favors  were  received 
from  the  following:  the  Chicago,  Alton  and  St.  Louis  Railway;  the 
Pittsburg,  Ft.  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad;  the  North  Western  R.  R.  ; 
the  Chicago  and  Rock  Island  R.  R..  and  the  Northern  line  of  the  Pa- 
cific R.  R.  These  passes  amounted  in  all  to  about  seventeen  hundred 
dollars.  This  certainly  exhibits  an  enlightened  and  profound  interest 
in  the  progress  of  scientific  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  officers 
managing  these  roads.  And  it  shows  a  generosity  that  demands  our 
gratitude.  But  for  this  liberality,  it  would  have  been  impossible  to 
have  made  the  expedition. 

I  also  received  favors  from  the  American  Express  Company,  and 
Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  in  transporting  packages  without  charge. 
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The  Trustees  of  the  Industrial  University,  on  application  from  me, 
were  pleased  to  appropriate  five  hundred  dollars  towards  the  expenses 
of  the  enterprise.  In  consideration  for  this  amount,  I  agreed  to  fur- 
nish sets  from  the  duplicates  of  the  collections  made  in  the  several 
departments.  And  I  further  agreed  to  furnish  the  Museum  of  that 
University  certain  collections  from  my  private  cabinet. 

The  Chicago  Academy  of  Sciences  made  an  appropriation  of  one 
hundred  dollars  to  the  enterprise,  and  I  was  also  supplied  from  that 
institution  with  tools  and  material,  the  value  of  which  I  am  unable  to 
give.  To  Dr.  William  Stinson,  the  Curator  of  the  Academy,  I  am  in- 
debted for  valuable  advice  and  assistance  in  making  up  the  outfit  for 
the  party. 

I  am  also  indebted  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  at  Washington, 
for  favors  received. 

Having  secured  these  favors,  attention  was  next  called  to  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  expedition.  I  was  much  disappointed  in  not  having  the 
assistance  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Sewall,  of  the  Normal  University,  and  Dr. 
George  Vasey,  of  Richview,  as  both  of  these  gentlemen  found  it  im- 
possible to  go.    The  party  was  finally  organized  as  follows:

In  the  latter  part  of  May  I  proceeded  to  Council  Bluffs,  and  pur- 
chased teams,  wagons,, camp  equipage,  etc.  On  consultation  with  Gen- 
eral Sherman,  I  found  that  it  would  not  be  safe  to  visit  the  Mauvaises 
Terres,  as  large  bodies  of  Indians  were  supposed  to  be  encamped  in 
that  region,  determined  to  prevent  all  travel  through  their  most  valued 
hunting-grounds;  for  this  reason,  we  went  direct  to  Denver,  taking  the 
route  on  the  south  side  of  Platte  River.  On  the  way  across  the  Plains, 
large  collections  of  plants  and  insects  were  made,  and  a  few  mammals, 
birds,  reptiles,  and  fishes,  and  also  a  few  fossils. 

We  arrived  at  Denver  on  the  1st  of  July,  and  from  there  went  to 
the  canon  pf  the  South  Platte.  In  this  region  we  made  large  collec- 
tions in  various  departments.  There  is  a  range  of  mountains  running 
from  the  canon  of  the  Platte,  in  a  direction  a  little  east  of  south,  and 
terminating  just  east  of  Pike's  Peak.  We  crossed  this  range  of 
mountains  a  few  miles  south  of  the  canon,  into  a  Park  which  heads 
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on  the  slope  of  the  foot-hills  at  the  base  of  Pike's  Peak,  and  extends 
north  more  than  thirty  miles  to  the  base  of  Devil's  Head.  This  Park 
varies  from  three  to  five  miles  in  width,  with  a  rich  meadow  stretch- 
ing down  its  entire  length,  and  bordered  on  either  side  with  heavy 
pine  woods  that  reach  up  the  mountain  sides  and  change  into  a 
dwarfed  growth  of  firs  and  poplars,  that  in  turn  are  lost  among  the 
crags  and  rocks  of  the  summits.  In  the  midst  of  the  meadow  runs  a 
beautiful  stream,  that  becomes  a  torrent  in  its  lower  course,  plunging 
down  a  canon  with  walls  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  high,  and  trend- 
ing to  the  west  of  Devil's  Head,  it  pours  itself  into  the  Platte.  With 
a  range  of  mountains  on  either  hand  broken  into  peaks  at  the  sum- 
mit, with  Devil's  Head  at  the  north — a  mountain  one  imagines  was 
made  of  a  score  or  two  of  common  mountains,  and  that  each  one  is 
for  ever  trying  to  lift  its  peaks  above  the  clouds;  with  Pike's  Peak 
closing  the  park  on  the  south  —  Pike's  Peak  with  its  everlasting  snow- 
fields  and  ever-flying  clouds  and  ever-roaring  cascades;  with  all  these 
peaks  about  it,  we  were  minded  to  call  it  the  Park  of  the  Peaks. 

Here  we  remained  nearly  two  weeks,  and  enriched  our  collections 
with  much  that  was  interesting  and  beautiful. 

Having  ascended  Pike's  Peak,  we  wandered  slowly  among  the 
mountains  into  South  Park.  And  now  we  explored  the  South  Platte 
to  its  source.  In  a  little  park  with  Mount  Lincoln  on  its  left,  as  we 
ascended,  and  Triaquise  —  a  spur  of  Mount  Lincoln  —  on  the  right,  we 
found  the  source  of  the  river.  We  called  the  park  Lincoln  Park  —  a 
mountain-valley  of  about,  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres,  just  at  the  tim- 
ber-line, with  stunted  evergreens  below,  and  a  meadow  of  blooming 
beauty  above,  and  walled  in  by  mountains  from  three  to  five  thousand 
feet  high.  Standing  in  the  park,  you  can  see  but  a  small  patch  of  blue 
heaven  above.  Away  up  on  the  side  of  Triaquiae  are  two  lakes:  the 
upper  is  fed  from  a  huge  snow-bank  that  lies  in  a  gulch  back  and 
above.  This  is  the  head  of  Platte  River,  and  we  named  it  Platte  Lake. 
The  waters  of  this  lake  are  poured  down  a  cascade  into  a  lake  below. 
A  snow-bank  on  the  left  feeds  another  cascade,  that  tumbles  several 
hundred  feet  over  the  rocks  into  this  basin  of  half-liquid  snow.  Then 
these  accumulated  waters  plunge  into  the  valley  by  another  cascade. 
So  we  called  this  Cascade  Lake. 

Our  next  journeying  was  down  the  Platte  seventy-five  or  eighty 
miles,  then  across  to  the  gold  and  silver  region,  about  Central  City. 
Here  large  collections  of  minerals  were  made,  and  my  notes  on  the 
geology  of  the  country  are  quite  lengthy.  My  final  report  will  exhibit 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  various  collections,  and  the  observations 
made  on  the  geological  structure  of  the  country. 

About  the  last  of  August  the  party  broke  up,  and  all  but  Mrs.  Powell 
and  myself  returned  to  the  States.  I  can  not  refrain  from  expressing 
a  word  of  gratification  at  the  energy  and  ability  displayed  by  the 
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members  of  the  party.  The  hardships  of  a  life  in  the  wilderness  were 
borne  without  murmur.  The  beauty  of  the  parks  and  the  glory  of 
the  peaks  were  considered  more  than  recompense  for  toil  and  priva- 
tion and  danger. 

Although  the  time  set  for  the  expedition  to  terminate  had  come, 
and  the  other  gentlemen  were  compelled  to  return  to  their  homes,  I 
concluded  to  visit  Middle  and  North  Parks.  I  spent  the  months  of 
September  and  October  in  that  region,  making  an  exploration  of  the 
head-waters  of  the  Colorado  River  (or  the  Grand,  as  the  upper  part  of 
that  river  is  called).  As  I  hope  to  complete  the  exploration  of  that 
river  next  year,  I  defer  this  part  of  my  report. 

The  entire  expense  of  the  expedition  was  two  thousand  one  hund- 
red and  thirty-eight  dollars  ($2,138.00);  of  which  five  hundred  dol- 
lars (500.00)  were  paid  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Industrial  University,  and  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  by  the  Chi- 
cago Academy  of  Science,  and  the  balance  by  myself.  This,  of  course, 
does  not  include  the  favors  received  from  the  War  Department,  the 
Railroads,  the  Express  Companies,  nor  the  time  and  subsistence  of  the 
members  of  the  party.  A  fair  estimate  of  all  this  would  not  be  less 
than  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000). 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  the  collections  have  arrived  at  the 
Museum  without  serious  injury  or  loss. 

Hoping  to  have  the  honor  of  making  a  more  extended  and  thorough 
report  to  you  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  I  am

Mr.  Roots  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Curator  of  the  Illinois  Natural -History  Society  be  author- 
ized to  make  such  distribution  of  duplicates  of  his  collections,  among  the  prin- 
cipal public  schools  of  the  state,  as  he  considers  expedient,  in  compliance  with 
the  object  of  the  law  authorizing  his  appointment. 

Judge  Green  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  application  be  made  to  the  next  General  Assembly  for  per- 
mission to  sell  the  land  lying  northwest  of  the  University  Building,  which  is 
not  connected  with  the  site  of  the  University,  and  invest  the  proceeds  of  such 
sale  in  a  permanent  endowment-fund. 

After  remarks  and  suggestions  by  various  members  of  the  Board, 
the  foregoing  resolution,  on  motion  of  Judge  Green,  was  laid  over  and 
made  a  special  order  for  the  first  day  of  the  next  stated  meeting  of 
the  Board. 
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On  the  further  motion  of  Judge  Green,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  C.  W.  Holder,  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  receipt  for  the  $2,500  appropriated  for  the  year  1868,  by 
the  fourth  section  of  the  'Act  concerning  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Illi- 
nois Natural-History  Society',  approved  February  28,  1867. 

The  Treasurer's  Report,  together  with  sundry  accounts  and  vouch- 
ers, was  laid  before  the  Board,  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Secretary  then,  by  request,  read  the  subjoined  memorial  of  the 
Professors  in  the  University,  asking  an  increase  of  salary : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Normal  Uni- 
versity, would  respectfully  bring  to  your  consideration  the  smallness 
of  the  salaries  at  present  received  by  us,  and  ask  that  they  be  duly  in- 
creased, if  possible.    We  ask  for  an  increase  of  compensation: 

First,  Because  our  present  salaries  are  not  equal  to  our  current  fam- 
ily expenses. 

Second,  Because  the  cost  of  living  has  increased  fully  one  hundred 
per  cent,  within  five  years,  while  our  salaries  have  not  been  increased 
fifteen  per  cent. 

Third,  Because  the  teachers  at  the  head  of  the  best  public  schools 
in  our  small  cities  are  receiving  greater  salaries  than  we  are,  and  we 
can  but  feel  it  a  disgrace  to  work  in  an  institution  acknowledged  as 
the  head  of  the  public-school  system  of  this  state,  for  less  pay  than 
others  receive  in  positions  of  less  responsibility. 

Fourth,  Because  within  a  brief  period  opportunities  have  been  pre- 
sented by  which  we  could  have  exchanged  our  present  positions  for 
others  to  which  salaries  were  attached  exceeding  by  a  third  or  more 
those  we  are  now  receiving. 

These  offers  have  thus  far  been  declined,  as  each  of  us  felt  unwilling 
to  leave  work  he  loves,  and  in  which  there  seems  abundant  evidence 
of  usefulness,  for  increase  of  compensation  alone,^-  at  least,  until  it 
shall  be  fully  settled  that  our  present  salaries  can  not  be  adequately 
increased. 

Hoping  that  this  subject,  important  to  us  and,  as  we  believe,  to  the 
success  of  the  University,  will  receive  your  candid  and  favorable  no- 
tice, we  remain

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Judge  Green,  the  Board  adopted  the  fol- 
lowing preamble  and  resolutions: 
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Whereas,  The  four  Professors  in  the  Normal  University  have  presented  a 
petition  requesting  an  increase  of  their  respective  salaries  (now  $1,500  each), 
and  presenting  their  reasons  for  such  request; 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  truth  pf  the  facts  stated  in  said  petition,  and 
the  justice  of  the  request;  arid  that  we  will  proceed  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible  to  make  efforts  to  have  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  of  the  University 
increased  to  amounts  commensurate  with  their  very  valuable  labors,  and  we 
express  great  confidence  that  our  efforts  will  be  successful;  and  as  soon  as  it  is 
possible,  the  salaries  of  said  professors  shall  be  increased  to  the  sum  of  $2,000 
each.  And  that  we  further  express  the  purpose  of  the  Board,  at  the  same 
time,  to  increase  the  salary  of  Miss  Emaline  Dryer,  Preceptress  in  the  Normal 
University,  to  the  sum  of  $1,100. 

The  following  resolutions,  offered  by  Mr.  Bateman,  were  unanimous- 
ly adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  enable  Prof.  John  W.  Powell,  Curator  of  the  Museum,  to  re- 
sume and  still  further  prosecute  his  explorations,  collections,  and  general 
field-work,  during  the  next  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  further  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  be  hereby  appropri- 
ated for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  actual  expenses  incurred  by  the  Curator  in 
making  his  large  and  valuable  private  collection,  which  he  has  placed  in  the 
Museum  of  the  University. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Goudy,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  C.  W.  Holder,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  receive  from  the  State 
Treasurer,  and  to  receipt  for,  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  the  remaining  amount  of 
the  three  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by  section  five  of  an  act  entitled  'An 
act  concerning  the  Board  of  Education  and  the  Illinois  Natural-History  Soci- 
ety', approved  February  28,  1867,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  and  ornament- 
ing the  site  of  the  State  Normal  University;  the  said  sum  being  necessary,  for 
the  purposes  therein  set  forth,  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Mr.  Fell  here  made  a  statement  of  his  progress  thus  far  in  laying 
out  and  ornamenting  the  University  Grounds,  and  also  presented  an 
exhibit  of  his  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Mr.  Hatch,  a  member,  here  appeared  and  took  his  seat  in  the  Board. 

Mr.  Wells  submitted  the  subjoined  preamble  and  resolutions,  all  of 
which  were  adopted: 

Whereas,  Prof.  E.  C.  Hewett  has  requested  leave  of  absence  from  the  Normal 
University  for  one  year ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  recognize  in  Prof.  Hewett  a.n  instruct- 
or of  marked  ability  and  special  fitness  for  the  position  he  now  occujnes. 

Resolved,  That  leave  of  absence,  without  pay,  be  granted  to  Prof.  E.  C.  Hew- 
ett during  one  year  from  the  first  of  January,  or  the  first  of  July,  1868,  as  he 
may  prefer. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  the  following  resolutions  were  also  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  passed  by  this  Board  at  the  meeting  last  June, 
appointing  the  days  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  in  December  and 
July,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded. 

Resolved,  That  the  regular  meetings  of  this  Board  shall  be  held  on  the  sec- 
ond Wednesday  preceding  Christmas  and  the  second  Wednesday  preceding 
the  Fourth  of  July,  in  each  year. 

The  subjoined  preamble  and  resolutions,  respecting  the  right  and 
conditions  of  way  of  the  Bloomington  and  Normal  Horse-Railway 
Company  through  a  portion  of  the  University  Grounds,  were  then 
read,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  Bloomington  and  Normal  Horse-Railway  Company,  in  pursu- 
ance of  an  agreement  made  by  said  Company  with  the  Committee  of  this 
Board  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  have  laid  down  the  track  of  their  said  rail- 
way, across  the  southeast  corner  of  the  grounds  of  the  Normal-University 
site  j  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  That  the  said 
Railway  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  maintain  and  operate  their  said  rail- 
way, as  the  track  is  now  laid  down  and  used  by  said  company,  across  the 
grounds  of  said  University,  for  a  period  of  twenty  years ;  and  for  that  period,  the 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  use  and  occupy  the  ground  now  occupied 
by  the  track  of  said  company,  where  it  crosses  the  said  Normal-University 
site,  and  to  use  and  occupy  so  much  ground  on  either  side  of  said  track,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  rod  from  the  centre,  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  said  company 
to  keep  and  preserve  said  track  fit  for  use  as  a  horse-railway  track. 

This  grant  and  permit  is  made  upon  the  following  conditions,  to  wit: 

1st.  Wherever  said  railway  track  shall  cross  the  line  of  said  site,  the  said 
company  shall  erect  and  keep  in  good  repair,  at  all  times  during  the  period  of 
this  grant,  cattle-guards,  sufficient  to  keep  all  stock  from  entering  said  site  at 
places  of  entrance  of  said  site  by  said  railway. 

2d.  Said  railway  company  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  and  injury  to 
the  said  University  grounds  caused  by  their  negligence  or  carelessness,  or  by 
that  of  their  employes,  during  the  period  of  this  grant. 

3d.  Said  company  shall  adjust  their  said  road  as  near,  as  practicable  to  all 
walks  or  drives  crossing  the  same,  and  shall  plank  their  said  road  at  such 
crossings,  to  the  full  width  of  said  crossings,  and  to  be  made  in  such  manner 
as  shall  make  the  crossings  easy. 

4th.  The  rate  of  speed  while  passing  through  said  grounds  shall  not  exceed 
the  rate  of  six  miles  per  hour,  and  said  company  shall  neither  receive  nor  dis- 
charge passengers  within  the  said  University  grounds. 

5th.  That  in  running  the  cars  through  said  grounds,  the  said  company  shall 
cause  proper  notice  to  be  given  of  the  approach  of  said  cars  to  or  on  said 
grounds,  by  ringing  a  bell,  or  otherwise. 

Cth.  The  said  company  shall  construct  culverts  wherever  they  are  needed, 
under  their  said  railway,  where  the  same  crosses  said  Univerisity  grounds, 
said  culverts  to  be  of  sufficient  size  to  carry  off  the  water  readily. 

7th.  Said  company  shall  not  alter  or  change  the  track  of  their  said  railway  as 
the  same  is  now  laid  across  said  University  grounds,  without  the  assent  of  the 
Board  of  Education. 
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8th.  That  said  company,  by  its  proper  officer,  shall  file  with  the  Secretary  of 
this  Board  a  written  acceptance  of  this  grant  upon  the  conditions  above  set 
forth. 

After  a  brief  discussion,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Fell,  the  foregoing  pre- 
amble and  resolutions  were  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roots,  it  was  unanimously 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  consult  with  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral concerning  the  right  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  the  full  amount 
of  the  interest  of  the  College  and  Seminary  Funds,  under  the  8th  section  of  the 
Act  of  February  18th,  1857,  entitled  'An  act  for  the  establishment  and  mainten- 
ance of  a  Normal  University';  and  that  he  submit  the  opinion  of  the  Attor- 
ney-General to  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  that  if  the  said  Auditor  still  hesitates 
to  pay  over  the  full  amount  of  said  interest  upon  the  order  of  this  Board,  that 
the  Secretary,  without  delay,  proceed  in  the  appropriate  manner  to  try  the 
right  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  the  full  amount  of  said  funds. 

Mr.  Hatch,  Chairman  of  the  Auditing  Committee,,  reported  that  the 
committee  had  examined  the  Report  of  President  Edwards,  relative 
to  the  disposition  of  the  contingent  fund,  and  find  the  same  correct. 
The  following  is  the  synopsis:

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  was,  on  motion,  dis- 
pensed with. 

The  Secretary  reported  that,  in  compliance  with  the  resolutions  of 
instruction,  passed  by  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting,  he  had  caused  the 
reprint  of  a  sufficient  number  of  the  missing  Board  Proceedings  to 
make  nine  more  complete  sets,  and  that  he  had  the  same  bound,  uni- 
form with  those  previously  delivered,  and  they  were  now  ready  for 
use  —  making  in  all  seventeen  complete  sets. 

The  Secretary  also  reported  that,  as  directed,  he  had  addressed  a 
communication  to  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State,  relative  to  the 
right  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  the  whole  amount  of  the  in- 
terest of  the  College  and  Seminary  Funds,  under  the  8th  section  of 
the  Act  of  February  18,  1857,  establishing  the  State  Normal  Univer- 
sity, requesting  from  that  officer  a  written  opinion  on  the  case  —  that 
none  had  been  received  —  and  that,  subsequently,  Judge  Thomas,  on 
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behalf  of  the  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
had  applied  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  for  a  writ  of  Mandamus 
against  the  State  Auditor,  compelling  him  to  pay  the  amount  in  con- 
troversy to  the  said  Deaf  and  Dumb  institution  —  in  which  condition 
the  whole  matter  then  remained,  the  court  having  as  yet  rendered  no 
opinion  in  the  case. 

The  special  order  was  then  taken  up,  being  the  resolution  of  Judge 
Green,  proposed  at  the  last  meeting,  relative  to  the  sale  of  the  lands  ly- 
ing northwest  of  the  University  Building;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Fell, 
the  further  consideration  of  said  resolution  was  postponed  till  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

A  brief  discussion  followed  in  respect  to  the  salaries  of  the  Profess- 
ors in  the  University,  and  the  subject  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Officers,  to  report  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board. 

By  request,  President  Edwards  appeared  and  read  his  stated  semi- 
annual Keport,  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Gentlemen:  The  condition  of  the  Normal  University,  for  the  past 
year,  has  been  one  of  prosperity  unparalleled  in  its  annals. 

In  the  Normal  School,  the  number  of  students  for  the  year  has  been 
412,  against  327  for  the  previous  year.  In  the  entire  Institution,  the 
numbers  have  been  1043,  against  907  in  the  year  before.  The  ratio  of 
increase  for  the  year  has  been,  in  the  Normal,  26  per  cent. ;  in  the  en- 
tire Institution,  15  per  cent.  It  is  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to 
notice  that  the  increase  has  been  chiefly  in  the  Normal  Department. 

The  number  of  graduates  this  year  is  19  in  the  Normal,  and  2  in  the 
High  School.  The  largest  number  heretofore  has  been  15  in  the  Nor- 
mal. 

An  increased  demand  for  the  services  of  our  graduates  and  pupils 
as  teachers  is  a  cheerful  indication  of  the  public  appreciation. 
Higher  salaries  are  offered  this  year  than  heretofore. 

The  Faculty  for  the  year  have  been  the  same  as  heretofore,  with  the 
exception  of  Miss  Martha  Foster,  in  the  Intermediate,  in  the  place  of 
Miss  Olive  A.  Eider.  But  Miss  Edith  T.  Johnson,  the  accomplished 
Principal  of  the  Primary  School,  has  just  accepted  a  very  eligible  posi- 
tion in  St.  Louis,  and  her  place  must  be  filled  for  the  next  year.  Miss 
Johnson  is  a  teacher  of  more  than  ordinary  zeal  and  power.  It  is  not 
too  much  to  say  that  she  has  imparted  to  our  Primary  School  an 
extraordinary  degree  of  excellence.  There  has  been  the  most  charm- 
ing order,  with  no  boisterous  demonstrations.  And  her  teaching  has 
been  earnest,  cheerful,  wide-awake,  philosophical,  and  thorough.  May 
she  find,  in  her  new  field  of  labor,  a  full  appreciation  of  her  quiet 
skill  and  high-toned  earnestness. 

For  the  first  time,  the  grounds  about  the  building  give  promise  of 
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the  display  of  trees  which  has  been  so  much  needed.  Under  the  di- 
rection of  Hon.  J.  W.  Fell,  a  wonderful  transformation  has  already 
been  wrought-    The  details  will  doubtless  be  reported  by  him. 

Prof.  J.  W.  Powell  has  given  to  our  Museum,  and  to  the  subject  of  Nat- 
ural History,  as  here  represented,  a  national  reputation.  By  special 
appropriation  from  Congress,  he  is  enabled  to  pursue  his  scientific  in- 
vestigations in  the  Western  Country,  at  a  great  saving  of  expense,  and 
with  the  advantage  of  efficient  protection  from  Indians.  His  report 
will  set  forth  the  particulars. 

The  loyalty  of  several  members  of  our  Faculty  has  been  severely 
tried  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board.  Dr.  Sewall  and  Prof. 
Powell,  in  particular,  have  been  repeatedly  urged  to  accept  higher 
salaries  and  easier  labor.  But  their  love  for  the  Normal,  and  their 
hope  of  better  things  to  come  in  respect  to  salaries  here,  have  enabled 
them  thus  far  successfully  to  resist  all  such  appeals. 

This  Institution  can  not  be  kept  at  its  present  status  with  its  pres- 
ent means.  Either  it  must  descend  from  the  high  position  it  now 
occupies,  or  there  must  be  larger  appropriations  for  it.  The  question 
can  not  much  longer  remain  unsettled.

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  Messrs.  Hatch,  Roots  and  Moore 
were  appointed  as  said  committee. 

Dr.  Wing  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  Prof.  Powell  be  requested  to  report  to  the  Board  the  state  of 
his  work,  and  also  present  the  fruits  of  his  expedition  now  in  the  Museum  ; 
and  that  the  hour  of  six  p.m.  be  assigned  to  that  business. 

On  motion  of  Gen.  Moore,  it  was  ordered  that  when  the  Board  ad- 
journ, it  be  to  meet  again  at  two  o'clock  p.m. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Mr.  Taggart,  was  unanimously 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  water-closets  of  the  Normal  University  be  removed  from 
the  building  during  the  coming  vacation;  and  that  proper  out-houses  be 
erected,  under  the  superintendency  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Hatch,  who  was  empowered  by  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting  to 
sell  certain  real  estate  belonging  to  the  Board,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report  of  his  doings: 
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To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Gentlemen:  In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  this  Board,  passed 
December  18th,  18G7,  authorizing  me  to  sell  the  lots  in  Normal  and 
Bloomington,  and  the  land  in  Woodford  county,  belonging  to  this 
Board,  I  have  sold  one  lot  only,  to  wit:  Lot  seven  (7)  in  Block  one  (1) 
in  the  Western  Addition  to  the  City  of  Bloomington,  for  the  sum  of 
One  Hundred  and  Twenty -five  Dollars  ($125.00),  which  sum  I  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  this  Board  and  took  his  receipt  therefor,  which  is 
hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  hereof.  For  the  land  in  Woodford 
county  I  have  had  no  offer.  Offers  have  been  made  for  several  of  the 
lots  in  Bloomington,  and  I  might  probably  have  sold  them  all  before 
this  time;  but  owing  to  the  prospective  improvements,  in  the  way  of 
new  railroads  about  to  be  constructed  to  Bloomington,  all  those  lots 
are  increasing  in  value;  and  I  thought  best  to  hold  them  a  few  months 
longer.  On  consultation  with  Mr.  Fell,  a  member  of  this  Board,  I 
found  his  views  coincided  with  my  own  in  that  particular,  and  I  have 
accordingly  held  them  for  an  increase  of  price.  Probably  during  the 
next  six  or  twelve  months  they  can  all  be  sold  for  a  much  larger  sum 
than  immediately  after  the  order  for  sale  was  made. 

One  of  the  lots  was  taken  possession  of  some  years  ago,  by  an  Irish- 
man, and  a  house  built  on  it,  which  I  understand  he  has  sold.  I 
would  suggest  that  legal  proceedings  be  instituted  to  get  possession 
of  it.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Gen.  Moore  also  offered  the  following  resolutions,  and  they  were 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  this  Board  to 
make  a  full  estimate  of  the  expense  likely  to  accrue  in  making  the  necessary 
repairs  in  heating  and  ventilating  the  department  of  the  University,  and  for 
erecting  suitable  water-closets  upon  the  grounds. 

Resolved,  That  said  committee  consist  of  the  following,  viz:  S.  W.  Moulton, 
W.  M.  Hatch,  and  W.  H.  Wells;  and  that  said  committee  be  authorized  to  pre- 
sent these  estimates  to  the  next  Legislature,  through  the  Report  of  the  Board, 
and  urge  upon  that  body  the  requisite  appropriations. 

Mr.  Wells,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Officers,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  subject  of  the  salaries  of  Professors,  reported  as  follows: 

The  Committee  have  carefully  considered  the  subject  referred  to

The  Report  and  recommendations  of  the  committee  were,  after  re- 
marks by  several  members  of  the  Board,  unanimously  approved  and 
adopted. 

Mr.  Fell,  of  the  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter 
of  compensation  for  the  professional  services  rendered  the  Board  by 
Walter  M.  Hatch,  Esq.,  submitted  the  following  report  and  resolution: 

The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  subject  of  a  proper  com- 
pensation to  W.  M.  Hatch,  Esq.,  for  professional  services  in  removing 
the  incumbrances  heretofore  existing  on  the  grounds  pertaining  to 
the  University  building,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and, 
having  conferred  with  Mr.  Hatch  in  reference  thereto,  would  recom- 
mend to  the  Board  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  Board  he  and  are  herehy 
instructed  to  execute  a  Deed,  with  proper  covenants,  conveying  to  said  W. 
M.  Hatch  a  title  in  fee-simple  to  Lots  seven  and  eight  of  Block  thirty  of  the 
First  Addition  to  Normal,  in  full  satisfaction  for  all  professional  services  to  this 
date.

The  Board  met.  The  attendance  of  members  was  the  same  as  at 
the  two  former  sessions. 

Prof.  J.  W.  Powell  appeared,  and  gave  a  very  interesting  account  of 
his  past  labors,  and  of  the  proposed  route  and  field  of  exploration  in 
the  new  expedition  upon  which  he  was  about  to  enter.  After  which 
he  accompanied  the  Board  to  the  Museum,  and  pointed  out,  with 
brief  explanations,  the  additions  thereto  from  the  large  collections 
made  in  his  former  trip  to  the  Eocky  Mountains.  Much  of  the  ma- 
terial has  not  yet  been  prepared  and  classified.  The  value  of  the  Mu- 
seum has  already  been  doubled. 

Returning  to  the  place  of  meeting,  Dr.  Wing  submitted  the  follow- 
ingmonograph  relative  to  the  pronunciation  of  the  word  Illinois,  which, 
after  an  animated  discussion,  was  received  and  by  vote  adopted  as  ex- 
pressing the  sense  of  the  members  of  the  Board  upon  the  point  to 
which  it  relates  — but  one  member  dissenting: 

The  Board  of  Education  feel  an  interest  in  the  pronunciation 
of  the  name  of  the  State,  on  grounds  of  euphony,  and  taste,  and 
historic  association. 

We  believe  that  the  sounding  of  an  s  at  the  end  of  the  name  is  new, 
and  not  euphonious  —  the  hissing  sound  of  s  is  distasteful. 

We  should  regret  to  see  adopted  a  pronunciation  of  the  name  of 
the  State  which  would  exclude  that  name  from  epic  and  song,  in 
which  the  deeds  of  her  sons  will  hereafter  live. 

While  we  have  great  deference  for  the  opinions  of  persons  author- 
ized to  teach  in  high  places,  we  express  our  own  personal  opinion  that 
the  usage  which  we  deprecate  is  not  the  best  in  any  sense.  We  be^ 
lieve  that  our  knowledge  of  the  usage  which  has  prevailed  in  the 
State,  from  the  early  days  until  now,  warrants  us  in  saying  that  it  has 
been  such  as  we  advocate. 

We  would  therefore  most  respectfully  ask  the  President  and 
Teachers  of  Normal  to  give  the  most  favorable  consideration,  con- 
sistent with  their  judgment,  to  the  usage  which  we  deem  "more  hon- 
ored in  the  breach  than  in  the  observance." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roots,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Board  be  authorized  to  draw  an  order  on 
the  Natural-History  Society  fund,  in  favor  of  J.  W.  Powell,  Curator,  for  four 
hundred  dollars  ($400.00),  to  enable  him  to  purchase  such  philosophical  instru- 
ments as  will  be  needed  in  the  exploring  expedition  to  the  Colorado  River,  and 
in  connection  with  his  services  as  Curator. 


Dr.  Wing  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 
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Resolved,  That  this  Board  regard  with  deep  interest  the  expedition  to  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  which  Prof.  J.  W.  Powell  is  ahout  to  undertake.  The  gen- 
eral and  even  national  interest  that  is  felt  in  the  expedition,  and  the  confidence 
reposed  in  its  leader,  have  been  abundantly  manifested  by  the  special  and  gen- 
erous act  of  Congress  in  its  behalf,  and  by  the  cordial  indorsement  and  cooper- 
ation of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  and  of  other  scientific  bodies,  and  by 
prominent  men  of  science  in  different  parts  of  the  country. 

As  the  expedition  is  undertaken  in  the  interest  of  science  alone,  and  not  of 
any  particular  individuals,  institution,  state  or  portion  of  the  country,  we 
earnestly  solicit  for  Prof.  Powell  and  party  such  facilities  and  favors  from  our 
liberal  and  public-spirited  railroad,  steamboat,  and  other  transportation  com- 
panies, as  their  generosity  may  prompt,  and  as  may  be  necessary  to  promote 
the  worthy  objects  of  the  expedition.

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  met  at  their  rooms, 
in  the  University  Building,  on  Wednesday,  December  10,  1808,  at  ten 
o'clock  a.  m.

On  motion  of  Dr.  Wing,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  was  dispensed  with. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  taken  up:  whereupon  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  was  presented  and  referred  to  the  Aud- 
iting Committee. 

Reports  of  special  committees  being  next  in  order,  Mr.  B.  G.  Roots 
submitted  the  following  report  upon  the  subjects  embraced  in  the 
resolutions  offered  by  him  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  resolutions  above  referred  to  were  as  follows:

University  should  be  materially  elevated. 

"Resolved,  That  appropriate  diplomas  or  certificates  should  be  awarded  to 
such  as  desire  them,  when  they  are  considered  qualified  to  organize  and  teach 
primary  or  common  district  schools;  and  diplomas  of  a  higher  grade  to  those 
who  are  qualified  to  become  principals  of  Grammar  and  High  Schools.

REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Gentlemen:  My  main  object  in  offering  the  resolutions  submitted  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  upon  which  I  was  desired  to  report 
in  writing  at  this  meeting,  was  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  importance  of  endeavoring  to  carry  out  more  directly  and  fully, 
if  possible,  the  true  intention  and  wise  purposes  of  those  through 
whose  efforts  and  agency  this  beneficent  University  was  founded. 
What  the  special  objects  contemplated  in  the  establishment  of  the  in- 
stitution really  were,  and  how  it  was  proposed  to  realize  those  objects, 
will  be  apparent  from  an  examination  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
of  Education  first  appointed.  The  true  aims,  objects  and  instrumen- 
talities of  the  University,  as  understood  in  the  light  of  the  wide  and 
exhaustive  discussion  of  the  whole  question,  while  the  act  (which  had 
then  been  in  force  but  a  few  months)  was  pending  in  the  legislature, 
are  so  clearly  and  forcibly  set  forth  in  the  report  of  Messrs.  Rex  and 
Hovey,  submitted  to  the  Board  June  23,  1857,  and  to  be  found  on  the 
ninth  and  tenth  pages  of  the  published  proceedings  of  that  meeting, 
that  I  beg  leave  respectfully  to  refer  you  thereto,  rather  than  to  at- 
tempt a  restatement  of  them  in  my  own  language.  .Suffice  it  to  say, 
upon  that  point,  that  the  true  intent  and  scope  of  the  institution  are, 
in  my  estimation,  correctly  indicated  and  developed  in  that  report  of 
the  first  Board,  and  that  hy  reference  to  it  we  may  readily  see  if  there 
has  been  any  material  divergence  from  the  great  practical  aims  of  the 
University. 

I  have  no  fault  to  find  with  what  has  been  done  by  the  present 
Board,  or  the  present  Faculty,  or  by  the  predecessors  of  either.  Xo 
man  more  highly  appreciates  their  sincerity  of  purpose,  and  their 
faithful  and  judicious  labors,  than  myself.  I  am  well  aware,  too,  that 
the  depressed  condition  of  general  public  education  in  Illinois,  when 
this  University  was  first  opened,  rendered  it  absolutely  necessary  for 
it  to  do  much  work  which  should  have  been  done  by  the  common 
schools  and  academies.    But  T  think  that  that  necessity  has  now 
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passed  away.  It  is  not  intimated  that  the  region  of  the  state  which 
I  have  the  honor  to  represent,  in  part,  in  this  Board  has  better  educa- 
tional facilities  than  other  portions  of  Illinois;  yet  1  know  whereof  1 
affirm,  when  I  say  that  in  every  county  in  the  13th  Congressional  Dis- 
trict there  is  at  least  one  school,  and  in  nearly  every  one  there  are 
several  schools,  in  which  pupils  can  acquire  all  the  knowledge  neces- 
sary to  entitle  them  to  a  first-grade  certificate,  except  a  theoretical 
and  practical  acquaintance  with  the  complicated  and  responsible  du- 
ties of  the  professional  teacher. 

Hence  I  hold  that  the  Normal  Department  of  this  University  should 
no  longer  be,  either  in  fact  or  in  seeming,  a  rival  or  a  competitor  of 
the  ordinary  high  schools,  academies  and  colleges  of  the  state,  but 
strictly  a  professional  school  for  teachers.  In  my  estimation,  its  only 
proper  province  now  is,  not  to  impart  a  knowledge  of  any  of  the  com- 
mon branches  of  study,  but  rather  to  instruct  and  train  the  students 
in  the  theory,  art  and  methods  of  teaching  those  branches  in  the  most 
effective  manner.  If  obstacles  to  this  policy  have  heretofore  existed, 
they  have  now  ceased  to  exist;  for,  without  doubt,  the  institution  can 
be  filled  with  students  who  have  ample  scholastic  acquirements  to 
enable  them  to  enter  at  once  upon  a  course  of  purely  professional 
study.  I  think,  therefore,  that  the  requisites  for  admission  to  the 
junior  class  should  at  once  be  so  increased  as  to  embrace  all  that  is 
necessary  to  obtain  a  first-grade  certificate  from  a  county  superintend- 
ent under  the  general  school-law  —  saving,  as  already  remarked,  merely 
professional  knowledge,  which  is  the  special  and  particular  thing  that 
students  should  come  here  to  learn.  If  I  am  right  in  this  view,  the 
first  year  of  the  normal  course,  under  the  new  policy,  would  be  mainly 
devoted  to  a  rapid  review  of  the  branches  required  for  admission,  with 
the  special  object,  not  of  increasing  and  perfecting  a  knowledge  of 
them,  but  of  showing  how  they  can  best  be  handled,  taught,  learned, 
and  applied.  In  arithmetic  or  grammar,  for  instance,  the  supposition 
is  that  all  members  of  the  junior  class  would  be  familiar  with  those 
branches  when  they  enter,  but  not  familiar  with  the  best  methods  of 
learning,  teaching,  illustrating  and  explaining  them.  And  so  of  other 
branches.  Hence,  the  main  object  of  the  first  year  would  be  to  im- 
part the  true  theory,  art  and  methods  of  acquiring  and  communicat- 
ing knowledge  already  possessed.  In  the  second  year  of  the  course, 
the  chief  object  should  be  mental  discipline:  to  give  breadth  and 
strength  of  thought  with  precision  and  force  of  expression;  to  map 
out  the  teachers'  work  and  duties,  in  their  higher  and  wider  relations, 
and  thus  furnish  them  with  the  elements  and  instrumentalities  of 
success  in  all  the  varied  departments  of  professional  work  and  duty. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  two-years  course,  aiming  at,  and  substan- 
tially restricted  to,  the  attainment  of  these  objects,  will  better  meet 
the  chief  end  of  the  University  and  the  actual  needs  of  the  state,  in 
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the  great  majority  of  cases,  than  a  longer  course.  During  the  eight 
years  that  have  elapsed  since  the  first  regular  normal  class  was  gradu- 
ated, no  graduating  class  has  ever  exceeded  twenty,  while  but  a  small 
proportion  of  the  pupils  have  remained  longer  than  two  years.  Want 
of  means  and  of  time  causes  most  of  the  students  to  withdraw  before 
the  present  four-years  course  can  be  completed,  and,  hence,  many 
courses  of  study  which  they  had  commenced  have  to  be  abandoned 
unfinished,  and  they  fail  to  receive  the  very  instruction  which  the  in- 
stitution was  specially  intended  to  bestow,  since  the  distinctive  pro- 
fessional culture  and  training  are  placed  toward  the  close  of  the 
course.  I  speak  of  the  present  course  as  a  four-years  course,  because 
in  fact  it  is  such.  Only  a  small  proportion  of  those  who  begin  the 
present  course  can  complete  it  in  three  years. 

My  especial  desire  is,  and  has  been,  to  see  such  a  modification  of  the 
present  plan  as  will  enable  students  who  desire  it  to  pursue  a  briefer 
course,  having  particular  reference  to  positions  in  the  primary  and 
common  district  schools;  and  when  duly  qualified  for  such  subordin- 
ate positions,  I  would  have  such  students  receive  certificates  of  gradua- 
tion in  such  briefer  course  —  the  terms  of  the  certificate  according 
with  the  actual  facts  of  the  case.  I  express  no  adverse  opinion  as  to 
the  adaptation  of  the  present  normal  curriculum  to  those  who  desire 
a  more  extended  course,  with  a  view  to  qualify  themselves  to  take 
charge  of  grammar  schools  and  high  schools  in  the  cities  and  larger 
towns  of  the  state.  It  is  doubtless  well  devised  to  secure  that  end. 
Let  all  who  have  the  disposition  and  the  ability  to  pursue  the  more 
extended  course  do  so,  by  all  means,  and  upon  graduation  let  them 
receive  diplomas  of  corresponding  grade. 

I  would  also  respectfully  submit  the  opinion  that  the  practical  ben- 
efits of  the  University  would  be  much  promoted  by  an  arrangement 
whereby  the  graduates  of  our  best  public  high  schools,  and  others  who 
are  able  to  pass  a  thorough  examination  in  all  the  branches  usually 
taught  in  such  schools,  may  be  permitted  to  enter  the  University  for 
the  express  purpose  of  receiving,  in  the  shortest  practicable  time,  a 
course  of  professional  training  in  the  theory,  art  and  methods  of  edu- 
cation —  that  being  all  that  such  persons  really  need  to  fit  them  for 
the  actual  duties  of  the  school-room.  That  such  special  facilities  are 
not  now  offered  is  evident  from  the  whole  arrangement  of  studies  in 
the  Normal  Department,  and  from  the  fact  that  only  a  very  small 
number  of  this  class  have  ever  availed  themselves  of  the  benefits  of 
the  institution.  Very  many  find  it  much  more  convenient  and  eco- 
nomical to  obtain  the  necessary  amount  of  merely  scholastic  knowl- 
edge at  schools  nearer  their  homes,  who  would  gladly  repair  to  the 
University  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  a  strictly  professional  course, 
if  the  way  were  open  for  them  to  do  so;  but  who  do  not  feel  able  to 
spend  the  time  or  incur  the  expense  rendered  necessary  under  the  ex- 
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isting  arrangement.  Should  the  proposed  change  be  made,  I  believe 
many  of  this  class  would  enter  the  Normal  Department  every  year, 
so  well  advanced  in  all  preliminary  studies  as  to  enable  them  to  grad- 
uate with  credit  in  a  single  year,  thus  greatly  multiplying  the  practi- 
cal benefits  of  the  institution,  and  strengthening  the  public  estimation 
of  its  usefulness. 

Entertaining  these  views,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  reso- 
lutions. 

R.  G.  ROOTS,  Committee. 

The  resolutions  submitted  by  Mr.  Roots  are  as  follows: 

Resolved,  1.  That  one  requisite  for  admission  to  the  Normal  Department  of 
the  University  shall  hereafter  be  such  proficiency  in  the  various  branches  of 
learning  as  is  required,  by  competent  county  superintendents  of  schools  for  a 
certificate  of  the  first  grade. 

2.  That  the  Committee  on  Course  of  Study,  in  connection  with  the  Faculty 
of  the  University,  are  requested  to  arrange  a  two-years  course  of  study, 
adapted  to  the  needs  of  those  who  propose  to  become  teachers  in  the  common 
district  schools  of  the  state;  and  that  they  also  prepare  a  form  of  diploma  to 
be  awarded  to  those  who  shall  complete  such  course,  and  report  their  action, 
upon  each  of  the  points  embraced  in  this  resolution,  to  this  Board  at  its  next 
meeting. 

3.  That  the  Committee  and  Faculty  aforesaid  are  further  requested  to  con- 
sider and  report  to  this  Board,  at  its  next  meeting,  what  arrangements,  if  any, 
can  be  made  to  facilitate  the  acquisition  of  professional  knowledge  and  skill 
in  the  management  and  instruction  of  schools,  by  those  who  already  have  the 
necessary  literary  attainments. 

After  remarks  by  various  members  of  the  Board,  the  report  and 
resolutions  of  Mr.  Boots  were  laid  upon  the  table  for  further  consid- 
eration. 

The  President  of  the  Board  here  submitted  the  stated  biennial  re- 
port of  the  Board  to  the  legislature;  and  when  that  part  of  the  report 
relative  to  a  Boarding  Hall  was  reached,  Miss  Emaline  Dryer  appeared, 
by  request,  and  read  a  paper  upon  that  subject,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted  by  the  Board  as  expressing  its  viewTs  on  that  question,  and 
ordered  to  be  incorporated  into  and  printed  with  the  biennial  report 
of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Bateman  moved  that  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered  Miss 
Dryer,  for  her  very  forcible,  interesting  and  impressive  address,  and 
the  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

President  Edwards  appeared  and  read  his  stated  semi-annual  report. 

[This  report,  and  also  the  biennial  report  of  the  Board,  will  be  found  in  the 
appendix  to  the  Seventh  Biennial  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction.—  Secretary.] 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bateman,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Auditing  Committee  of  this  Board  be  required  to  procure 
a  proper  set  of  books  wherein  the  receipts,  expenditures,  accounts,  and  all  the 
financial  acts  of  the  Board,  shall  be  properly  entered,  so  as  to  present  a 
clear  and  detailed  statement  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  Board. 

Iiesolved,  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  have  the  con- 
trol and  custody  of  said  books. 

A  joint  petition  from  the  Wrightonian  and  Philadelphian  Literary 

Societies  was  presented,  as  follows:

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education. 

Gentlemen:  We,  the  undersigned,  a  joint  committee  appointed  by 
the  Wrightonian  and  Philadelphian  Societies,  beg  leave  to  present  the 
following  petition: 

We  ask  to  have  the  heating  apparatus  in  our  halls  taken  out,  and 
one  similar  to  that  now  in  Dr.  Sevvall's  room  put  in.  We  give  the 
following  reasons  for  asking  the  change: 

1st.  Our  halls  are  crowded  every  Saturday  evening,  and  the  air  be- 
comes very  bad  and  unfit  to  breathe. 

2d.  The  apparatus  asked  for  would  give  us  an  abundant  supply  of 
pure  air. 

3d.  The  expense  of  warming  the  halls  with  the  present  apparatus 
(when  they  arc  inarmed)  is  from  five  to  ten  dollars  per  evening. 

1th.  The  expense  of  warming  with  the  apparatus  asked  for  will  be 
not  more  than  from  two  to  four  dollars  per  evening. 

5th.  The  cost  of  the  apparatus  complete  will  not  exceed  $300.00  for 
both  halls. 

6th.  The  iron  pipes  could  be  sold  to  defray  a  part  of  the  expense. 

We  might  add  that  the  expense  of  keeping  the  present  apparatus  in 
repair  amounts  to  considerable  every  winter. 

If  from  three  to  six  dollars  can  be  saved  each  evening  by  this 
change,  we  hope  you  will  not  only  regard  it  as  a  great  favor  to  us,  but 
as  a  good  and  safe  investment  for  the  Board  to  make  this  change.

Mr.  Hatch,  from  the  special  committee  appointed  by  request  of  Mr. 
Fell  to  examine  his  (Fell's)  report,  reported  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Gentlemen:  Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred,  at  the  special  - 
request  of  J.  W.  Fell,  Esq.,  his  report  and  the  vouchers  therewith, 
showing  the  number  and  character  of  ornamental  trees  set  out  by  him 
upon  the  grounds  of  the  Normal  University  during  the  spring  of  1868, 
and  other  necessary  work  and  material  furnished  for  said  grounds,  beg 
leave  to  report: 

That  we  have  carefully  examined  that  report,  with  the  vouchers, 
and  find  the  same  correct. 

The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  his  report:

Your  committee  find  the  whole  number  of  trees  set  out  by  Mr. 
Fell,  in  1868,  to  be  1,470,  furnished  as  follows,  to  wit:  By  J.  W.  Fell, 
8G4;  by  F.  K.  Phoenix,  392;  taken  from  the  University  grounds,  214. 

Mr.  Phoenix's  bill  for  the  above  trees,  amounting  to  $343.80,  is  still 
unpaid. 

This  Board  holds  his  note,  or  notes,  to  a  considerable  amount,  pay- 
able in  nursery  stock,  and  we  recommend  that  the  note,  or  notes,  be 
handed  to  Mr.  Fell,  and  that  the  above  bill  be  adjusted  in  connection 
therewith,  and  that  Mr.  Fell  report  his  doings  in  that  behalf  at  the 
next  meeting  of  this  Board. 

Of  the  trees  furnished  as  above,  there  is  a  good  variety,  both  ever- 
green and  deciduous.  They  have  been  set,  in  the  main,  to  conform  to 
the  original  plan  for  these  grounds,  furnished  by  William  Saunders, 
Esq.,  landscape  gardener,  of  Philadelphia. 

Sixty-nine  of  those  furnished  by  Mr.  Fell  are  large  evergreens,  aver- 
aging from  13  to  20  feet  high,  and  warranted  by  him  to  live.  The 
price  charged,  $10  each,  is  not  high,  if  we  consider  the  practical  fact 
that  he  might  have  sold  them  all  in  this  county  and  at  a  higher  price, 
and  without  any  warranty.  Indeed,  we  consider  the  Board  fortunate 
in  getting  them  at  that  price,  with  Mr.  Fell's  assurance  that  if  they 
do  not  live  he  will  supply  their  place  with  trees  of  like  kind  and 
equal  in  age  and  size.  When  we  examined  them  in  September,  we 
believe  all  but  one  were  doing  well. 

A  large  mound  of  earth,  around  the  roots,  in  the  shape  of  a  segment 
of  a  sphere,  was  removed  with  each  of  the  large  evergreens,  thereby 
not  only  securing  the  life,  but  preventing  stagnation  in  the  growth  of 
the  trees. 

Of  the  other  trees,  some  have  died.  This,  of  course,  was  to  be  ex- 
pected, taking  into  account  the  large  number  set  out  and  the  dryness 
of  the  season.  A  larger  percentage  of  the  trees  furnished  by  Mr. 
Fell  lived  than  of  the  others.  This  is  due  to  careful  handling.  It 
would  not  be  improper  to  add  that  we  submitted  the  whole  list  of 
trees,  with  the  prices,  to  O.  M.  Coleman,  Esq.,  a  practical  nurseryman 
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of  this  county,  by  whom  we  were  assured  that  the  prices  were  reason- 
able. 

Much  more  needs  to  be  expended,  in  the  way  of  setting  out  trees 
and  shrubbery  on  these  grounds.  In  the  spring  of  LSG7,  the  entire 
grounds  were  thoroughly  plowed  and  subsoiled,  at  a  large  expense. 
This  was  considered  indispensable,  in  order  to  secure  a  thrifty  growth 
of  the  trees  to  be  set  thereon.

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  the  cause  of  science  and  of  ed- 
ucation in  this  state  would  be  promoted  by  extending  the  scientific  survey  of 
the  state,  which  has  been  provided  for  in  the  departments  of  Geology  and  En- 
tomology, to  include  the  subject  of  Botany;  that  for  that  purpose  we  would 
approve  of  provision  being  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  State  Botanist,  who 
should  be  required  to  deposit  in  the  Normal  University  and  in  the  Industrial 
University  each  a  complete  collection  of  the  plants  and  grasses  of  this  state.

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  met  at  their  rooms, 
in  the  University  Building,  on  Wednesday,  June  23,  1869,  at  ten 
o'clock  A.M. 

Present  —  Messrs.  S.  W.  Moulton,  Walter  L.  Mayo,  Winfield  S. 
Coy,  N.  E.  Worthington,  Jesse  H.  Moore,  George  C.  Clark,  Elias  C. 
Dupuy,  Jesse  W.  Fell,  Wm.  H.  Green,  Calvin  Goudy,  and  Newton 
Bateman  — 11. 

Absent  —  John  H.  Foster,  Thomas  R.  Leal,  Henry  Wing,  and  B. 
G.  Roots  — 4. 

The  Secretary  read  letters  from  Messrs.  Wing  and  Foster,  satisfac- 
torily accounting  for  their  absence. 

The  Secretary  commenced  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting, 
when,  on  motion,  said  minutes  being  printed  and  a  copy  in  the  hands 
of  each  member,  the  further  reading  thereof  was  dispensed  with. 

This  being  the  meeting  for  the  biennial  election  of  a  President  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Board,  as  required  by  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  sec- 
tions of  the  Act  establishing  the  University, — 

Mr.  Coy  nominated  for  President  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton,  the  present 
incumbent,  for  reelection;  whereupon, 

On  the  motion  of  Hon.  Judge  Green,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with, 
and  Mr.  Moulton  was,  viva  voce,  unanimously  reelected  President  of  the 
Board  for  the  ensuing  term  of  two  years. 

The  appointment  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  for  the  ensuing  two 
years  being  next  in  order,  Mr.  Fell  nominated  Charles  W.  Holder  for 
reappointment  to  that  office. 
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Judge  Green  moved  that  the  matter  of  said  appointment  lie  over 
till  the  afternoon  session,  but  soon  after  withdrew  his  motion  to  post- 
pone, and  Mr.  Holder  was  unanimously  reappointed  Treasurer,  and  filed 
his  bond  as  such,  which  was  duly  examined  and  approved  by  the 
Board. 

The  President  then,  in  accordance  with  Art.  3,  Section  1,  of  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Board,  announced  the  following  as  the  Standing  Commit- 
tees for  the  next  two  years,  viz: 

1.  On  Buildings  and  Grounds  —  Messrs.  Fell,  Eoots,  Goudy,  Leal,  and 
Mayo. 

2.  On  Course  of  Study — Messrs.  Moore,  Bateman,  and  Wing. 

3.  On  Text-Books — Messrs.  Goudy,  Dupuy,  and  Worthington. 

4.  On  Officers  and  Teachers  —  Messrs.  Bateman,  Green,  and  Coy. 

5.  On  Rules  and  Regulations —  Messrs.  Eoots,  Moore,  and  Clark. 

6.  Auditing  Committee —  Messrs.  Green,  Goudy,  Leal,  Foster,  and  Worth- 
ington. 

President  Edwards  then  appeared,  by  request,  and  read  his  stated 
semi-annual  report,  as  follows: 

REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

Gentlemen:  The  number  of  students  in  the  Normal  Department  of 
the  University  for  the  year  just  ending  are  as  follows:

In  the  Model  School,  as  was  expected,  the  numbers  have  fallen  off 
somewhat,  on  account  of  the  change  in  regard  to  the  district  school.  But 
the  two  upper  grades  are  as  full  as  they  were  before  separation.  From 
the  nature  of  the  case,  the  diminution  has  mostly  taken  place  in  the 
Primary  Grade.  The  number  for  the  year  in  the  Model  School  has 
been  as  follows:

This  shows  a  gain  of  42  in  the  Normal  School,  and  a  loss  of  30G  in 
the  Model,  as  compared  with  last  year. 

The  standard  for  admission  has  been  materially  raised  above  what  it 
was  last  year.  As  a  consequence,  fifty  applicants  were  rejected  in 
September,  and  about  twenty-five  at  the  two  subsequent  examinations. 
A  number  of  students  (nine),  who  had  been  with  us  from  one  term  to 
one  year  each,  have  been  quietly  counseled  to  leave,  because,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Faculty,  they  gave  no  sufficient  promise  of  usefulness 
as  teachers. 

Notwithstanding  these  exclusions,  the  attendance  upon  the  Normal 
School  this  year  gives  an  increase  of  something  more  than  ten  per 
cent,  over  that  of  last  year,  and  forty  per  cent,  over  that  of  two  years 
ago. 

The  institution  has  received  a  new  and  valuable  accession  of  strength 
and  influence  in  the  large  increase  made  to  its  annual  appropriations, 
during  the  last  session  of  the  legislature.  This  increase  amounts  to 
nearly  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  amount  previously  paid  to  it  by 
the  state.  By  this  augmentation  of  means,  the  teaching  force  in  the 
institution  can  be  greatly  increased.  We  need  two  new  professors, 
and  it  is  hoped  the  Board  may  be  able  to  appoint  them  at  this  session. 

"Nineteen  candidates  for  graduation  are  presented  to  you  to-day  from 
the  Normal,  and  one  from  the  High  School.  The  number  from  the 
Normal  is  the  same  as  last  year,  the  number  from  the  High  School 
is  one  less.  The  promise  for  the  next  year  in  both  departments  is  very 
good.  We  have  reason  to  expect  a  .class  of  thirty  in  the  Normal, 
and  six  to  eight  in  the  High  School. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  this  year  in  carrying  out  the  vote  of  the 
Board  requiring  each  candidate  for  graduation  to  present  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University  a  paper  discussing  some  department  of  the 
Natural  History  of  the  region  in  which  he  or  .she  resides.  These 
papers  have,  in  every  instance,  been  prepared  from  original  investiga- 
tions by  the  writer.  At  my  request,  Dr.  Sewall  has  taken  tbe  imme- 
diate supervision  of  the  work.

President  Edwards,  by  request,  gave  his  views  on  the  subject  of 
Special  Certificates  to  students  who  have  completed  a  one  or  two 
years'  course  in  the  University,  as  recommended  in  the  report  of  Mr. 
Roots  at  the  last  session,  and  submitted  the  annexed  form  for  such 
certificate.

REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Gentlemen:  The  present  condition  of  the  University  is  so 
nearly  the  same  as  it  was  one  year  ago,  that  it  seems  hardly  ne- 
cessary to  make  a  full  statement  of  it.  We  have  raised,  somewhat, 
the  standard  of  scholarship  since  that  time,  but  with  no  diminu- 
tion in  our  numbers.  All  the  members  of  the  long-tried  Faculty 
are  retained,  and  the  increase  of  appropriation  made  by  the  last 
legislature  has  enabled  you  to  add  two  to  the  number.  Of  the 
former  instructors  nothing  need  be  said.  They  are  thoroughly 
known  to  you,  and  their  efficiency  has  been  tried.    But  of  the 
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two  last  appointed  a  word  may  be  appropriate.  And  it  gives  me 
pleasure  to  bear  unqualified  testimony  to  their  faithfulness  and  effi- 
ciency. Their  labors  have  been  in  a  high  degree  satisfactory  to 
all  concerned,  and  they  enjoy  the  respect  and  esteem  of  the 
students. 

It  is  the  determination  of  the  entire  board  of  instructors  to 
give  the  institution  as  high  a  degree  of  efficiency  as  they  possibly 
can,  and  with  the  present  increased  facilities  they  have  good  hope 
of  increasing  materially  its  usefulness  and  fame.

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From  the  report  of  a  committee,  appointed  at  my  request,  and 
charged  with  the  investigation  of  this  matter,  made  at  the  De- 
cember session  of  the  Board,  1868,  it  appears  that  there  was  then 
in  my  hands  an  unexpended  balance,  applicable  to  this  object,  of 


By  an  examination  of  a  bill  for  trees  planted  and  work  done, 
during  the  year  1869,  it  will  be  found  that  I  have  planted  during 
that  year  107  deciduous  ornamental  trees,  ranging  in  size  from 
three  to  five  inches  in  diameter,  and  101  evergreens,  ranging 
in  hight  from  five  to  fifteen  feet,  the  aggregate  cost  of  which 
is  $237.55 

There  is  also  charged,  in  said  bill,  for  work  done  in 
planting  and  protecting  said  trees,  pruning,  etc.,  23  days' 
work  at  $2.00  per  day,  teaming,  etc.,  amounting  to   52.00 


Notwithstanding,  as  will  thus  be  seen,  the  fund  for  this  object 
is  exhausted,  I  propose,  during  the  coming  spring,  to  plant  some 
additional  trees,  in  lieu  of  some  that  have  died.  It  may  not  be 
inappropriate  to  remark  that  of  the  large  evergreens,  planted  in 
the  spring  of  1868,  all  are  living  but  one,  and  that  the  place  of  the 
missing,  or  dead,  tree  has  been  supplied  at  my  own  expense;  and 
further,  that  the  trees  planted  during  both  seasons,  1868  and  1869, 
are  very  generally  living.

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  met 
at  their  rooms,  in  the  University  Building,  on  Wednesday,  June 
22d,  1870,  at  ten  o'clock  a.m. 

Present — Messrs.  Coy,  DuPuy,  Fell,  Goudy,  Foster,  Roots, 
Mayo,  Worthington,  and  Bateman  —  9. 

Absent  —  Messrs.  Moulton,  Clarke,  Green,  Leal,  Wing,  Moore

The  President,  lion.  S.  W.  Moulton,  being  unavoidably  absent, 
B.  G.  Roots  was  appointed  President  pro  tern. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Goudy,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last 
stated  meeting  was  dispensed  with. 

Dr.  Goudy  moved  that  the  Board  now  hear  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer.  Said  report  was  presented  and  read  by  Mr.  Fell,  and, 
on  motion,  referred,  as  usual,  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Upon  the  motion  of  Judge  Mayo,  President  Edwards  appeared 
and  laid  before  the  Board  his  semi-annual  report,  as  follows : 
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REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Hoard  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Gentlemen  :  In  its  great  essential  features,  the  University  re- 
mains much  as  it  was  last  year.  The  total  number  of  students 
does  not  vary  materially  from  that  of  one  year  ago.  On  the 
whole,  however,  the  work  has  been  somewhat  better.  The  stand- 
ard of  admission  has  been  kept  at  the  highest  point  of  last  year, 
while  the  standard  for  graduation  has  been  appreciably  raised. 
The  entire  graduating  class  consists  of  thirty-two  members, — 
twenty-seven  from  the  Normal  and  five  from  the  High  School. 
This  is  an  increase  of  fifty  per  cent,  upon  the  largest  preceding 
class.  Had  there  not  been  a  more  vigorous  enforcing  than  here- 
tofore of  the  requisites  for  graduation,  the  number  would  have 
reached  forty.  From  the  beginning  the  classes  have  numbered 
as  follows :

The  shortness  of  the  crops  in  our  state,  and  the  consequent 
stringency  of  the  money  market,  have  materially  diminished  our 
attendance  for  the  last  year.  Few  of  our  pupils  are  the  children 
of  wealthy  parents.  With  most  of  them,  careful  economy  is  ne- 
cessary to  enable  them  to  attend  school;  and  the  falling-off  of  a 
few  dollars  in  the  annual  income  of  a  family  often  keeps  from  us 
a  valuable  pupil. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  state  that  our  financial  condition 
is  better  than  it  has  been  at  the  close  of  any  preceding  year.  The 
balance  of  the  State  Fund  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  is 
$6,304.93.    Some  $350  still  remain  to  be  paid  in  from  tuition  fees. 
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This  added  gives  $6,654.93.  One  month's  pay  must  come  out  of 
this  sum,  and  also  the  personal  expenses  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  at  the  present  meeting,  besides  a  few  scattering  bills.  The 
month's  pay  will  amount  to  about  $2,300,  leaving  a  balance  of 
$4,354.93.  I  do  not  know  the  precise  amount  of  the  bills  to  be 
audited  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board.  So  far  as  presented,  it  is 
$207.04,  and  they  will  not  greatly  exceed  this.  So  that  we  shall 
close  the  year  with  a  clean  balance  of  about  $4,000.  This  is  greatly 
in  excess  of  any  previous  showing  at  this  time  of  year. 

Mr.  Joseph  Carter  and  Miss  Mary  Pennell  have  handed  in  their 
resignations.  Both  these  teachers  have  done  the  state  very  valu- 
able service.  Mr.  Carter,  in  the  management  and  teaching  of  the 
grammar  school,  has  exhibited  great  power  and  skill,  and  the 
utmost  faithfulness.  His  withdrawal  from  the  corps  of  teachers 
will  be  a  great  and  serious  loss.  Miss  Pennell  has  been  patient 
earnest,  faithful,  and  skillful.  It  is  some  consolation  to  know  that 
her  purpose  in  leaving  us  is  to  extend  her  knowledge  and  useful- 
ness by  further  study. 

The  proper  keeping  of  the  books  is  an  exceedingly  important 
matter.  Many  leaks  can  thus  be  stopped  and  money  can  be  saved 
to  the  institution. 

The  new  arrangement  in  regard  to  the  hours  of  daily  session,  by 
which  a  long  intermission  is  taken  at  noon,  has  worked  very  satis- 
factorily. I  think  the  health  of  both  teachers  and  students  has 
been  materially  improved  by  it.

Judge  Green  here  appeared  and  took  his  seat  in  the  Board. 

Mr.  Fell  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  five  he  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
inquire  into,  and  report  to  the  next  meeting  of  this  Board,  the  propriety  of 
shortening  the  duration  of  the  school  terms,  so  as  to  terminate  on  or  about 
the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year. 

Mr.  Joseph  Carter,  Principal  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  Miss 
Mary  Pennell,  Assistant  in  said  school,  tendered  to  the  Board 
their  resignations,  which,  on  motion,  were  accepted.  Whereupon, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Coy,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  tin-  resignations  of  Mr.  Joseph  Carter  as  Principal  of  the 
Grammar  School  connected  with  this  institution,  and  of  Miss  Mary  Pennell 
as  assistant  in  the  same,  have  been  tendered  to  this  Board ; 

Resolved,  That,  in  accepting  these  resignations,  we  take  pleasure  in  bear- 
ing testimony  to  the  skill,  earnestness  and  fidelity  with  which  these  teachers 
have  done  their  duty.  We  heartily  commend  Mr.  Carter,  as  an  able  man- 
ager and  most  efficient  instructor,  and  Miss  Pennell,  as  a  most  estimable 
lady  and  able  teacher. 

The  President  named,  as  the  committee  of  five  called  for  by  the 
resolution  of  Mr.  Fell,  in  the  matter  of  shortening  the  school 
term,  Messrs.  Fell,  Green,  Coy,  Mayo,  and  Bateman. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Green,  the  Board  then  adopted  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  changing  the  University  terms  be  also  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  ex- 
pediency of  changing  the  time  of  holding  the  Winter  semi-annual  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

Letters  were  read, —  one  by  Pres.  Edwards,  from  Gen.  Moore, 
relative  to  the  eminent  services  rendered  by  Prof.  J.  W.  Powell, 
to  the  University  and  to  the  cause  of  science;  and  one  by  the 
'"Secretary,  from  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton,  containing  suggestions  in 
regard  to  retrenchment  in  the  expenses  of  the  University. 

On  motion,  said  letters  were  placed  on  file. 

Dr.  DuPuy  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Teachers  be  requested  to  report  to  the 
Board  to-morrow  at  8  a.m.  :  said  report  to  include  the  name  of  every  pro- 
fessor and  teacher  employed  in  the  Normal  proper,  and  also  the  name  of 
every  one  employed  in  the  Model  School ;  and  to  state  definitely  the  duties 
which  have  been  discharged  by  each,  what  classes  are  taught  by  each,  and 
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what  time  is  devoted  to  each  class,  and  of  how  many  eacli  class  consists ;  the 
time  to  be  covered  by  the  report  to  extend  from  Jan.  1,  1870,  to  this  22d  of 
June. 

President  Edwards  presented  a  statement  of  disbursements 
made  by  him  of  Contingent  Fund,  which  was  referred  to  the  Au- 
diting Committee,  as  usual. 

By  request,  Major  Powell  appeared  and  made  a  brief  statement 
of  the  progress  and  results  of  his  explorations  and  labors  thus  far, 
and  of  his  plans  for  the  future  prosecution  of  the  work. 

The  Board  then  adjourned  until  two  o'clock  p.m.

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  University  report  to  this  Board,  at  its 
annual  June  meeting,  the  number  of  applicants  for  graduation  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  term  preceding  said  meeting,  and  the  cause  of  rejection, 
if  any. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Roots,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  school  year  consist  of  thirty-nine  weeks,  in  stead  of 
forty  weeks  as  at  present,  and  that  the  week  taken  from  the  school  year  be 
added  to  the  Christmas  Holidays. 

On  the  further  motion  of  Mr.  Roots,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  semi-annual  Winter  session  of  this  Board  be  hereafter 
held  on  the  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  December  of 
each  year. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Worthington,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  President  Edwards  be  requested  to  furnish  to  the  Board,  at 
its  stated  meetings,  full  information  as  to  the  examination  required  for  ad- 
mission to  the  University,  and  the  number  of  applicants,  if  any,  who  fail  to 
pass  the  examination. 

Mr.  Coy,  of  the  special  Committee  on  Printing  Theses,  reported 
progress,  and  asked  leave  to  sit  again,  which  was  granted. 

Mr.  Roots  moved  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee  of 
three  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  suitable  fire- 
proof building  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  Museum  of  the 
University,  with  its  valuable  treasures,  the  loss  of  which  would  be 
an  irreparable  public  calamity. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  Chair  appointed  Messrs.  Roots, 
DuPuy  and  Worthington  as  such  committee. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Goudy,  it  was 

Ordered,  That  J.  W.  Fell,  Esq.,  be  directed  to  cause  the  repair  of  the  hose 
and  render  it  more  safe  in  the  University  building,  and  make  such  other  re- 
pairs as  may  be  necessary ;  and  that  the  President  of  the  Board  be  directed 
to  draw  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  amount  so  expended. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Roots,  the  thanks  of  the  Board  were  unani- 
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mously  returned  to  R.  C.  Allen,  Esq.,  of  Harristown,  Macon 
county,  Illinois,  for  a  very  valuable  collection  of  Birds  presented 
by  him  to  the  Museum  of  the  University. 

Messrs.  Miller  and  Tankersley,  photographers,  of  the  City  of 
Bloomington,  presented  to  the  Normal  University,  through  the 
Board,  a  group  containing  the  entire  Faculty  of  the  University 
and  the  Graduating  Class  of  1870,  very  artistically  executed  and 
handsomely  framed;  for  which,  on  motion  of  Dr.  Goudy,  the 
thanks  of  the  Board  were  tendered  to  them. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Worthington,  it  was 

Besolved,  That  one  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  and  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  President  Edwards,  as  a  "  contingent  fund,"  to  defray  necessary 
incidental  expenses,  till  the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  then  adjourned  till  its  next  stated  semi-annual 
meeting,  which,  under  the  resolution  hereinbefore  given,  will  be 
Tuesday,  December  6th,  1870.

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  con- 
vened on  Tuesday,  December  6th,  1870,  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  was 
dispensed  with. 

Mr.  Fell,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee,  appointed  at  the 
previous  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
shortening  the  duration  of  the  school  terms,  made  the  following 
report : 

To  the  Board  of  Education  : 

The  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  a  resolution  passed  at 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  inquire  into  and  report  on  the 
propriety  "of  so  shortening  the  duration  of  the  school  terms  as 
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to  terminate  on  or  about  the  1st  of  July  of  each  year,"  beg  leave 
to  report  that  they  have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and 
that,  whilst  a  majority  of  us  are  strongly  impressed  with  the  be- 
lief that  close  and  intense  application  to  study,  which  marks  the 
close  of  the  year,  can  not  with  impunity  be  continued  into  the 
warm  months  of  summer;  that  too  much  and  too  protracted  study 
—  particularly  at  that  season  of  the  year — is  indulged  in,  and  is 
alike  injurious  physically  and  mentally  to  the  student;  yet,  under 
existing  circumstances,  and  in  view  of  the  very  prevalent  desire 
on  the  part  of  both  faculty  and  student  to  accomplish  a  given 
amount  of  work  in  the  scholastic  year;  and  in  view*  too,  of  the 
general  custom  of  the  country  to  the  contrary,  we  do  not  feel  at 
liberty,  at  this  time,  to  suggest  any  alteration  of  the  existing  ar- 
rangement. 

Hoping  public  attention,  on  this  subject,  may  be  so  directed  as 
to  bring  about  some  modification  both  in  the  time  and  amount  of 
study,  in  our  higher  institutions  of  learning,  more  in  consonance 
with  the  laws  of  health,  and  of  proper  intellectual  development, 
we  submit  the  question  for  your  further  consideration. 

With  the  hope,  however,  of  accomplishing  this  much-desired 
object,  in  time  for  the  coming  year,  your  committee  ask  for  fur- 
ther time  in  which  to  consider  this  subject,  and  for  further  con- 
sultation with  the  faculty,  preparatory  to  a  change,  should  we,  as 
we  hope,  see  our  way  clear  to  recommend  its  adoption  in  the 
future.

I  would  recommend  that  orders  be  issued  for  each  of  these  bills. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion,  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  Professors  and  Teachers  of  the  University  presented  their 
reports  relative  to  the  number  of  classes  taught,  and  other 
services  rendered  by  them,  respectively,  as  requested  by  a  previous 
resolution  of  the  Board,  which  reports  were,  on  motion,  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Teachers. 

Mr.  Roots,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
erecting  a  suitable  fire-proof  building  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the 
collections  contained  in  the  Museum,  read  the  following  report: 

To  the  Hon.  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

Your  committee,  appointed  at  the  June  meeting,  "To  inquire 
into  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  suitable  fire-proof  building  for 
the  safe  keeping  of  the  Museum  of  the  University,  with  its  valua- 
ble treasures,  the  loss  of  which  would  be  an  irreparable  public 
calamity,"  submit  the  following : 

No  argument,  we  trust,  is  necessary  to  establish  the  fact  of 
the  importance  and  value  of  a  collection  of  natural  objects,  illus- 
trating lessons  in  Natural  Science  and  History ;  a  collection  of 
samples  of  Nature's  works;  in  short,  a  miniature  world.  If  any 
were  needed,  we  refer  to  the  language  of  the  resolution,  intro- 
duced by  this  Board,  upon  which  your  committee  make  this 
report. 

The  materials,  collected  mainly  by  the  State  Natural-History 
Society,  are  now  stored — we  can  hardly  say  arranged — in  the 
Hall  in  the  third  story  of  the  University  building. 
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The  number  of  the  collections,  and  their  value  as  estimated  by 
scientific  men,  or  at  what  it  would  cost  to  replace  them,  is  as 
follows :

This  collection  is  stored,  for  the  want  of  room  to  properly  ar- 
range and  display  them,  in  the  Hall  in  the  third  story  of  the 
University  building. 

Two  things  are  now  needed :  first,  more  room,  and  second,  se- 
curity from  loss  by  fire.  Neither  of  these  can  be  had  in  the  Uni- 
versity building.  There  is  no  more  room  to  be  spared  for  such 
purposes.  In  fact,  the  halls  and  passage-ways  of  the  building 
are  now  all  used  for  recitation-rooms,  except  one,  and  that  is  used 
for  the  Reference  Library.  In  fact,  all  the  rooms  in  the  building 
could  and  should  be  used  for  assembly-  and  recitation-rooms. 

In  the  second  place,  the  collections  are  exposed  to  destruction 
by  fire ;  not  only  additional  room  is  required,  but  greater  safety. 
We  are  informed  by  Prof.  Powell  and  others  that  valuable  con- 
tributions are  withheld  that  would  be  donated  if  they  could  be 
deposited  in  a  fire-proof  building. 

Prof.  Louis  Agassiz,  when  visiting  the  University,  expressed 
great  satisfaction  as  he  examined  the  collections,  but  remarked 
that  "  fire  ought  not  to  have  so  great  a  temptation." 

Notwithstanding  this  serious  drawback,  the  Museum  is  con- 
stantly receiving  additional  collections,  and  the  want  of  more 
room  and  greater  security  is  more  and  more  apparent  all  the  time. 
Even  if  it  were  possible  to  obtain  more  room  in  the  University,  it 
would  be  neither  convenient  nor  safe. 

Again,  the  chemical  laboratory  in  the  basement  is  not  well 
lighted,  is  damp  and  unhealthy.  The  fumes  of  gases  arising  and 
diffusing  through  the  building,  occupied  by  six  hundred  students, 
are  exceedingly  unpleasant,  not  to  say  deleterious;  and,  as  there 
are  no  ventilating  hoods,  the  difficulty  can  not  be  avoided;  and, 
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although  your  committee  was  not  to  report  on  this  matter,  we 
venture  to  suggest  these  facts  as  another  reason  for  the  plan 
which  your  committee  propose  in  this  report.  Therefore,  the  only 
course  left  is  to  construct  a  fire-proof  building  suitable  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  the  '  invaluable  collections  \ 

It  is  believed  that  the  present  wants  of  the  Museum  would  be 
supplied  by  a  building  50  feet  by  70,  with  two  stories  on  a  base- 
ment. This  would  give  in  the  basement  a  work-shop,  a  furnace- 
room,  and  three  store-rooms;  on  the  first  floor,  Halls  for  Botany, 
Zoology,  and  Library ;  on  the  second  floor,  a  Hall  for  Geology 
and  Mineralogy,  a  Hall  for  Ethnology,  and  a  Laboratory. 

That  such  a  building  may  be  fire-proof,  the  floors  should  be  of 
masonry  supported  by  iron  girders;  the  roof  of  iron  and  slate, 
and  the  stairways  of  iron.  The  plan  for  such  a  building  has  been 
submitted  to  competent  architects  and  builders,  and  they  estimate 
that  it  will  cost  not  to  exceed  $60,000.  By  the  same  authorities 
it  is  stated  that  the  cost  of  the  necessary  cases,  apparatus  and 
furniture  will  not  exceed  $15,000  —  making  a  total  of  $75,000. 
If  it  should  be  thought  best  to  put  the  books  in  iron  shelving, 
there  would  be  an  additional  cost  for  that  purpose. 

Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  this  Board 
ask  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  an  appropriation  of 
$75,000  for  said  purpose. 

Your  committee  cheerfully  acknowledge  the  obligations  they 
are  under  to  Prof.  J.  W.  Powell,  Dr.  Geo.  Vasey,  A.  H.  Thomp- 
son, and  Dr.  J.  A.  Sewall,  for  valuable  assistance  in  preparing 
this  report.

Resolved,  That,  as  Mr.  Jesse  W.  Fell  has  for  the  last  several  years  been  at- 
tending personally  to  the  ornamentation  and  care  of  the  University  grounds, 
the  purchase  of  material  and  superintending  repairs  on  the  building,  he  is 
justly  entitled  to  a  fair  compensation  for  the  same. 
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The  resolution,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  a  special  committee 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Leal  and  Coy. 

Judge  Green,  Chairman  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  to  which 
had  been  referred  the  report  of  Mr.  Fell  concerning  his  purchase 
of  fuel,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  : 

To  the  State  Board  of  Education  : 

The  Auditing  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of 
J.  W.  Fell  concerning  the  purchase  of  coal  and  wood  for  use  of 
the  University,  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined 
report  with  accompanying  accounts ;  and  the  committee  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  report,  and  that  orders  be  issued  as 
recommended  in  the  report.

During  the  vacation  the  outside  wood  and  tin  of  the  building 
have  received  two  coats  of  paint,  and  a  thorough  sanding.    So  far 
as  I  am  able  to  judge,  the  work  was  admirably  done.    It  was 
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greatly  needed.  The  thoroughness  and  satisfactory  character  of 
the  job,  as  well  as  the  moderate  price  at  which  it  was  done, 
were  in  a  great  measure  due  to  the  constant  and  careful  supervis- 
ion of  Mr.  Fell,  who  gave  his  personal  attention  to  the  details. 
Important  repairs  have  also  been  made  on  the  boiler  and  heating 
apparatus,  and  a  new  pump  has  been  furnished  to  the  engine. 

In  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Pillsbury,  which  occurred  during  the 
vacation,  the  High  School  lost  the  services  of  one  whose  thorough 
scholarship  and  untiring  industry  had  given  it  a  high  reputation 
among  the  schools  of  the  country.  His  principalship  had  extend- 
ed over  a  period  of  seven  years,  and  his  usefulness  and  efficiency 
were  never  more  apparent  than  at  the  time  of  his  resignation. 
During  all  this  time  he  had  done  his  full  share  toward  giving 
character  to  the  University. 

Of  his  successor,  Miss  Mary  E.  Horton,  no  less  can  be  said  than 
that  she  fully  maintains  the  scholarship  and  discipline  to  which 
her  school  had  been  accustomed.  It  was  thought  by  some  that 
the  experiment  of  placing  a  lady  in  a  position  of  so  much  trying 
responsibility  was  attended  with  no  little  risk.  But  the  present 
indications  are  that  she  is  fully  competent,  not  only  in  scholarship 
and  character,  but  in  ability  to  organize  and  govern. 

Mr.  B.  W.  Baker,  who  succeeds  Mr.  Joseph  Carter  in  the 
Grammar  School,  is  performing  his  duties  faithfully  and  success- 
fully, and,  so  far  as  I  know,  in  a  manner  entirely  acceptable  to 
all  friends  of  the  school.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  both  the  High 
and  Grammar  Schools,  notwithstanding  the  changes,  the  number 
in  attendance  is  as  large  as  last  year  at  this  time. 

The  finances  of  the  University  are  in  a  sound  and  healthy  con- 
dition. Our  expenses  have  been  kept  within  the  limit  of  our  ap- 
propriations and  other  means.  This  year,  for  the  first  time,  we 
have  been  able  to  pay  our  instructors  with  almost  entire  regular- 
ity. The  salaries  have  been  paid  once  a  month,  and  with  some- 
thing of  a  balance  in  the  treasury.  There  will  be  at  the  end  of 
this  term  but  six  weeks'  pay  due  to  any  member  of  the  corps. 
To  secure  this  result  rigid  economy  has  been  practiced.  Many 
things  much  to  be  desired  have  not  been  purchased.  The  appa- 
ratus-room and  library  are  but  meagrely  furnished,  considering 
the  character  of  the  institution ;  and  in  all  departments  the  ex- 
penditures have  been  kept  at  the  lowest  possible  limit.  As  a  result 
of  this,  we  go  before  the  legislature  only  with  a  call  for  the  means

of  future  usefulness.  We  have  no  deficiency  to  make  up.  This 
institution  has  not  plunged  the  state  into  debt,  thus  enforcing 
from  the  legislature  a  larger  appropriation  than  the  merit  of  the 
case  demands;  and  we  offer  our  past  history  as  a  guaranty  that 
whatever  appropriation  may  be  made  to  us  will  be  judiciously  and 
economically  expended.  For  a  full  exhibit  of  the  financial  con- 
dition of  the  University,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  ac- 
companying statement,  submitted  by  the  undersigned  in  his 
capacity  as  book-keeper. 

It  is  certainly  unnecessary  in  the  hearing  of  any  candid  man, 
reasonably  well  informed  on  the  subject  of  education  in  America, 
to  argue  the  usefulness  of  Normal  Schools.  But  from  the  time  of 
their  first  establishment  in  this  country,  thirty-one  years  ago, 
down  to  the  present,  it  has  happened,  once  in  every  few  years, 
that  some  wise  man  has  discovered  that  they  are  of  no  use. 
Periodically  it  is  asserted  that  Normal  Schools  are  a  failure.  Like 
the  discoverers  of  perpetual  motion,  these  inventors  of  disaster 
have  reproduced  the  same  old  complaints  with  the  regularity  of 
the  decades.  It  matters  not  that  they  have  been  many  times  re- 
futed. In  each  new  reiteration  they  find  a  new  champion,  and 
each  effort  requires  a  new  hand.  I  have  had  personal  knowledge 
of  a  number  of  the  discussions  thus  provoked,  and  I  never  knew 
the  same  parties  to  undertake  twice  the  demolition  of  Normal 
Schools.  But  others  come  on  in  due  time  and  rediscover  the 
theories  that  previous  discussions  have  repeatedly  buried. 

The  argument  in  favor  of  Normal  Schools  has  been  many  times 
stated  with  irresistible  force.  It  is  so  plain  that  the  most  ordin- 
ary intellect  may  fully  apprehend  it,  and,  so  far  as  I  know,  in 
every  discussion  on  the  subject,  its  force  has  been  overwhelmingly 
felt  by  all  to  whom  it  has  been  addressed.  Among  the  steps  in 
this  argument  are  the  following : 

1.  Teachers  need  a  special  preparation  for  their  work.  It  is 
acknowledged  on  all  hands  that  the  business  of  teaching  is  a  most 
important  and  responsible  occupation.  It  has  to  do  with  mind, 
the  most  precious  thing  in  any  way  intrusted  to  human  manipula- 
tion. Its  results  are  as  enduring  as  mind.  Upon  it  our  civiliza- 
tion, the  development  of  the  national  mind  and  of  the  material 
resources  of  our  country,  depends.  For  if  the  culture  of  the 
rising  generation  does  not  exceed  that  of  its  immediate  predeces- 
sor, there  is  no  progress.    And  if  the  coming  generation  fall  short 
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of  the  culture,  the  school-training  of  to-day,  then  there  is  national 
decadence,  the  coming-on  of  the  darkness  of  barbarism.  And 
especially  is  a  universality  of  school  culture  needed  in  our  coun- 
try. The  votes  of  the  people  are  the  source  of  power  with  us, 
and  they  ought  in  every  case  to  be  the  expression  of  the  enlight- 
ened judgment  of  the  voter.  And  how  thorough  and  practical 
must  that  culture  be  that  shall  make  the  millions  of  America  fit 
judges,  in  every  case,  of  what  is  best  in  state  legislation  and  in 
national  policy. 

Inexpressibly  important,  then,  is  this  work  of  education.  For 
it  there  is  no  wisdom  too  profound,  no  culture  too  extended,  no 
talent  too  imposing,  no  tact  too  nice,  no  practical  training  too  ac- 
curate and  thorough,  no  virtue  too  incorruptible  and  pure.  Who 
shall  undertake  to  impart  it,  then  ?  Shall  it  be  intrusted  to  men 
and  women  who  have  given  no  thought  to  its  philosophy,  whose 
culture  has  only  been  general,  with  no  special  reference  to  the 
work  ?  We  do  not  thus  proceed  in  respect  "to  other  things.  If 
we  desire  a  pair  of  boots  made,  we  go  to  a  person  who  has  served 
an  apprenticeship  in  that  very  art.  It  is  not  sufficient  that  he 
knows  something  else  or  all  things  else.  He  must  have  had 
special  preparation  in  the  occupation  in  which  we  wish  to  employ 
him.  And  shall  we  be  less  exacting  in  demanding  a  special  prep- 
aration for  a  work  so  incomparably  important  as  the  teaching  of 
our  children  than  we  are  for  so  trifling  a  matter  as  the  covering 
for  our  feet? 

2.  This  preparation  can  best  be  secured  in  a  school  especially 
devoted  to  this  work.  Nearly  every  institution  of  learning  has 
some  one  main  animus.  There  is  usually  some  central  interest 
around  which  other  interests  are  grouped.  In  some  institutions 
the  ancient  languages  constitute  the  central  interest.  In  some  it 
is  the  natural  sciences.  Other  things  may  be  taught,  but  not 
with  the  energy  and  unction  that  goes  into  the  main  purpose.  If 
a  school  has  any  life,  it  will  be  exhibited  in  this  leading  depart- 
ment. It  follows  that  a  college  that  adds  to  its  other  and  ordin- 
ary work  a  normal  course,  so  called,  will  be  likely  to  make  of  that 
course  a  subsidiary  and  unemphasized  matter.  Its  main  force 
will  be  expended  elsewhere.  But  a  school  whose  chief  purpose 
is  the  training  of  teachers  will,  if  there  is  any  good  in  it,  do  that 
comparatively  well.  So  that  if  the  Normal  Schools  had  no  tradi- 
tions, if  there  were  no  store  of  teaching  wisdom  laid  up  for  their 
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use,  if  the  idea  of  a  teachers'  seminary  were  an  invention  of  to- 
day, they  would  still  be  likely  to  give  young  teachers  a  better  prep- 
aration than  could  be  secured  in  schools  devoted  mainly  to  gen- 
eral culture. 

But  we  are  not  destitute  of  pedagogical  maxims,  that  have  been 
gathered  together  by  the  thinkers  in  education.  Books  are  in 
print  containing  these  maxims.  There  is  a  schoolmaster's  litera- 
ture. From  the  time  when  Horace  Mann  began  the  agitation  of 
popular  education,  and  the  discussion  of  methods  of  teaching, 
down  to  the  present,  men  of  thought  and  culture  have  been  med- 
itating on  these  subjects,  and  committing  the  results  of  their 
thoughts  to  paper.  There  are  also  treatises  of  much  greater  an- 
tiquity than  these  —  some  of  them,  as  the  Institutes  of  Quintilian, 
running  back  to  a  period  preceding  the  dark  ages. 

There  is,  therefore,  a  possibility  for  professional  study  for  the 
young  teacher.  And  Normal  Schools  may  not  only  help  the  tyro 
by  turning  his  attention  to  the  subject  of  teaching  and  the  neces- 
sities of  the  teacher,  by  requiring  him  to  look  at  all  knowledge 
with  a  professional  eye,  but  they  may  also  require  him  to  study 
positively-established  principles  —  principles  as  clearly  defined  as 
any  in  medicine  or  jurisprudence.  And  the  point  now  sought  to 
be  established  is,  that  this  study  will  be  more  likely  to  be  thorough 
and  practically  useful  in  a  school  especially  devoted  to  it  than  in 
one  having  something  else  for  its  main  purpose. 

3.  Only  the  state  can  maintain  institutions  adequate  to  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  purpose.  Private  schools  must  depend  for 
their  support  on  the  wealth  of  their  patrons,  or  upon  the  neces- 
sities of  ecclesiastic  organizations,  or  upon  some  other  peculiarity. 
But  candidates  for  teachers  are  not  in  the  enjoyment  of  very 
large  revenues,  and  it  is  not  desirable  that  any  particular  religious 
denomination  should  have  the  training  of  them.  As  a  whole, 
then,  they  should  be  educated  by  the  state.  It  is  to  the  state 
that  their  services  are  due.  The  safety  and  prosperity  of  the 
state  are  among  the  prime  objects  aimed  at  in  the  whole  system 
of  popular  education.  Public  schools  are  established  and  sup- 
ported in  order  that  the  republic  may  suffer  no  detriment  from  the 
ignorance  of  the  citizen.  In  all  respects,  then,  it  is  eminently  fit 
that  the  state  should  direct  the  training  of  those  who  are  to  man- 
age these  schools,  for  the  double  reason  that  no  other -power  is 
able  to  do  it,  and  because  it  comes  exactly  in  the  line  of  its  inter- 
est and  duty,  . 
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Thus  we  see  the  reasonableness  of  State  Normal  Schools. 
Their  theory  is  certainly  correct.  How  has  the  practice  been  ? 
Have  they  fulfilled  the  just  expectations  entertained  of  them? 
Have  the  people  of  the  United  States,  or  of  those  states  in  which 
these  schools  have  been  established  —  and  they  may  certainly  be 
presumed  to  understand  their  own  interests  —  have  the  people 
given  any  evidence  of  confidence  in  these  institutions  ?  Let  this 
question  be  answered  by  a  few  facts.  Thirty-one  years  ago,  en- 
couraged by  the  munificence  of  an  individual  who  furnished  half 
the  money  for  the  purpose,  Massachusetts  was  induced  to  appro- 
priate $10,000  for  the  support,  for  three  years,  of  three  Normal 
Schools.  The  institutions  were  organized  and  sustained  for  three 
years  as  an  experiment,  at  an  expense  of  $2,222  a  year  each, —  the 
state,  as  we  have  said,  paying  one-half  of  it.  Now  that  state 
maintains  four,  at  an  annual  expense  of  more  than  $40,000,  paid 
by  the  state  alone.  And  in  the  country  the  total  number  is  forty 
or  more,  and  the  annual  expense  for  maintaining  them  is  at  least 
a  half-million  dollars.  And  the  increase  in  the  number  in  attend- 
ance is  no  less  remarkable.  Thirty-one  years  ago  the  first  Normal 
School  on  the  continent  went  into  operation,  with  three  young 
ladies  for  pupils;  now  there  are  studying  in  the  normal  schools  of 
the  country  at  least  6,000  young  men  and  women,  preparing  to 
be  teachers. 

And  the  increase  is  still  going  on,  and  that  more  rapidly  thai, 
ever  before.  Within  the  last  five  years  more  new  schools  have 
been  put  in  operation  than  during  any  preceding  period  of  equal 
length.  Opposition  but  accelerates  their  march.  Discussion  serves 
only  to  bring  their  merits  more  clearly  before  the  public. 

That  these  institutions  are  perfect,  that  no  improvements  are 
needed  in  them,  that  in  all  particulars  the  great  purpose  of  their 
establishment  is  fully  answered,  no  sane  man  will  affirm.  It  would 
be  preposterous  to  claim  for  a  system  with  less  than  a  third  of  a 
century  of  experience  any  thing  like  such  a  completeness  and 
perfection.  But,  on  the  other  hand,  no  man  of  candor  and  good 
judgment,  acquainted  with  the  facts,  will  fail  to  pronounce  that 
their  success  has  been  such  as  to  make  them  worthy  the  fostering 
care  of  the  American  people. 

So  much  for  the  general  question.  How  has  been  the  applica- 
tion of  it  in  Illinois  ?  Has  our  own  school  done  work  in  such 
quantity  and  of  such  quality  as  to  justify  its  claims  upon  the  state 
and  the  people  ? 
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It  has  been  in  existence  thirteen  years.  During  that  time  it 
has  given  instruction  in  the  Normal  Department  for  a  longer  or 
shorter  period,  amounting  in  average  to  one  and  a  half  years  each, 
to  2,084  young  persons,  not  counting  those  admitted  this  term. 
Most  of  these  are  now  probably  teaching  in  the  schools  of  this 
state.  Of  this  number  145  have  received  the  highest  honors  of 
the  institution  in  that  department,  and  besides  these  fifteen  have 
been  graduated  in  the  High  School.  Of  the  Normal  graduates, 
twenty-nine  only  are  not  teaching;  and  of  these  six  are  deceased, 
and  thirteen  are  ladies  who  have  married  after  doing  a  reasonable 
amount  of  teaching.  This  leaves  ten  who  have  deliberately  left 
the  profession,  or  less  than  seven  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number 
of  Normal  graduates.  And  even  of  these  there  were  none  who 
did  no  teaching,  and  many  taught  f@r  a  number  of  years.  In 
the  Model  School  instruction  has  been  given  to  2,360  pupils,  of 
whom,  as  above  stated,  fifteen  have  received  the  diploma  of  the 
High  School.  According  to  an  investigation  previously  reported, 
from  twenty-five  to  thirty-three  and  a  third  per  cent,  of  the  stu- 
dents in  the  High  and  Grammar  Schools  become  teachers.  We 
have  no  means  of  definitely  ascertaining  the  precise  number  of 
our  students  now  teaching  in  the  state.  Two  years  ago  it  was 
estimated  at  800.  Perhaps  the  additions  since  made  would 
amount  to  100  for  each  year  in  excess  of  the  withdrawals,  thus 
leaving  now  in  the  field  as  teachers  one  thousand  persons  from  the 
Normal  Department,  who  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  the 
University  for  an  average  period  of  one  and  a  half  years. 

So  much  for  the  quantity  of  our  work.  How  has  been  its 
quality  ? 

It  would  be  absurd  to  pretend  that  every  student,  or  even  every 
graduate,  sent  forth  from  the  institution  is  a  successful  teacher. 
Any  school  that  should  claim  to  achieve  any  such  result  would 
justly  expose  itself  to  ridicule.  We  put  forth  no  such  claim.  We 
confess  with  grief  that  some  go  out  from  us  and  cut  but  a  sorry 
figure  as  representatives  of  the  educational  ideas  and  forces  of 
the  age.  But  we  think  the  number  of  such  failures  is  very  small, 
and  when  failure  occurs,  it  is  less  complete  than  it  would  have 
been  had  it  not  been  for  the  training  we  have  imparted. 

But  it  is  possible  at  this  period  in  the  history  of  the  institution 
to  arrive  at  some  definite  idea  of  the  quality  of  its  work.  For 
nearly  thirteen  years  it  has  been  on  trial  before  the  people  of 
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Illinois.  I  do  not  know  that  they  have  had  any  reasons  for  treat- 
ing it  with  more  favor  than,  in  their  judgment,  it  merits.  But  it 
is  not  too  much  to  say  that  they  have,  in  many  ways,  given  it 
their  emphatic  indorsement.  In  the  first  place,  as  shown  by  facts 
previously  reported,  they  pay  to  its  graduates  and  pupils  better 
salaries  by  nearly  one  hundred  per  cent,  than  they  do  to  the 
average  teacher.  I  can  imagine  no  reason  for  this  voluntary  dis- 
crimination except  that  they  believe  the  normal-trained  teacher  to 
be  superior  to  the  average.  Again,  educational  men  all  over  the 
state  have  given  public  expression  in  strong  terms  to  the  same 
conviction.  And  more,  the  services  of  our  pupils  are  most  eagerly 
sought  by  school-officers  in  all  parts  of  the  state,  and  one  of  our 
most  serious  dangers  arises  from  this  tendency  to  employ  our 
students  in  responsible  positions  before  they  have  had  experience 
sufficient  to  assure  their  success.  Young  men  of  nineteen  years, 
with  no  experience  except  what  they  acquired  in  our  Model 
School,  are  urged  to  take  under  their  charge  the  school-systems 
of  important  towns.  Calls  that  must  remain  unheeded  are  con- 
stantly pouring  in  upon  us  —  calls  for  teachers  that  we  can  not 
supply. 

And  may  we  not  take  a  just  pride,  too,  in  the  rank  that  is 
assigned  to  us  by  educational  men  and  others  outside  the  state? 
In  educational  reports,  in  the  columns  of  literary  journals,  in  con- 
versation, the  statement  has  often  been  made  that  our  school 
stands  very  high  as  a  seminary  for  training  teachers.  Several  of 
these  declarations  I  have  most  unexpectedly  stumbled  upon,  not 
only  in  the  reports  and  journals  of  our  seaboard  states,  but  also 
of  the  British  metropolis.  In  the  London  Christian  World,  of 
Aug.  12,  1870,  are  the  following  words  from  an  English  gentle- 
man of  culture,  then  traveling  in  America.  "I  had  the  privilege, 
lately,  to  participate  in  the  annual  examinations  and  exercises  of 
*  commencement'  at  this  noble  institution,  and  can  testify  that  it 
is  conducted  with  great  efficiency,  on  truly  Christian  principles, 
and  with  the  most  honorable  and  happy  results.  The  proficiency 
of  the  graduates  who  received  their  diplomas  amidst  the  loving 
greetings  of  hundreds  of  fellow  students  and  a  large  assembly  of 
friends,  together  with  the  enthusiasm  of  all  present  in  the  noble 
cause  of  Christian  culture,  afforded  inspiring  hope  for  the  future 
of  the  community." 

Hon.  John  D.  Philbrick,  Superintendent  now  and  for  many 
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years  past  of  the  Schools  in  Boston,  Mass.,  declares  that  the  in- 
stitution stands  at  the  head  of  American  Normal  Schools  in 
respect  to  numbers  and  influence,  and  that  it  is  inferior  to  none 
in  its  philosophy  and  methods. 

Distinguished  men  from  the  Eastern  States,  on  visiting  the 
school,  have  spoken  its  praise  with  a  warmth  of  enthusiasm  that 
was  as  marked  as  it  was  unexpected. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 


The  thanks  of  the  Board  were  returned  to  President  Edwards 
for  his  valuable  report,  and  the  Secretary  was  requested  to  pub- 
lish the  same  in  his  next  biennial  report  to  the  General  Assembly.

Sir  :  I  regret  my  inability  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
on  the  28th  instant.  I  am  under  engagement  to  address  the 
Literary  Societies  of  Monmouth  College  on  the  evening  of  the 
27th  instant,  and  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to  reach  Normal 
before  the  afternoon  of  the  28th,  or  the  morning  of  the  29th. 
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It  is  due  to  myself  to  say  that  at  the  time  I  made  the  Mon- 
mouth engagement,  over  two  months  ago,  I  was  not  aware  that 
the  time  conflicted  with  that  of  the  Board  meeting;  otherwise 
the  engagement  would  not  have  been  made. 

Herewith  I  hand  you  printed  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  our 
last  meeting,  for  the  use  of  members  at  the  present  meeting;  also 
Mr.  Nason's  bill  for  printing  the  same,  which  please  have  paid. 

I  also  hand  you  commissions  of  Messrs.  John  H.  Foster,  N.  E. 
Worthington,  E.  L.  Wells,  B.  G.  Roots,  and  C.  F.  Noetling,  as 
members  of  the  Board.  I  am  informed  that  E.  A.  Gastman,  who 
was  appointed  in  place  of  Gen.  Moore,  has  already  received  his 
commission. 

I  also  hand  you,  herewith,  a  copy  of  the  act  entitled  "An  Act 
to  appropriate  money  to  the  State  Normal  University  for  the  next 
two  years,"  approved  April  14,  1871,  duly  authenticated  by  the 
Secretary  of  State.  Particular  attention  is  invited  to  the  condi- 
tions imposed  by  the  first  section  of  said  act,  in  the  case  of  the 
appropriations  for  the  salary  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  and  for 
the  support  of  the  Museum.  Action  thereon  should,  in  my  opin- 
ion, fae  had  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board,  so  that  there  may  be  no 
delay  or  hindrance  in  the  payment  of  said  appropriations. 

Attention  is  also  respectfully  directed  to  the  proviso  in  Section 
2  of  said  act,  whereby  the  payment  of  the  sums  appropriated  in 
said  section  is  conditioned  upon  the  furnishing  certain  vouchers, 
etc. 

Permit  me  also  to  refer  to  the  decease,  since  our  last  meeting, 
of  our  fellow  member  Dr.  Henry  Wing,  and  to  suggest  the  pro- 
priety of  suitable  recognition  of  that  sad  event  on  the  part  of 
the  Board. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  congratulate  the  Board  upon  the 
very  hopeful  future  that  seems  to  lie  before  the  State  Normal 
University.  While  we  have  not  yet  secured  the  appropriation 
for  a  fire-proof  building  for  the  collections  of  the  Museum,  the 
Legislature  has  responded  to  all  our  other  requests  for  funds  in  a 
very  liberal  spirit,  and  we  have  no  reason  to  complain.  The 
handsome  appropriations  for  replenishing  our  Library,  and  for 
chemicals  and  for  apparatus  for  Prof.  SewalPs  Department,  may 
be  referred  to  with  especial  satisfaction.

Since  the  meeting  in  December,  Miss  Emaline  Dryer  has  re- 
signed her  place  on  the  Faculty.  She  had  been  in  your  service 
six  years,  and  I  believe  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  all  who 
were  acquainted  with  her  work  that  her  influence  upon  the  stu-

dents  was  in  a  remarkable  degree  efficient  and  improving.  Her 
resignation  was  generally  and  sincerely  regretted. 

During  the  month  of  April,  Professor  Metcalf  was  compelled 
by  ill  health  to  relinquish  for  a  time  his  place  in  the  school.  He 
is  now  traveling  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  with  a  good  pros- 
pect of  full  restoration.  He  is  expected  here  about  the  first  of 
August,  and  there  is  every  reason  for  supposing  that  he  will  be 
ready  for  duty  in  September.  By  a  private  arrangement,  Miss 
Bandusia  Wakefield  has  performed  his  work  during  his  absence, 
to  the  entire  satisfaction,  as  far  as  known,  of  all  concerned. 

On  the  resignation  of  Miss  Dryer,  Miss  Myra  A.  Osband  was 
appointed  by  the  Committee  on  Teachers  to  the  vacant  position. 
Miss  Osband  has  entered  upon  her  duties  with  faithfulness  and 
success,  and  has  shown  herself  abundantly  able  and  willing  to 
perform  them. 

By  the  provisions  of  the  new  State  Constitution,  it  became 
necessary  to  procure  from  the  Legislature  a  renewal  of  all  our 
appropriations,  including  the  interest  on  the  College  and  Semin- 
ary Fund.  The  following  appropriations  were  made  for  the  en- 
suing two  years : 

For  Salaries  and  Current  Expenses,  including  Interest  on 

Coll.  and  Sem.  Fund,  per  annum  $21,444.99 

For  Library  of  Books  of  Reference,  per  annum   750.00 

For  Ordinary  Repairs,  per  annum   1,000.00 

For  Care  of  Grounds,  per  annum   250.00 

For  Museum  and  Salary  of  Curator,  per  annum   2,500.00 

For  Personal  Expenses  of  Members,  per  annum   500.00 

For  Fuel,  per  annum   750.00 

For  Janitor's  Supplies,  per  annum   100.00 

For  Chemicals  and  Apparatus,  per  annum   1,500.00 

Whole  amount  of  annual  appropriation  $28,794.99 

These  sums  are  to  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance.  It  is  pro- 
vided in  the  bill  that  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  Museum 
and  Salary  of  Curator  shall  not  be  paid  over  until  the  collections, 
cases,  etc.,  of  the  Natural-History  Society,  now  in  the  Museum, 
shall  be  made  over  to  the  State,  in  such  way  as  shall  be  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Governor.  That  transfer  has  now  been  made,  com- 
pletely and  without  conditions. 

Besides  these  annual  appropriations,  there  were  appropriated,

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These  sums  are  to  be  paid  on  presentation  of  proper  vouchers 
in  favor  of  the  parties  to  whom  the  money  may  be  due.  The 
vouchers  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  Governor. 

The  class  admitted  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  term  is  un- 
usually large  for  this  time  of  the  year,  and  contains  an  unusually 
large  proportion  of  young  men.  Heretofore,  since  the  breaking- 
out  of  the  war,  the  ladies  have  constituted  from  three-fifths  to 
two-thirds  of  the  Normal  Department.  But  in  this  class  there 
are  63  gentlemen  to  38  ladies.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  entire 
Department  the  sexes  are  just  about  equally  divided. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  passed  one  year  ago,  a  desire  is 
expressed  for  full  information  in  regard  to  the  examinations  for 
admission  into  the  University,  and  especially  in  regard  to  the  re- 
jected candidates,  My  attention  was  not  called  to  this  resolution 
in  time  to  report  upon  the  admissions  during  the  Fall  Term,  but 
a  nearly  accurate  statement  can  be  made  for  the  last  two  terms. 

In  respect  to  the  examination,  the  effort  is  simply  to  ascertain 
whether  the  candidate  can  profitably  do  the  work  of  our  classes. 
In  Arithmetic,  a  thorough  trial  is  made  of  his  knowledge  of  the 
decimal  notation,  of  the  fundamental  rules,  of  the  tables  of 
weights  and  measures,  and  of  fractions.  In  Geography,  quest- 
ions are  given  upon  the  location  of  places,  the  course  of  rivers, 
character  of  surface,  railroad  lines,  population  of  principal  cities, 
etc.,  in  our  own  and  adjoining  states.  The  location  of  prominent 
places  in  other  parts  of  the  Union,  and  the  world,  the  direction 
and  distance  of  one  from  another,  and  the  means  of  traveling,  are 
also  brought  in  to  some  extent.  In  Grammar,  the  candidate  is 
required  to  call  at  sight  the  different  parts  of  speech  in  a  given 
paragraph,  and  to  state  their  most  important  relations  and  func- 
tions. In  Reading,  he  is  required  to  call  the  words  fluently  and 
to  indicate  with  reasonable  accuracy  the  correct  emphases  and  in- 
flections. In  Spelling,  some  twenty  ordinary  words  are  given. 
The  applicant  is  required  to  write  a  resonably  legible  hand.  Up- 
on each  of  these  the  candidate  is  marked,  and  if  the  average  of 
his  marks  is  65  (100  being  the  standard),  he  is  admitted,  unless 
he  is  a  resident  of  McLean  County.  In  the  latter  case  an  aver- 
age of  15  is  required. 

In  the  Winter  Term,  beginning  in  January,  there  were  about 
sixty  applications,  and  fourteen  of  them  were  rejected.  Last 
term  there  were  ninety  candidates,  and  twenty  of  them  were  re- 
jected. 
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By^  another  vote  passed  one  year  ago,  I  am  required  to  "re- 
port each  year,  at  the  June  meeting,  the  number  of  applicants  for 
graduation  at  the  commencement  of  the  term  preceding  said 
meeting,  and  the  cause  of  rejection,  if  any."  At  the  beginning 
of  the  present  term,  the  number  of  such  in  the  Normal  Depart- 
ment was  22,  and  the  High  School  1. 

The  Diplomas  for  the  institution  have  been  made  by  the  same 
lithographer  in  Chicago,  from  the  founding  of  the  institution  to 
the  present  time.  But  I  have  reason  to  think  that  better  terms 
and  better  work  can  be  secured  at  other  establishments. 

During  the  coming  vacation,  a  Teachers'  Institute,  of  two 
weeks'  duration,  is  to  be  held  at  the  University,  commencing  on 
Monday,  August  *7th. 

I  have  sent  circulars  to  the  past  members  of  our  school,  inquir- 
ing about  the  amount  of  their  teaching  and  where  it  has  been 
done.  About  six  hundred  answers  have  thus  far  been  received. 
A  very  much  larger  number  ought  to  be  received,  and  probably 
will  be.  The  object  of  the  circular  is  to  procure  information  that 
will  enable  us  to  state,  with  something  like  certainty,  to  what  ex- 
tent our  pupils  have  taught.

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  first  section  of  the 
act  making  appropriations  to  the  State  Normal  University,  ap- 
proved April  14,  1871,  the  State  Natural-History  Society  relin- 
quished to  the  State  of  Illinois  all  its  right  and  title  in  and  to  the 
Museum  of  Natural  History  located  in  the  University  Building; 
in  evidence  of  which,  the  following  document  was  submitted  to 
the  Board : 

Whereas,  The  State  Natural-History  Society,  at  a  meeting  held  in  the 
City  of  Bloomington,  and  State  of  Illinois,  on  the  22d  day  of  June,  1871, 
appointed  the  undersigned  agent  for  said  Society  to  assign  and  transfer  all 
the  property  of  said  Society  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois, in  pursuance  of  the  resolutions  of  said  Society :  Therefore,  by  virtue 
of  said  authority,  said  Natural-History  Society  hereby  assigns  and  transfers 
all  its  property  of  every  kind,  now  in  the  Normal-University  Building,  to 
the  said  Board  of  Education  for  ever.

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Whereas,  The  Illinois  State  Natural-History  Society  did,  on  the  22d  of 
June,  1871,  by  formal  resolution,  determine  and  agree  to  transfer  to  the 
State  of  Illinois  all  the  right  and  interest  of  said  Society  in  and  to  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Museum  in  the  Normal-University  Building,  and  did  also  then 
appoint  and  empower  Joseph  A.  Sewall,  as  agent,  to  carry  said  resolution 
into  effect;  and  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  said  resolution  and  authorization, 
the  said  Joseph  A.  Sewall  did,  on  the  28th  of  June,  1871,  execute  and  de- 
liver a  conveyance  of  said  property  to  the  Board  of  Education  in  trust  for 
the  State  of  Illinois;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Besolved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  do  hereby 
accept  the  said  conveyance,  and  take  possession  of  the  property  therein  con- 
veyed, for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Mr.  Fell,  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  made 
a  full  report,  with  vouchers,  in  regard  to  the  new  fence  made 
around  the  University  Grounds.

That  a  Special  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  President  to  take 
into  consideration  the  matter  of  heating  and  ventilating  the  University 
building  in  accordance  with  the  Bill  of  the  last  Legislature  making  appro- 
priation for  this  purpose,  with  power  to  act  in  respect  to  boiler. 

The  motion  was  concurred  in,  and  the  Chair  appointed  Messrs. 
Clarke,  Gastman,  and  Fell,  as  such  Special  Committee. 

Judge  Green,  Chairman  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  presented 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

The  Auditing  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  vouchers 
for  building  the  new  fence  around  the  University  grounds,  report 
that  they  have  examined  the  vouchers,  that  they  have  examined 
the  fence  carefully,  and  have  also  heard  the  statements  of  Jesse 
W.  Fell,  Esq.,  who  superintended  the  building  of  the  fence,  and 
are  able  to  report  as  follows : 

The  length  of  the  fence  is  6,082  feet,  constructed  with  23,2G8 
feet  of  good  pine  lumber  and  866  large  cedar  posts.  The  fence 
is  put  up  in  the  most  substantial  manner.  The  posts  are  put  two 
feet  and  a  half  in  the  ground,  and  are  capped  by  two  thick 
planks,  and  are  battened.

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  met 
on  Tuesday,  Dec.  5th,  1871,  at  ten  o'clock  a.m.

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These  numbers  really  exceed  the  capacity  of  the  building,  and 
some  forty  or  more  have  been  compelled  to  sit  in  the  aisles,  and 
to  hold  their  books  on  the  window-sills. 

By  an  act  of  the  present  legislature,  passed  at  its  first  session, 
and  approved  April  14,  1871,  certain  sums  of  money  were  appro- 
priated to  this  institution,  to  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance.  Among 
these  are  the  following,  the  first  installment  of  which  ought,  as 
we  suppose,  to  have  been  paid  to  us  on  the  first  day  of  July  last: 


For  Repairs  $1,000  per  annum. 

"  Reference  Library   750  " 

"  Fuel   750 

"  Expenses  of  Members  of  Board   500  " 

"  Care  of  Grounds   250 

"  Janitor's  Supplies   100  "

There  may  have  been  good  reasons  for  delaying  the  payment 
of  the  other  appropriations,  but  of  these  surely  one  quarter  ought 
to  have  been  paid  in  July.  Much  inconvenience  and  injury  have 
resulted  from  the  failure  to  receive  these  moneys. 

We  are  still  disturbed  by  the  old  problem  of  "  heating  and  ven- 
tilation." Most  of  the  time  the  air  in  the  building  is  absolutely 
hurtful  and  almost  intolerable.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  something 
may  soon  be  done  to  give  our  pupils  pure  air  to  breathe.  To  de- 
mand that  they  shall  have  vigorous  frames  and  exhibit  ruddy 
cheeks  while  inhaling  the  impurities  that  daily  float  through  the 
rooms  and  passage-ways  of  this  house  is  to  demand  an  impossi- 
bility. 

Since  your  last  meeting,  the  water  closets  have  been  converted 
into  earth  closets,  with  the  best  results.  The  present  arrange- 
ment possesses  many  advantages  over  the  former,  and  I  can  not 
refrain  from  earnestly  recommending  it  to  all  who  are  charged 
with  the  furnishing  of  school-houses  and  their  appurtenances. 

Applications  have  been  made  by  a  number  of  colored  persons 
for  admission  into  the  institution.  I  respectfully  ask  that  some 
order  may  be  taken  on  this  subject  by  which  I  may  hereafter  be 
guided. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting, 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  supervision  in  the  Model  School. 
Latterly  the  different  classes  have  been  assigned  to  different  mem- 
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bers  of  the  Normal  Faculty,  and  a  report  is  made  by  each  upon 
the  term's  work,  which  is  recorded  in  a  book  provided  for  that 
purpose. 

Since  the  action  of  the  Illinois  Natural-History  Society  by 
which  all  title  to  the  contents  of  the  Museum  has  been  transferred 
to  the  state,  it  has  seemed  necessary  for  the  Board  to  give  more 
special  attention  to  the  details  of  its  management.  One  thousand 
dollars  per  annum  have  been  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of 
this  department  of  the  University,  and  it  would  be  well  that  a 
committee  of  your  own  number  should  be  appointed  to  have 
charge  over  the  matter. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting,  I 
have  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  E.  W.  Coy,  late  of  Peoria,  as 
Principal  of  our  High  School ;  and  of  Miss  Martha  E.  Hughes, 
late  of  Decatur,  as  Principal  of  the  Primary  School.  Mr.  Coy, 
as  Principal  of  the  Peoria  High  School,  had  acquired  an  enviable 
reputation,  and  his  transfer  to  us  has  brought  us  a  large  accession 
of  influence  and  character.  It  is  almost  superfluous  to  say  that 
our  high  expectations  concerning  his  work  here  have  been  fully 
realized.  Miss  Hughes,  too,  came  highly  recommended,  and  her 
work  is  satisfactory  and  promising. 

At  present,  as  at  all  previous  times,  our  greatest  want  is  of 
boarding  accommodations.  If  we  had  the  arrangements  for 
boarding  our  pupils  that  have  been  adopted  in  the  normal  schools 
of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Massachusetts,  and  other  states, 
our  power  for  good  would  be  twice  what  it  now  is.  A  mere  in- 
spection of  the  working  of  the  boarding-house  at  Bridge  water, 
Mass.,  would  seem  enough  to  satisfy  any  reasonable  person  on 
this  head. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Treasurer  then  presented  his  report,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Auditing  Committee  for  examination. 

Mr.  Fell,  whom  the  Board  had  authorized,  by  a  resolution 
passed  at  the  last  meeting,  to  purchase  fuel  for  the  University, 
presented  a  report  of  his  action  in  the  matter,  which  was  ap- 
proved. 

Mr.  Fell  further  reported  concerning  the  fence  around  the  Uni- 
versity farm,  as  follows : 
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To  the  Board  of  Education,  State  of  Illinois, 

December  Session,  1871. 

At  your  last  meeting  I  invited  your  attention  to  the  fact  that, 
in  consequence  of  a  road  being  established  on  the  west  side  of 
our  farm,  and  the  utter  insufficiency  of  the  fence  on  the  south,  two 
entire  new  lines  of  fence  would  have  to  be  built  on  these  sides; 
and  that,  in  order  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  benefit  of  a  strip  con- 
taining about  three  acres  lying  outside  of  our  present  inclosure 
on  the  north,  we  should  have  to  construct  a  fence  there,  also,  the 
entire  length  of  the  farm;  as  on  that  side,  also,  a  public  road  is 
called  for  and  is  about  to  be  opened. 

In  reference  to  the  north  line,  as  the  additional  amount  to  be 
inclosed  is  inconsiderable, —  about  three  acres  only, —  and  as  we 
have  a  live  fence  on  about  five-sixths  of  that  boundary,  as  the 
fence  now  stands;  and,  moreover,  as  I  found  I  could  rent  the 
three-acre  strip,  to  the  owner  of  the  adjoining  farm  on  the  north, 
on  satisfactory  terms,  I  abandoned  the  idea  of  making  any  change 
in  this  string  of  fence,  except  to  repair  the  part  built  with  lumber 
and  connecting  the  live  fence. 

In  reference  to  the  south  and  west  lines  of  fencing,  above  re- 
ferred to,  in  accordance  with  what  I  understood  to  be  your  wishes, 
I  advertised  for  propositions  to  build  two  strings  of  fence,  amount- 
ing in  all  to  288  panels,  materials  to  be  found  by  us  and  placed 
on  the  ground.  In  response  I  received  three  written  propositions, 
to  build  the  fence  for  40,  50,  and  62^  cents  per  panel,  respectively. 
I  let  the  job  to  the  same  men  who  built  our  fence  around  the 
University  grounds,  at  33 J  cents  per  panel;  the  posts  to  be  in- 
serted two  and  one-half  feet  in  the  ground,  sawed  off  at  the  top, 
the  fence  to  be  four  boards  high,  the  whole  to  be  battened,  and 
the  south  string  to  be  capped. 

I  take  pleasure  in  informing  you  that  the  contractors,  Win. 
Barton  &  Son,  have,  as  heretofore,  built  a  good  fence;  and  now 
they  join  with  me  in  the  request  that  you  inspect  the  same,  that 
it  may  stand  approved  by  you,  if  found  deserving.  Nearly  all 
the  materials  of  which  this  fence  is  made  were  taken  from  the 
old  fences  on  the  farm,  and  around  this  inclosure,  so  that  its  cost 
is  not  very  great  ;  and  still  there  is  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  old 
material  on  hand  to  put  in  order  the  small  amount  of  board  fence 
on  the  north  side,  which  connects  the  two  strings  of  live  fence  on 
that  side,  as  heretofore  explained. 
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By  an  examination  of  the  accompanying  bills,  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  is  due  Blackburn  &  Brown,  for  materials  furnished  in 
making  this  fence,  $65 ;  to  Barton  &  Sons,  for  building  it,  $96 
—  less  $50.50  advanced  to  them  by  me;  and  to  myself,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  said  $50.50,  for  assorting  and  hauling  the  materials 
on  to  the  ground,  $23.37,  making  a  total  of  $184.37  for  the  ma- 
terials and  building  of  288  panels  of  substantially-built  fence. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

In  behalf  of  the  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  resolu- 
tion passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  authorizing  "repairs 
on  the  building"  and  the  "  closets  connected  therewith,"  Mr.  Fell 
presented  a  report  of  action  taken  in  the  premises,  which  likewise 
received  the  approbation  of  the  Board. 

The  following  communication,  in  reference  to  Insurance  on  the 
University  building,  was  laid  before  the  Board  and  ordered  to  be 
spread  on  the  minutes : 

Bloomington,  Dec.  1st,  1871. 

Hon.  Jesse  W.  Fell,  Ctin  of  Com.  on  Insurance, 

of  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Education. 

Dear  Sir  :  In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  hand  you  the 
following  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Fire  Insurance  upon 
the  State  Normal  University  Building.    The  insurance  was  placed 


as  follows : 

Insurance  Co.  of  North  America  $10,000 

People's,  of  California   5,000 

Springfield  Fire  and  Marine   10,000 

Security,  of  New  York   10,000 

Merchants',  of  Hartford   10,000 

Home,  of  Columbus   5,000 


$50,000 


Of  this,  the  insurance  in  the  Home,  of  Columbus,  the  Spring- 
field Fire  and  Marine,  and  the  Insurance  Co.  of  North  America, 
is  good.  The  Security,  of  New  York,  is  in  the  hands  of  a  re- 
ceiver, but  will,  by  the  decisions  of  the  Insurance  Department  of 
New  York,  be  compelled  to  pay  back  the  unearned  premiums. 
It  will,  however,  be  some  time  before  the  money  will  be  received. 

The  People's,  of  California,  has  suspended.    It  should,  by  the 
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laws  of  the  State  of  California,  pay  back  the  unearned  premiums; 
but  it  has  notified  its  agents  that  it  can  not  pay  any  thing  back. 
It  seems  to  be  an  attempt  to  avoid  its  honest  debts.  The  Mer- 
chants', of  Hartford,  has  suspended;  but  I  have  not  been  able  to 
learn  what  they  intend  to  do  about  the  unearned  premiums. 

I  can  place  the  insurance  that  is  now  worthless  in  the  North 
British  and  Mercantile,  the  Phoenix  of  Hartford,  the  Phoenix 
of  Brooklyn,  and  the  Andes  of  Columbus,  at  2^-  per  cent,  for 
five  years,  and  from  this  will  remit  my  brokerage  commission  of 
10  per  cent. 

Allow  me  to  suggest  that  the  great  value  of  the  building  and 
its  contents  warrants  the  carrying  of  additional  insurance,  so  that 
the  whole  amount  shall  be  at  least  8100,000.  I  have  facilities  for 
placing  any  amount  that  you  may  desire  in  companies  that,  tried 
by  the  test  of  the  Chicago  fire,  have  shown  themselves  sound. 

Hoping  that  you  may  believe  that  in  placing  the  insurance  in 
the  first  instance  I  tried  to  do  the  best  I  could  for  the  institution  1

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bateman,  Mr.  Clarke  was  appointed  a  special 
Committee  to  endeavor  to  recover  unearned  premiums  from  in- 
solvent Insurance  Companies  carrying  risks  on  the  University 
Building,  to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

On  the  motion  of  Dr.  Goudy,  Mr.  Clarke  was  also  added  to 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds. 

On  the  further  motion  of  Dr.  Goudy,  the  Board  adopted  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Fell,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  cause  to  be  inclosed  and  set  out  with  trees  three  acres  of  ground 
lying  adjacent  to  the  University,  in  accordance  with  report  made  to  the 
Board. 

The  President's  report  of  his  expenditures  of  the  Contingent 
Fund  was  presented  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Mr.  Roots  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  matter  of  receiving  colored  applicants  for  admission  as 
pupils  in  the  Normal  University  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Officers 
and  Teachers,  with  a  request  that  they  report  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Clarke,  Chairman  of  the  special  Committee  on  Heating 
and  Ventilation,  made  the  following  report; 
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To  the  Board  of  Education. 

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  "the 
'  matter  of  heating  and  ventilating  the  University  Building  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  bill  of  the  last  legislature  making  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpose,  with  power  to  act  in  respect  to  boiler,"  re- 
port that,  subsequent  to  the  last  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Board, 
the  boiler  in  the  University  Building  was  more  carefully  examined 
by  an  expert,  who  pronounced  it  safe  to  be  used  through  the 
winter.  Your  Committee  did  not,  therefore,  deem  it  expedient  to 
take  any  action  in  regard  to  procuring  a  new  boiler,  until  they 
could  report  on  the  whole  subject  of  heating  and  ventilation  and 
the  Board  could  take  action  on  the  entire  matter. 

Your  Committee  met  in  Chicago,  and  made  careful  inquiry  as 
to  the  best  method  of  heating  and  ventilating  buildings  like  the 
University, —  had  conferences  with  various  gentlemen  skilled  in 
such  matters, —  examined  the  heating  apparatus  of  some  of  the 
public  school-houses, —  and  arrived  at  this  conclusion:  that  the 
most,  and  perhaps  the  only,  satisfactory  method  of  heating  and 
.ventilating  a  large  public  building  is  by  means  of  a  system  of  in- 
direct radiation  combined  with  the  use  of  the  fan  blower. 

It  would  be  practicable  to  introduce  such  a  system  into  this  build- 
ing, but  the  expense  of  doing  this  would  not  probably  be  less 
than  ten  thousand  dollars.  The  appropriation  made  by  the  legis- 
lature is  but  $4,000.  The  question  therefore  comes,  is  it  expedi- 
ent to  endeavor  to  procure  from  the  legislature  an  additional  ap- 
propriation sufficient,  with  the  amount  already  appropriated,  to 
thoroughly  heat  and  ventilate  the  University  Building? 

If  this  course  is  not  deemed  expedient,  there  is  a  method  of 
combining  the  system  of  direct  and  indirect  radiation,  without 
the  use  of  the  fan,  which  would  perhaps  be  an  improvement  on 
the  present  system,  but  by  no  means  as  satisfactory  as  the  system 
of  indirect  radiation  with  the  use  of  a  fan. 

Your  Committee  make  no  recommendation,  but  report  what 
they  have  learned  in  regard  to  the  subject,  and  leave  the  matter 
to  the  Board  to  take  action  thereon. 


Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Wells,  the  annexed  resolution 
was  adopted:

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Resolved,  That  the  Special  Committee  on  Heating  and  Ventilating  the 
University  Building  be  continued — that  they  be  requested  to  obtain,  if  pos- 
sible, further  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  from  the  State  Legislature,  to 
make  a  total  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  that  they  be  empowered  to  act  as 
they  deem  best,  in  the  expenditure  of  the  appropriations  that  maybe  found, 
upon  consultation  with  the  Governor,  can  be  legally  made  for  the  purposes 
stated. 

Mr.  Bateman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Officers  and 
Teachers,  then  submitted  the  following  report: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board : 

The  Committee  on  Officers  and  Teachers,  to  whom  was  referred 
so  much  of  Pres.  Edwards's  semi-annual  report  as  relates  to  the 
admission  of  colored  students  to  the  privileges  of  the  State  Nor- 
mal University,  respectfully  report : 

That,  in  our  opinion,  neither  this  Board  nor  the  Faculty  of  the 
University  has  any  right  to  recognize  distinctions  of  race  or  col- 
or in  determining  who  shall  or  who  shall  not  be  admitted  to  the 
several  departments  of  the  University,  the  equal  rights  of  all  the 
youth  of  the  state  to  participate  in  the  benefits  of  our  system  of 
public  education,  of  which  the  Normal  University  is  a  part,  beingj 
as  we  think,  fully  established  and  guarantied  by  the  organic  laws 
of  the  state. 

Respectfully  submitted.

The  report  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Roots  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  Fell,  Gastman  and  Pres.  Edwards  be  constituted  a 
Committee  to  make  the  best  possible  investment  of  the  thousand  dollars  ap- 
propriated to  make  additions  to  the  Museum. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Goudy,  that  part  of  President  Edwards's 
Report  in  regard  to  the  employment  of  teachers,  authorized  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Teachers,  to  report  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Fell  presented  a  supplementary  and  final  report  in  relation 
to  his  management  and  improvement  of  the  grounds,  as  follows: 
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To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 

December  Session,  1871. 

Gentlemen  :  In  presenting  to  your  Board  an  additional  —  and, 
as  I  trust,  final  —  report  of  my  doings  pertaining  to  the  care  and 
improvement  of  the  grounds,  including  the  farm,  allow  me  to  call 
your  attention  to  three  reports  which  I  submitted  to  you  at  your 
semi-annual  meeting  one  year  ago.  In  the  reports  referred  to,  it 
will  be  seen  that,  after  charging  myself  with  the  various  amounts 
received  from  your  treasurer,  for  repairs,  sidewalks,  fencing  and 
improving  the  grounds,  and  including  also  the  proceeds  of  an  oat 
and  potato  crop  raised  on  the  grounds,  there  had  been  expended 
by  me  for  various  objects,  therein  specified,  the  full  amount  thus 
received  less  $63.53;  which  amount  your  Auditing  Committee 
then  reported  as  in  my  hands. 

It  will  also  be  seen,  in  one  of  the  reports  referred  to,  that  there 
was  then  due  your  Board,  from  the  Soldiers'-Orphans'  Home, 
$92.88,  for  oats  sold  from  the  Normal  grounds,  July,  18*70.  An 
order  has  been  given  covering  this  sum,  which  is  expected  to  be 
paid  as  soon  as  the  necessary  appropriation  can  be  made  by  the 
legislature  now  in  session.  At  that  meeting  an  order  was  passed 
directing  "that  $200  be  expended  in  supplying  trees  on  the  Uni- 
versity grounds,  where  they  had  perished  or  were  wanting,"  to 
complete  our  plans  for  improvement.  In  accordance  with  this 
order,  rendered  all  the  more  necessary  by  a  most  destructive  sleet 
that  occurred  soon  after  its  passage,  destroying  many  of  our 
trees  and  seriously  injuring  others,  I  planted  last  spring,  chiefly 
to  supply  missing  trees  forty-two  large  evergreens  and  thirty-six 
deciduous  trees,  of  which  latter  kind  twenty-six  were  large  white 
elms,  averaging  six  inches  in  diameter,  taken  from  my  own 
grounds,  where  they  had  been  trenched  the  previous  year  to  pre- 
pare them  for  successful  transplanting.  Notwithstanding  the  dry 
weather,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  most  of  the  trees  thus  planted 
appear  to  be  growing  and  doing  well.  This  completes  the  im- 
provement of  these  grounds,  in  the  way  of  tree-planting,  so  far 
as  indicated  by  your  past  action. 

To  those,  however,  who  have  examined  the  grounds,  it  can  not 
have  escaped  observation  that  in  some  localities  trees  are  still 
wanting;  but,  in  view  of  the  general  desire  to  restrict  our  expend- 
itures as  far  as  practicable,  I  do  not  ask  for  any  additional  ap- 
propriations for  this  object,  but — if  no  objection  is  made  —  shall 
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take  the  liberty,  if  time  admits,  to  supply  these  deficiencies  to 
some  extent,  at  my  own  expense,  during  the  coming  spring.  This 
I  can  now  do  the  more  readily,  from  the  fact  that  trees  heretofore 
planted  on  our  grounds  in  nursery  form  have  attained  a  size  and 
character  that  fit  them  for  that  purpose. 

In  closing  up  my  relations  with  you  on  this  subject,  it  may  not 
be  uninteresting  to  you  to  know  that,  notwithstanding  the  very 
unfavorable  character  of  three  out  of  the  five  years  that  have 
elapsed  since  we  took  it  in  hand  to  relieve  the  nakedness  of  these 
grounds,  there  are  now  living  and  growing,  with  every  prospect 
of  continued  growth,  1,143  deciduous  and  728  evergreen  trees,  as 
I  have  ascertained  from  actual  count,  making  a  total  of  1,871. 
This  number,  however,  includes  about  250  that  were  planted  prior 
to  my  supervision  of  the  grounds,  and  125  set  in  nursery  rows, 
which  can  hereafter  be  profitably  used  to  supply  deficiencies. 

Notwithstanding  considerable  sums  of  money — amounting, 
since  I  took  charge  of  this  interest,  in  the  aggregate  to  more  than 
$3,000  —  have  been  expended  in  the  preparation  and  embellish- 
ment of  these  grounds  by  tree-planting,  when  we  consider  their 
extent,  their  bleakness  five  years  ago,  the  unpropitious  character, 
from  excessive  drouth  and  other  causes,  of  three  of  those  years, 
the  prevalence  during  that  time  of  what  may  not  inaptly  be 
designated  as  the  evergreen  blight — desolating,  in  its  sweep, 
whole  plantations  in  our  very  midst, —  and  of  the  occurrence,  dur- 
ing the  last  year,  of  the  most  destructive  sleet  known  to  the 
country;  considering,  too,  the  expenses  usually  incurred  in  this 
vicinity,  and  elsewhere,  in  making  similar  improvements,  and 
looking  at  practical,  outstanding  results;  whilst  I  could  have  de- 
sired a  still  higher  measure  of  success,  I  do  not  feel  that  we  have 
greatly  erred  in  our  efforts  to  improve  our  material  or  landscape 
surroundings.  Whatever  may  be  the  verdict  of  those  around  us 
now  on  the  stage  of  action  (and  it  would  be  passing  strange  if 
there  were  not  those  whose  criticisms  would  not  flatter  us),  we 
may  at  least  safely  leave  to  posterity  the  vindication  of  our  acts 
in  this  regard.  In  the  fruition  of  our  labors,  they  will,  I  doubt 
not,  with  grateful  hearts  remember  us,  nor  criticise  too  closely 
errors  of  judgment  common  to  all  men.  For  one,  I  shall  be  sat- 
isfied if  here  and  there  one  of  the  future  thousands  that  shall 
throng  these  grounds,  or  repose  in  their  shades,  shall  bear  in 
mind  that  I  was  a  humble  colaborer  with  you  in  what  has  here 
been  accomplished,  however  imperfect. 
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We  will  now  pass  to  a  notice  of  our  grounds  in  general,  includ- 
ing the  farm.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  by  the  Board  that,  in 
pursuance  of  a  written  lease,  I  had,  up  to  a  late  period  last  spring 
(too  late,  as  I  found  after  repeated  and  protracted  efforts,  for  the 
successful  letting  of  the  ground  to  other  responsible  parties),  re- 
lied upon  Mr.  Fisher  continuing  to  cultivate  the  farm,  and,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  to  put  the  whole  of  it  in  grass.  Being  disappointed 
by  Mr.  Fisher  throwing  up  his  lease  at  a  time  when  all  good  rent- 
ers, and  farmers  generally,  had  engaged  their  lands,  and  finding 
myself  unable  to  re-let,  on  satisfactory  terms,  to  those  who  would 
carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Board  to  put  the  land  in  grass;  and 
in  order,  too,  to  get  some  returns  from  the  ground,  and  to  pre- 
vent its  getting  still  more  foul  from  noxious  weeds,  I  had  about 
thirty-five  acres  plowed  and  seeded  to  Hungarian  grass,  as  here- 
tofore reported,  and  exhibited  to  some  of  the  Board  at  our  last 
meeting. 

In  my  efforts  to  carry  out  your  wishes  by  seeding  the  ground 
in  grass,  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  I  have  at  last  succeeded 
in  obtaining  such  a  stand,  from  my  own  sowings  this  fall,  on  not 
only  the  Normal  grounds  proper,  but  also  the  farm,  as  to  render 
it  almost  certain  that  this  long-desired  object  is  attained,  and  that 
hereafter  we  can  reasonably  rely  upon  having  remunerative  crops 
of  grass,  in  stead  of  corn  and  weeds.  In  accomplishing  this  ob- 
ject, however,  as  you  will  discover  from  the  accompanying  bills, 
I  have  made  large  disbursements,  with  but  small  cash  receipts  in 
return  from  rents  or  proceeds  of  crops;  and  there  are  some  bills 
yet  unpaid. 

When  you  last  adjourned,  there  was  coming  into  maturity,  in 
addition  to  the  magnificent  crop  of  weeds,  a  considerable  amount 
of  grass,  that  by  maturing  would  not  only  still  further  seed  the 
ground,  but.  when  harvested  and  threshed,  furnish  seed  for  the 
market.  I  flattered  myself  that  by  advertising  I  could  get  some 
one  who  would  clear  the  grounds  for  the  crops.  In  this,  however, 
I  was  mistaken,  and  no  alternative  was  left  but  to  pitch  in  myself, 
to  the  neglect  of  other  interests,  and  clear  the  grounds,  and  en- 
deavor to  render  them  in  the  future  more  remunerative.  To  do 
this  involved  the  cutting,  hauling,  stacking  and  threshing  out  such 
portions  as  I  thought  would  compensate  for  the  expense  of  so  do- 
ing, the  hauling  off  and  burning  of  the  residue;  the  cutting,  haul- 
ing and  stacking  of  about  50  tons  of  Hungarian  grass;  the  thor- 
ough plowing  —  to  the  average  depth  of  nine  inches  —  of  about 
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fifty  acres  of  the  farm ;  the  harrowing,  seeding  and  rolling  of  the 
ground  that  had  been  plowed,  and  the  seeding  of  such  as  had 
not,  including  *he  Normal  grounds  proper;  in  doing  all  of  which, 
with  other  unenumerated  matters,  which  I  have  not  the  patience 
to  set  forth  nor  you  to  listen  to,  expenses  accrued  largely  exceed- 
ing any  thing  I  had  anticipated,  or  that  had  been  received  from 
the  state,  which,  in  large  part,  had  to  be  paid  in  cash,  weekly, 
being  due  to  laborers  whose  living  and  that  of  their  families  was 
dependent  thereon. 

By  the  exhibit  presented  herewith,  it  will  be  seen  that,  from  all 
sources  relating  to  the  grounds,  including  the  $63.53  reported  in 
my  hands  a  year  ago,  and  $300  received  of  Mr.  Fisher  for  last 
year's  rent,  there  has  been  received  by  me  the  aggregate  sum  of 
$446.88  in  cash,  whilst  I  have  paid  out,  for  various  objects  relat- 
ing thereto,  $596.19,  showing  a  cash  balance  in  my  favor  of 
$149.31.  There  are,  besides,  unpaid  bills  for  labor  and  trees 
amounting  to  $276.92.  On  the  other  hand,  however,  I  hold  vari- 
ous obligations  to  the  Board,  given  for  rent,  crops,  etc.,  amounting 
to  $145.88,  and  about  thirty  tons  of  well-cured  and  safely-stacked 
Hungarian  hay,  estimated  to  be  worth  $132,  and  thirty-eight 
bushels  of  well-cleaned  timothy  and  clover  seed,  worth  about 
$100  at  present  prices.  It  may  not  be  improper  here  to  state  that 
about  twenty  bushels  of  grass  seed  thus  obtained  was  sown  on 
the  Normal  grounds  and  farm,  besides  five  bushels  taken  by  and 
charged  to  myself;  and  that  had  the  whole  amount  of  this  seed 
—  63  bushels — been  sold  at  the  prices  last  paid  by  the  Board  for 
inferior  seed,  to  wit,  $6.50  per  bushel,  it  would  have  amounted  to 
the  snug  little  sum  of  $409.50.  Anticipating  a  price  approaching 
this  figure,  and  also  a  reasonable  one  for  the  large  crop  of  Hun- 
garian hay  and  timothy  straw,  I  had  hoped,  and  indeed  expected, 
that  my  entire  expense  account  would  be  more  than  balanced  by 
the  receipts ;  and  my  failure  in  this,  let  me  assure  you,  has  not 
been  for  want  of  persistent  personal  efforts  for  a  different  result. 
Having  consented,  however,  to  take  upon  myself  the  care  and 
management  of  these  grounds,  and  thus  failing,  from  causes  here 
imperfectly  stated,  to  make  it  pay  as  I  had  hoped  to,  I  have  no 
right  to  charge  that  failure  on  any  one,  least  of  all  on  you,  who 
have  exercised  so  much  forbearance  and  confidence  toward  me; 
but  I  feel  that  it  is  due  to  you,  as  well  as  to  myself,  that  I  should 
go  thus  minutely — I  fear  you  will  think  tediously — into  a  history 
of  what  I  have  done. 
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What  I  have  done  in  the  construction  of  a  good  fence  around 
the  farm  has  been  stated  elsewhere.  And  in  closing  up  ray 
stewardship,  I  will  be  pardoned  for  stating  that,  though  I  have 
failed  in  making  such  a  financial  exhibit  of  this  year's  operations 
as  many  of  us  perhaps  anticipated,  I  have  the  pleasant  reflection 
of  having  striven  for  the  best,  and  of  now  surrendering  the 
grounds  into  your  hands  in  a  greatly  improved  condition;  a  con- 
dition in  which  it  will  be  a  comparatively  light  task  in  the  future 
to  look  after  and  manage  them;  and  one,  too,  which  affords  a 
reasonable  guaranty  that  in  the  future  the  farm,  at  least,  can  be 
relied  upon  as  the  source  of  some  income.  I  will  here  state  that 
I  have  advertised  for  propositions  to  lease  these  grounds  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  five  years,  and  that  for  the  farm  I  anticipate 
offers  that  will  be  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion,  you  will  permit  me  to  express  my  grateful  ac- 
knowledgments of  the  generous  confidence  you  have  habitually 
exercised  toward  me  while  engaged  in  the  performance  of  these 
duties,  and  to  respectfully,  though  earnestly,  ask  of  you  to  be  re- 
lieved from  them  in  the  future.  Circumstances  now  beyond  my 
control,  a  recital  of  which  would  here  be  out  of  place,  render  my 
continued  labors  in  this  connection  quite  impossible.  If,  in  the 
future,  I  find  myself  so  far  relieved  from  present  duties  as  to  en- 
able me  to  render  further  assistance,  should  it  be  your  pleasure  to 
desire  it,  though  I  may  not  then  have  the  honor  of  a  place  on  this 
Board,  I  will  most  cheerfully  render  it. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Financial  Eeports  of  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  were 
laid  before  the  Board  and  ordered  filed. 

The  Curator  of  the  Museum  presented  the  following  report  of 
the  distribution  of  school  cabinets :

Gentlemen:  We  have,  during  the  winter,  furnished  school 
cabinets  to  the  following  schools : 

Spring- 
field, Cairo,  Alton,  and  Dixon,  each, 

One  box  minerals  and  geological  specimens ;

To  Sheffield  (Bureau  Co.),  one  box  geological  and  mineral  specimens  j

In  addition,  exchanges  have  been  made  with  individuals  and 
with  colleges.  Packages  have  been  sent  to  Ehode  Island,  Massa= 
chusetts,  Virginia,  Indiana,  and  Maryland. 

There  is  one  school  cabinet  not  yet  sent  out. 

The  school  cabinets  contain  about  70  specimens  to  illustrate 
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Geology  and  Mineralogy ;  about  50  specimens  of  forest  woods ; 
about  100  species  of  plants;  and  20  to  30  species  of  shells. 

In  all  there  have  been  distributed  to  the  schools  some  3000 
specimens, —  chiefly  the  collections  of  the  past  year.  The  cost 
of  travel,  freight,  express,  labor  and  incidentals,  for  the  entire 
care  of  the  Museum,  and  for  the  collections  made,  amounts  to 
about  $300.  The  school  cabinets  (furnished  schools)  are  worth, 
at  a  very  moderate  estimate,  $750.  ;

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We  are  assembled  to-day  to  conduct  the  closing  exercises  of 
the  fifteenth  year  of  this  Institution.  The  class  that  leaves  us 
at  this  time  is  the  thirteenth  to  go  forth  with  the  honors  of  the 
school,  and  with  the  official  indorsement  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  of  the  Faculty.  Over  the  exit  of  eleven  of  these  classes 
(all  but  two)  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  some  supervis- 
ion. Of  these  eleven  squads  of  recruits  for  the  educational 
army,  the  first  stood  upon  this  platform,  and  pronounced  their 
farewell  speeches,  just  ten  years  ago  this  very  day,  on  the  27th 
of  June,  1862.  Since  that  time  a  decade  has  come  and  gone, — 
has  come  with  its  grand  problems  and  high  responsibilities,  and 
passed  away  with  its  record,  for  each  of  us,  of  manly,  honest 
endeavor,  or  of  unmanly  shirking.  Ten'  years  of  the  active 
period  of  a  man's  life  stand  for  no  inconsiderable  fraction  of 
the  sum-total  of  his  earthly  achievements.  This  would  be  true 
at  any  time  and  amid  any  surroundings.  And  as  an  institution 
of  learning  is  but  an  aggregation  of  men,  a  sort  of  amplified  in- 
dividual with  a  lengthened  lease  of  life,  its  character  can  hardly 
fail  to  be  materially  affected  by  the  organized  efforts  of  a  decade 
of  years.  Especially  will  this  be  found  true  in  the  early  or 
formative  stages  of  the  Institution,  while  it  is  shaping  itself,  and 
establishing  its  character  in  fact  and  before  the  world.  And  if 
all  this  is  true  of  ordinary  times,  what  shall  be  said  of  a  period 
crowded  with  the  vast  occurrences  of  the  last  ten  years — of  a  pe- 
riod during  which  the  civilization  of  a  continent  has  been  revolu- 
tionized, and  a  vital  change  has  been  wrought  in  the  fundamental 
law  of  an  empire?  Surely  these  have  been  positive  years,  and 
they  have  stamped  their  impress  indelibly  upon  men  and  things. 

Ten  years  ago  the  Normal  University  gave  promise  of  a  noble 
future.    During  the  five  years  that  had  then  passed  over  it.  there 
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had  been  in  its  management  an  accumulation  of  resolute  en- 
ergy.—  a  piling-up  of  intense  forces. —  that  have  gone  as  ele- 
ments into  its  composition  and  that  have  given  an  impetus  to 
the  movements  of  subsequent  time.  The  eminent  success  of 
those  early  efforts,  as  shown  in  the  erection  of  this  stately  build- 
ing and  in  the  character  of  the  two  classes  that  had  then  gone 
forth  from  it,  secured  for  the  school  a  commanding  position, 
and  made  future  success  a  possibility. 

INSTRUCTORS  IX  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

In  these  early  efforts  the  chief  mover  and  source  of  inspira- 
tion was  Charles  E.  Hovey,  first  Principal  of  the  University, 
afterward  General  Hovey  of  the  Union  Army.  His  energy 
and  persistence  were  wonderful.  They  carried  the  enterprise  of 
building  through  the  disastrous  period  of  1857  and  the  follow- 
ing years,  until  finally,  in  18G0,  this  house  was  completed.  Mr. 
Hovey  was  assisted  by  a  corps  of  teachers  "very  way  fitted  to 
secure  the  highest  efficiency:  Ira  Moore,  now  Principal  of  the 
Normal  School  at  St.  Cloud,  Minnesota. —  a  man  thoroughly  able 
and  scholarly;  Leander  H.  Potter,  now  President  of  the  Sol- 
diers'College  at  Fulton, —  faithful,  jvist.  well  poised,  and  much 
beloved.  With  these  were  joined  Professor  Hewett  and  Dr. 
Sewall,  of  whom  I  shall  speak  again.  Mr.  Hovey  was  suc- 
ceeded in  1  - <  1 1  by  Perkins  Bass,  Esq..  a  man  of  the  soundest 
judgment  and  the  most  resolute  energy.  But  he  only  consented 
to  occupy  the  place  until  a  permanent  appointment  could  be 
made.  Besides  these  more  prominent  instructors,  others  were 
employed  from  time  to  time.  Among  them  were  Charlton  T. 
Lewis,  afterward  very  honorably  occupied  in  various  capacities; 
Chattn<  ey  M.  ('adv.  Rev.  Lewis  P.  Clover,  Miss  Mary  M. 
Brooks.  Dr.  Samuel  Willard,  Dr.  E.  R.  Eoe  (now  U.S.  Mar- 
shal), Miss  Frances  A.  Peterson  (afterward  Mrs.  Gastman,  and 
since  deceased),  Miss  B.  M.  Cowles,  Chauncey  Nye,  Oliver  Lib- 
by,  Miss  Fanny  M.  Washburne,  B.  S.  Messer,  Julien  E.  Bry- 
ant (a  young  man  of  great  promise,  drowned  during  the  war  on 
the  Texan  coast),  W.  Irving  Yescelius,  Henry  B.Norton  (now 
of  Southern  Kansas),  John  Hull  (now  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  McLean  county),  Joseph  G.  Howell  (an  early  mar- 
tyr to  the  cause  of  the  Union),  J.  H.  Burnham,  Edwin  Phil- 
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brook,  Aaron  Gove  (now  Superintendent  of  the  Public,  Schools 
in  Normal),  Miss  Mary  Baker,  and  Miss  Marion  Goodrich.  Of 
the  gentlemen  that  have  been  named  as  instructors,  ten  took  up 
arms  on  the  right  side  in  the  war  for  the  Union.  These  were 
Gen.  Hovey,  Col.  Potter,  Col.  Roe,  Capt,  Moore,  Capt.  Burn- 
ham,  Adjt.  Gove,  Lieut.  Bryant,  Lieut.  Howell,  Sergt,  Phil- 
brook,  and  Surgeon  WlLLARD. 

On  taking  my  place  here,  I  found,  besides  those  who  at  that 
time  retired,  two  of  the  present  Faculty  —  Professor  Hewett 
and  Dr.  Sewall."  The  former,  however,  was  already  an  old  ac- 
quaintance, and  the  latter,  by  his  genial  temper,  soon  came  to 
be  considered  as  one.  And  if  my  coming  had  been  a  few  years 
delayed,  I  am  sure  Dr.  Sewall's  enviable  fame  would  have  pen- 
etrated even  to  my  Missouri  home.  He  was  a  younger  man 
then  than  he  is  now.  Professor  Hewett  I  had  known  both  as  a 
pupil  of  my  own  and  as  a  teacher  of  others,  and,  notwithstand- 
ing his  unambitious  stature,  I  had  often  marked  him  high,  and 
knew  full  well  that  his  deficiency  in  latitude  and  longitude  was 
but  of  the  outward  man.  My  friend  and  former  associate  in  the 
St.  Louis  High  School,  Prof.  Metcalf,  w  as  at  that  time  appoint- 
ed Professor  of  Mathematics,  and  soon  after.  Professor  Stetson's 
services  were  secured  in  the  position  which  he  still  occupies.  I 
had  set  my  heart  upon  employing  •Prof.  Metcalf  from  having 
been  recently  conversant  with  his  great  efficiency  and  worth, 
and  I  am  sure  that  all  students  at  Normal  will  thank  me  for 
having  induced  him  to  leave  a  place  which  promised  him.  some 
$2000  and  now  pays  $3200,  for  his  present  position,  which  then 
paid  him  $1300.  Prof.  Stetson,  too.  f  had  known  as  a  student, 
but  our  acquaintance  had  been  for  some  years  interrupted.  My 
remembrance  of  him.  however,  as  an  earnest,  accurate  scholar, 
j  and  my  knowledge  of  his  persistence  in  acquiring  a  more  ex- 
jj  tended  culture,  made  me  a  ready  believer  in  all  the  reports  of 
his  later  successes.  Of  the  other  gentlemen  on  the  Normal  Fac- 
'  ulty,  Professors  Cook  and  McCormick,  it  is  only  necessary  to 
I  say  that  they  were  selected  from  among  the  graduates  for  their 
I;  present  positions  on  account  of  their  merits,  and  it  is  not  pro- 
posed to  turn  them  out  as  yet.  They  are  considered  good 
enough  for  the  company  in  which  they  are  found. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  period  of  which  we  are  speaking,  Miss 
;  Margaret  E.  Osband,  now  Mrs.  Stetson,  was  the  Preceptress, 
t  3 
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She  was  a  faithful  and  capable  teacher,  and  her  discontinuance 
was  altogether  owing  to  her  unaccountable  preference  for  an- 
other position.  She  was  followed  by  Miss  Emaline  Dryer,  whose 
earnest  and  devoted  labor  of  six  years  was  terminated  by  her 
resignation  in  December,  1870.  She  was  succeeded  by  the  sister 
of  her  predecessor.  Miss  Myra  A.  Osband,  who  seems  so  well 
fitted  for  her  present  position,  and  is  performing  her  difficult 
and  laborious  duties  so  well,  that  her  appointment  must  be  con- 
sidered as  highly  fortunate  for  the  Institution. 

THE  MODEL  SCHOOL  AND  ITS  TEACHERS. 

Ten  years  ago  the  Model  School  was  just  rejoicing  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  High-School  grade.  At  its  head  was  Charles 
F.  Childs,  afterward  Principal  of  the  St.  Louis  High  School. 
He  was  a  man  of  rare  power,  both  as  a  teacher  and  as  a  disciplin- 
arian. He  awakened  within  his  pupils  his  own  glowing  enthusi- 
asm and  indomitable  energy.  His  early  death,  in  the  very  flush 
of  a  brilliant  success,  was  an  irreparable  loss  to  the  profession. 
In  the  Primary  School  was  Miss  Livonia  E.  Ketcham,  an  earn- 
est and  sympathetic  teacher,  who  persuaded  the  little  ones  by 
her  intense  and  kindly  interest  in  them,  and  thus  prepared  them 
to  receive  her  instructions  and  inspired  them  to  think  for  them- 
selves. But  she  went  the  common  way  and  married.  Her  suc- 
cessor was  Miss  Marion  Hammond,  a  graduate  of  the  St.  Louis 
Normal  School.  She  was  able,  methodical,  conscientious,  ef- 
ficient. Under  her  mild  but  vigorous  rule,  order  and  regularity 
became  the  watchwords  of  that  grade.  With  her.  the  love  of 
right  was  the  great,  all-controlling  motive.  In  short,  she  was  a 
lady  of  many  excellences,  and  that  fact  soon  became  apparent 
to  Mr.  William  L.  Pillsbury,  who  had  succeeded  Mr.  Childs 
in  the  High  School.  Mr.  Pillsbury,  then  a  recent  graduate  of 
Harvard  College,  entered  upon  his  duties  in  September,  1863. 
He  was  no  giant  in  bodily  size,  nor  was  his  aspect  so  venerable 
as  it  will  be  if  he  lives  to  be  seventy,  and  some  members  of  the 
Board  were  doubtful  of  the  experiment  of  putting  the  discipline 
of  the  High  School  into  the  hands  of  a  mere  stripling,  however 
thorough  his  scholarship.  But  the  experiment  was  tried,  and 
the  boy  was  not  long  in  becoming  master  of  the  situation.  He 
was  succeeded  in  September,  1870,  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Horton,  a 
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lady  of  extended  attainments,  superior  abilities,  and  straight- 
forward character.  She  continued,  however,  but  one  year  with 
us;  and  when  Professor  Coy  succeeded  her,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year,  we  knew  that  the  High  School  was  passing  into 
the  right  hands,  and  would  prosper,  as  it  has  done,  and  as  we 
hope  it  will  long  continue  to  do  under  the  same  Principal. 

The  Grammar  School,  as  a  separate  department,  was  organ- 
ized in  September,  1866.     Previous  to  that  time  the  Model 
School  was  entirely  under  the  supervision  of  the  Principal  of 
the  High  School.    All  this  time,  too,  the  school  had  included  all 
the  children  of  school  age  in  District  No.  2  of  the  town  of  Nor- 
mal.   But  as  the  village  increased,  and  the  number  of  children 
multiplied,  the  rooms  at  the  University  became  too  small  for 
their  accommodation.    Accordingly,  a  school-house  was  built  by 
the  district,  and  in  April,  1867,  the  Grammar  and  Intermediate 
grades  of  the  Model  School  were  removed  to  the  new  building. 
While  these  grades  were  yet  in  the  University  Building,  Mr.  E. 
P.  Burlingham,  then  of  Geneseo,  was  appointed  to  conduct  the 
Grammar  grade.    But  the  first  Principal  in  the  new  building 
was  Mr.  John  W.  Cook.    He  continued  in  the  position  for  two 
years,  and  was  succeeded  in  September,  1868,  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Carter.    Under  these  two  gentlemen  the  Grammar  School  be- 
came a  popular  and  efficient  institution, —  well  graded,  thorough- 
ly organized,  and  marked  by  a  vigorous  and  positive  powder.  At 
the  beginning  of  Mr.  Carter's  principalship,  the  arrangement 
by  which  the  children  of  school  age  belonging  to  District  No.  2 
of  the  town  of  Normal  had  been  taught  in  the  Model  School 
was  annulled  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State 
:  of  Illinois,  and  the  University  ceased  to  exercise  control  over 
\  the  new  building  erected  by  the  district.    For  the  last  two  years 
■  the  Grammar  grade  has  been  conducted  by  Mr.  B.  W.  Baker,  a 
I  representative  of  Southern  Illinois,  and  a  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
:  versity  in  the  year  1870.    Mr.  Baker  has  very  creditably  car- 
it  ried  the  load  thus  far,  and  I  think  it  is  the  universal  belief  that 
he  is  able  to  stand  up  under  it  for  some  time  to  come. 

In  June,  1868,  when  our  charge  over  the  district  school  ceased, 
I  the  labors  of  Miss  Edith  T.  Johnson  as  Principal  of  the  Primary 
were  closed  by  her  resignation.    Miss  Johnson  possessed  rare 
qualities  as  a  teacher, —  among  them  unbounded  earnestness  and 
energy.    She  had  succeeded  Miss  Hammond  in  September^  1865, 
-  and  had  consequently  been  in  the  school  three  years.    Her  ad- 
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vent  had  been  an  era  for  good  in  the  history  of  our  Primary 
School.  She  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Lucia  Kingsley  ;  but,  after 
two  years  of  gentle,  faithful  and  efficient  service,  she.  too.  was 
whelmed  in  the  matrimonial  tide,  preferring  Indiana  with  a  hus- 
band to*  Illinois  with  single  blessedness.  For  the  last  year  this 
grade  has  been  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Martha  E.  Hughes. 
She  has  taken  hold  of  the  work  with  ardor,  and  has  conducted 
the  teaching  on  sound  principles. 

Since  September.  1866,  Mrs.  Martha  I).  L.  Haynie  has  been 
employed  in  the  Model  School,  some  of  the  time  as  assistant  in 
the  High  School,  and  some  of  the  time  as  teacher  of  French  and 
of  English  Grammar  and  Rhetoric.  She  has  labored  with  great 
assiduity,  and  has  shrunk  from  no  work  that  has  been  assigned 
her.  The  Intermediate  School,  as  a  separate  grade,  was  kept  up 
for  two  years,  beginning  in  September,  1866.  Miss  Olive  A. 
Rider  was  the  first  Principal,  and,  after  one  year's  service,  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Martha  Foster.  Both  ladies  were  graduates 
of  the  Institution,  and  highly  esteemed  as  worthy  women  and 
successful  teachers.

Besides  these  more  permanent  employes  of  the  Board,  many 
persons  have  from  time  to  time  been  temporarily  engaged  in 
leaching  here.  Among  these  have  been  Professor  C.  I).  Wil- 
bur, the  founder  of  the  Museum  of  Natural  History;  Mr.  L.  B. 
Kellogg,  who  left  us  in  1865,  to  become  distinguished  as  the 
first  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School  of  Kansas;  Miss 
Bandtisia  Wakefield,  now  of  the  High  School,  Winterset, 
Iowa:  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Burrill,  now  Professor  of  Botany  in  the 
Industrial  University  at  Champaign;  Mr.  John  H.  Thompson. 
whose  untimely  death  we  have  since  been  called  upon  to  mourn; 
Miss  Fanny  L.  I).  Strong,  of  Massachusetts,  who  tilled  the  in- 
terval between  the  resignation  of  Miss  Margaret  Osband  and 
the  appointment  of  Miss  Dryer;  Mr.  Oscar  F.  McKim.  now  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  for  Macon  county;  Miss  Euthie  E. 
Barker,  now  of  the  High  School  at  Alton;  Mr.  Melancthon 
Wakefield,  now  of  Sioux  City,  Iowa;  Mr.  John  E.  Edwards, 
afterward  Principal  of  the  schools  in  Hyde  Park,  and  of  a  Gram- 
mar School  in  Peoria,  and  since  cut  off  by  consumption  in  the 
midst  of  his  usefulness;  Miss  Letitia  A.  Mason,  afterward  a 
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successful  teacher  in  Pontiac,  and  now,  I  understand,  on  the 
verge  of  blossoming  into  a  Doctor  of  Medicine;  Miss  Mary  Pen- 
nell,  afterward  ;i  student  at  Vassar,  and  now  a  teacher  in  the 
Peoria  County  Normal  School;  and  Mr.  L.  A.  Chase,  who  lias 
assisted  in  the  Normal  Department  during  the  term  just  closed. 

THE  MUSEUM  OF  NATURAL  HISTORY. 

The  Museum  of  Natural  History,  formerly  belonging  to  the 
Illinois  Natural-History  Society,  was  in  1871  transferred  to  the 
state,  and  is  now  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
It  is  an  extremely  valuable  collection,  worth  in  money,  as  has 
been  estimated,  nearly  81  (HI. 000.  Cabinets  for  the  use  of  any  of 
the  public  schools  in  the  state  are  made  up  and  labeled,  and 
furnished  gratuitously,  or  in  exchange  for  local  specimens,  when- 
ever there  is  a  demand  for  such  cabinets.  The  first  collections 
for  the  Museum  were  made  by  Prof.  C.  D.  Wilber.  who,  under 
the  Natural -Hi story  Society,  had  charge  of  the  Museum  for  sev- 
eral years.  He  was  followed  by  Major  John  W.  Powell,  whose 
Colorado  explorations  have  since  become  so  famous,  and  whose 
name  has  become  indissolubly  connected  with  that  remarkable 
country.  For  the  last  year  it  has  been  under  the  care  of  Dr. 
George  Vasey,  now  of  the  Agricultural  Department  at  Wash- 
ington. Dr.  Vasey  has  been  diligent  and  faithful  in  the  care  of 
the  Museum,  and  his  labors  have  largely  added  to  the  value  and 
order  of  the  collection. 

I  believe  I  have  now  named  every  person  who  has  ever  been 
employed,  for  any  considerable  time,  as  an  instructor  in  this  In- 
stitution. Altogether  they  number  sixty-five.  So  far  as  they 
are  known  to  me.  they  are.  on  the  whole:  persons  .of  eminent 
worth  and  of  good  abilities.  Many  of  them,  since  leaving  us,  have 
been  appointed  to  positions  of  honor  and  usefulness  in  other 
places.  Intelligent  and  virtuous  communities  have  thus  borne 
testimony  to  their  superior  intellectual  standing.  By  their  ear- 
nest labors  and  virtuous  characters,  they  have  helped  to  build 
up  the  University,  and  to  give  it  whatever  of  power  for  good  it 
possesses.  To  catalogue  their  names  as  I  have  attempted  to  do. 
and  to  speak  a  word  in  deserved  praise  of  such  of  them  as  I 
have  known,  is  a  very  slight  return  for  the  good  the}'  have  done 
to  the  state  and  the  profession.  t

DECENNIAL  ADDRESS. 


MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

In  such  an  institution  as  ours,  the  ability  and  character  of  the 
instructors  is  a  matter  of  the  very  first  importance.  If  it  is  at 
at  all  times  true  that  "the  teacher  makes  the  school",  in  the 
normal  it  is  perhaps  doubly  so.  Here  the  character  of  the 
teacher  ought  to  be  specially  fit  for  reproduction.  The  methods 
he  employs  ought  to  be  worthy  of  imitation,  not  in  form,  but  in 
spirit.  And  yet,  even  here,  the  teacher  is  not  sufficient  unto 
himself.  The  full  success  of  such  an  enterprise  as  this  demands 
the  help  of  other  functionaries.  And  so  it  comes  to  pass  that 
we  owe  to  the  members  of  our  superintending  Board  a  heavy 
and  lasting  debt  of  gratitude.  Upon  that  Board  there  is  at  least 
one  man  who  has  been  a  member  continuously  from  the  creation 
of  the  body  in  1857  down  to  the  present  time:  I  refer  to  the 
Hon.  Samuel  W.  Moulton,  of  Shelby ville.  He  voted  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  legislature  that  the  school  should  be,  and  ever  since, 
except  when  serving  the  people  in  Congress,  he  has  voted  twice 
a  year,  as  one  of  its  legal  guardians,  that  it  should  be  cherished 
and  sustained.  And  for  thirteen  out  of  his  fifteen  years  of  mem- 
bership he  has  been  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Board,  having 
been  elected  to  that  dignity  seven  times  in  succession.  If  to  be 
always  a  firm,  influential,  unflinching  friend  is  a  thing  of  any 
worth,  then  the  services  of  Mr.  Moulton  have  been  of  inex- 
pressible value  to  the  Normal  University.  The  only  other  man 
that  has  ever  enjoyed  the  honor  of  being  President  of  the  Board 
of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  the  Hon.  Ninian  W.  Ed- 
wards, of  Springfield,  who  was  elected  in  1857,  and  served  for 
two  years.  I  was  not  personally  conversant  with  the  labors  of 
this  gentleman  in  behalf  of  Free  Schools.  But  we  have  abund- 
ant evidence  that  they  were  most  important  in  character,  and 
were  rendered  at  a  period  so  critical  that  without  them  the 
enterprise  must,  for  the  time  at  least,  have  failed. 

After  our  honored  President,  the  next  in  rank  in  respect  to 
length  of  service  is  Dr.  Bateman,  the  State  Superintendent  and 
-Secretary.  If  the  purpose  of  these  personal  allusions  were  to 
keep  before  the  community  the  names  of  men  who  might  other- 
wise be  forgotten,  then  mention  of  Newton  Bateman  would  be 
superfluous.    The  author  of  five  reports  that  have  by  common 
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consent,  East  and  West,  been  recognized  as  among  the  ablest 
ever  written  by  an  American,  does  not  need  to  be  rescued  from 
impending  oblivion  by  a  formal  introduction  to  this  intelligent 
audience.  Illinois  has  high  cause  to  be  proud  of  the  man  to 
whom,  for  fourteen  years,  she  has  intrusted  the  lead  in  her  edu- 
cational enterprises.  And  let  no  friend  of  the  Normal  Univer- 
sity forget  that  he  has  stood  by  the  institution,  through  evil  re- 
port and  through  good,  and  has  always  given  emphatic  help,  by 
counsel  and,  when  necessary,  by  public  defense. 

Next  among  the  present  incumbents  come  Dr.  Calvin  Goudy, 
of  Taylorville,  and  Hon.  W.  H.  Green,  of  Cairo.  Dr.  Goudy 
was  a  member  of  the  legislature  when  the  law  establishing  the 
Institution  was  passed,  and  the  success  of  the  measure  was 
largely  due  to  his  persistent  fidelity.  He  has  been  a  faithful 
and  pains-taking  member,  patient  in  the  inspection  of  details 
very  necessary  to  be  known,  but  from  which  most  men  shrink. 
In  his  support  of  the  Institution  he  has  been  generous,  hearty, 
and  unselfish.  Judge  Green  has  given  us  the  benefit,  for  eleven 
years,  of  his  eminent  legal  attainments  and  of  his  great  personal 
and  political  influence. 

On  this  day,  we  certainly  ought  not  to  pass  over  in  silence 
the  names  of  those  gentlemen  who,  after  many  years  of  eminent 
service  on  the  Board,  have  retired  therefrom.  Among  these, 
honorable  prominence  must  be  assigned  to  William  H.  Wells, 
Esq.,  of  Chicago.  Mr.  Wells  was  appointed  as  one  of  the  orig- 
inal members,  and  continued  in  office  for  twelve  years.  He 
brought  to  it  a  large  experience  and  a  high  reputation,  earned  in 
prominent  educational  positions,  East  and  West,  together  with 
an  unwavering  interest  in  the  subject  of  education.  During  his 
long  term  of  service,  I  am  sure  I  may  truly  say  that  he  held  be- 
fore his  mind,  in  every  counsel  that  he  gave  and  in  every  vote 
that  he  cast,  only  the  good  of  the  Institution.  We  parted  from 
him  as  from  an  old  and  tried  friend. 

The  only  member  who  died  while  in  office  was  the  late  la- 
mented Henry  Wing,  M.D.,  of  Collinsville.  Dr.  Wing  was  a 
rare  man,  singularly  pure  and  honest,  kind  and  gentle,  and 
withal  possessing  thorough  culture  and  extended  scholarship; 
and  we  are  glad  to  lay  upon  his  tomb  this  brief  and  simple  trib- 
ute of  an  affectionate  remembrance. 

Of  former  members,  now  retired,  there  were  also  .Flavel 
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Moseley,  of  Chicago;  Hon.  John  R.  Eden,  of  Sullivan;  Simeon 
Wright,  of  Kinmundy;  George  Bunsen,  of  Belleville;  John  J. 
Gillespie,  of  Ste.  Marie;  Geo.  P.  Rex,  M.D.,  of  Perry;  Daniel 
Wilkins.  of  Bloomington ;  Hon.  C.  B.  Denio,  of  Scales  Mound; 
Albert  R.  Shannon,  of  Carmi ;  Hon.  Wesley  Sloan,  of  Gol- 
conda;  Hon.  Joel  S.  Post,  of  Decatur;  Hon.  Thomas  J.  Pick- 
ett, of  Rock  Island ;  J.  W.  Sheahan.  of  Chicago ;  J.  W.  Schweppe, 
of  Alton ;  Hon.  Joseph  Medill,  of  Chicago ;  Charles  P.  Tag- 
gart,  of  Peoria  ;  Hon.  T.  J.  Turner,  of  Freeport;  Walter  M. 
Hatch,  of  Bloomington;  Kersey  H.  Fell,  of  Bloomington; 
Elias  C.  Dupuy,  M.D.,  of  Freeport;  Hon.  Jesse  H.  Moore,  of 
Decatur.  Most  of  these  rendered  in  their  time  efficient,  and 
some  of  them  very  important  service.  A  few  of  them  found  it 
impossible  to  attend  the  meetings,  and  on  that  account  sent  in 
their  resignations. 

Besides  those  already  named,  there  are  now  on  the  Board, 
Hon.  Walter  L.  Mayo,  of  Albion,  appointed  in  1865,  and  reap- 
pointed in  1871;  Enoch  A.  Gastman,  of  Decatur,  appointed  in 
1871, — a  graduate  of  the  first  class,  and  the  first  graduate  ever  ap- 
pointed on  the  Board;  Thomas  R.  Leal,  of  Urbana,  appointed  in 
in  1805,  and  reappointed  in  1871  ;  Charles  F.  Noetling,  of  Belle- 
ville, appointed  in  1871  ;  George  C.Clarke, of  Chicago, appointed 
in  1869;  John  H.  Foster,  M.D.,  of  Chicago,  appointed  in  1865, 
and  reappointed  in  1  ST  1  ;  Edward  L.  Wells,  of  Oregon,  ap- 
pointed in  1871;  N,  E.  Worthington,  of  Peoria,  appointed  in 
1869.  and  reappointed  in  1871  ;  Wineield  S.  Coy,  of- Normal, 
appointed  in- 1869 ;  and  our  ohh  substantial,  many  times  tried 
friends,  Jesse  W.  Fell,  of  Normal,  appointed  in  1867.  and  B.  G. 
Roots,  of  Tamaroa.  appointed  in  1865,  and  reappointed  in  1871. 

Besides  Dr.  Bateman,  there  have  been  two  Secretaries  — W.  H. 
Powell  and  Rev.  John  P.  Brooks.  With  Mr.  Brooks,  who  was 
elected  in  1862  and  served  for  two  years,  1  had  personal  ac- 
quaintance and  official  relations,  which  were  alw  ays  of  the  pleas- 
antest. 

PERMANENT  CHARACTER  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

From  the  facts  thus  far  stated,  it  is  apparent  that  the  policy 
and  movements  of  the  Institution  have  had  in  them  an  element 
of  permanence.    Since-  the  graduation  of  the  first  class,  there 
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has  been  but  one  President  of  the  Board  of  Education, —  a  pe- 
riod, as  we  have  stated,  of  thirteen  years.  Two  members  of  the 
Faculty  have  served  almost  from  the  beginning,  and  three 
more  have  served  for  ten  years  each.  On  the  Board  are  two 
members  of  eleven  years'  standing  each.  Four  more  have  al- 
ready entered  upon  a  second  term  of  six  years.  Reappointmeni 
has  been  the  rule,  and  single  terms  the  exception.  And  even 
the  Secretary,  who  is  dependent  for  his  position  upon  the  suf- 
frages of  the  people,  has  been  continuous  to  a  degree  seldom 
reached  by  an  elective  officer.  The  Normal  University  has  some 
times  been  outshone  by  more  dazzling  luminaries,  but  its  milder 
light  has  been  liable  to  no  sudden  extinction  or  obscuration. 

These  evidences  of  permanence  are  cheering,  for  they  indicate 
the  deep  purpose  of  the  people  of  Illinois  to  carry  forward  suc- 
cessfully the  enterprise  of  popular  education.  The  legislature 
has  had  seven  or  eight  opportunities  of  closing  this  school,  ei- 
ther by  direct  legislative  provision  or  by  withholding  the  need- 
ed supplies.  It  has  done  neither.  We  have  not  only  been  suf- 
fered to  exist,  but  we  have  also  been  cherished  and  sustained. 
Criticism  there  has  been  in  abundance,  some  of  it  reasonable  and 
suggestive,  and  other  some  as  wild  and  unmeaning  as  the  chat- 
tering of  blackbirds,  or  the  perennial  expectorations  of  a  chronic 
scold.  But  the  whole  has  been  useful  to  the  Institution.  By 
the  judicious  sort  we  have  been  led  to  .needed  reforms;  by  the 
other  we  have  been  led  not  to  court  men's  praises  nor  to  dread 
their  censures,  but  to  rely  upon  honest,  faithful  work  and  a  sin- 
cere purpose  for  our  success,  both  in  deed  and  before  the  world. 

AIMS  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

The  Institution  has  aimed  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Schools 
of  Illinois.  This  aim  has  been  largely  the  guide  of  its  move- 
ments. In  some  cases,  a  different  course  has  been  proposed  for 
Normal  Schools.  Some  times  a  theory  has  first  been  established 
as  to  what  such  an  institution  should  be,  and  the  great  pur- 
pose thereafter  is  to  shape  things  in  conformity  to  that  theory. 
Perhaps  the  central  point  of  the  theory  is  that  the  purpose  of 
the  school  is  to  prepare  teachers.  Hence  it  is  logically  inferred 
that  it  must  teach  nothing  but  the  science  of  education.  Each 
student  mast  be  already  master  of  all  the  needed  knowledge,  or 
he  must  be  remanded  to  some  other  school  to  secure  it.  or  he  is 
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to  spend  time  in  discussing  mental  processes  and  modes  of  study 
before  knowing  by  any  experience  what  these  phrases  mean. 
But  every  practical  man  knows  that  in  all  communities  there 
are  many  ill-qualified  teachers.  They  need  instruction  not  only 
in  the  Philosophy  of  Education,  but  also  in  the  very  rudiments 
of  Arithmetic  and  the  English  Language.  They  are  employed 
by  scores  and  hundreds  in  every  state  of  the  Union.  When 
these  are  collected  in  any  number  in  a  Normal  School  (as  they 
may  be  if  they  are  allowed  to  attend  for  short  periods  of  time), 
what  shall  be  done  for  them?  Shall  they  be  required  to  give 
three  years  to  the  Philosophy  of  Education?  Such  a  requisi- 
tion will  have  the  effect  of  Hotspur's  call  to  the  spirits; — they 
will  not  come.  But  they  will  mend  their  imperfect  knowledge 
of  positive  science  as  best  they  may,  and  then  teach  three-fourths 
of  all  the  schools.  And  the  Normal  graduate,  with  three  years 
of  the  Science  of  Teaching,  if  a  small  remnant  can  be  induced 
to  stay  so  long,  will  find  it  impossible  at  last  to  dislodge  these 
hand-to-mouth  incumbents.  The  wise  course  for  the  Normal 
School  is  to  receive  these  unfinished  teachers,  and  hold  them  as 
long  as  possible.  Let  help  be  given  them  wherever  it  is  need- 
ed, whether  in  the  knowledge  of  the  subjects  to  be  taught,  or  of 
the  science  and  art  of  imparting  instruction.  It  is  wise  to  do 
this,  because  these  are  the  teachers  in  fact  and  will  be,  whether 
qualified  or  not.  and  every  particle  of  culture  imparted  to  them 
will  be  so  much  clear  gain  for  the  schools. 

This  course  the  Normal  University  has  endeavored  to  pursue. 
Not  forgetting  the  high  ideal  of  Normal  instruction,  it  has  nev- 
ertheless labored  to  take  hold  of  the  actual  problems  about  it. 
Its  methods  have  been  shaped  to  meet  the  necessities  every 
where  apparent.  It  has  endeavored  to  stand  at  the  nexus  be- 
tween the  highest  Philosophy  of  Education  and  the  daily  needs 
of  our  common  schools. 

A TTEN  DANCE  U  PON  IN STITUTES. 

For  this  reason,  we  have  done  what  we  could  in  promoting 
teachers'  institutes,  and  in  conducting  them.  Most  of  the  coun- 
ties in  the  state  have  been  visited  by  some  of  the  Normal  Fac- 
ulty for  the  purpose  of  lecturing  upon  educational  topics,  and 
giving  instruction  at  institutes.  Fifty-eight  counties  have  been 
visited,  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  institutes  have  been  at- 
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tended,  and  three  hundred  addresses  delivered  by  the  President; 
Professor  Hewett  has  visited  forty-three  counties  for  institute 
purposes,  has  given  instruction  at  seventy-five  institutes,  1ms  de- 
livered eighty-three  addresses  on  education;  Dr.  SEWALL  has 
visited  thirty-five  counties,  attended  sixty-two  institutes,  and 
delivered  seventy  addresses;  Professor  Metcalf  has  attended 
forty-nine  institutes,  and  addressed  thirty  meetings.  Other 
members  of  the  Faculty  have  instructed  at  thirty-two  institutes 
and  delivered  twenty  addresses.  Thus  we  have  an  aggregate  of 
349  institutes  and  503  addresses;  —  an  excellent  indication  of 
the  patience  of  the  people,  if  nothing  else.  It  ought  to  be  added 
that,  of  the  institutes,  the  same  one  has  some  times  been  attended 
by  two  of  the  Faculty. 

STATE  TEACHERS'  INSTITUTE. 

There  have  been  several  sessions  of  the  Illinois  State  Teach- 
ers' Institute.  The  first  was  held  in  September.  1863,  continu- 
ing for  four  weeks,  and  was  attended  by  fifteen  persons.  The 
second  was  held  in  August,  1804,  and  was  attended  by  127  mem- 
bers. In  August,  1867,  another  session  was  held,  and  continued 
four  wrecks.  The  attendance  was  255,  representing  63  counties 
in  Illinois.  A  pamphlet  of  174  pages  was  printed  at  the  expense 
of  the  members,  containing  as  extended  a  setting-forth  of  the 
work  done  at  the  Institute  as  it  was  possible  for  the  instructors 
to  prepare.  This  pamphlet  has  been  greatly  in  demand  among 
teachers,  but  has  been  for  some  time  out  of  print.  The  session 
of  1868  continued  two  weeks,  with  an  attendance  of  248,  repre- 
senting fifty  counties  in  Illinois.  It  began  August  3d.  In  1869. 
there  was  a  session  of  tw.o  weeks,  beginning  August  9th.  The 
attendance  was  291.  representing  55  counties  in  Illinois,  and 
three  other  states.  I  n  1 870,  the  session  of  two  weeks  commenced 
August  8th.  It  numbered  242.  The  last  session  was  held  in 
August,  1871,  and  continued  two  week's,  beginning  August  7th- 
The  membership  numbered  215,  representing  44  counties  of  Illi- 
nois, and  four  other  states. 

Instruction  has  been  given  at  these  institutes  by  the  Normal 
Faculty,  and  by  the  following  persons  besides:  Mrs.  Mary  H. 
Smith,  of  Oswego,  N.Y.,  in  Geography;  Mr.  Orrin  Eeynolds,  of 
Chicago,  in  Penmanship;  Mr.  J.  H.  Blodgett,  of  Eockford,  in 
Natural  History;  Dr.  Miller,  of  Marengo,  and  Mr.  H.  E. 
Palmer,  of  Chicago,  in  Music;  Mr.  H.  L.  Boltwood,  of  Prince- 
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ton,  in  Grammar;  Mr.  Aaron  Gove,  of  Normal,  in  the  Grading 
of  Schools;  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Powell,  of  Aurora,  in  Language 
Lessons.  Lectures  have  been  given  by  Professor  D.  IS".  Camp, 
of  Connecticut;  Dr.  Gilman,  of  El  Paso;  Dr.  Bateman,  of 
Springfield;  Dr.  Gregory,  of  Champaign;  Professor  Boltwood. 
of  Princeton;  and  also  by  members  of  the  Normal  Faculty. 

It  is  an  indication  of  the  value  of  this  Institute  that  a  number 
of  able  and  successful  teachers  have  attended  every  meeting 
from  the  beginning,  and,  as  we  understand  them,  intend  to  con- 
tinue. Its  example,  too,  has  been  followed  by  many  of  the  coun- 
ties. Under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Superintendent,  brief 
•Normal  Schools"  have  of  late  years  been  held  in  many  places, 
to  the  great  improvement  of  the  profession. 

This  year  we  propose  to  hold  another  session  of  the  Institute. 
By  suggestion  of  Dr.  Bateman,  it  will  have  special  reference  to 
the  demands  of  the  new  school-law.  The  programme  of  exer- 
cises has  been  published  in  the  educational  journals  and  else- 
where. Especial  attention  is  given  to  the  Natural  Sciences,  as 
required  by  the  new  law.  Ample  help  has  been  secured  for 
teaching  every  branch  that  needs  to  be  represented.  The  session 
will  begin  on  Tuesday,  August  13th,  and  continue  three  weeks* 

E I  >TTQ  AT  I  ( >X  A  L  PROGRESS. 

During  these  years  there  has  been  much  progress  in  educa- 
tional affairs.  New  theories  have  been  broached.  Changes  in 
methods  have  been  proposed  and  urged.  All-healing  remedies 
for  educational  ills  have  been  advertised.  Many  of  the  reforms 
proposed  have  been  good.  But  some  of  the  new  light  has  been 
of  the  meteoric  style.  It  has  been  held  that  new  schemes,  high- 
sounding  theories,  have  some  times  been  hailed  by  men  and 
institutions  for  the  purpose  of  bolstering  up  therewith  waning 
reputations,  and  of  galvanizing  defunct  influence  into  a  sem- 
blance of  life.  But  it  is  wisest  and  most  pleasant  to  dwell  on 
the  other  and  more  insrjiring  fact,  that  earnest  men,  seeing  the 
value  of  some  new  idea,  have  given  to  its  propagation  the  best 
energies  of  their  lives,  without  a  thought  of  the  effect  upon  their' 
own  fortunes. 

*  Since  the  above  was  written,  the  Institute  has  been  held.  It  numbered 
about  -JOO,  and  was  chiefly  devoted  to  the  natural  sciences,  as  announced. 
The  Illinois  Teacher  declares  that  "no  previous  session  has  equaled  this  in 
interest." 
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But  for  an  institution  like  this,  which  rests  under  a  constant 
responsibility  to  a  great  state,  it  is  hardly  wise  to  fall  to  experi- 
menting upon  every  new  method  that  may  be  invented.  There 
are  persons  whose  business  it  seems  be  to  try  on  the  new  boots 
proposed  for  pedagogic  feet.  And  after  they  have  been  proved 
to  be  a  fit,  they  are  always  to  be  easily  had  for  respectable  wear- 
ing. It  is  time  enough  for  the  adoption  of  a  new  method  by  a 
great  institution  when  it  has  been  proved  to  be  of  some  worth. 
Thus  the  Normal  University  has  run  into  no  mere  untried  novel- 
ties, nor  has  it  knowingly  rejected  a  valuable  improvement 
because  of  its  newness.    It  has  not  been 

"the  first  by  whom  the  niw  is  tried, 
Nor  vet  the  last  to  lay  the  old  aside." 

NUMBER  OF  PUPILS. 

Since  the  founding  of  the  Institution,  there  have  been  in  the 
Normal  School,  for  a  longer  or  a  shorter  time,  2617  pupils,  making 
the  admissions  on  an  average  174^  per  year.  But  for  the  last 
two  years  the  admissions  have  averaged  26(j§  per  year.  In  the 
Model  School  the  total  attendance  has  been  262(i. 

G  R  A.DUATES.    DE  ATH-ROLL. 

The  number  of  graduates,  counting  those  of  the  present  year, 
has  been  two  hundred  in  the  Normal,  and  seventeen  in  the  High 
School.  Of  these  there  are  deceased  ten,  all  from  the  Normal, 
as  follows:  Frances  A.  Peterson  and  Joseph  G.  Howell,  of  the 
first  class;  Sophie  J.  Crist  and  Amanda  O.  Noyes,  of  the  second 
class  (being  all  the  ladies  connected  with  that  class) ;  John  H. 
Thompson,  of  the  fourth  class;  John  E.  Edwards,  of  the  eighth 
class;  Elma  Valentine,  of  the  ninth  class;  Alice  Emmons,  of 
the  eleventh  class;  E.  Morris  Waterman  and  Henry  F.  Hol- 
comb,  of  the  twelfth  class.  When  time  has  softened  the  remem- 
brance of  our  bereavements, —  when  the  grass  has  grown  and 
the  flowers  have  long  blossomed  over  the  graves  of  our  departed 
friends, —  there  is  a  melancholy  pleasure  in  recurring  to  their 
history,  and  in  dwelling  upon  their  characters  and  upon  the  ties 
that  bound  them  to  us.  But  the  heart-wounds  in  some  of  these 
cases  are  yet  green, —  the  eyes  that  wept  over  the  new-made 
graves  are  scarcely  dry.  And  so  the  memory  has  not  yet  lost 
its  bitterness, —  there  is  an  anguish  that  as  yet  comes  with  the 
mention  of  these  names. 
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And  what  can  we  do  for  our  beloved  dead?  Neither  our 
praises  nor  our  censures  have  power  to  affect  their  present  state. 
But  we  cherish  their  memories  and  emulate  their  virtues.  And 
this  is  no  small  thing.  To  call  over  in  loving  accents  the  names 
of  the  departed  ones, —  to  speak  of  them,  on  these  days  of  our 
great  assembling,  with  subdued  voice  and  sympathizing  heart, 
is  an  ennobling  discipline  to  ourselves,  and  is  the  only  way  left 
us  of  honoring  them. 

AMOUNT  OF  TEACHING. 

From  letters  received  and  from  other  sources  of  information,  I 
have  knowledge  of  seventy -five  schools,  paying,  say,  $800  and 
upward  per  annum,  that  are  managed  by  students  of  ours,  either 
as  principals  or  superintendents.  The  true  number  is  undoubt- 
edly largely  in  excess  of  this,  but  the  means  of  reaching  the 
parties  are  wanting.  I  have  letters,  received  within  a  year,  from 
between  <><>0  and  TOO  of  our  pupils  who  are  engaged  in  teaching. 
This,  too.  is  t'ai*  below  the  true  number,  for  new  eases  come  to 
my  knowledge  from  time  to  lime. 

ABSENCE  OF  ADVENTITIOUS  HELPS. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  whatever  of  influence, —  of  power, 
or  of  jjrood, —  the  institution  lias  attained,  lias  been  secured  with- 
out  those  outward  aids  that  are  usually  considered  so  necessary. 
So  far  as  I  know,  not  a  prize  has  ever  been  given  in  this  Institu- 
tion for  any  exercise  whatever, —  unless,  indeed,  you  call  by 
t  hat  name  a  thorough  preparation  for  the  work  of  teaching,  by 
which  the  prize  of  success  is  secured.  Our  diploma  is  only 
awarded  after  a  long-continued,  laborious  mastery  of  a  certain 
amount  of  work. —  a  much  greater  amount  than  is  usually  de- 
manded of  teachers.  But  that  diploma  has  no  more  legal  force 
than  so  much  untanned  peltry.  No  county  or  state  superin- 
tendent is  directed  by  law  to  honor  it  by  granting  a  certificate 
of  any  grade  to  its  possessor.  The  finest  scholar  that  ever  stood 
upon  this  platform  is  liable,  with  his  parchment  in  his  hand,  to 
he  examined  and  rejected  by  some  county  superintendent  of 
limited  attainments.  We  have  never  asked  the  legislature  to 
come  to  our  aid  with  an  injunction  upon  the  examining  officers, 
directing  them  to  count  our  diploma  as  worth  something. 

And  I  have  yet  to  see  any  reason  for  regretting  this  fact.  I 
shall  be  sorry  to  see  the  day  when  our  pupils  shrink  from  any 
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reasonable  examination.  And  let  it  not  be  forgotten  that  our 
diploma  has  a  value,— a  value  greater  and  more  honorable  than 
all  the  laws  in  the  statute-book  eould  impart  to  it.  The  slight- 
est certificate  from  this  Institution  has,  I  am  often  assured,  a 
power,  but  it  is  a  power  that  depends  upon  moral  qualities, — 
upon  real  worth, —  and  not  upon  the  compulsory  provision  of  a 
legal  enactment.  I  do  not  mention  this  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
demning these  artificial  helps  to  pedagogic  locomotion.  But  I 
desire  to  state  the  fact  that  the  Normal- University  has  moved 
thus  far  without  them,  and  that  it  has  not  lacked  for  company 
on  its  march. 

COST  OF  THE  INSTITUTION. 

It  is  not  improper  to  notice  at  this  time  the  cost  of  this  Insti- 
tution to  the  people  of  Illinois.  This  is,  to  say  the  least  of  it, 
much  less  than  is  often  supposed.  In  the  last  Eeport  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Charities,  it  is  stated  that  the  education  of  every 
pupil  taught  here,  up  to  the  year  1870,  had  cost  $195.35.  But 
there  is  an  error  in  the  calculation.  In  estimating  the  cost, 
every  thing  is,  in  the  Report,  charged  against  us, —  appropria- 
tions made  by  the  state,  subscriptions  by  individuals, —  and  that 
for  all  purposes, —  building,  salaries,  books,  and  all  besides.  To 
this  is  added  the  amount  received  in  tuition  fees  in  the  Model 
School.  Now,  to  get  the  cost  per  pupil,  this  aggregate  of  $407,- 
117.45  is,  in  the  Eeport,  divided  by  2084,  the  number  of  pupils 
up  to  July.  1870,  in  the  Normal  Department  only,  in  stead  of 
4444,  the  number  in  both  departments  up  to  that  time.  The 
true  cost  per  pupil,  on  this  basis,  is  $91.61.* 

But  surely  another  view  of  this  may  be  taken.  The  question 
of  most  practical  importance  is,  "How much  has  the  school  cost 
the  state?"  Not  that  we  would  deny  the  propriety,  or  even  the 
necessity,  of  reckoning  and  accounting  for  the  money  obtained 
from  other  sources;  but  it  is  certainly  proper  to  consider  wThat 
sort  of  an  investment  this  institution  has  been  to  the  common- 
wealth. 

All  the  money  ever  received  from  the  state  up  to  July,  1870, 

*The  labors  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  and  of  my  friend  Rev.  F.

was  $2$T9,?40^3 .*  Tjiis  includes  every  dime  of  money  ever  paid 
from  the  state  treasury  to  this  Institution  up  to  that  time.  But 
the  propertyuiow  b.efonging  to  it.  and  owned  by  the  state, is 
worth* $31 2,000.  That  is.  the  State  of  Illinois  has  by  this  enter - 
prise^securCd  for  nothing  all  the  instruction  imparted  here,  and 
made  $32,259. 3J  besides.  --And  indeed,  the  gains  have  been  much 
greater  tha^i  this,  for  the  value  rvJ^t^e  Museum,  now  the  pro])erty 
of  the  state,,  i^s  nyt  jiere  j^mivtod. 

Taking-  whatNbits-'(been  paid  out  for  exirrent  expenses  since 
1857,  induing  receipts  from  ModeJ-.Sfehool.  \vc  find  the  amount 
to  be  $203£yl.32.  Di^Min-grthls''  by  4444.  the  total  number  of 
pupils  up  fo  1870.  and  Ave  have  $45.81  as  the  average  cost  per 
pupil.  Assuming  the  average  attendance  of  pupils  to  be  4-|- 
terms  eapn,  ;Ts  it  was  found  to  be  from  an  examination  of  434 
cases  tak£n  at  random,  and  we  have  as  the  expense  for  instruct* 
Lug  each  pupil  here,  including  cost  of  fuel,  janitor's  salary  and 
expenses,  books  and  stationery,  occasional  repairs'  expenses  of 
members  of  the  Board,  etc..  $10.18  per  term.  \ 

Thfse  are  some  of  the  tacts  in  the  history  of  t^te  Institution. 
,Of  couj-se.  they  might  have  been  largely  multiplied;  but  time 
will  not  permit.  This  brief  record  awakens  at  least  some  pleas- 
ant sug<*estions.  It  is  worth  something  to  haveflived  and  la- 
boreclsamid  the  intense  earnestness  of  these  scenes-.  That  every 
measure  adopted,  every  effort  put  forth,  every  method  employed; 
has  been  the  best  that  might  have  been,  no  one  Has  the  hardi- 
hood to  affirm.  And  I  am  far  from  claiming  that  oven  now  the 
Institution  is  in  all  particulars  the  best  that  can  be  conceived. 
Mistakes  have  been  made  in  the  past,  no  doubt.  Reforms  are 
demanded  at  this  moment,  and  no  effort  shall  be  spared  to  effect 
them.  But,  after  all  allowances  are  made,  after  every  deduc- 
tion, it  still  remains  true  that  the  work  thus  far  accomplished 
here  is  something  to  be  proud  of.  Its  .history  awakens  enthusi- 
asm in  the  minds  of  those  who  have  been  concerned  in  it. 
Something  has  certainly  been  done  for  t  he  advancement  of  pop-: 
ular  education;  something  of  permanent  value  lias  been  contrib- 
uted to  the  cause  of  sound  learning  and  thorough  teaching. 

*The  Institution  has  been  mainly  supported  by  the  interest  of  the  College 
and  Seminary  Fund.  This  has  usually  been  spoken  of  as  a  state  appropria- 
tion. It  is  included  in  the  above  enumeratioTiy  But  it  ought  to  he  known 
that  this  money  does  not  come  as  a  gift  from  the"  state  It  is  the  interest  on  a 
fund  donated  by  Congress  in  1818  foffihe  maintenance  of  a  state  institution  of 
learning.

Normal,  Illinois,  December  3d,  1872. 

The  Board  op  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  met  on 
Tuesday,  December  3d,  1872,  at  10  o'clock  a.m.  —  President 
Moulton  in  the  chair. 

Present  —  Messrs.  Fell,  Goudy,  Green,  Gastman,  Moulton, 
Roots,  and  Wells. 

On  motion,  E.  L.  Wells  was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tern. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  was,  on  mo- 
tion, dispensed  with. 

Mr.  Bateman,  Secretary  of  the  Board,  being  detained  by  sick- 
I  ness  in  his  family,  sent  a  communication  to  the  President  of  the 
I   Board,  reporting  his  action  upon  various  matters  committed  to 
J  him  at  the  last  meeting,  and  making  sundry  suggestions  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Board. 

I      The  letter  was  read  and  placed  on  file,  and  its  suggestions  ap- 
proved and  carried  out. 

I  President  Edwards,  by  invitation,  appeared,  and  read  his 
Y  stated  Semi- Annual  Report,  as  follows: 
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DECEMBER  3,  1872. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Gentlemen:  During  the  term  about  to  close,  the  number  of 
pupils  in  the  institution  has  been  462  —  277  in  the  Normal  and 
185  in  the  Model  School. 

Two  new  appointees  have  entered  upon  the  performance  of 
their  duties  since  your  last  meeting  —  Prof.  S.  A.  Forbes,  Curator 
of  the  Museum,  and  Miss  Gertrude  K.  Case,  Principal  of  the 
Primary  School.  The  former  was  regularly  appointed  to  his 
position  at  the  June  meeting,  but  Miss  Case  was  engaged  by  my- 
self to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Miss  Hughes. 
I  think  it  may  very  safely  be  said  that  the  duties  of  these  two 
positions  were  never  better  performed  than  they  are  by  the  pres- 
ent incumbents.  Both  of  the  parties  are  more  than  commonly 
well  fitted  for  the  work.  There  is  every  indication  that  both  ap- 
pointments will  prove  eminently  fortunate. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  for  enabling  our  pupils  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  new  school-law.  Brief  courses  in 
Human  Physiology,  Zoology  and  Natural  Philosophy  have  been 
already  given,  and  an  opportunity  to  join  the  classes  has  been 
given  to  all  the  students.  The  work  in  Natural  Philosophy  is 
now  going  on.  A  sufficient  amount  of  elementary  instruction 
is  given  in  each  subject  to  enable  the  student  to  give  profitable 
instruction  in  the  elements. 

I  have  purchased,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board,  books 
for  the  Eeference  Library,  to  the  value  of  $417.21.  The  pur- 
chase was  made  of  Messrs.  Hadley  Bros.,  Chicago,  and  the  terms 
are  very  favorable  to  the  institution.  For  our  guidance  in  se- 
lecting proper  books,  1  procured  the  catalogue  of  a  library  that 
seemed  to  me  exceedingly  well  chosen ;  and  at  a  meeting  of  the 
entire  faculty,  every  book  in  the  catalogue  was  passed  upon. 
Many  were  thrown  out  as  not  fit  or  not  needed,  and  others  were 
added.  The  list  thus  made  up  was  given  to  the  Messrs.  Hadley, 
and  something  more  than  half  of  the  selected  books  have  been 
furnished  for  the  sum  mentioned  above.  I  am  sure  that  we. 
could  not  have  done  better,  if  as  well,  in  New-York  City. 

Some  years  since,  a  copy  of  Eees's  Encyclopaedia  was  pur- 
chased in  Boston  for  a  very  small  sum.    The  volumes  greatly 
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need  binding,  and  if  it  meets  the  views  of  the  Board,  I  will  or- 
der it  done.  This  encyclopa)dia  contains  much  useful  informa- 
tion. Its  chief  drawback  is  that  it  was  published  forty  or  fifty 
years  ago.  There  are  also  other  books  that  need  rebinding.  A 
valuable  addition  has  been  made  to  the  scientific  books  in  the 
Museum.    This  will  be  found  set  forth  in  Prof.  Forbes's  report. 

During  the  present  term  I  have  given  much  more  attention 
than  heretofore  to  the  Model  School  and  the  pupil  teachers.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  term  classes  were  assigned  to  16  young 
ladies  and  15  young  men.  One  gentleman  and  two  ladies  have 
since  been  added,  as  new  gradings  were  made  and  classes  mul- 
tiplied. I  visit  every  class  as  often  as  possible,  remaining  some 
times  through  the  recitation-hour.  Any  defect  in  the  teaching 
or  governing  is  carefully  and  rigorously  noted  in  a  book  used 
for  the  purpose,  and  at  the  private  interview  which  always  suc- 
ceeds the  class  visit  the  criticisms  are  freely  and  fully  made  to 
the  young  teacher.  Besides  this,  two  meetings  are  held  each 
week,  one  for  the  primary  teachers  and  another  for  those  having 
classes  from  the  High  and  Grammar  Schools.  At  these  meet- 
ings I  am  able  to  present  general  criticisms,  to  discuss  general 
principles,  and  to  set  before  the  pupil-teachers  any  suggestions 
that  occur  to  me,  of  an  encouraging,  stimulating  or  inspiring 
character. 

At  these  meetings,  too,  each  pupil-teacher  is  liable  to  be  called 
upon  to  read  a  diary,  which  each  is  required  to  keep,  detailing 
the  work  of  each  day,  stating  the  subject  of  the  recitation,  point- 
ing out  the  difficulties  that  have  been  encountered,  the  methods 
by  which  they  have  been  surmounted,  the  various  expedients 
resorted  to  for  securing  an  interest  in  the  lesson,  and  the  modes 
of  reviewing  and  thus  rendering  permanent  the  acquisitions  of 
the  pupils.  These  diaries  are  found  to  be  useful  in  many  ways. 
They  turn  the  thoughts  of  the  young  teacher  to  his  methods 
and  to  the  details  of  his  teaching,  and  prevent  him  from  doing 
any  thing  thoughtlessly.  Besides,  the  record  itself  is  of  value, 
for  it  shows  what  has  been  done  every  day,  and  just  how  well 
it  has  been  done.  Thus  the  teacher  has  a  ready  means  of  deter- 
mining just  how  much  reviewing  is  needed,  and  what  part  of 
the  term's  work  needs  it  most.  At  each  visit,  too,  a  mark  is  en- 
tered into  the  same  book,  indicating  my  estimate  of  the  value  of 
the  young  teacher's  work- as  shown  in  that  recitation.  These 
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marks  are  upon  a  scale  of  10;  and  if  the  average  of  them  for  the 
term  is  less  than  7,  the  teaching  is  pronounced  unsuccessful,  and 
no  credit  is  allowed  for  it  on  the  school-ledger.  The  pupil-teach- 
ers are  divided  into  four  classes.  The  first  class  consists  of  those 
who  have  taught,  successfully,  four  terms,  unless  excused  for 
some  good  reason ;  the  second,  of  those  who  have  successfully 
taught  three  terms;  the  third,  two  terms;  and  the  fourth,  one. 

During  the  present  term,  classes  have  been  under  the  care  of 
Normal  pupils  as  follows: 

From  the  High  School,  one  class  in  algebra  and  one  in  ge- 
ometry. 

From  the  Grammar  School,  5  classes  in  spelling  and  sentence- 
writing;  2  classes  in  writing;  1  class  in  the  History  of  the 
United  States;  6  classes  in  reading;  4  classes  in  geography;  and 
5  classes  in  arithmetic. 

From  the  Primary  School,  3  classes  in  geography;  3  classes  in 
arithmetic;  1  class  in  singing;  and  2  classes  in  reading. 

All  the  appropriations  made  by  the  legislature  for  our  use  ex- 
pire on  the  first  of  July  next.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary  to 
secure  a  renewal  of  them.  For  our  current  expenses,  the 
amounts  that  we  have  been  receiving  for  the  last  two  years 
will  be  sufficient.    Those  amounts  are  as  follows: 

Twenty-three  twenty-fourths  of  the  interest  on  College 

and  Seminary  Funds  $12,444.09 

Additional  for  current  expenses   9,000.00 

For  Museum   3,000.00 

For  chemicals   1,500.00 

For  repairs    1,000.00 

For  fuel   750.00 

For  Library   750.00 

For  expenses  of  members  of  Board   500.00 

For  care  of  grounds   250.00 

For  janitor's  supplies   100.00 

These  are  all  annual  appropriations.  But,  besides  these  sums, 
we  also  need  the  following  specific  appropriations: 

For  heating  and  ventilation,  in  addition  to  $4,000  al- 
ready appropriated  :   $6,000.00 

For  deficit  in  current  expenses   0,915.00 

It  is  certainly  time  that  the  Normal  building  should  be  prop- 
erly ventilated.    Very  often  the  air  in  it  is  totally  unfit  to 
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breathe.  Teachers  and  pupils  are  compelled  to  sit  during  the 
long  hours  in  a  sea  of  loathsome  impurity.  With  all  the  care 
that  can  be  taken,  it  is  impossible  to  avoid  evil  results.  If,  in 
the  cold  months,  the  windows  are  opened,  in  the  hope  of  par- 
tially dispelling  the  cloud  of  offensive  gas,  then  comes  a  cold 
and  piercing  current,  bearing  the  seeds  of  pulmonary  ailments, 
and  causing  a  discordant  diapason  of  coughing.  For  the  State 
of  Illinois  the  amount  asked  for  is  insignificant;  but  the  effect  of 
enfeebled  health  and  exhausted  energies  upon  these  teachers  is 
most  disastrous,  and  the  privilege  of  breathing  pure  air  would 
be  of  incalculable  value  to  them.  And  not  to  them  alone,  but 
also  to  the  children  who  are  to  be  placed  under  their  tuition. 
In  the  school-room,  if  any  where,  bounding  health  is  needed.  A 
person  whose  lungs  have  been  permanently  poisoned  by  car- 
bonic acid  and  the  putridities  of  a  foul  atmosphere  is,  in  one 
very  important  respect,  unfitted  for  the  work  of  instruction. 

What  is  called  a  deficit  arose  in  the  following  manner :  The 
school  originally  went  into  operation  in  October,  1857.  It  re- 
ceived its  first  money  from  the  state  in  January,  1858.  Of 
course,  a  part  of  this  money  was  retrospectively  applied — 
enough  to  pay  the  current  expenses  for  two  months.  Thus  the 
matter  continued  year  after  year.  But  no  very  serious  incon- 
venience was  felt  so  long  as  we  received  our  whole  annual  ap- 
propriation in  January;  for,  after  paying  up  the  arrearages, 
there  was  always  money  enough  for  all  the  expenses  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  school  year.  But,  under  the  new  law,  we  re- 
ceive in  January  only  one  quarter  of  our  annual  appropriation. 
And  of  this,  nearly  the  whole  is  needed  for  arrearages.  So  that 
for  the  whole  year  we  are  kept  about  two  months  behind-hand 
with  all  our  payments.  What  we  ask  of  the  legislature  is 
merely  to  fill  up  this  gap.  We  ask  really  for  no  new  appropria- 
tion of  money;  we  only  ask  that  this  amount  be  paid  some  two 
months  earlier  than  it  is  by  the  present  arrangement. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion,  E.  A.  Gastman  was  appointed  a  member  pro  tern. 
of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

President  Edwards's  Eeport  on  the  Contingent  Fund  was  pre- 
sented, read,  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 
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Judge  Green,  on  behalf  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  approved  and  adopted: 

The  Auditing  Committee  report  that  they  have  examined  the 
underwritten  bills  of  N.  C.  Nason,  and  find  them  correct,  and 
recommend  that  they  be  paid :

In  pursuance  of  your  instructions,  I  advertised  for  sealed 
propositions  to  supply  the  University  with  200  tons  of  coal  for 
the  present  winter;  and  the  McLean  County  Coal  Company  hav- 
ing made  the  best  proposition,  I  contracted  with  that  company 
at  the  rate  of  $3.15  per  ton,  delivered  at  the  University  Building. 
By  the  accompanying  bill,  it  will  be  seen  that  185^^  tons  have 
been  delivered  in  pursuance  of  that  contract,  and  that  a  balance 
of  14T802Q  tons  yet  remains  to  be  delivered.  As  the  balance  of  the 
200  tons  may  be  needed,  and  as  coal  has  materially  advanced  since 
the  above  contract  was  made,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that 
an  order  be  issued  for  the  full  amount  of  the  200  tons  contracted 
to  be  delivered,  and  that  the  same  be  withheld  from  delivery  to 
the  company  till  the  remaining  14y8I)2u  tons  are  received.

Mr.  Forbes,  Curator  of  the  Museum,  read  the  following  as  his 

SEMI-ANNUAL  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

Gentlemen:  Upon  taking  possession,  on  the  first  of  last  July, 
of  the  Museum  of  Natural  History  which  is  under  your  control, 
I  made  a  careful  estimate  of  the  material  then  on  hand,  and  sub- 
mit the  following  list  as  the  result:

Total,  23,330  specimens,  representing  7,175  species. 

About  one-half  of  these  were  named,  and  about  one-fourth 
were  more  or  less  completely  catalogued. 

It  will  be  seen  that,  while  I  found  a  great  amount  of  work  that 
needed  doing  at  once,  yet  a  good  beginning  had  already  been 
made;  and  though  I  do  not  know  how  much  credit  is  due  to 
many  of  those  connected  with  the  Museum  in  the  past,  it  is  per- 
haps proper  to  say  that  Drs.  Sewall  and  Yasey  have  left  behind 
them  unmistakable  evidences  of  conscientious  and  thorough 
work.  What  they  have  done  seems  to  have  been  done  well  and 
in  the  right  direction. 

In  planning  my  work  for  the  half-year  before  me,  1  considered 
that  the  Museum  was  designed, 

1st.  To  interest  casual  visitors  in  the  subject  of  Natural  His- 
tory, and  to  give  such  information  as  might  be  gained  by  a  mere 
survey  of  its  contents ;  and 

2d.  To  afford  the  aid  of  specimens  and  works  of  reference  to 
the  scientific  student  wishing  to  make  a  thorough  study  of  any 
branch  of  Natural  History. 

For  the  first  it  was  necessary  that  the  specimens  should  be 
marked  with  the  common  a3  well  as  the  scientific  names,  and 
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that  the  members  of  each  natural  group  should  be  brought  to- 
gether, so  that  they  might  be  easily  compared  and  their  common 
features  noted,  the  groups  being  indicated,  as  far  as  necessary, 
by  conspicuous  cards. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  students,  more  elaborate  prepara- 
tion was  required.  It  was  thought  best  to  first  fully  utilize  that 
part  of  the  collections  already  named  before  undertaking  to  de- 
termine the  remainder.  The  cataloguing  was  first  completed 
and  the  specimens  and  their  labels  marked  with  the  numbers 
corresponding  to  their  names  upon  the  catalogue.  All  the  cases 
in  the  room  were  then  numbered  in  regular  order,  and  all  the 
shelves  in  each  case  were  lettered,  the  number  of  the  case  and 
the  letter  of  the  box  in  which  each  specimen  was  to  be  found 
being  placed  against  its  name  and  number  on  the  appropriate 
catalogue.  An  alphabetic  index  to  each  list  was  then  prepared, 
so  as  to  show  the  number  of  any  specimen  whose  name  was 
known,  and  a  systematic  index  added,  by  the  aid  of  which  all  the 
representatives  of  any  particular  group  could  be  readily  brought 
together  for  comparison. 

Specimens  in  Natural  History  are  of  little  value  to  the  scien- 
tific student  without  such  technical  descriptions  of  their  species 
and  genera  as  will  serve  to  point  out  the  characteristic  and  im- 
portant features.  The  library  was  very  deficient  in  works  con- 
taining such  descriptions;  and  on  this  account  alone,  the  collec- 
tions could  be  made  of  little  real  use.  A  large  part  of  the  .ap- 
propriation for  the  purchase  of  books,  made  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Board,  was  therefore  used  for  works  of  this  class;  and  the 
remainder,  except  about  $100,  which  is  still  on  hand,  was  ex- 
pended for  works  of  a  more  general  character.  The  catalogues 
were  next  finished  by  placing  against  the  name  of  each  species 
the  name  of  the  book  in  the  library  and  the  page  in  the  book  in 
which  its  technical  description  might  be  found.  This  completed 
the  organization  of  the  Museum  so  far  as  it  could  at  once  be 
done;  and  my  time  has  since  been  given  to  collecting  specimens 
in  the  field,  and  to  the  work  of  determining  the  unnamed  ob- 
jects, in  both  of  which  a  good  beginning  has  been  made.  The 
additions  which  have  been  made  to  the  cabinet  this  summer  by 
donation,  purchase,  and  collection,  are  shown  by  the  inclosed 
list. 

In  order  to  stimulate  the  collection  of  objects  in  Natural  His- 
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tory  by  the  public  schools,  and  to  assist  them  in  forming  well- 
selected  cabinets,  I  issued  a  circular  to  county  superintendents 
throughout  the  state,  a  copy  of  which  I  submit  herewith.  Few 
responses  have  been  received  to  this  as  yet;  probably  owing  in 
part  to  the  lateness  of  the  season,  and  in  part  to  indifference  to 
the  subject.  Another  circular  (likewise  inclosed)  designed  to 
call  public  attention  to  the  advantages  which  we  can  now  offer 
students,  was  prepared  at  a  later  date  for  more  general  distribu- 
tion. 

In  pursuance  of  the  policy  I  found  in  force,  I  have  prepared 
small  sets  of  specimens  for  the  public  schools;  and  some  of 
these  have  now  been  sent  out.  As  I  have  neither  funds  nor  au- 
thority to  make  collections  especially  for  this  purpose,  I  could 
only  use  such  duplicates  as  I  had  on  hand,  which  were  not  likely 
to  be  valuable  for  exchange.  These  had  already  been  nearly 
exhausted  by  previous  distribution;  and  I  could  only  put  up  a 
dozen  sets,  containing  a  hundred  species,  each,  of  fossils  and  land 
and  water  shells.  If  this  work  is  to  be  continued  (and  it  seems  to 
be  a  very  important  one),  a  certain  part  of  the  regular  appropria- 
tion should  be  set  aside  for  the  purchase  or  collection  of  such 
sets  as  will  be  best  adapted  for  the  needs  of  the  public  schools. 

The  present  value  of  the  Museum  can  easily  be  gathered  from 
what  has  been  said  above;  but  a  few  words  concerning  its  most 
serious  deficiencies  will  probably  be  of  service  in  determining 
upon  the  policy  which  is  to  govern  it  in  future.  Any  such  state- 
ment must,  of  course,  depend  upon  the  place  which  the  Museum 
is  expected  to  fill,  the  work  it  should  be  required  to  do. 

There  are  two  classes  of  the  people,  teachers  and  scientists, 
who  are  especially  interested  in  this  matter.  The  former  are 
expected  to  teach  Natural  History  in  the  schools.  This  they  can 
not  do  successfully  without  adding  largely  to  their  present  qual- 
ifications; and  this  they  can  do  no  where  else  as  well  as  in  a  full 
and  thoroughly-organized  Museum.  Indeed,  I  think  that  the 
final  success  of  the  teaching  of  the  branches  recently  introduced 
into  the  common -school  course  must  depend  in  great  degree 
upon  the  influence  which  the  State  Museum  may  be  made  to  ex- 
ert, and  the  aid  it  may  be  made  to  furnish  to  earnest  and  am- 
bitious teachers.  What  they  require  is  a  general  knowledge  of 
Natural  History  as  a  whole,  with  a  more  special  and  minute  ac- 
quaintance (yet  by  no  means  an  exhaustive  one)  with  that  of 
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our  own  state  and  country.  But,  besides  these,  there  are  many 
who  make  the  pursuit  of  scientific  study  and  discovery  the  busi- 
ness of  their  lives;  and  their  claims  can  not  be  safely  overlooked 
in  the  general  devotion  to  'practical  science'  and  the  cause  of 
popular  education;  for  without  this  class  there  would  have  been 
no  science,  either  to  practice  or  to  teach.  These  aim,  however, 
at  minute  and  exhaustive  knowledge;  and  to  be  of  use  to  them, 
our  cabinets  must  exhibit  our  local  Natural  History  in  detail. 
In  short,  the  great  present  need  in  this  direction  seems  to  be  a 
Museum  which  shall  represent  the  Natural  History  of  the  Globe 
in  outline,  and  that  of  our  own  state  in  full.  Tried  by  this 
standard,  our  deficiencies  are  very  great. 

In  Mineralogy,  we  need,  more  than  any  thing  else,  a  collection 
of  the  ores  and  metals  used  in  our  arts  and  manufactures,  show- 
ing all  their  states  from  the  raw  material  to  the  finished  articles. 
We  should  also  have  a  collection  of  our  building-stones,  likewise 
shown  as  freshly  quarried,  as  dressed  for  use,  and  after  long  ex- 
posure to  the  weather. 

In  Paleontology,  we  lack  nearly  all  the  fossils  peculiar  to  the 
strata  of  the  state  below  the  carboniferous,  the  small  number  we 
have  from  the  paleozoic  rocks  being  mostly  from  New  York. 
We  also  need  foreign  fossils  from  such  formations  as  do  not  ap- 
pear within  our  limits. 

In  Entomology,  we  have  only  a  fair  representation  of  the 
beetles  of  the  state  and  some  others  from  abroad,  together  with 
a  few  native  specimens  of  other  orders. 

Of  Reptiles  and  Fishes  we  lack  almost  every  thing;  while  of 
Mammals  large  orders  are  entirely  wanting;  and  of  the  few 
species  which  we  have  there  are  no  separate  skulls,  without 
which  the  study  of  classification  must  be  very  superficial  and  im- 
perfect. 

In  Ornithology,  we  are  still  in  need  of  several  species  belong- 
ing to  the  state,  and  have  almost  nothing  from  abroad. 

The  vast,  interesting  and  important  field  of  microscopic  bot- 
any and  zoology  has  not  yet  been  even  entered  upon;  and  the 
library  should  be  increased  at  least  to  twice  its  present  size.  In- 
deed, the  collection  as  a  whole  is  so  far  incomplete  that  much  of 
what  has  been  expended  and  accomplished  heretofore  will  be  of 
no  avail  until  these  grave  defects  can  be  removed.  It  will  need, 
however,  no  extravagant  appropriations,  if  judiciously  and  faith- 
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fully  expended,  to  complete  the  collections  on  the  plan  here 
briefly  sketched;  and  the  work  once  finished  will  be  done,  not 
for  a  year,  or  a  generation  even,  but  for  all  time  to  come.

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  convened 
Wednesday,  June  25th,  1873,  at  nine  o'clock  a.m.,  —  President 
Moulton  in  the  chair. 

Present — Messrs.  Carter,  Clarke,  Coy,  Gastraan,  Goudy, 
Green,  Leal,  Mayo,  Moulton,  Noetling,  Eoots,  Wells,  Worthing- 
ton  and  Bateman  — 14.    Absent  —  Dr.  Foster — 1. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  stated  meet- 
ing was  dispensed  with. 

Mr.  Gastman  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  inform  the  printer  that 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  must  be  printed  within  one  month  after 
any  stated  meeting. 

This  being  the  time  for  the  stated  biennial  election  of  officers, 
on  the  motion  of  Judge  Green,  Hon.  Samuel  W.  Moulton  was 
unanimously  reelected  President  of  the  Board;  and  Charles  W. 
Holder,  Esq.,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Carter,  was,  without  a  dis- 
senting vote,  reelected  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  to  take  effect 
upon  his  giving  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  approved  by  the 
Board. 

By  request,  President  Edwards  appeared  and  read  his  stated 
Annual  .Report,  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  and  ordered  to 
be  printed  with  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting.  The  report  is 
as  follows :

During  the  first  and  second  terms  of  the  year,  the  numbers 
were  somewhat  less  than  usual,  on  account  (as  we  supposed)  of 
the  prevailing  sickness.  But  the  last  term,  that  now  closing, 
has  been  a  large  one.  It  has  also  been  notable  for  its  preponder- 
ance of  young  men. 

DO  OUR  PUPILS  TEACH? 

During  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  a  resolution  was 
adopted  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  directing  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Instruction  to  ascertain,  by  inquiries  addressed 
to  the  County  Superintendents  of  Schools,  the  number  and 
names  of  the  teachers  in  their  respective  counties  who  had  been 
educated  at  Normal. 

On  this  subject  there  is  much  misapprehension  in  the  minds 
of  many.  Some  man  hears  of  one  or  two  pupils  who  fail  to 
teach,  and,  adopting  the  maxim  that  from  one  the  truth  concern- 
ing all  may  be  learned,  at  once  infers  and  declares  that  many 
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thus  fail.  Some  men  are  ready  to  say  that  none  of  our  students 
are  employed  as  teachers  in  their  counties  or  neighborhoods. 
Notable  instances  of  this  occurred  in  the  legislature.  Honora- 
ble senators  stood  in  their  places  and  affirmed  that  no  student 
from  the  University  was  engaged  in  teaching  in  their  counties, 
when  it  afterward  appeared,  from  the  reports  made  to  Dr.  Bate- 
man  by  the  County  Superintendent,  that  from  eight  to  a  dozen 
of  the  most  prominent  educational  places  in  the  county  were 
occupied  by  our  graduates  and  students.  These  gentlemen  may 
not  be  to  blame  for  not  knowing  where  the  teachers  of  their  own 
children  were  educated.  Their  daily  duties  may  not  bring  them 
into  contact  with  these  facts.  But  surely,  to  condemn  the  insti- 
tution on  testimony  so  unreliable  as  these  random  statements 
is  manifestly  unjust. 

And  even  the  County  Superintendents  have  not  always  been 
much  better  informed.  While  some  of  them  sent  in  reports  that 
were  models  of  accuracy  and  care — as,  for  example,  the  reports 
from  McLean  and  Tazewell  counties, — the  reports  of  many  are 
remarkable  only  for  the  facts  they  do  not  contain.  The  County 
of  Shelby  reports  no  teachers  from  Normal.  But  the  fact  is 
that  two  of  the  most  successful  teachers  in  Shclbyville,  the 
county  seat,  are  from  here.  From  Scott  county  the  report  is  no 
Normal  teachers.  But  the  accomplished  assistant  in  the  High 
School  of  Winchester,  the  county  seat,  is  one  of  our  graduates. 
These  omissions  were  at  once  recognized.  How  many  more  es- 
caped observation  in  these  and  in  other  counties,  because  the 
facts  did  not  happen  to  be  known,  it  is  impossible  to  tell. 

At  the  present  writing,  the  demand  for  our  pupils  as  teachers 
is  very  great.  The  members  of  the  present  graduating  class  are 
rapidly  securing  eligible  positions.  Only  the  other  day,  one  of 
the  young  men,  with  no  recommendation  but  a  letter  from  my- 
self, was  chosen  from  a  company  of  eight  or  ten  candidates, 
some  of  them  experienced  and  successful  teachers,  to  a  fifteen- 
hundred-dollar  position.  Others  are  in  correspondence  which 
promises  satisfactory  results. 

Another  significent  fact,  bearing  upon  this  question  of  the 
amount  of  teaching  done  by  our  students,  is  this:  that  of  the 
thirty -five  persons  last  year  graduated  in  both  the  Normal  and 
the  High  School,  all,  with  possibly  a  single  exception,  have 
taught  during  the  year. 
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REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  Eeferenee  Library  is  1021. 
Of  these,  25  are  Congressional  Globes;  25  are  Patent-Office  Re- 
ports; 79  are  Messages  and  accompanying  Documents;  17  are 
American  State  Papers;  and  116  are  Encyclopaedias.  During  the 
year,  $975.70  have  been  paid  for  new  books  and  book-case,  and 
$69.20  for  binding.  The  book-case  cost  $155.00.  There  is  a 
balance  on  hand  of  $406.30.  The  library  is  in  constant  use.  I 
have  found  it  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  the  attendance  of 
some  person  at  the  library  whenever  books  are  used,  or  when- 
ever the  library  is  open.  This  was  the  only  way  in  which  the 
losing  of  books  could  be  prevented.  Under  the  present  arrange- 
ment, every  person  consulting  a  book  writes  his  name  in  a 
blank  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  the  attendant  librarian 
enters  opposite  to  it  the  name  of  the  book  he  desires  to  consult. 
This  entails  an  expense  of  about  $100.00  a  year  for  librarians' 
services.  The  amount  appropriated  by  the  Board  was  fifty  dol- 
lars. I  do  not  think  it  possible  to  secure  the  right  performance 
of  the  duty  for  less  than  the  sum  first  named.  At  present  there 
is  one  chief  librarian,  who  spends  some  four  or  five  hours  a  day 
in  the  library,  and  he  is  held  for  the  care  of  the  books.  He  re- 
ceives at  the  rate  of  fifty  dollars  a  year.  At  present  the  number 
of  assistant  librarians  is  three,  to  whom  I  have  promised  five 
dollars  each  per  term.  They  attend  during  the  hours  when  the 
chief  librarian  is  attending  to  his  school  duties.  The  care  of  the 
library  has  been  charged  to  contingent  account. 

CHEMICALS. 

The  amount  paid  out  for  chemicals  since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Board  is  $2826.79.  Another  bill  is  now  due,  which  will  over- 
draw the  account  somewhat.  For  $250.00  of  the  amount  ex- 
pended the  vouchers  are  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Sewall.  The  bal- 
ance on  hand  at  present  is  $173.21. 

FURNITURE  FUND. 

Of  this  fund  there  has  been  expended  since  the  last  meeting 
$47.25.    Balance  on  hand,  $99.50. 
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REPATRS  FUND. 

At  the  last  meeting  this  fund  was  overdrawn  by  the  amount 
of  $169.87.  Since  that  time  $184.66  has  been  paid  out.  Balance 
now  on  hand,  $245.47. 

HEATING  FUND. 

Of  this  there  was  on  hand  at  last  meeting  $1068.86.  There 
has  been  no  expenditure  from  the  fund  and  no  addition  to  it. 


PERSONAL  EXPENSES  OF  MEMBERS. 

The  expenditures  since  the  last  meeting  are  $196.00.  Balance 
now  on  hand,  $533.00. 

FUEL  FUND. 

Of  this  fund  have  been  paid  out  $595.31.  Balance  on  hand, 
$870.06.  An  order  for  $61.25  was  issued  at  last  meeting  to  A. 
C.  Cowles  for  wood,  but  he  declined  it  because  interest  was  not 
paid.    I  judge  that  Mr.  Cowles  ought  to  be  allowed  his  interest. 


CARE-OF-GROUNDS  FUND. 

At  the  last  meeting  this  fund  was  overdrawn  $46.55.  There 
is  now  a  balance  on  hand  of  $78.45.  No  disbursements  have 
been  made. 

JANPTOR'S-SUPPLY  FUND. 

Amount  paid  out  since  last  meeting,  $61.00.  Balance  on 
hand,  $66.30. 

WATER-CLOSET  FUND. 

Balance  on  hand,  $76.48.  There  have  been  no  payments  nor 
receipts. 

MUSEUM  FUND. 

Amount  expended  since  last  meeting,  $1404.73.  Balance 
now  on  hand,  $762.68. 

STATE  FUND. 

At  the  last  meeting  this  fund  was  overdrawn  $2671.42.  Since 
that  time  the  amount  disbursed  has  been  $11628.10.  It  is  now 
overdrawn  $1701.29.

By  the  recently -passed  law,  our  funds  are  hereafter  to  be 
drawn  in  one  account  or  under  one  head.  But  vouchers  must 
be  presented,  satisfactory  to  the  Governor,  at  the  beginning  of 
each  quarter,  for  the  expenditures  of  the  previous  quarter.  It 
will  be  necessary,  therefore,  before  drawing  our  July  install- 
ment, to  present  to  the  Governor  the  original  vouchers  for  the 
expenditures  of  the  last  three  months. 


INTERNAL  MANAGEMENT. 

The  internal  management  of  the  institution  has  been  essen- 
tially the  same  for  the  last  six  months  as  it  had  been  for  the 
previous  three.  The  utmost  care,  consistent  with  the  perform- 
ance of  other  unavoidable  duties,  has  been  bestowed  upon  the 
teaching  in  the  Model  School.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  char- 
acter of  that  teaching  has  improved.  This  is  the  case  espe- 
cially in  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools.  As  a  proof  of  the 
progress  in  this  respect  in  the  Grammar  School,  it  may  be  said 
that  last  year  one-half  of  the  applicants  for  the  High  School 
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failed  on  examination.  This  year,  on  questions  of  the  same 
grade,  prepared  by  the  same  man,  Prof.  Coy,  23  out  of  25  ap- 
plicants were  passed.  Of  the  improvement  in  the  Primary 
School  no  one  who  has  visited  that  school  will  entertain  a  doubt. 

RESIGNATION  OF  MISS  OSBAND. 

Some  days  since,  I  was  informed  by  our  Preceptress,  .Miss 
Osband,  that  she  intended  to  offer  her  resignation  at  the  present 
meeting  of  the  Board.  I  can  only  say  that  Miss  Osband  has 
been  a  laborious,  as  well  as  an  accomplished  and  successful 
teacher,  and  that  the  school  will  greatly  regret  to  Iofc  her  serv- 
ices. Her  usefulness  has  increased  with  every  term  of  work, 
and  I  think  her  latest  teaching  here  has  been  her  most  suc- 
cessful. 

OPPOSITION  TO  THE  INSTITUTION. 

Every  criticism  made  upon  the  school  by  members  of  the 
legislature  was  promptly  answered  to  the  satisfaction  of  those 
making  it,  whenever  an  opportunity  was  given  for  such  answer. 
No  charge  was  made,  so  far  as  I  know,  that  was  not  at  once  re- 
futed, except  those  that  were  sprung  at  the  last  moment,  on  the 
final  passage  of  the  bill  in  the  House.  Many  of  the  objections 
urged  against  our  bill  were  of  the  most  frivolous  and  unsub- 
stantial character,  and  only  needed  to  be  heard  to  secure  abund- 
ant refutation. 

Among  the  charges  was  this:  that  the  institution  was  aristo- 
cratic in  its  character,  and  practically  open  only  to  the  children 
of  rich  parents.  As  an  answer  to  this,  it  may  be  stated  that 
about  one-third  of  the  students, —  and  among  them  some  of  the 
most  successful  and  most  honored  in  the  school, —  hire  rooms 
and  board  themselves,  for  the  reason,  as  supposed,  that  they  are 
too  poor  to  pay  the  ordinary  prices  for  board. 

A  single  fact  may  illustrate  this  point.  During  the  second 
term  of  last  year,  a  young  lady,  known  as  a  most  excellent  and 
successful  pupil,  came  into  my  study,  evidently  in  some  pertur- 
bation of  mind.  On  being  questioned,  she  disclosed  the  fact 
that  she  was  nearly  out  of  money,  and  expected  to  be  compelled 
to  leave  school.  Little  by  little,  it  came  out  that  she  had  fifteen 
dollars  still  left,  and  that  all  ber  expenses  for  the  long  autumn 

term  of  fourteen  weeks  had  been  twenty -three  dollars.    Of  course, 
o 
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but  one  answer  was  admissible  to  her  application  to  be  exeuscd 
from  school.  She  was  bidden  to  remain,  and.  when  her  funds 
should  be  exhausted,  to  call  upon  me  for  more.  When  at  the 
end  of  the  term  she  left  us,  her  record  was  complete  and  honor- 
able, and  she  bore  in  her  hand  a  certificate,  most  cheerfully  and 
heartily  given,  expressing  her  worth  as  a  woman  and  a  teacher. 
So  much  for  aristocracy! 

I  understand  that,  on  the  final  passage  of  the  bill  in  the 
House,  it  was  charged  by  one  member  that  our  expenses  wrere 
too  great.  1  was  much  surprised  by  this,  for  1  had  been  assured 
by  members  that  no  one  objected  to  the  school  on  that  score. 
And  the  urging  of  this  objection  at  that  late  hour,  after  entire 
silence  on  the  subject  when  the  bill  was  on  its  second  reading, 
seemed  to  indicate  that  it  was  not  expected  to  stand  fire. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolved,  Thai  President  Edwards  is  requested  to  make  an  abstract  of 
his  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  June  26th,  1873,  and  that  he  send 
it  to  every  newspaper  in  the  state,  with  a  request  to  publish  it. 

Mr.  Gastman  moved  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee 
to  consider  the  present  condition  and  needs  of  the  University, 
and  what  measures,  if  any.  should  be  taken  to  increase  its  use- 
fulness and  efficiency;  said  committee  to  report  at  this  meeting 
of  the  Board. 

Messrs.  Gastman.  Green,  Wells,  Roots  and  Carter  were  ap- 
pointed as  such  committee,  who  subsequently  reported,  submit- 
ting some  important  points  and  suggestions  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Board. 

The  report  wTas  laid  over  for  future  consideration  and  action. 

The  following  communication  from  Miss  Osband  was  laid  be- 
fore the  Board :

Accept  sincere  thanks  for  the  great  kindness  and  considera- 
tion you  have  shown  towards  me,  while  I  have  endeavored,  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  to  discharge  the  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties which  you  intrusted  to  me. 

Hoping  that  the  future  prosperity  of  the  institution  will

The  Curator  of  the  Museum  is  hereby  authorized  to  arrange  such  du- 
plicate specimens  as  he  may  think  advisable,  and  loan  the  same  to  coun- 
ty superintendents,  to  be  used  by  them  at  teachers'  institutes  and  drills; 
said  superintendents  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  safe  return  of  the 
same,  and  to  pay  all  expenses  of  freight  and  expressage.

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The  Faculty  having  decided  that  the  final  examinations  of 
Mr.  Elinzer  K  Prindle  were  not,  as  a  whole,  up  to  the  standard 
prescribed  for  graduation,  he  was  allowed,  at  his  own  request, 
to  make  a  statement  of  his  case  before  the  Board. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Gastman,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  find  no  sufficient  cause  to  traverse  the  de- 
cision of  the  Faculty  in  the  case  of  Elinzer  N.  Prindle. 

Mr.  Noetling  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Ordered,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  to  draw  orders  upon  the  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts, as  follows: 

First— For  the  sum  of  six  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars, 
special  appropriation  to  prevent  a  deficiency. — Section  3,  Act  approved 
April  25,  1873. 

Second —  For  the  first  and  second  quarterly  installments  of  the  appro- 
priation for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Normal  University  at  Normal; 
each  installment  being  the  one-fourth  part  of  the  aggregate  amount  of 
the  whole  of  the  annual  interest  on  the  College  and  Seminary  Fund  to- 
gether with  the  sum  of  $16,000,  as  said  installments  become  due  and 
payable. — Section  1,  Act  approved  April  25,  1873. 

And  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board,  C.  W.  Holder,  Esq.,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  said  moneys. 

Mr.  Carter  offered  the  following  resolution,  and  it  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,,  That  all  pupils  of  the  Soldiers'-Orphans'  Home,  of  Normal, 
asking  admission  to  this  University,  being  qualified,  be  admitted  to  the 
High  School  without  payment  of  tuition,  and  to  the  Normal  Department 
on  the  same  examination  as  other  pupils  from  other  counties  than 
McLean;  provided,  at  no  time  the  whole  number  in  attendance  shall  ex- 
ceed ten  pupils;  and,  provided  further,  that  such  admission  shall  not  in- 
terfere with  the  rights  of  those  who  by  law  are  entitled  to  instruction  in 
this  institution. 

The  Board  then  passed  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  President  Edwards  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  requested  to  have  suitable  blank  forms  of  vouchers,  etc.,  printed,  to 
facilitate  the  keeping  of  the  financial  accounts  of  the  University,  in  con- 
formity with  the  late  acts  of  the  legislature;  and  also,  that  all  the  several 
different  funds,  with  which  separate  accounts  have  heretofore  been  kept, 
be  merged,  and  hereafter  considered  as  a  part  of  the  common  funds  of 
the  institution,  to  be  drawn  upon  for  any  lawful  and  proper  uses. 
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The  following,  offered  by  Mr.  Wells,  failed  to  pass : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  be  authorized  to  advertise  the  University 
in  the  Illinois  Schoolmaster,  said  advertisements  to  be  at  his  discretion 
and  not  to  exceed  one  page  per  month  of  that  journal. 

Prof.  S.  A.  Forbes,'  Curator  of  the  Museum,  presented  the  an- 
nexed report  of  transactions  in  his  department  for  the  preced- 
ing six  months : 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

During  the  past  six  months,  numerous  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  cabinets  and  library  of  our  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
tory, the  work  of  its  thorough  organization  has  been  completed, 
and  measures  have  been  taken  to  increase  its  future  value  and 
efficiency  as  a  means  of  popular  education. 

The  material  acquired  by  collection,  purchase  and  exchange, 
will  be  shown  by  the  inclosed  lists,  as  far  as  it  can  now  be  ascer- 
tained. 

As  the  science  of  Entomology  was  less  fully  represented  than 
any  other  of  equal  interest  and  importance,  I  have  given  my 
time,  during  a  large  part  of  the  season,  to  the  collection  of  in- 
sects. A  very  good  set  of  the  fishes  and  reptiles  of  the  state 
has  also  been  secured;  and  considerable  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  collections  of  minerals,  especially  of  such  as  are 
used  within  the  state  in  the  arts  and  manufactures. 

It  will  be  seen  that  my  purchases  have  been  almost  wholly 
confined  to  such  objects  as  we  could  not  well  collect  or  prepare 
for  ourselves.  I  have  obtained  from  Mr.  Woodman,  of  Dubuque, 
Iowa,  who  is  an  experienced  and  skillful  collector,  a  large  quan- 
tity of  specimens  from  the  Florida  Keys,  many  of  which  are 
designed  for  our  public  schools;  and  from  Mr.  Ward,  of  Eoches- 
ter,  N.Y.,  a  set  of  mounted  skeletons  and  detached  skulls,  so  se- 
lected as  to  exhibit  the  characteristics  of  the  different  orders  of 
mammals  and  of  the  different  classes  of  other  vertebrates.  I 
have  also  obtained  from  abroad  specimens  of  such  families  of 
vertebrates  as  had  no  representatives  within  the  limits  of  our 
state. 

Several  additions  have  been  made  to  the  library,  which, 
though  small,  contains  only  recent  works  of  standard  value,  and 
is  well  adapted  to  its  purpose. 

The  specimens  of  Indian  arts  received  from  Maj.  J.  W.  Pow- 
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ell  replace  those  sent  by  him  from  our  Museum  to  the  Smithson- 
ian Institution  at  Washington.  Although  the  collection  is  not 
the  same  as  the  one  removed,  it  appears  to  be  of  equal  value. 

In  compliance  with  a  petition  signed  by  many  citizens  of 
this  county,  the  State  Legislature,  at  its  last  session,  so  amended 
the  law  for  the  geological  survey  of  the  state  as  to  include  the 
Normal  University  among  the  institutions  entitled  to  a  full  set 
of  the  duplicate  geological  specimens  in  the  State  Cabinet  at 
Springfield.    Nothing  has  as  yet  been  received  from  this  source. 

Among  the  additions  to  the  Museum,  I  may  properly  mention 
the  valuable  microscope  bought  by  Dr.  Sewall,  which  he  has 
kindly  placed  at  my  disposal,  for  my  personal  use  and  for  the 
use  of  students.  This  instrument  opens  to  us  some  branches  of 
natural  history  which  we  have  hitherto  been  unable  to  pursue, 
and  adds  much  to  the  value  of  many  botanical  and  entomolog- 
ical specimens,  which  can  now,  for  the  first  time,  be  satisfac- 
torily studied. 

Contributions  have  been  few  in  number,  although  some  of 
them  have  been  of  considerable  value.  My  thanks  are  espe- 
cially due  to  the  St.  Louis  Academy  of  Science  for  a  full  set  of  its 
Transactions;  to  Dr.  B.  F.  Long,  of  Alton,  111.,  for  a  number  of 
interesting  specimens  from  this  and  other  countries;  to  Mr.  W. 
E.  Head,  of  Centralia,  for  fossils  from  the  Iowa  rocks;  and  to 
the  normal  High  School  for  a  small  cabinet  of  insects  and  other 
specimens  collected  by  the  graduating  class  while  pursuing  the 
study  of  zoology. 

There  has  been  nothing  like  a  general  response  to  my  circu- 
lars issued  to  those  connected  with  the  public  schools,  but  prep- 
arations are  nevertheless  making  for  an  issue  of  specimens  next 
winter,  and  in  much  greater  quantity  than  heretofore.  Valua- 
ble sets  of  marine  specimens,  such  as  the  schools  can  not  well 
obtain  for  themselves,  illustrating  the  great  branches  of  radiates 
and  mollusks,  well-selected  cases  of  insects,  and  an  abundance  of 
botanical  material,  may  be  made  ready  for  distribution  by  the 
first  of  January.  It  would  seem  that  few  schools  to  which  we 
may  send  really  useful  cabinets  would  refuse  us  the  aid  we  ask 
in  working  up  the  natural  history  of  the  state,  especially  as  the 
very  act  of  rendering  us  this  assistance  will  be  of  the  greatest 
profit  to  those  engaged  in  it. 

Much  work  has  been  done,  during  the  last  half-year,  upon  the 
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fossils  and  recent  shells  of  the  collection.  Of  the  names  now 
on  our  catalogues,  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  former  and  fifteen  per 
cent,  of  the  latter  have  been  added  during  the  past  winter.  The 
naming  of  specimens  in  all  departments  was  carried  as  far  as 
the  facilities  at  our  command  would  permit.  Another  work 
which  has  occupied  much  of  my  time  is  the  selection  and 
mounting  of  that  portion  of  the  plants  of  Dr.  Yasey's  collection 
to  which  the  museum  was  entitled  by  the  arrangement  made 
between  Maj.  Powell  and  Dr.  Vasey.  This  was  a  very  long  and 
tedious  task,  but  is  now  nearly  completed.  The  additions  thus 
made  to  the  herbarium  will  make  it  unnecessary  to  collect  or 
purchase  in  this  department  for  some  time  to  come,  either  for 
our  retained  set  or  for  distribution  or  exchange.  I  have  also  un- 
dertaken, during  the  past  term,  to  supply  the  botany  classes  of 
the  University  with  fresh  specimens  for  study. 

In  doing  what  I  could  to  enlarge  the  museum,  to  improve  its 
organization,  and  in  all  ways  to  increase  its  usefulness,  I  have 
worked  with  constant  reference  to  the  plans  approved  by  you  at 
your  last  meeting,  so  that  I  may  reasonably  hope  that  every 
movement  has  been  a  progressive  one. 

If  you  would  know  more  fully  how  much  has  been  done  to- 
wards carrying  out  these  plans  since  you  imposed  upon  me  the 
duties  of  the  curatorship  one  year  ago,  I  can  only  ask  you  to  com- 
pare the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Museum  as  they  pre- 
sent themselves  to  you  to-day  with  its  condition  and  prospects 
as  they  appeared  to  you  at  your  last  June  meeting.

Prof.  Forbes  stated  that  Maj.  J.  W.  Powell  desired  certain 
specimens,  now  in  the  Museum,  to  be  forwarded  to  him  at 
Washington,  D.C.,  for  the  purpose  of  having  them  properly  de- 
scribed, named  and  classified,  etc.,  and  then  to  be  returned.

Board  met.  Present — Messrs.  Moulton,  Noetling,  Worthing- 
ton,  Leal,  Green,  Goudy,  Wells,  Gastman,  Eoots,  Carter,  Coy, 
Mayo,  and  Bateman. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  Mr.  Noetling,  was 
adopted :  * 

Resolved,  That  the  Building  Committee  be  authorized  to  employ  a 
competent  man,  on  as  reasonable  terms  as  possible,  to  make  plans  and 
specifications  for  heating  and  ventilating  the  Normal  School  Building; 
and  that  said  committee  be  further  authorized  to  receive  sealed  proposals 
to  heat  and  ventilate  said  building  according  to  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  President  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board  to  open  such  sealed  proposals,  and  take  such  action  as  shall  be 
necessary  with  reference  to  the  matter,  so  that  the  work  necessary  may, 
if  possible,  be  completed  during  the  present  vacation. 

Mr.  Noetling  also  offered  the  following,  and  it  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  institution  be  required  to  publish, 
a  reasonable  time  before  the  commencement  of  each  session  of  this 
school,  a  notice  of  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  term,  and  such 
other  information  as  he  may  think  best  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution. 

Judge  Green  moved  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  be  appropriated 
for  the  Museum  the  current  year.  An  amendment  was  offered 
and  adopted,  increasing  the  amount  to  $2,500,  the  same  as  here- 
tofore, and  the  motion  as  amended  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gastman,  the  Board  passed  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Board  and  Judge  Wm,  H.  Green 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  special  committee  to  sell  such  lands 
of  the  Board  as  are  subject  to  sale,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they 
may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  state,  and  report  their  action  at 
the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Wells  offered  the  following  resolution,  and  moved  its 
adoption : 

Resolved,  That  we  believe  the  attendance  of  the  Professors  of  this  Uni- 
versity at  teachers'  institutes  is  a  great  help  to  the  cause  of  education, 
and,  so  far  as  the  President  thinks  it  not  detrimental  to  the  interests  of 
the  institution,  we  recommend  that  the  Professors  be  allowed  to  attend 
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and  hold  such  institutes;  but  we  think  a  careful  record  of  the  absence  of 
all  teachers  should  be  kept.  It  is  also  the  decided  opinion  of  this  Board 
that,  during  term  time,  no  charges  above  the  expenses  incurred  should 
be  made  by  the  Professors  for  attending  such  institutes. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Worthington,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Teachers  be  requested  to  take  into 
consideration  the  subject  of  securing  a  more  thorough  superintendence 
of  the  pupil  teachers  in  their  work,  by  employing  a  teacher  especially 
for  this  purpose,  to  act  under  the  direction  of  President  Edwards,  and 
that  the  committee  report  at  the  next  stated  meeting  of  this  Board. 

Mr.  Gastman  offered  the  following  resolution,  which,  after 
discussion,  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  visit  the  school  from  time  to  time,  and  remain  long  enough 
to  know  the  actual  condition  of  the  several  departments  of  the  school, 
and  report  at  the  regular  meetings  of  this  Board. 

Messrs.  Gastman,  Wells  and  Eoots  were  appointed  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  as  the  special  committee  required  by 
the  foregoing  resolution. 

And  thereupon,  on  motion,  the  Board  adjourned.

LARGE  NUMBERS  A  DISADVANTAGE  IN  SOME  RESPECTS. 

The  large  numbers  that  have  resorted  here  for  instruction 
have  been  in  some  respects  a  detriment.  Our  teaching  force  is 
really  insufficient.  The  classes  become  too  bulky.  That  in  the 
Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching,  in  the  Spring  Term,  usually  num- 
bers about  one  hundred.  During  the  term  just  closing,  the 
class  in  Psychology  numbered  between  fifty  and  sixty.  Most 
of  the  lower  or  beginning  classes  are  also  much  too  large,  some 
of  them  numbering  fifty  or  more.  This  great  size  makes  the 
manipulation  of  the  classes  difficult.  It  becomes  impossible  for 
the  instructor  to  adapt  himself  to  the  wants  of  each  individual. 
Personal  contact  between  teacher  and  pupil  is  almost  precluded, 
and,  as  a  consequence,  the  influence  for  good  of  the  former  over 
the  latter  is  enfeebled,  and,  of  course,  the  work  of  education  less 
perfectly  performed. 

PLEASANT  WORKING  OF  PRESENT  TERM. 

During  the  term  just  closing,  the  work  of  the  school  has  been 
in  a  high  degree  pleasant.  The  prevalent  spirit  among  the 
pupils  has  been  good.  A  degree  of  earnestness,  very  delightful 
and  efficient,  has  been  manifest. 

TEACHING  PRACTICE  IN  MODEL  SCHOOL. 

The  labor  with  the  pupil  teachers  has  continued  during  the 
term,  as  heretofore.    Much  emphasis  has  been  laid  upon  their 
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work.  Classes  have  been  conducted  by  the  Normal  pupils  as 
follows : 

From  the  High  School,  1  class  in  Algebra,  1  in  the  History  of 
the  U.  S.,  and  1  in  Arithmetic. 

From  the  Grammar  School,  5  classes  in  Spelling,  1  class  in 
Writing,  6  classes  in  Eeading,  5  classes  in  Geography,  3  classes 
in  English  Grammar,  and  5  classes  in  Arithmetic. 

From  the  Intermediate  and  Primary  School,  5  classes  in  Arith- 
metic, 5  classes  in  Reading,  3  classes  in  Geography,  4  classes  in 
Spelling,  1  class  in  Writing,  and  1  in  Singing. 

Some  advance  has  been  made  in  the  standard  established  for 
this  work.  In  some  instances  the  teacher  has  been  deprived  of 
the  class  on  account  of  inefficient  work.  Another  opportunity 
will  be  granted  to  these,  if  their  course  hereafter  seems  to  war- 
rant it.  But  we  can  not  be  too  careful  about  giving  our  sanc- 
tion, even  indirectly,  to  inefficient  work.  The  weekly  meetings 
and  frequent  personal  examinations,  followed  by  thorough  criti- 
cism, have  been  continued  as  heretofore  reported.  But  it  re- 
mains an  indisputable  fact,  that  we  are  not  able,  in  three  years, 
to  make  first-class  teachers  of  all  who  come  to  us.  And  we 
suffer  in  popular  estimation  from  the  pretensions  of  those  who, 
after  an  unsuccessful  career  in  the  institution,  go  forth  and 
claim  to  represent  us. 

PROFOUNDER  study  of  science  of  education. 

In  this  connection,  it  maybe  well  to  mention  that  an  attempt 
has  been  made  to  secure,  on  the  part  of  the  senior  class,  a  more 
thorough  and  extended  study  of  the  Science  of  Education. 
With  that  object  in  view,  a  treatise  on  Pedagogics  as  a  system, 
by  Doctor  Rosencranz  (Karl),  Professor  of  Philosophy  at  the 
University  of  Konigsberg  in  Prussia,  has  been  used;  I  think 
the  effect  has  been  good.  American  treatises  on  education  have 
been  very  numerous,  and  many  of  them  very  shallow.  Men 
with  meagre  culture  and  little  experience  have  rushed  into 
print  with  "systems"  and  "methods"  and  "courses  of  lessons," 
which,  in  the  writing,  may  have  been  a  great  relief  to  them, 
but  which  are  certainly  of  little  worth  to  any  one  else.  It  is 
high  time  that  something  of  a  higher  character  should  be  stud- 
ied by  our  teachers,  so  that  our  educational  thought  may  become 
more  enlarged  and  solid. 
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MISS  H.  M.  CASE. 

Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  Miss  Harriet  M.  Case  has 
been  employed  by  the  Teachers'  Committee,  in  place  of  Miss 
Osband,  resigned.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  she  is  apparently 
very  acceptable  to  the  pupils,  and  that  she  seems  to  be  doing 
her  work  faithfully  and  successfully.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the 
institution,  in  the  class  of  1866. 

PROFESSOR  COY'S  RESIGNATION. 

As  most  of  the  members  of  the  Board  already  know,  Professor 
E.  W.  Coy  has  accepted  a  very  flattering  invitation  from  Cin- 
cinnati, to  become  Principal  of  the  Hughes  High  School  of  that 
city.  The  invitation,  pressed  as  it  was  upon  his  acceptance,  was 
a  high  but  well-deserved  compliment  to  his  worth  as  a  man  and 
skill  as  a  teacher.  In  the  position  that  he  leaves  he  has  achieved 
high  success.  His  rare  scholarship,  his  quiet  dignity  of  manner, 
his  faithful  and  constant  attention  to  duty,  his  straightforward 
course,  secured  for  him  a  degree  of  respect  that  is  awarded  to 
few  men.  He  carries  to  his  new  field  of  labor  the  best  wishes  of 
all  who  knew  him  here. 

MUSEUM  OF  NATURAL  HISTORY. 

The  Museum  has  been  faithfully  cared  for  since  the  last  meet- 
ing. About  8,000  new  specimens  have  been  added  to  it  during 
the  past  six  months,  exclusive  of  microscopic  objects.  About 
one-fourth  of  these  were  obtained  by  purchase,  donation  and 
exchange;  and  the  remaining  three-fourths  have  been  collected 
by  the  Curator.  The  additions  have  been  of  the  kind  most 
needed  to  supply  the  deficiencies  of  the  Museum,  and  have  fully 
doubled  its  value  for  educational  purposes.  Duplicates  are  now 
on  hand  sufficient  to  supply  about  twenty -five  schools  with  good 
cabinets  of  insects,  corals,  shells  and  plants.  The  collections 
have  been  much  more  frequently  referred  to  during  the  last 
term  than  ever  before,  by  the  teachers  and  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  by  visitors  from  abroad. 

HEATING  AND  VENTILATING  APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  for  heating  and  ventilation  has  been  carefully 
watched  during  the  term.  Since  the  cold  weather  came  on,  I 
have  caused  a  record  of  the  temperature  in  the  different  rooms, 
and  out  of  doors,  to  be  made  five  times  each  day,  and  preserved. 
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Dr.  Sewall  has  made  repeated  observations  upon  the  quality  of 
the  air  in  the  different  rooms,  at  different  times  in  the  day.  The 
results  are  preserved,  showing  the  amount  of  carbonic  acid  in  a 
given  volume  of  the  air  at  these  different  times.  These,  with 
the  temperature  record,  will  enable  the  Board  to  judge  of  the 
degree  of  success  achieved  by  the  apparatus. 

On  the  20th  of  October,  one  thousand  dollars  was  paid  to  Mr. 
Ide,  on  the  heating  and  ventilating  account;  and  on  the  22d  of 
November,  $33.50  were  paid  to  Messrs.  Colman  and  Squiers,  on 
his  order,  and  on  the  same  account.  These  sums  were  addi- 
tional to  four  thousand  dollars  previously  paid. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Please  to  accept  my  thanks  for  the  uniform  kindness  and 
courtesy  which  I  have  received  from  the  members  of  your  Board 
since  I  have  been  in  your  service.

The  resignation  of  Prof.  Coy  was  accepted.

*The  copy  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  special  meeting  of  July  31st  has 
been  unaccountably  lost  in  the  mails,  or  elsewhere,  and  it  is  impracticable 
to  have  the  report  of  that  meeting  printed  herewith.  N.  B. 
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Your  Committee  on  Teachers  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  employed  Prof.  L.L.  Barrington,  of  Chicago,  at  a  salary  of 
$1700,  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  principalship  of  the  High  School, 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  Prof.  E.  W.  Coy.

Mr.  Clarke  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  $200  be  appropriated  for  contingent  fund  for  the  en- 
suing six  months. 

Mr.  Bateman  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  President  Edwards  be  authorized  to  close  the  exercises 
of  the  University  during  the  sessions  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association, 
to  be  held  in  Bloomington,  Dec.  30th  and  31st,  in  order  to  enable  the 
students  to  attend  the  same,  if,  in  his  judgment,  such  a  course  shall  seem 
expedient. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

Judge  Green  laid  before  the  Board  a  map  of  the  lands  in 
Jackson  county,  belonging  to  the  Board,  with  a  written  state- 
ment of  the  character  and  condition  of  said  lands. 

The  map  was  ordered  to  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  and  preserved. 

By  request,  Dr.  Sewall  appeared  and  explained  certain  inter- 
esting experiments  made  by  him  to  test  the  degree  of  ventilation 
secured  by  the  new  steam-heating  apparatus  in  the  various 
rooms  in  the  building. 
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Professor  Forbes  also  appeared,  by  invitation,  and  explained 
his  plan  for  securing  a  thorough  Natural-History  survey  of  the 
State. 

Whereupon,  Mr.  Coy  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted : 

Whereas,  It  is  understood  that  an  organization  of  the  High  Schools 
of  the  State  is  about  to  be  effected,  for  the  purpose  of  a  Natural-History 
survey  of  the  State,  and  that  it  is  desired  that  the  specimens  collected 
by  the  association  shall  be  taken  charge  of  by  the  Curator  of  the  Uni- 
versity Museum,  and  by  him  classified  and  redistributed  to  the  schools 
of  the  Association; 

Resolved,  That  the  Curator  be  authorized  to  join  such  an  association 
and  use  the  resources  of  the  Museum  for  the  purposes  indicated,  retain- 
ing for  the  Museum  one  set  of  the  specimens  contributed  by  the  schools, 
and  all  duplicates  not  needed  for  making  up  the  sets  for  the  schools. 

Mr.  Gastman,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Officers  and 
Teachers,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  Mr. 
Worthington,  concerning  the  securing  a  more  thorough  superin- 
tendence of  the  pupil  teachers  in  their  work,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  we  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  we  agree 
that  it  is  very  important  for  the  complete  success  of  the  school 
that  a  teacher  should  be  employed  to  have  especial  charge,  under 
the  direction  of  President  Edwards,  of  the  pupil  teachers  of  the 
University;  as  the  President,  and  the  Professors  of  the  Normal 
Department,  have  so  many  and  arduous  labors  that  they  can 
not  give  the  time  to  supervision  of  pupil  teachers  that  should 
be  devoted  in  training  them  in  methods  of  imparting  instruc- 
tion, discipline,  etc.,  by  practical  work  in  the  Model  School. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Mr.  Gastman,  in  behalf  of  Special  Committee,  also  submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  that  a 
Special  Committee  be  appointed  to  visit  the  school  and  to  learn 
the  actual  condition  of  its  several  departments,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port as  follows : 

We  believe  the  teachers  very  generally  are  doing  faithful  and 
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efficient  work.  On  account  of  the  large  number  of  pupila  in 
the  Normal  Department,  we  find  the  classes  at  recitations  much 
too  large  for  the  present  number  of  teachers,  under  the  present 
course  of  study,  to  secure  the  desirable  individual  work  on  the 
part  of  pupils. 

In  the  Model  School,  we  think  a  much  more  thorough  super- 
vision of  the  pupil  teachers  is  needed.  The  President  and  the 
Professors  have  undoubtedly  done  all  in  their  power  to  give 
such  supervision ;  but  they  are  not  able,  with  their  present  labors 
and  duties,  to  devote  the  needed  attention  to  these  pupil  teachers. 

It  seems  to  us  that,  under  the  requirements  of  the  present 
school  law,  there  should  be  more  attention  paid  to  Physiology 
and  the  Laws  of  Health,  and  to  the  elements  of  the  Natural 
Sciences;  and  early  in  the  course,  as  so  many  of  the  students 
stay  in  the  University  only  a  part  of  the  time  devoted  to  the 
course  of  study.  We  think  this  ought  to  be  done,  even  if  the 
work  in  Geography,  and  perhaps  in  some  other  branches,  must 
be  considerably  restricted,  in  order  to  afford  time  for  the  work 
above  mentioned. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 


Mr.  Coy  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  President  Edwards  be  authorized  to  employ  a  compe- 
tent clerk  to  keep  the  books  of  the  institution,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding 
$300  per  year. 

Judge  Green,  on  behalf  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  presented 
the  following:

INFLUENCE   OF   THE   SOUTHERN  NORMAL. 

Lt  was  expected  by  many  that  the  opening  of  the  Southern  Nor- 
mal University  would  materially  diminish  our  attendance,  especially 
from  the  southern  part  of  the  State.  This  has  not,  however,  been 
the  result.  Our  numbers  this  year  exeeed  those  of  last  year  in  the 
Normal  Department  by  twenty,  and  that  notwithstanding  the 
greater  severity  of  our  examinations.  Of  the  representation  from 
Southern  Illinois  we  may  judge  by  taking  the  counties  south  of  the 
north  end  of  Fayette,  and  comparing  the  number  of  students  from

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Other  counties  in  this  area  have  not  been  represented  in  the  Nor- 
mal Department  during  the  two  years.  About  the  same  ratio  of 
increase  will  be  found  wherever  the  line  has  been  drawn.  At  the 
same  time  the  success  of  the  Southern  Normal  University  appears 
to  have  been  in  a  high  degree  gratifying.  I  understand  that  its 
aggregate  number  for  the  year,  in  all  departments,  was  about  400. 
This  is  certainly  a  very  favorable  showing.  The  truth  is,  that  if 
properly  conducted,  the  two  institutions  will  be  mutually  very 
helpful. 

DO  OUR   PUPILS  TEACH? 

During  the  winter,  by  an  examination  as  careful  as  could  be  made, 
it  was  found  that  695  of  our  pupils  were  teaching  or  superintending 
in  eighty-four  counties  of  Illinois.  This  is  much  below  the  true 
number,  as  a  moment's  examination  of  the  facts  will  show.  There 
is  no  efficient  method  of  learning  the  names  and  and  localities  of  all 
the  past  pupils  of  the  school  who  are  teaching.  County  superinten- 
dents are  unable  to  state  the  number  employed  in  their  respective 
counties,  and  there  is  no  other  officer  to  whom  inquries  may  be  suc- 
cessfully addressed.  Laws  might  perhaps  be  enacted  that  would 
secure  the  result,  but  no  such  laws  now  exist.  The  numbers  found 
to  be  teaching  or  superintending  during  the  winter  were  distributed 
as  follows:

Total  number  known  to  be  teaching  or  superintending  in  known 
places  last  winter,  777.  Two  years  ago  the  number  ascertained 
was  609  in  Illinois. 

Of  those  reported  from  Illinois,  ten  are  county  Superintendents, 
two  are  teachers  in  the  Southern  Normal  University,  four  are 
teachers  in  this  Institution,  and  two  are  members  of  this  Board. 
Many  others  are  Superintendents  in  cities  and  teachers  of  high 
schools.  Of  those  from  other  States  there  are  two  county  Superin- 
tendents in  Iowa,  four  principals  of  schools  in  St.  Louis,  one  of 
them  a  branch  high  school,  and  the  others  large  grammar  schools; 
one  principal  of  the  city  high  school  in  Hannibal,  Mo.;  one  professor 
in  the  State  Normal  School,  Castine,  Maine;  one  city  Superin- 
tendent, Denver,  Col.;  one  city  principal  in  Milwaukee,  Wis;  one 
high  school  principal,  Warsaw,  N.  Y.;  two  professors  in  the  State 
Normal  School,  Terre  Haute,  Ind. ;  one  professor  in  the  State  Nor- 
mal School,  Emporia,  Kan.;  two  professors  in  the  State  University, 
Fayetteville,  Ark.;  one  professor  in  the  State  Normal  School,  Cape 
Girardeau,  Mo;  one  city  Superintendent,  Little  Rock,  Ark.  This 
list,  however,  is  by  no  means  exhaustive. 


ADMISSIONS   AND  REJECTIONS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  in  September,  184  candidates  for 
admission  appeared.  Of  these  77  were  admitted  on  certificates. 
These  are  of  two  classes — regular  county  appointments,  made  out 
according  to  law,  and  first-grade  teachers'  certificates.  Of  the  107 
who  underwent  examination,  33  were  rejected.    At  the  beginning 
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of  the  second  term,  in  January,  69  candidates  appeared;  eight  of 
them  with  certificates  entitling  them  to  admission.  Of  the  remain- 
ing 61,  19  were  rejected.  During  the  spring  term  there  were  86 
candidates,  35  of  whom  brought  certificates.  Of  the  other  51,  23 
were  rejected. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  candidates  has  been  339.  The 
admissions  by  certificate  have  been  120.  Of  the  219  who  under- 
went examination,  7=5  were  rejected.  During  the  first  term  the  re- 
jections were  30  per  cent,  of  those  examined;  during  the  second 
term  31  per  cent;  during  the  third  term  45  per  cent.  For  the  year 
34  per  cent,  of  those  examined,  or  22  per  cent,  of  all  the  candidates 
failed  to  pass.  The  rejections  have  all  been  for  want  of  literary 
qualifications. 

Candidates  failing  to  pass  the  examination  for  the  Normal  De- 
partment are  allowed  to  join  the  grammar  school,  or  second  grade 
of  the  Model  School.  In  this  school  a  regular  class,  preparatorv  to 
entering  the  Normal,  is  organized  each  term,  and  an  opportunitv  is 
thus  presented  for  making  up  deficiencies. 

TRAINING  DEPARTMENT. 

Your  action  one  year  ago,  in  establishing  a  training  department, 
and  in  appointing  Professor  Metcalf  as  its  Superintendent,  was 
at  the  time  deemed  wise  and  necessary.  And  it  is  not  too  much  to 
say  that  the  year's  experience  has  only  made  more  clear  the  neces- 
sity and  the  wisdom  of  that  action.  For  my  own  views  and  impres- 
sions on  this  head,  I  respectfully  refer  to  my  report  of  December 
last.  All  that  is  there  said  could  now  be  repeated,  with  added  em- 
phasis. The  following  report  of  Professor  Metcalf  is  commended 
to  your  attention : 

To  the  President  of  the  Illinois  State  Normal  University  : 
The  whole  number  of  student-teachers  who,  within  the  school  year  1874-5, 
^  have  had  at  least  one  month's  charge  of  a  class  in  some  department  of  this  In- 
■  stitution,  is  202.  Properly  speaking,  however,  this  is  the  number  of  appoint- 
f  ments  to  the  care  of  classes;  for,  in  some  instances,  the  same  Normal  pupil  has 
1:  been  registered  in  connection  with  two  or  even  three  classes.  Deducting  second 
J  and  third  appointments,  the  number  of  separate  persons  employed  is  found  to

Of  this  total  8  classes  belonged  in  the  Normal  department,  11  in  the  high 
school,  100  in  the  grammar  and  83  in  the  primary. 

It  is  proper  to  say  that  this  aggregate  of  202  exceeds  the  total  number  of 
classes  placed  in  charge  of  Normal  students.  At  the  opening  of  each  term,  in 
accordance  with  jour  suggestion,  it  was  announced  that  a  considerable  number 
of  the  student-teachers  would  be  relieved  at  the  end  of  six  or  seven  weeks,  in 
order  to  give  other  pupils  opportunity  for  like  practice.  The  reduction  in  the 
number  reported  above  for  the  third  term  is  due  in  part  to  the  smaller  number 
of  supersedures  this  term,  but  in  part,  also,  to  a  change  in  classification  in  the 
Grammar  department,  by  which  five  grades  or  sections  were  reduced  to  four. 

In  entering  upon  the  experiment  of  mid-term  relieving,  it  was  proposed  to 
displace  only  those  who  should  prove  decidedly  successful  in  handling  their 
classes,  but  it  was  found  best  to  continue  some  of  these  through  the  term.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  became  necessary  to  set  aside  some  teachers  whose  further 
connection  with  their  classes  would  be  detrimental  to  all  concerned. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  each  of  those  whose  first  effort  was  a  failure, 
and  who  were  assigned  to  a  second  class,  have,  under  other  conditions,  and  spurred, 
it  may  be,  by  the  memory  of  a  former  defeat,  met  with  fair  or  decided  success. 

In  view  of  the  excess  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  classes  above  the  num- 
ber of  model  school  classes  to  be  taught  by  students,  this  change  of  teachers 
seems  to  be  judicious.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  student  who  is  to  assume 
charge  for  the  second  half  of  the  term  is,  in  general,  appointed  to  duty  as  a 
visitor;  that  he  has,  in  most  cases,  two  or  more  weeks  in  which  to  observe  his 
predecessor's  methods  and  the  mental  characteristics  of  the  different  pupils,  and 
that  he  is  expected  to  note  in  his  diary,  as  carefully  as  is  done  by  the  student- 
teacher  in  charge,  the  plan  and  success  of  recitations,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
second  teacher  has  a  no  less  favorable  chance  than  the  first  to  win  success.  The 
teacher  who  is  relieved  becomes  in  turn  an  observer  and  continues  his  daily 
notes. 

The  training-teacher  and  his  assistant  have  found  the  diaries  just  referred  to 
useful  in  several  ways.  These  contain  statements,  usually  somewhat  minute, 
of  the  work  done  in  our  absence ;  also  records  of  our  criticisms  and  of  our  illus- 
trative teaching  exercises.  In  the  weekly  meetings  a  part  of  the  time  has  been 
given  to  listening  to  and  commenting  upon  the  contents  of  the  diaries. 

The  opportunity  afforded  by  my  position  the  past  year  for  observing  the  work 
in  the  department  more  immediately  under  the  care  of  Miss  Gertie  Case,  has 
added  to  my  previously  high  estimate  of  her  services.  Those  who  have  taught 
he  primary  classes  have  often  expressed  to  me  their  gratification  in  view  of  the 
excellence  of  her  methods  and  the  suggestiveness  of  her  own  teaching.  I  have 
seen  at  their  work  nearly  all  who  have  been  employed  in  this  department,  and 
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have  visited  some  of  them  many  times  for  observation  and  counsel,  as  well  as 
for  comparing  notes  with  my  assistant,  yet  I  have  felt  that  most  of  my  time 
was  needed  in  connection  with  classes  from  the  High  School  and  Grammar 
departments.  By  my  request  several  visits  were  made  by  Miss  Case  to  certain 
classes  in  these  two  departments. 

In  conclusion  I  will  say  that  the  work  of  the  training-teachers,  whatever  the 
merit  or  demerit  of  my  own  effort,  is,  in  my  judgment,  indispensable  to  the 
highest  usefulness  of  the  Institution.

MUSEUM  AND  SCHOOL  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCES. 

Work  in  the  Museum  of  Natural  history  has  been  prosecuted 
during  the  last  year  with  the  usual  activity.  Several  thousand  spe- 
cimens have  been  added  to  the  collection,  chiefly  insects,  birds, 
mammals,  fishes  and  reptiles.  Nearly  all  these,  except  the  insects, 
have  been  preserved  in  alcohol.  A  considerable  part  of  the  appro- 
priation for  this  year  has  been  used  for  books.  Without  a  good 
reference  library  of  scientific  works,  it  is  quite  impossible  that  the 
museum  should  take  the  rank  it  is  entitled  to  as  a  generally  recog- 
nized authority  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  natural  history  of  the 
state.  Indeed,  several  important  additions  will  yet  be  necessary  to 
fill  up  the  library  according  to  the  plans  adopted. 

The  arduous  labor  of  indexing  the  new  books,  and  of  preparing, 
naming,  labeling,  cataloguing  and  arranging  the  specimens  collected 
and  received,  has  been  faithfully  performed,  and  very  little  undeter- 
mined material  is  now  on  hand.  Numerous  exchanges  have  been 
conducted  with  other  museums  and  with  private  students,  and  sev- 
eral hundred  specimens  have  been  named  and  returned  to  those 
referring  them  to  the  museum  for  determination.  The  pressure  of 
other  duties  and  the  lack  of  funds  to  pay  for  assistance  have  com- 
pelled the  refusal  of  several  advantageous  offers  of  exchange  and 
correspondence.  ^  (  „ 

A  considerable  part  of  the  time  o&  the  curator  has  been  devoted 
to  teaching  Zoology  to  the  pupils  of  the  Normal  school,  the  regular 
classes  in  this  branch  having  been  placed  under -his  instruction. 
The  zoological  laboratory  fitted  up  during  the  ktst  summer  vaca- 
tion, has  answered  its  purpose  admirably,  and  series  of  dissections 
have  been  made  each  term  by  the  pupils  of  the  zoology  classes,  at 
an  average  cost  for  material,  etc.,  of  about  three  cents  a  dav  per 
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pupil.  There  is  probably  no  other  institution  in  the  State,  perhaps 
not  another  in  the  west,  which  affords  advantages  for  the  study  of 
natural  history  equal  to  those  now  open  to  the  students  of  our  Nor- 
mal School.  The  pupils  are  prompt  to  avail  themselves  of  these 
opportunities,,  and  no  studies  of  the  course  are,  on  the  whole,  more 
popular. 

In  this  connection  I  may  mention  the  work  of  the  School  and 
College  Association  of  Natural  History,  which  has  its  headquarters 
at  the  museum.  This  society  now  .includes  teachers  and  pupils  of 
more  than  forty  of  the  colleges  and  public  schools  of  the  state, 
most  of  which  have  been  actively  at  work  for  the  museum  during 
the  past  year.  The  duplicate  specimens  sent  in,  to  the  number  of 
more  than  2,000,  have  been  named  and  redistributed  to  these  schools, 
and  much  valuable  material,  has  been  added  to  the  sets  from  the 
museum  duplicates,.  Under/ the  auspices  of  this  Association  a  plan 
for  a  vacation  scho/ftNof  natural  history  has.  been  put  in  execution. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  session  of  one  month,  com- 
mencing July  14. 

Instruction  of  the  highest  grade  and  every  needed  facility  for 
work  and  study,  both  elementary  and  advanced,  have  been  pro- 
vided in  the  following  branches: 

r.    Systematic  and  structural  botany  of  the  flowering  plants. 

2.  Crvptogamic  botany,  with  especial  reference  to  mosses  and 
fungi. 

3.  Systematic  /oology,  with  especial  reference  to  entomology 
and  ornithology. 

4.  Comparative  anatomy,  illustrated  by  mounted  skeletons  and 
other  preparations,  and  by  series  of  dissections  made  by  the  students 
under  the  eye  of  a  competent  instructor. 

A  sufficient  number  of  good  microscopes  have  been  secured  for 
the  use  of  students  in  the  study  of  histology  and  the  lower 
forms  of  life.  Marine  material  w-iH  he  provided  fresh  from  the  sea;  7 
and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  supply  of  inland  speci- 
mens of  all  varieties  and  in  any  desired  quantity.  Occasional  ex- 
cursions will  be  made  by  the  class,  to  give  opportunity  for  field 
work. 

The  following  gentlemen  have  been  engaged  as  instructors  for 
the  term : 

Prof.  B.  G.  Wilder,  President  of  the  College  of  Natural  Historx 
in  Cornell  University,  New  York. 
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Prof.  W.  S.  Barnard,  Ph.  D.,  (professor  of  zoology  at  Penikese 
last  year). 

Prof.  T.J.  Burrill,  of  the  Illinois  Industrial  University. 
Prof.  Cyrus  Thomas,  State  Entomologist. 
Prof.  Sr^-tofiis,  State  Normal  School. 

It  1^  found  necessary  to  limit  the  attendance  to  fifty  students;  but, 
within  this  limit,  the  class  will-be  open  to  the  teachers  of  the  State. 

Over  seventy  applications  for  admission  have  been  received  from 
forty-two  different  counties,  and  everything  seems  to  promise  the 
complete  success  of  what  is  certainly  a  very  notable  enterprise. 

BUILDING   AND   PROPERTY   OF  BOARD. 

The  floors  and  roof  of  the  building  are  especially  in  need  of  re- 
pairs. The  legislature  has  appropriated  for  that  purpose  $5,ooo# 
Of  this  sum  $3,000  is  for  roof  and  $2,000  is  for  floors.  It  is  incum- 
bent upon  the  Board  to  determine  how  this  money  shall  be  expended. 
Several  propositions  for  the  roof  have  been  handed  me,  which  I 
lay  before  the  Board.  The  floor  is  a  complex  job,  and  I  am  in- 
clined to  think  it  can  best  be  done  by  the  day.  But  the  roof  may 
readily  and  safely  be  let  by  contract. 

The  property  now  owned  by  the  Board,  or  held  by  it  in  trust  for 
the  State,  is  large  in  amount,  and  valuable.  In  the  tract  of  land 
about  the  building  the  trees  have  now  attained  a  size  that  renders 
them  objects  of  great  beauty.  The  row  of  deciduous  trees  on  the 
west  side  has  become  a  continuous  line  of  dense  foliage.  It  is  com- 
posed of  soft  maples  and  elms.  The  maples,  being  rapid  growers, 
were  overtopping  the  elms  and  greatly  impeding  their  growth. 
After  consultation  with  Mr.  Carter,  I  took  the  responsibility  of 
trimming  the  former  sufficiently  to  give  the  latter  room  to  grow. 
In  the  end,  no  doubt,  about  half  the  trees  must  be  cut  down,  and 
the  elms  will  doubtless  be  the  proper  ones  to  retain. 

Some  years  since,  at  an  expense  of  $200,  the  entire  campus  was 
enclosed  by  a  substantial  fence.  But  the  people  have  fallen  into  the 
habit  of  climbing  it  in  various  places,  and  at  last  deliberately  break- 
ing it  down  in  order  to  cross  the  grounds  and  thus  shorten  their 
lines  of  travel.  This  spring,  however,  the  fence  was  repaired,  and 
for  a  time  the  service  of  an  authorized  policeman  was  secured,  who 
soon  put  an  end  to  the  tresspasses,  or,  at  least,  very  greatly  dimin- 
ished them.    I  think  the  Board  should  take  some  action  in  reference 
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to  this  matter.  Shall  the  public  be  allowed  to  cross  the  grounds 
wherever  and  whenever  they  please,  to  the  injury  of  fence,  trees 
and  grass?  If  not,  how  shall  the  injury  be  stopped?  A  request 
from  the  Board  to  the  town  council  would,  perhaps,  induce  that 
body  to  add  one  policeman  to  its  present  force,  who  could  give 
enough  of  his  time  to  the  Normal  grounds  to  preserve  them  from 
harm. 

Considerable  repairs  have  been  made  upon  the  sidewalks,  some 
of  the  bills  for  which  have  been  paid,  but  some  of  them  will  come 
before  you  for  audit.

sity be  kept  in  this  building,  under  charge  of  the  President  of  the 
University,  for  the  use  of  this  Board. 

Mr.  N.  E.  Worthington  appeared  and  took  his  seat.  Members 
all  present. 

Board  adjourned  to  two  o'clock  P.  M. 


AFTERNOON  SESSION. — Two  o'clock,  P.  M. 
Board  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Mr.  Clark,  Chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  reorganize 
the  standing  committees  of  the  Board,  submitted  the  following : 

Your  committee  report  that,  in  their  opinion,  there  is  great  need 
that  the  members  of  this  Board  become  more  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  workings  of  the  University  in  its  various  departments, 
and  that  they  should  more  closely  identify  themselves  with  the  in- 
terests they  are  appointed  to  superintend.  To  this  end,  your  com- 
mittee respectfully  recommend  that  there  be  appointed  five  additional 
committees, ,  to  consist  of  three  members  each,  to  each  of  which 
shall  be  assigned  one  of  the  departments  of  the  University,  and 
that  once  a  year,  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June,  each  of  these  com- 
mittees shall  report  the  condition  of  the  department  under  its  charge, 
with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  for  its  improvement  as 
to  them  may  seem  advisable.  That  satisfactory  reports  may  be 
secured,  the  members  of  these  committees  should  visit  the  Univer- 
sity during  term  time  at  least  once  each  year,  so  that  the  information 
they  report  to  the  Board  may  be  obtained  from  personal  examina- 
tion of  the  workings  of  the  several  departments.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  arrangement,  with  a  committee  for  each  division,  be  as 
follows: 

1.  Training  school,  consisting  of  the  three  departments  of  High, 
Grammar  and  Primary  Schools. 

2.  Natural  Science  and  Mathematics. 

3.  Language,  including  Reading  and  Elocution. 

4.  History,  Geography,  Drawing  and  Music. 

5.  Theory  and  Art  of  teaching  and  Mental  Science. 
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It  is  further  recommended  that  the  standing-  committees  of  this 
body  be  designated  as  follows : 

1.  Text  Books  and  Course  of  Instruction. 

2.  Teachers  and  Salaries. 

3.  Buildings  and  Grounds. 

4.  Auditing-  and  Finance. 

5.  Rules  and  Regulations. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  the  report  of  the  committee  was  unanimously  adopted. 
The  board  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensu- 
ing two  years,  with  the  following  result:

The  bond  of  the  Treasurer  •  for  $20,000  was  then  presented  and 
accepted  by  the  Board. 

The  following  resolution,  by  Judge  Green,  on  motion,  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  buildings  and  grounds  be  instructed  to  ad- 
vertise for  bids  for  roofing  the  University  with  tin,  to  be  well  painted. 

Such  advertisement  to  be  published  in  the  JBloomington  daily  papers  one 
week,  and  to  be  sent  by  the  committee  to  at  least  five  experienced  tin  roofers 
in  Chicago  and  five  in  St.  Louis;  also,  that  the  committee  proceed  without 
delay  to  have  new  floors  laid  down  in  the  building  by  day's  work. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Bakewell  was  read  by  Mr.  Carter,  asking 
the  Board  to  convey  to  him  a  certain  portion  of  land  given  by  him 
for  the  use  of  the  University,  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  with  instructions  to  report. 

The  following  report  of  the  special  committee  appointed  at  the 
last  meeting  to  visit  the  Normal  School,  was  submitted  by  the 
Chairman,  E.  A.  Gastman  : 

REPORT  OF   SPECIAL    VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

Your  committee,  appointed  to  visit  the  Normal  School  during 
term  time,  and  observe  the  work  actually  done,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  we  have  endeavored  to  discharge  that  duty  as  carefully  as  pos- 
sible in  the  limited  time  at  our  disposal. 
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We  find  the  school  generally  in  a  very  high  state  of  efficiency. 
The  teachers,  as  a  body,  seem  to  us  to  be  laboring  earnestly  and 
faithfully  to  accomplish  the  work  for  which  this  institution  was 
established. 

DRAWING  DEPARTMENT. 

Miss  Miller,  who  was  employed  at  the  beginning  of  the  pres- 
ent year,  seems  to  be  doing  an  excellent  work  in  drawing.  But  her 
work  in  other  branches  has  not  been  equally  satisfactory.  Unless, 
in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  her  whole  time  can  be  profitably  em- 
ployed in  teaching  drawing,  it  will  be  necessary  to  dispense  with 
her  services.  It  has  been  intimated  that  the  public  school  of  this 
town  would  be  willing  to  employ  her  a  part  of  the  time,  and  if 
such  an  arrangement  can  be  made,  and  this  institution  thereby  se- 
cure Miss  Miller's  services  for  such  time  as  the  President  of  the 
University  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  teaching  of  this 
important  branch  of  knowledge,  your  committee  see  no  objection 
to  entering  into  such  an  arrangement. 

TRAINING  DEPARTMENT. 

We  find  the  Training  Department  in  much  better  condition  than 
ever  before.  Prof.  Metcalf  has  labored  faithfully  to  instruct  the 
pupil-teachers  in  the  best  methods  of  hearing  recitations,  assigning 
lessons,  governing  classes,  etc.,  etc.  What  he  is  doing  in  the  higher 
classes,  Miss  Gertie  Case  seems  to  be  accomplishing  in  an  equally 
satisfactory  manner  in  the  primary  department.  We  believe  that  still 
greater  improvements  may  be  wrought  in  the  Training  Depart- 
ment, and  hope  to  see  greater  definiteness  and  directness  given  to 
the  instruction  which  the  pupil-teachers  receive  during  the  coming 
year. 

GRAMMAR  DEPARTMENT. 

We  think  that  a  cheaper  arrangement  might  be  made  for  the 
government  of  the  Grammar  Department  of  the  Training  School. 
A  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  is  now  paid  to  a  gentleman  for 
governing  that  room.

I,  ,  do  solemnly  promise  and  declare,  to  the  State  Board 

of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  facilities  for 
an  education  offered  me  by  said  Board,  I  will  teach  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  for  at  least  three  years,  and  I  hereby  pledge  my  honor  to  per- 
form this  obligation. 

Mr.  Worthington  offered  the  following,  which  was  substituted 
for  the  above  by  a  vote  of  9  to  6,  and,  on  motion,  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

I  hereby  solemnly  declare  that  my  only  purpose  in  attending  the  Normal 
University  is  to  fit  myself  for  teaching  in  the  schools  of  Illinois,  and  that  I  will 
carry  out  this  pledge  in  good  faith.  And  I  do  further  pledge  myself  to  report 
to  the  President  of  the  University,  semi-annually,  where  I  am  and  what  I  am 
doing,  for  three  years  after  graduating  at  said  Institution. 

Resolution  by  Mr.  Carter.  Passed: 

Resolved,  1st,  That  $1,000  be  appropriated  to  be  used  by  the  President  of  the 
University  for  the  purchase  of  fuel. 

2d.  That  $100  be  ^appropriated  to  be  used  by  the  President  for  the  services 
of  a  bookkeeper. 

The  following  resolution,  on  motion  ot  Dr.  Goudy,  was  passed : 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $300  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  President 
Edwards  to  be  used  as  a  contingent  fund  for  the  ensuing  six  months. 

The  Board  adopted  the  following  resolution  on  motion  of 
T.  R.  Leal: 

Resolved,  That  we  view  with  great  pleasure  the  fact  that  the  "  School  and 
College  Association  of  Natural  History"  has  been  organized  with  flattering- 
prospects,  and  we  heartily  welcome  it  to  the  use  of  the  University  building. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Clark,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  draw  orders  on  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  the  first  and 
second  quarterly  instalments  of  the  appropriations  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Normal  University  at  Normal  for  the  current  year;  each  instalment  being 
the  one-fourth  part  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  whole  of  the  annual  interest 


of  the  College  and  Seminary  fund,  together  with  the  one-fourth  of  the  sum  of 
$11,712.88,  as  said  instalments  become  due  and  payable,  as  provided  by  sections 
1  and  2  of  "An  act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
Normal  University  at  Normal;  approved  April  8,  1875,"  and  that  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  B.  G.  Roots,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to  draw  orders  for 
the  special  appropriations  of  $3,000  for  roofing  and  $2,000  for  flooring  the  Uni- 
versity building,  as  provided  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  approved 
April  8*  1875. 

Resolution  by  Mr.  Knickerbocker.  Passed: 

Resolved,  That  at  each  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Board  the  Faculty  shall, 
through  the  President,  report  to  the  committee  on  teachers  and  salaries  the 
names  of  such  pupils  as,  in  their  judgment,  the  good  of  the  University  requires 
should  be  dropped;  and  that  the  said  committee  shall  report  to  the.  Board, 
making  recommendations  of  such  action  in  the  matter  as  they  may  think  should 
be  taken  by  the  Board. 

The  report  of  President  Edwards  as  to  the  disposition  made  of 
the  contingent  fund  of  the  last  half  year  was  then  presented  and 
referred  to  the  auditing  committee.  Also,  the  semi-annual  report 
of  C.  W.  Holder  was  read  and  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

The  Board  adjourned  till  nine  o'clock  Wednesday  morning,

REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE  ON   PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

The  Committee  on  the  President's  Address  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  approved : 

We  rejoice  to  see  that  the  University  is  in  a  highly  prosperous 
condition  in  all  its  departments.  From  the  statistics  submitted  it  is 
conclusively  shown  that  a  large  number  of  the  former  students  are 
now  engaged  in  teaching  in  the  different  counties  of  the  State,  and 
that  many  of  them  are  occupying  prominent  positions  in  the  educa- 
tional field. 

We  desire  to  commend  in  the  strongest  terms  the  strictness  of  the 
entrance  examinations.  It  is  certainly  no  more  than  fair  to  require 
that  before  a  person  should  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  this 
institution,  he  should  be  able  to  pass  a  fair  examination  in  the  com- 
mon branches  of  an  English  education. 

Wc  commend  to  the  careful  attention  of  the  members  of  this 
Board  and  to  the  people  of  the  State  the  very  full  and  interesting 
repen  ts  of  Prof.  Metcalf  and  Prof.  Forbes,  regarding  the  Train- 
ing School  and  the  museum. 

The  methods  pursued  in  teaching  zoology  to  the  students  in  the 
University  meets  our  hearty  approval. 

We  think  the  Committee  on  Building  and  Grounds  should  take 
some  action  looking  to  the  better  preservation  of  the  fences  and 
grounds,  as  recommended  by  the  President.

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  the  diseussion  of  religious 
or  theological  topics  in  the  University  building  at  any  time  or  on  any  occasion, 
is  injudicious,  and  that  the  use  of  the  building  for  such  discussions,  and  for  reli- 
gious exercises  of  any  kind,  except  the  devotional  exercises  connected  with  the 
regular  order  of  the  school,  is  unwise. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  President  of  the  University  be  called 
to  the  resolution  on  page  5  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board,  at  the  meeting  in 
December,  1861,  and  that  in  the  exercise  of  the  authority  thereby  conferred,  he 
be  requested  to  see  that  the  spirit  of  the  above  resolution  is  carried  out.

Resolved,  That  the  use  of  the  society  rooms  is  given  to  the  respective  societies 
that  occupy  them  that  the  students  of  the  University  may  be  benefited  by  proper 
literary  exercises,  and  this  Board  is  desirous  to  give  all  advantages  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  members  of  said  societies ;  but  when  the  exercises  become  ot 
such  a  nature  as  lo  be  derogatory  to  the  good  name  and  usefulness  of  the  Uni- 
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versity,  it  is  the  request  of  this  Board  that  the  President,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  buildings  and  grounds,  shall  denv 
the  use  of  said  rooms  to  one  or  both  of  said  societies  until  such  time  as  they  can 
be  assured  that  the  exercises  will  be  of  a  proper  character. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  is  hereby  requested  to  send  a  copv  of  this  resolu- 
tion to  the  President  of  each  of.  the  said  societies. 

Mr.  Noetling  submitted  the  following: 

Whereas,  Numerous  trespasses  are  constantly  committed  by  parties  cross- 
ing and  re-crossing  the  grounds  surrounding  Normal;  and  in  order  that  the 
grass  and  trees  may  be  protected,  it  is  necessary  that  such  trespasses  should  be 
stopped  at  once;  therefore, 

Resolved,  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  be, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  protect  the  property  aforesaid  bv 
such  legal  proceedings  against  the  trespassers  as  in  his  judgment  shall  be  deem- 
ed necessary. 

The  resolution  with  its  preamble  was  adopted. 
The  preamble  and  resolution  following  was  then  adopted  by  the 
Board: 

Whereas,  The  Museum  in  this  institution  is  worth  at  least  $100,000,  and  if 
destroyed  by  fire,  could  never  be  fully  restored;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Board  present  to  the  Governor  of  this 
State  such  facts  with  reference  to  the  Museum  as  he  may  deem  proper,  and  re- 
quest the  Governor  in  his  next  message  to  call  the  attention  of  the  legisla- 
ture to  the  importance  of  some  action  by  which  a  suitable  fire-proof  building 
may  be  erected  at  Normal  for  the  reception  and  preservation  of  such  Museum. 

The  following  resolution  by  Judge  Green  was  read  and  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  B.  G.  Roots  be  appointed  a  committee  to  confer  with  the 
owners  of  swamp  lands  in  Jackson  county  as  to  the  best  means  of  inducing 
Jackson  county  to  drain  the  swamp  lands  lately  sold  by  said  county,  and  report 
to  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting. 

Resolution  by  Mr.  Wells.  Adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  fall  term  of  the  next  school  year  of  this  Institution  shall 
commence  on  the  6th  of  September  next,  and  shall  continue  1  5  weeks,  followed 
by  a  vacation  of  two  weeks;  that  the  winter  term  shall  continue  12  weeks,  fol- 
lowed by  a  vacation  of  one  week,  and  the  spring  term  shall  continue  12  weeks. 

It  was  further  resolved,  That  the  meetings  of  this  Board  for  the  next  year 
shall  be  called  on  Wednesday,  December  15,  1875,  and  on  Wednesday,  June  21 
1876. 

Mr.  WORTHINGTON  introduced  a  resolution  as  follows,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  use  of  the  rooms  of  the  University  building  for  any  pur- 
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pose  other  than  that  legitimately  connected  with  the  training  and  education  of 
teachers  and  for  the  meetings  of  the  Wrightonian  and  Philadelphian  Societies 
he  and  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Dr.  Goudy,  from  the  committee  on  President's  Address,  pre- 
sented the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted :

INSTRUCTORS. 

There  has  been  during  the  term  an  increase  of  one  in  the  number 
of  instructors.  This  has  been  a  great  help.  It  has  enabled  us  to 
reduce  somewhat  the  size  of  the  classes,  and  to  give  to  each  student 
more  personal  attention  than  was  formerly  possible.  A  still  larger 
addition  to  the  Faculty  would  be  useful.  In  years  past  we  have 
suffered  much  from  the  crowds  of  pupils,  and  from  the  consequent 
necessity  of  large  classes.  This  has  had  the  effect  of  diminishing 
the  moral  power  of  the  school. 

My  opinion  is  that  Miss  Wakefield,  the  added  member  of  the 
faculty,  has  done  her  work  successfully.  She  seems  to  have  secured 
the  respect  of  the  pupils,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  she  has  labored 
faithfully  as  a  teacher. 

Miss  Miller,  according  to  the  vote  of  the  Board,  has  been  con- 
fined to  the  teaching  of  Drawing.  She  has  taught  two  classes  in 
the  Normal,  one  in  the  Grammar  School,  and  two  in  the  Primary 
School.  Her  work  has  been  a  benefit  to  the  pupils,  and  her  influ- 
ence in  the  school  has  been  good. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Mills  has  been  employed  as  the  teacher,  or  rather  the 
disciplinarian,  of  the  Grammar  School.  In  this  work  he  has  cer- 
tainly shown  himself  successful.  In  discipline,  he  is  good-natured, 
but  exacting  and  effective,  and  the  effect  of  his  work  is  seen  in  the 
improved  order  among  the  pupils  during  the  recesses,  and  at  other 
times,  in  the  halls. 

Mrs.  Carter,  in  the  Primary  School,  has  been  in  a  high  degree 
faithful  and  thoughtful.  Some  of  the  pupil-teachers  she  has  greatly 
helped.  As  the  matter  appears  to  me  it  will  be  wise  for  the  Board 
to  continue  her  services. 

I  speak  of  these  teachers  by  name  because  they  are  newly  em- 
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ployed.  But  excellence  of  work  is  by  no  means  confined  to  these. 
I  am  confident  that  never,  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  has  the 
teaching  imparted  been  so  good,  and  the  moral  influence  wielded  so 
healthful.  Both  the  Normal  and  High  Schools  are  doing  their 
work  faithfully,  ably  and  effectually. 

TRAINING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Training  Department  continues  as  useful  and  effective  as 
heretofore.  I  think  the  Board  should  by  all  means  continue  this 
work,  and  it  could  fall  into  no  better  hands  than  those  that  are  now 
conducting  it. 

REPAIRS. 

During  the  vacation  and  the  first  part  of  the  term,  repairs  were 
made  upon  the  building,  as  authorized  by  act  of  the  legislature.  I 
have  kept  full  account  of  all  moneys  drawn  and  used  for  that  pur- 
pose. The  floors,  which  were  done  under  the  immediate  direction 
of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  were  finished  in  time 
for  the  opening  of  school.  But  the  roof,  which  was  let  by  the  job 
to  Kniseley  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  and  which,  by  contract  was  to  be 
finished  by  Sept.  6,  was  not  completed  until  October.  All  the 
work  seems  to  have  been  well  done.  Now,  for  the  first  time  in 
fourteen  years,  the  house  is  covered  by  a  water-tight  roof,  and  the 
floors  offer  a  firm  resistance  to  the  foot,  and  are  capable  of  being 
kept  clean.  There  is  a  balance  of  funds  left  over  on  the  Roof  Fund 
of  $655  86;  but  Knisely  &  Co.  are  not  fully  paid;  on  the  Floor 
Fund  of  $144  47. 

!     Other  repairs  are  greatly  needed.    The  steps  at  the  south  or 
-  front  door  are  much  dilapidated,  and  the  Board  have,  undoubtedly, 
the  means  of  doing  all  that  is  needed  in  this  respect. 

When  the  new  boiler  was  set  up,  the  escape  pipe  for  steam 
*  was  inserted  into  one  of  the  chimneys  on  the  north  side  of  the 
I  building  in  such  way  that  the  chimney  forms  a  continuation  of  the 
'  pipe.  The  consequence  is  that  the  bricks  absorb  the  moisture  so  as 
j  to  endanger  the  wall.  An  order  has  been  given  for  the  lengthen- 
ing of  the  pipe  to  the  top  of  the  chimney,  at  a  cost,  I  think,  of 
about  seventy-five  dollars.  The  mechanic  has  delayed  the  doing 
I  of  the  work,  but  it  ought  to  be  done  soon. 
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On  account  of  the  frequent  leakage  of  the  old  roof,  the  plastered 
ceilings  of  the  society  rooms  were  greatly  injured,  and  needed  to 
be  entirely  renewed.  This  has  been  done  at  an  expense  of  ninety- 
three  dollars. 

Some  time  after  the  roof  was  to  have  been  completed  by  Knisely 
&  Co.,  but  while  a  large  part  of  it  was  stripped  and  exposed  to  the 
weather,  the  building  was  drenched  by  a  severe  rain.  Among 
other  injuries,  the  grand  Steinway  piano  m  the  large  hall  was  ren- 
dered unfit  for  use.  It  was  taken  down  and  sent  to  New  York  for 
repairs,  as  the  work  could  not  be  done  at  a  nearer  distance.  The 
cost  at  New  York  will  be  about  two  hundred  dollars,  and  the 
freight  charges  both  ways  will  be  about  fifty  dollars  more.  The 
piano  will  be  worth,  when  repaired,  about  twelve  hundred  dollars, 
which  is  more  than  it  was  worth  before  the  accident;  but  I  think  it 
would  be  just  for  Kniseley  &  Co.  to  bear  part  of  the  expenses. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

To  secure  the  proper  care  of  the  buildings  and  grounds  will  re- 
quire the  utmost  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  school  authorities.  Not 
only  the  careless  habits  of  pupils,  but  also  the  loose  notions  prevail- 
ing in  the  community  about  public  property,  make  it  necessary  to 
exercise  continuous  and  urgent  care  to  keep  the  fences  from  being 
broken  down,  the  grass  from  being  trodden,  and  the  trees  and 
buildings  from  being  injured. 

NATURAL  HISTORY  SCHOOL. 

I  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  report  hereto  annexed,  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Natural  History  School,  the  first  session  of 
which  was  held  during  the  late  long  vacation.  Its  results  were 
very  gratifying,  and  the  enterprise  is  worthy  of  your  care. 

PROGRESS   OF   THE   SCHOOL   IN   FOURTEEN  YEARS. 

The  progress  of  the  Institution  for  the  last  fourteen  years  may 
be  shown  by  several  facts.  For  the  school  year  1861-62,  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  catalogued  in  the  Normal  School  was  152.  The 
number  for  1874— '75  was  467;  a  gain  of  207  per  cent.  The  num- 
ber catalogued  in  the  entire  Institution  during  the  former  year  was 
285;  during  the  latter  year  was  779;  a  gain  of  171  per  cent. 
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The  arnotmt  annually  appropriated  by  the  legislature  at  that  time 
was  $12,445  99-  For  current  period  it  is  $27,200';  a  gain  of 
more  than  118  per  cent.  The  income  from  the  Model  School  at 
that  time  cannot  be  determined  from  documents  within  my  reach, 
but  for  the  years  1862-63  it  was  $1,778  20.  Last  year  it  was 
$4,488  04;  a  gain  of  152  per  cent.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
gain  in  appropriations,  large  as  that  is,  falls  far  below  the  gains  in 
the  number  of  pupils,  or  in  the  income  from  the  Model  School.  I 
believe  it  to  be  true  that  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  school  has 
been  for  many  years  far  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated  to 
any  other  Normal  School  in  the  United  States;  and  yet  our  num- 
bers have  been  so  large  that  the  amount  per  capita  has  been  less 
here  than  in  several  other  institutions. 

There  has  also  been  vast  progress  in  respect  to  the  number  of 
our  pupils  found  teaching  and  superintending,  especially  in  positions 
of  importance.  At  that  time  very  few  of  those  educated  here  were 
thus  employed.  Now  they  are  so  numerous  as  to  form  almost  a 
majority  of  all  educational  associations  in  the  State.  The  total 
number  known  to  be  teaching  or  superintending  last  year  was  777. 
Of  those  employed  in  Illinois  ten  were  county  superintendents,  two 
were  instructors  in  the  Southern  Normal  University,  two  were  pro- 
fessors in  the  Industrial  University,  one  was  a  teacher  in  the  Peoria 
County  Normal  School,  and  two  were  members  of  this  Board. 
Besides  these  there  were  many  superintendents  and  principals  of 
high  schools.  Of  those  in  other  States,  there  were  two  county 
superintendents  in  Iowa,  four  principals  of  schools  in  St.  Louis,  one 
of  them  a  branch  high  school,  and  the  others  large  grammar 
schools;  one  principal  of  the  city  high  school  in  Hannibal,  Mo. ; 
one  teacher  in  the  State  Normal  School  in  Castine,  Maine;  one 

.city  superintendent,  Denver,  Col.;  one  principal,  Milwaukee,  Wis.; 
one  high  school  principal,  Warsaw,  N.  Y.;  two  professors  in  the 

k  State  Normal  School,  Terre  Haute,  Ind. ;  one  professor  in  State 
Normal  School,  San  Jose,  California;  two  professors  in  the  State 

I  University,  Fayetteville,  Ark.;  one  professor  in  the  State  Normal 
School,  Cape  Girardeau,  Mo.;  one  city  superintendent,  Little  Rock, 

j  Arkansas. 

I  believe  the  school  is  now  exerting  a  wider  and  more  beneficient 
I  nfluence  than  ever  before;  and  I  believe  further,  that  its  power  for 
I  *ood  has  only  begun,  and  that  with  the  funds  at  its  disposal,  and 
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the  impulse  already  gained  by  way  of  momentum,  it  may  be  made 
to  produce  grander  results  in  the  coming  years  than  any  yet  achiev- 
ed by  it.

NORMAL  NATURAL  HISTORY  SCHOOL. 

The  first  session  of  the  Normal  School  of  Natural  History  closed 
on  the  eleventh  of  August.  The  term  was  an  extremely  successful 
one  in  every  respect  except  the  financial  (such  schools  can  never  be 
made  to  "pay,")  and  marks,  we  think,  the  beginning  of  a  new  and 
hopeful  era  in  the  public  school  work. 

The  methods  of  teaching  in  natural  history  apply  everywhere,  to 
all  study  of  things  and  their  relations;  and  likewise,  more  or  less 
directly  to  all  studies  calculated  for  the  culture  of  the  generalizing 
faculty ;  so  that  any  improvement  of  these  methods  has  a  far  wider 
significance  than  might  at  first  appear.  That  the  old  methods  are 
capable  of  an  improvement  amounting  almost  to  a  revolution,  we 
think  no  one  will  deny  who  has  witnessed  the  results  of  the  four 
weeks'  work  at  Normal. 

The  school  differed,  in  some  notable  respects,  from  its  Penikese 
predecessor.  The  work  was  definitely  planned  beforehand  to  meet 
what  seemed  to  be  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the  teachers  of  the 
State;  and  the  courses  of  study  thus  laid  down  were  adhered  to 
throughout.  While  the  leading  idea  was  that  of  method,  and  the 
leading  object  to  give  practice  in  the  peculiar  processes  of  scientific 
investigation,  it  was  not  forgotten  that,  to  the  average  teacher,  a 
general  knowledge  of  the  whole  is  of  more  value  than  a  special 
knowledge  of  a  very  little.  The  specimens  selected  for  study  were 
therefore,  typical  ones,  and  the  dissections  and  examinations  were  so 
planned  and  conducted  that  the  chief  facts  demonstrated  were  true, 
not  of  the  species  or  genus  only,  but  of  the  whole  classes  or  sub- 
kingdoms,  or  else  furnished  notable  exceptions  to  general  state- 
ments about  these  larger  groups.  Agassiz  is  reported  as  saying 
that  twenty  well  selected  dissections  would  made  one  very  good 
general  zoologist.  It  would  take  nearly  as  many  as  this  to  make 
one  thoroughly  acquainted,  as  a  specialist,  with  even  a  single 


animal.  That  the  course,  as  arranged,  was  found  profitable,  was 
shown  by  the  fact  that,  although  every  opportunity  was  offered  the 
students  to  do  special  work  by  dropping  some  part  of  the  general 
course,  only  two  or  three  availed  themselves  of  this  provision. 

The  material  for  dissection  was  abundant,  varied  and  extremely 
well  selected.  The  fresh  water  specimens  were  obtained  from  Lake 
Michigan  and  the  Illinois  River,  and  the  marine  animals  were  col- 
lected, as  needed,  along  the  New  England  coast.  Of  the  latter,  it 
was  asserted  by  former  students  of  the  school  of  Agassiz  that  a 
greater  variety  was  furnished  at  Normal  than  was  to  had  at  Peni- 
kese  itself.  An  agreeable  surprise  to  the  school  was  the  arrival 
from  Naples  of  a  supply  of  the  famous  amphioxus,  obtained  through 
Dr.  Wilder.  Specimens  were  furnished  for  dissection,  and  several 
were  taken  away  by  the  students. 

A  summary  statement  of  the  work  actually  done  during  the  four 
weeks,  together  with  an  outline  of  the  plans  proposed  for  the  com- 
ing summer,  will  be  of  general  interest.  The  laboratory  work  was 
made,  throughout,  the  basis  of  the  course,  and  the  lectures  were  de- 
signed chiefly  to  explain  and  complete  the  knowledge  gained  with 
the  scalpel  and  the  microscope.  The  study  of  the  anatomy  of  ver- 
tebrates included  careful  dissections  of  amphioxus,  of  the  ganoid  and 
common  fishes,  and  the  sharks  and  skates,  turtles,  serpents,  frogs 
and  salamanders;  and  birds  and  mammals. 

Invertebrate  zoology  was  illustrated  by  dissections  of  star-fishes, 
brittle  stars,  sea-urchins,  "sand-dollars,"  and  "sea-cucumbers,"  among 
the  radiates;  earth  worms,  marine  worms, brachiopods  and  ascidians 
among  the  "vermes;"  lobsters,  craw-fishes,  crabs,  beetles  and  cater- 
pillars among  the  articulates,  and  the  river  mussel,  several  species 
^  of  marine  gasteropods  and  the  common  squid,  among  mollusks. 

I  Besides  these  dissections  of  typical  animals  by  the  class,  many 
p  alcoholic  preparations  and  other  specimens  were  presented  for  their 
a  examination. 

f  The  study  of  entomology  was  especially  provided  for.  The  time 
\  available  was  much  too  short  for  a  full  treatment  of  this  subject,  but 
v  the  class  was  taught  the  characters  of  the  orders  of  insects,  and  then 
1  afforded  abundant  practice  in  the  determination  of  the  genera  in  the 
*  most  prominent  of  these.  For  this  purpose  a  hundred  copies  of 
•Dr.  LeBaron's  outlines  of  entomology  were  obtained  from  the  Sec-

retary  of  State,  and  keys  to  the  genera  of  the  orthoptera,  hemiptera, 
and  lepidoptera  were  prepared  especially  for  the  class  by  Profs. 
Thomas  and  Forbes.  The  work  done  in  this  department  was 
highly  profitable  and  satisfactory.  About  seventy  species  of  flow- 
ering plants  were  analyzed  by  the  botany  classes,  representing  some 
forty  different  orders. 

In  structural  and  cryptogamic  botany,  the  microscopes  were  in 
constant  use.  A  key  to  the  larger  fungi  was  compiled  by  Prof. 
Burrill,  and  about  half  the  session  was  given  to  these  important  but 
difficult  and  little-known  forms  of  vegetable  life.  The  remainder 
was  devoted  to  the  ferns,  mosses,  algae,  etc.,  and  to  the  study  of  the 
structure  and  development  of  plants.  The  students  were  inciden- 
tally taught  to  use  the  microscopes,  to  mount  objects,  and  to  demon 
strate  important  structures  and  processes. 

Considerable  work  was  also  done  in  ornithology,  including  the 
preparation  of  specimens. 

The  class  was  divided  into  sections;  each  section  working  "in 
concert"  on  the  same  thing  at  the  same  time  under  the  guidance  of 
an  instructor;  and  the  jDrogrammes  were  so  constructed  that  each 
student  might  do  the  work  of  the  entire  course. 

The  lectures,  thirty  in  number,  were  delivered  one  and  two  a  day, 
and  were  brought  into  close  relation  to  the  laboratory  work.  Ex- 
ceptions to  this  rule  were  lectures  upon  the  development  of  animals 
and  upon  the  protozoa,  and  the  two  concluding  lectures  by  Dr. 
Wilder,  delivered  in  the  Opera  House  at  Bloomington,  upon  "Ru- 
dimentary and  temporary  organs,"  and  "Antero-posterior  symme- 
try." All  were  profusely  illustrated  by  specimens,  charts,  diagrams 
and  blackboard  drawings. 

The  instructors  were  as  announced  in  the  preliminary  circulars. 
Dr.  Wilder  could  be  present  during  only  the  latter  half  of  the  term 
and  the  work  on  vertebrate  zoology  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Forbes 
during  the  first  two  weeks. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  of  work  done  was  tremendous, 
and  yet  it  was  so  new,  so  varied,  and,  intrinsically,  so  interesting, 
that  the  students  found  themselves  refreshed  and  rested  rather  than 
worn  out,  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

The  class  has  separated  delighted  with  the  result  of  the  work, 
and  anxious  to  continue  it  in  the  future  and  the  executive  committee 
have  the  proud  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  nothing  has  been  un- 
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dertaken  which  has  not  been  fully  accomplished,  and  nothing  prom- 
ised which  has  not  been  performed. 

All  specimens  for  dissection  and  study  were  furnished  at  the 
expense  of  the  museum  of  the  State  Natural  History  Society  at 
Normal.  We  hope  that  the  liberal  policy  pursued  by  this  institu- 
tion towards  the  schools  of  Illinois,  will  not  be  forgotton.  The 
museum  deserves  the  active  aid  of  every  teacher  and  of  every  school 
in  the  State;  and  indeed  it  must  have  more  of  this  if  its  work  is  to 
continue. 

Unless  some  unlooked-for  hindrances  arise,  a  class  of  a  hundred 
will  be  organized  next  summer,  the  studies  of  geology  and  chem- 
istry will  be  added  to  the  list,  and  the  session  will  be  extended 
to  six  weeks  instead  of  four.

On  motion  of  S.  M.  Ettcr,  the  ledger  and  account  books  of  the 
retiring  President  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  to 
be  balanced  and  closed. 

The  resignation  of  President  Edwards  was  read  by  Mr.  E.  A. 
Gastman,  as  follows : 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

Gentlemen  :  I  hereby  tender  to  you  my  resignation  of  the  presidency  of 
the  State  Normal  University,  at  Normal,  to  take  eftect  on  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1876. 

Nearly  fourteen  years  ago,  you  did  me  the  honor  to  elect  me  to  this  respon- 
sible position,  and  the  notice  of  election  which  was  served  upon  me  was  signed 
by  a  gentleman  who  is  still  a  member  of  the  Board.  And  the  same  gentleman 
who  was  then  your  honored  President,  holds  that  position  now.  A  third,  who 
was  then  a  prominent  member,  is  now  chairman  of  an  important  committee. 
Most  of  the  other  members  of  the  Board  have  been  such  for  some  years,  and 
have  therefore  been  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Institution  during  the  most 
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important  years  of  my  connection  with  it.  In  giving  up  this  important  trust, 
therefore,  I  feel  that  I  am  surrendering  it  not  only  to  the  body,  but  almost  to 
the  very  individuals  who  delivered  it  to  me  in  June,  1862. 

During  all  this  time  I  have  received  at  the  hands  of  this  Board,  not  only  a 
generous  and  constant  support  in  every  measure  set  on  foot  for  the  benefit  of 
the  school,  but  from  every  member  I  have  received  the  kindest  courtesy,  the 
memory  of  which  will  go  with  me  through  life.

The  resignation  of  President  Edwards  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Green,  Gastman  and 
Etter. 

B.  G.  Roots  made  a  verbal  report,  concerning  the  drainage  of 
swamp  lands  owned  by  the  University  in  Jackson  county;  which 
was  received  and  the  committee  continued. 

Mr.  Carter,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds, 
submitted  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE   ON   BUILDINGS   AND  GROUNDS. 

Your  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  respectfully  report  that  in  ac- 
cordance with  your  resolution  of  June  29,  last,  they  advertised  as  you  directed 
for  bids  for  roofing  the  University. 
Bids  were  received  from — 

H.  H.  Hewitt,  Bloomington,  marked  "A." 
A.  Knisely  &  Co.,  Chicago,  marked  "B." 
J.  W.  Atkins,  Chicago,  marked  "C." 

G.  H.  Reed&Bro.,  Bloomington,  marked  "D." 
A.  &  E.  Winters,  Springfield,       marked  "E." 

Which  are  hereby  respectfully  submitted.  That  of  A.  Knisely  &  Co.,  of  Chi- 
cago, being  the  best  bid,  the  committee  visited  Chicago,  and  being  satisfied  that 
they  were  responsible  parties,  contracted  with  them  to  do  the  work.  They  gave 
a  bond  of  $2,000  for  the  execution  of  the  work  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  com- 

|  mittee.    This  contract  also  is  submitted,  attached  to  their  bid  marked  "B." 

,    The  tin  is  painted  on  the  under  side,  and  the  double  lock  is  used. 

>  The  work,  which  was  to  have  been  done  by  Sept,  5,  was  not  completed  till 
the  nth.  Between  the  5th  and  nth  there  came  a  very  heavy  storm,  and  the 
roof  being  in  an  unfinished  condition,  the  building  was  drenched  with  rain,  and 
some  damage  was  done  to  the  plastering.    The  grand  piano  in  the  upper  hall 
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was  completely  soaked,  and  it  was  necessary  to  send  it  to  the  factory  in  New 
York  for  repairs. 

This  committee  asks  instructions  as  to  whether  any  money  shall  be  withheld 
from  Knisely  &  Co.  on  this  account.  Otherwise  than  this  it  is  the  opinion  of 
the  committee  that  A.  Knisely  &  Co.  have  done  their  work  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.    The  work  done  by  them  amounts  to —

Besides  the  work  done  by  Knisely  &  Co.,  the  base. of  the  tower,  which  was 
simply  weather-boarded  with  flooring,  has  been  tinned.  The  material  used  was 
the  best  of  that  removed  from  the  roof.  This  work  was  done  by  mechanics 
hired  by  the  day. 

All  the  brackets  around  the  projection  of  the  roof  and  around  the  base  of  the 
dome  are  covered  with  tin,  as  also  are  the  window-caps.  Many  of  these  were 
out  of  repair;  such  as  needed  it  have  been  renewed  and  painted.  The  gables  to 
the  north  and  south  also  were  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition  and  have  been 
covered  with  new  material.  The  large  number  of  parts  of  the  exposed  wood 
work  and  tin  work,  which  were  renewed  and  repainted,  made  it  necessary,  in 
order  that  the  building  should  not  present  a  patched  appearance,  that  the  whole 
of  the  outside  wood-work  and  tin-work  be  repainted.  The  committee  therefore 
have  had  the  whole  outside  af  the  building,  except  the  brick  walls,  repainted 
with  two  coats  of  paint,  and  some  of  the  most  exposed  parts  with  three  coats. 
The  roof,  after  being  finished  by  the  contractors,  and  the  dome  were  also  painted 
two  coats.  This  was  done  by  day's  work.  The  material  used  being  purchased 
by  the  committee,    The  best  kinds  of  material  were  used  in  every  case. 

FLOORS. 

Except  in  the  halls  on  the  lower  floor,  the  whole  of  the  floors  of  the  first  and 
second  stories,  and  one  room  in  the  basement,  have  been  relaid.  New  rostrums 
were  built  in  the  assembly  room. 

The  four  flights  of  stairs  leading  from  the  main  halls  to  the  Normal  assembly 
room,  have  been  covered  with  metal  plates.  All  of  this  work  has  been  done  by 
mechanics  hired  by  the  day. 

In  paying  for  this  work  and  for  material  used,  the  money  has  been  drawn,  in 
the  regular  way,  upon  orders  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this 
Board,  and  accompanied  by  proper  vouchers  certified  to  by  this  committee. 
This  committee  has  handled  none  of  the  money.

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On  motion  of  Mr.  Knickerbocker,  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  Grounds  were  instructed  to  settle  with  the  contractors  for  roof- 
ing by  deducting  $125  for  damage  done  the  piano  through  their 
neglect. 

The  following  resolution  was,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Knickerbocker, 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Text  Books  and  Course  of  Instruction 
cause  to  be  prepared  and  printed  with  the  proceedings  of  the  present  meeting 
of  this  Board  a  full  list  af  all  the  text  books  used  in  all  the  departments  of  the 
University  and  the  schools  connected  therewith. 

Mr.  Noetling,  from  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds, 
reported  that  rents  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  University  were 
in  judgments  to  the  amount  of  $1,000.  In  addition,  that  there  is 
$350  which  will  soon  be  in  judgments,  and  the  prospect  now  is  that 
all  will  soon  be  collected. 

The  Treasurer  presented  his  report,  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  finance. 

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  resignation  of  President 
Edwards,  reported  that  they  had  waited  on  him,  and  requested  the 
withdrawal  of  his  resignation,  which  he  refused  to  do,  giving  as  a 
reason  that  he  had  made  an  engagement  for  a  year  from  January  i , 
1876 — to  which  time  he  would  serve  as  President  of  the  Univer- 
sity. The  committee  recommended  the  acceptance  of  his  resig- 
nation ;  which  report  was  received,  and  after  a  prolonged  discussion 
the  resignation  of  President  Edwards  was  accepted. 

The  Committee  on  Teachers  asked  instructions  from  the  Board 
'as  to  naming  a  permanent  or  temporary  President  at  this  time. 
Judge  Green  presented  the  subjoined  resolution : 

'  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  it  is  not  expedient  to  elect  a  per- 
manent President  of  the  University  until  the  regular  meeting  in  June,  1876. 

Mr.  Clark  offered  the  following  as  a  substitute : 

I  Resolved,  That  the  sense  of  this  Board  is,  that  it  is  expedient  to  elect  a  per- 
manent President  at  this  time,  who  shall  assume  his  duties  as  soon  as  possible 
and  that  a  President/^  tempore  be  appointed  to  discharge  the  duties  of  Presi- 
dent until  such  time  as  the  President  elect  can  assume  them. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Clark  was 
^proposed : 
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Resolved,  That  when  this  Board  adjourns  it  be  to  meet  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day in  March,  1876,  and  the  special  business  of  said  meeting  be  the  election  of 
a  President. 

The  resolution  of  Mr.  Clark,  as  amended,  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Teachers  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Prof.  E.  C.  Hewett  be  elected  as  temporary  President  of  the 
Normal  University,  to  serve  until  a  permanent  President  is  elected,  and  that  he 
be  paid  the  regular  salary  of  President  for  such  time  as  he  holds  the  office.

Your  Committee  on  Natural  Science  and  Mathematics  respectfully  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions : 

Whereas,  Since  the  control  of  the  Musevim  of  the  Illinois  State  Natural 
History  Society  was  transferred  to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  no  general 
declaration  has  ever  been  made  by  this  Board  of  the  relations  and  policy  of  the 
Museum  or  of  the  purposes  of  the  Board  concerning  it;  and 

Whereas,  It  seems  desirable  that  the  students  and  friends  of  science  should 
know  definitely  and  authoritatively  the  nature,  scope,  and  promise  of  the  work 
of  said  Museum,  in  order  that  they  may  intelligently  co-operate  with  its  officers 
for  the  promotion  of  the  scientific  interests  of  the  State;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  Museum  as  a  State  institution,  devoted  to  the 
prosecution  of  a  natural  history  survey  of  the  State,  to  the  encouragement  and 
aid  of  original  research,  and  to  the  diffusion  of  scientific  knowledge  and  habits 
of  thought  among  the  people. 

That  we  consider  it  an  important  part  of  its  work  to  supply  collections  of 
specimens  to  the  public  schools,  so  far  as  this  can  be  done  consistentlv  with  its 
j  own  general  interests;  and  especially  to  provide  all  needed  facilities  for  the  in- 
struction of  teachers  in  natural  history,  and  in  the  most  approved  and  success- 
ful methods  of  teaching  the  same;  and 

That  we  cordially  invite  the  co-operation  of  the  scientists  of  Illinois,  offering 
them  the  free  use  of  its  collections,  library  and  apparatus,  and  assuring  them 
that  whatever  may  be  contributed  to  its  cabinets  or  its  funds,  shall  be  used  faith- 
fully and  impartially  for  the  advancement  of  science  throughout  the  State  at 
large. 

We  further  recommend — 

ist.  That  $1,000  instead  of  $800  be  allowed  for  the  expenses  of  the  Museum 
for  the  current  year. 

2d.  That  the  Committee  on  Text  Books  and  Course  of  Instruction  be  re- 
quested to  consider  the  propriety  of  giving  the  study  of  Zoology  more  time,  and 
of  placing  it  earlier  in  the  course  of  instruction. 

3d.  That  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  be  requested  to  prepare  a  collection  of 
such  specimens  as  he  furnishes  to  the  public  schools  of  the  State,  and  tl  $300 
be  appropriated  to  pay  for  the  expense  of  the  same.

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  draw  orders  on  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  the  third  and 
fourth  quarterly  instalments  of  the  appropriations  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Normal  University,  at  Normal,  for  the  current  year;  each  instalment  being 
the  one-fourth  part  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  whole  of  the  annual  interest 
of  the  College  and  Seminary  fund,  together  with  the  one-fourth  of  the  sum  of 
$11,712  88,  as  said  instalments  become  due  and  payable,  as  provided  by  sec- 
tions 1  and  2  of  "An  act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Normal  University  at  Normal;  approved  April  8,  1875,"  and  that  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  same. 

Mr.  Leal  presented  the  report  on  Miscellaneous  Bills;  which 
was  adopted:

length  of  service  elsewhere  warrants  it.  Such  election,  however,  only  to  be 
made  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  Carter  offered  the  following,  which,  on  motion,  was  adop- 
ted: 

Resolved,  That  the  proper  committee  be  authorized  to  have  erected  the  pipe 
for  the  escape  steam, referred  to  in  the  President's  report.  Also,  that  that  com- 
mittee ascertain  the  expense  of  building  new  steps  at  the  south  entrance,  and 
report  the  same  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  resolution  following  was  offered  by  Mr.  Gastman.  and  adop- 
ted by  the  Board :

To  the  State  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resignation  of  Richard  Edwards  of 
the  Presidency  of  the  State  Normal  University,  respectfully  report,  that  they 
have  conversed  with  President  Edwards  and  find  that  he  cannot  be  induced  to 
withdraw  his  resignation,  and  they  recommend  that  his  resignation  be  accept- 
ed, to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1875. 

The  committee  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  official  connection  of  President  Edwards  with  this  Board 
and  with  the  State  Normal  University,  continuing  for  more  than  thirteen  years,, 
has  been  most  pleasant  and  profitable,  and  we  view  the  severance  of  our  rela- 
tions with  him  with  profound  regret. 

Resolved,  That  we  believe  the  promise  of  President  Edwards,  made  on  ac- 
cepting the  presidency  of  the  University,  that  he  would  strive  to  make  the 
University  "the  best  Normal  school  on  the  continent,"  has  been  fully  realized; 
and  its  success  has  been  very  largely  due  to  the  labors  of  President  Edwards. 

Resolved,  That  we  send  with  President  Edwards  into  whatever  field  of  labor 
he  may  go,  our  unanimous  expression  of  friendship  and  high  consideration  and 
regard.  His  moral  worth,  his  eloquence  and  learning,  and  his  laborious  indus- 
try as  an  educator,  have  endeared  him  to  all  who  are  engaged  in  the  cause  of 
education ;  and  his  withdrawal  from  the  presidency  of  our  University  will  leave 
a  vacancy  very  difficult  to  fill.

By  comparing  these  figures  with  the  Report  of  last  year,  it 
will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  a  diminution  in  the  number 
of  pupils  in  the  Normal  Department  for  each  term  of  the  present 
year.  The  loss  amounts  to  from  twelve  to  fourteen  per  cent,  of 
the  number  present  at  the  respective  times  last  year.  The 
reasons  for  this  falling  off  I  do  not  know ;  but,  in  my  opinion, 
two  causes  are  apparent.  One  is  the  general  stringency  of  money 
matters;  and  the  other  I  attribute  to  the  fact  that  for  a  year  or 
two  the  members  ot  the  Faculty  have  done  very  little  work  in 
the  Institutes  of  the  State.  I  do  not  think  any  one  of  us  has 
worked  in  an  Institute,  during  the  last  five  years,  without  our 
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being  able  to  trace  the  advent  of  one  or  more  pupils  to  the 
University  as  a  consequence. 

We  have  not  lowered  the  standard  of  admission  to  the  Normal 
School;  but  we  have  rejected  a  smaller  per  cent,  of  the  appli- 
cants during  the  last  year  than  have  been  rejected  in  some  pre- 
vious years.  The  number  of  applicants  and  the  number  rejected 
for  the  several  terms  of  the  past  year,  are  as  follows :

It  is  very  desirable,  however,  that  we  should  be  able  to  raise 
our  standard  for  admission  very  much.  Large  numbers  of  those 
who  apply  are  sadly  deficient  in  those  things  that  they  should 
have  learned  in  the  common  school.  This  deficiency  is  shown, 
not  only  in  the  want  of  a  knowledge  of  the  elementary  principles 
of  Grammar,  Arithmetic  and  Geography,  but  in  the  ability  to 
read  simple  articles,  or  to  write  the  most  common  paper  with 
anything  like  a  due  regard  to  Structure  and  Orthography. 
These  facts  give  a  low  tone  to  much  of  our  work,  and  compel  us 
to  do  a  great  deal  of  work  that  ought  to  be  done  elsewhere  ;  but, 
perhaps,  in  no  other  way  can  we  better  accomplish  our  work  of 
correcting  some  of  the  gravest  errors  of  the  schools  and  of  the 
ordinary  methods  of  teaching. 

Another  serious  evil  that  we  have  to  contend  with  is  found  in 
the  fact  that  so  few  of  our  best  pupils  remain  to  complete  their 
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full  course  of  study,  or  even  to  take  more  than  two  or  three 
terms.  By  the  time  they  have  progressed  thus  far,  if  their  work 
is  good,  they  receive  offers  so  flattering  that  they  are  very  likely 
to  draw  them  from  preparation  to  actual  work.  In  most  cases, 
the  pressing  need  of  money  makes  the  temptation  doubly  potent. 
Such  pupils  most  commonly  leave  with  the  purpose  of  returning, 
and  many  do  return ;  but,  in  very  many  cases,  the  causes  which 
drew  them  away  continue  powerful  enough  to  keep  them  away. 

THE  CENTENNIAL. 

During  the  winter  term  we  prepared  the  matter  to  be  exhibited 
at  Philadelphia.  This  consisted  of  a  set  of  photographs  of  our 
building,  and  of  several  rooms  in  our  building,  a  book  of  ordi- 
nary drawings  and  a  book  of  maps,  and  eight  volumes  of  class 
exercises.  The  exper.se  for  photographs,  paper  and  binding 
amounts  to  something  less  than  eighty  dollars.  From  the 
Museum  much  more  was  contributed  ;  for  an  account  of  which  I 
refer  you  to  the  Curator.  The  Faculty  and  students  contributed 
one  hundred  and  eight  dollars  to  the  State  Centennial  Fund,  the 
students  contributing  nearly  half  of  the  whole  sum. 

MODEL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  present  manner  of  conducting  the  Grammar  School  does 
not  seem  to  succeed  well.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  attendance 
is  very  small ;  the  result  is,  that  the  classes  are  too  small  to  supply 
properly  the  needs  of  our  Training  Department,  while  the  in- 
come from  tuition  is  much  below  what  it  ought  to  be.  In  my 
opinion,  it  would  be  good  policy  to  put  an  efficient  man,  at  a 
reasonable  salary,  over  this  school,  who  should  not  only  have 
charge  of  the  discipline  but  should  do  considerable  teaching.  I 
think,  if  this  were  done,  and  the  school  properly  advertised,  the 
average  attendance  might  be  raised  to  eighty  or  one  hundred. 
This  would  make  the  school  serve  much  better  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  established,  at  the  same  time  that  the  increased  in- 
come would  more  than  cover  the  increased  expense.  At  the 
same  time,  I  believe  the  standard  of  admission  to  the  High 
School  should  be  much  raised.    It  seems  to  me  also  that  it  is  de- 
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sirable  to  introduce  some  of  the  methods  of  the  Kindergarten 
into  our  Primary  School,  if  it  can  be  done  in  any  reasonable  way. 

The  following  report  of  Prof.  Metoalf  will  give  you  informa- 
tion concerning  the  Training  Department  which,  in  my  opinion, 
is  doing  more  each  term  to  benefit  our  pupils  in  that  for  which 
especially  they  come  to  us  : 

To  the  President  of  the  University  : 

The  second  year  of  my  labor  in  the  Training  Department  has  been  marked 
by  little  that  demands  mention  in  the  Annual  Report.  Assisted  by  Mrs. 
Carter,  I  have  sought  to  afford  systematic  drill  in  methods  of  teaching,  and, 
by  means  of  discussions  suggested  by  weekly  readings  of  the  pupils'  own 
diaries,  to  give  definiteness  to  the  aim  and  tenacity  to  the  purpose  of  the 
apprentices. 

The  Model  School  has  been  somewhat  smaller  than  in  previous  years, 
especially  in  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Departments,  with  which,  you  are 
aware,  nearly  all  the  practice  of  our  own  pupil-teachers  is  had.  It  will  be 
readily  seen,  that,  with  diminished  numbers,  the  year  can  not  have  been  char- 
acterized by  the  improvement  in  grading  which  the  experience  of  last  year  had 
suggested.    Somewhat  fewer  persons,  too,  have  come  under  my  supervision. 

The  number  of  Normal  pupils  engaged  in  teaching  classes  the  present  year, 
as  well  as  the  departments  and  terms  in  which  their  work  has  been  done,  may 
be  traced  below :

Of  these,  94  were  females  ;  77,  males. 

As  was  stated  in  my  previous  report,  the  number  of  classes  taught  has  been 
less  than  the  number  of  pupil-teachers,  it  having,  in  many  instances,  been 
deemed  advisable  to  continue  the  plan  of  supersedure  at  mid-term.  And  here 
it  should  be  observed  that  both  the  prospective  and  the  superseded  teacher  were 
frequent — almost  daily — visitants  at  the  recitations,  noting  and  criticising  in 
their  diaries  the  method,  manner  and  language  of  the  teacher,  though  in  no 
wise  responsible  for  the  management. 

I  believe  the  work  done  this  year  to  have  been  higher  in  quality  than  that  of 
last  year.  The  spirit  of  the  class  has  been  most  gratifying.  I  am  confident 
that  those  of  the  teachers  who  are  about  to  go  out  and  assume  the  charge  of 
schools  or  of  grades  will  feel  stronger  and  will  do  better  work,  on  account  of 
the  criticisms  to  which  they  have  listened,  and  the  discussion  and  drill  in  which 
they  have  participated. 
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It  would  greatly  increase  the  usefulness  of  this  department  could  measures 
be  taken  to  double,  or  even  treble,  the  size  of  our  Grammar  and  Primary 
Schools.  In  addition  to  the  increased  interest  that  would  be  begotten  by  larger 
classes,  and  the  improved  conditions  that  would  be  secured  for  illustrating  a 
judicious  grading  of  schools,  this  growth  in  numbers  would  tend  in  no  small 
degree  to  raise  the  standard  of  admission  to  the  High  School.

MUSEUM. 

Professor  Forbes  has  been  very  active  during  the  year  in  in- 
creasing and  arranging  the  specimens  in  the  Museum.  I  wish 
also  to  record  my  high  opinion  of  the  very  valuable  work  that 
Prof.  Forbes  is  doing  with  the  classes  in  Zoology.  From  per- 
sonal observation,  I  have  come  to  believe  that  his  methods  in  this 
important  department  are  correct,  thorough  and  effective,  By 
my  request,  Prof.  Forbes  has  furnished  the  following  report, 
which  I  am  happy  to  lay  before  yon : 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

The  operations  of  the  "Museum  of  the  Illinois  Natural  History  Society," 
under  your  control,  have  included  during  the  past  year  the  collection  and 
preparation  of  specimens,  especially  of  fishes,  insects  and  crustaceans,  investi- 
gations concerning  the  food  of  birds,  investigations  concerning  the  food  of 
fishes,  and  the  preparation  of  papers  on  uThe  Anatomy  of  Ophisaurus," 
"Descriptions  of  New  Species  of  Illinois  Crustacea,  Surface  and  Subterranean," 
"  Descriptions  of  New  Species  of  Illinois  Insects,"  "  Notes  on  the  development 
of  Amia,"  and  "  Miscellaneous  Zoological  Notes." 

The  first  of  the  above  papers  is  designed  to  be,  when  finished,  an  elaborate 
monograph  of  the  anatomy  of  an  interesting  species  of  reptile  ;  the  others  are 
now  ready,  or  nearly  ready,  for  publication. 

The  collections  of  the  year  exceeded  10,000  specimens.  Of  these,  about  7,000 
were  insects,  about  900  were  fishes,  representing  over  fifty  species,  and  the  re- 
mainder were  chiefly  marine  specimens  and  Illinois  crustaceans.  This  mass  of 
material  has  nearly  all  been  worked  up,  and  incorporated  with  the  regular 
Museum  collections  or  placed  with  our  duplicates  for  exchange  or  distribution. 

I  wish  especially  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  importance,  from 
an  economic  as  well  as  from  a  scientific  standpoint,  of  the  investigations  under- 
taken upon  the  food  of  birds  and  fishes.  The  former  of  these  was  begun  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Horticultural  Society  ;  and  a  paper 
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upon  the  subject  will  be  presented  at  the  next  meeting  of  that  society.  The 
latter  belongs  to  a  field  almost  entirely  untouched,  and  is  evidently  of  the 
greatest  importance  to  the  fishing  interests  of  the  State,  and  through  these  to 
large  classes  of  our  citizens.  These  investigations  are  so  directed  as  to  deter- 
mine the  exact  species  of  plants  or  animals  upon  which  these  creatures  live, 
wherever  this  is  possible,  observations  being  made  upon  each  kind  at  different 
seasons  of  the  year  and  in  various  localities. 

This  necessitates  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  flora  and  fauna  of  the 
State,  both  terrestial  and  aquatic,  since  individuals  must  often  be  recognized 
from  even  microscopic  fragments.  The  research  will  thus,  if  properly  sup- 
ported, gradually  develop  into  a  full  natural  history  survey  of  the  State. 

The  usual  exchanges  and  distributions  have  been  made.  Material  to  the 
value  of  about  $300  has  been  sent  to  the  various  public  schools  in 
correspondence  with  us.  This  has  been  chiefly  alcoholic  marine  material, 
illustrating  the  sub-kingdoms,  classes  and  leading  orders,  representatives  of 
which  are  otherwise  beyond  the  reach  of  Illinois  schools.  A  systematic  check 
list  of  this  material,  for  use  in  making  exchanges,  was  published  last  winter. 

Arrangements  were  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  for  the  reopening  of 
the  summer  school  of  natural  history,  of  which  we  had  last  year  so  successful 
a  session.  As  we  had  no  fund  to  draw  upon  for  the  support  of  such  a  school, 
we  were  forced  to  place  the  fees  for  tuition  and  incidental  expenses  at  a  figure 
which  would  cover  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  session.  It  was  found  that 
upon  this  plan  the  whole  cost  of  the  four  weeks'  attendance  would  average  not 
far  from  $20  per  pupil,  in  addition  to  cost  of  traveling  and  living.  But  this 
unusual  expenditure  for  summer  instruction  is  asked  when  the  educational 
interests  of  the  State  are  suffering  a  great  and  general  depression. 

Many  of  the  class  of  teachers  upon  which  such  a  school  must  depend  for 
attendance  found  themselves  without  situations  or  forced  to  put  up  with  a  great 
reduction  of  salary.  Public  opinion  in  many  places  seemed  to  require  poorer 
rather  than  better  work  in  the  schools,  and  there  was  therefore  little  encourage- 
ment for  the  more  thorough  preparation  of  teachers  at  their  own  expense.  The 
consequence  of  this  state  of  affairs  and  of  the  occurrence  of  the  Centennial 
Exposition  at  Philadelphia  has  been  that  a  sufficient  number  of  applications  has 
not  been  received  to  make  it  at  all  likely  that  the  expenses  of  the  school  would 
be  returned  to  us,  and  we  have  therefore  been  compelled  reluctantly  to  drop 
the  enterprise.  It  is  my  opinion  that  such  a  school  can  not  be  made  permanently 
successful  without  an  assured  income  or  endowment.  General  public  opinion 
is  not  yet  educated  to  discriminate  between  good  and  worthless  teaching  of 
science;  a  trained  and  thoroughly  competent  teacher  of  zoology  or  botany  will' 
command  little,  if  any,  higher  salary  than  one  who  can  only  administer  the 
popular  text  book  in  the  accustomed  way,  and  teachers  therefore  can  not  afford 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  costly  instruction  in  natural  history.  That  so  many  of 
them  have  done  so  once  shows  their  own  honorable  desire  for  a  higher  culture 
and  a  wider  usefulness;  that  they  have  failed  to  do  so  a  second  time  is  a  suffi- 
cient proof  that  these  are  not  yet  valued  by  the  people,  at  their  cost.  The 
operations  of  the  past  year  are  all  such  that  their  indefinite  continuance  is  pos- 
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sible.  If  the  necessary  time  and  support  can  be  had,  it  is  desired  to  undertake, 
in  addition,  the  distribution  to  agricultural  and  horticultural  societies  of  sets  of 
injurious  and  beneficial  insects,  correctly  named,  and  so  put  up  as  to  serve  as 
convenient  cabinets  for  reference  and  study. 

I  believe  the  time  has  come  when  the  preparation  of  scientific  catalogues  of 
our  vertebrate  and  invertebrate  animals  should  be  commenced,  preparatory  to 
the  construction  of  such  analytical  keys  or  manuals  as  will  enable  any  intelli- 
gent citizen  to  become  acquainted  with  the  animals  about  him  in  whose  rela- 
tions or  habits  his  business  or  his  tastes  may  lead  him  to  take  an  interest. 

But  it  will  be  seen  that  the  work  outlined  above  is  not  that  of  one  or  two 
men  but  that  of  a  great  museum  or  a  strong  and  flourishing  society.  With  our 
own  little  fund,  which  has  never  increased  with  all  the  rapidly  increasing 
demands  upon  it,  a  great  deal  of  this  promising  work  must  either  be  left 
untouched  or  prosecuted  with  discouraging  slowness  and  many  interruptions. 
There  are,  however,  scattered  throughout  the  State,  a  number  of  scientific  men* 
fully  competent  to  undertake  special  parts  of  these  labors,  and  who  will,  in  most 
cases,  gladly  give  to  them  a  large  part  of  their  own  time,  provided  the  means 
are  furnished  by  which  the  results  of  their  researches  can  be  given  to  the  world. 
It  is  my  belief  that  no  other  expenditure  of  money  would  do  so  much  to  earn 
the  grateful  and  active  support  of  scientists  and  of  the  many  others  who  would 
be  benefited  by  their  labors,  or  would  contribute  so  much  to  the  advancement 
of  science  in  this  State  as  a  small  yearly  appropriation  for  the  publication  of  a 
bulletin  from  the  museum,  which  should  be  made  the  organ  of  the  working 
naturalists  of  the  State.  I  especially  ask  that  this  Board  will  commend  this 
matter  to  the  State  Legislature  at  its  next  session  ;  and  if  you  can  consistently 
provide  for  the  publication  this  fall  of  a  single  volume  of  this  sort,  so  that 
undeniable  evidence  may  be  had  of  the  kind  and  amount  of  work  we  are  pre- 
pared to  do  in  this  direction,  I  believe  that  you  will  enable  us  to  put  the  success 
of  the  plan  almost  beyond  question. 

I  think  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  our  future  progress  that  more 
efficient  measures  should  be  taken  to  make  generally  known  the  extent  and 
condition  of  our  collections  and  the  unusual  facilities  afforded  here  for  either 
elementary  study  or  original  research.  I  am  assured  by  those  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  best  institutions  on  this  continent  that  our  facilities  are  scarcely 
surpassed  anywhere.  Certainly  we  can  offer  everything  required  by  the  general 
student,  and  stand  ready  to  furnish  anything  yet  needed  for  special  studies  in 
any  promising  direction.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  circular  from  the  Board  or 
from  your  committee  on  science,  setting  forth  the  facts,  would  have  an  excellent 
effect. 

I  would  add  a  word  concerning  the  name  of  the  museum.  Its  present 
designation,  first  used  in  the  charter  of  the  State  Society,  is  certainly  inappr9- 
priate;  since  this  is  not  now,  nor  is  likely  ever  to  be  again,  a  museum  of  a 
society.  In  its  history  and  in  its  scope,  in  its  purposes  and  in  its  work,  both 
past  and  present,  and  in  the  sources  of  its  income,  this  is  emphatically  a  State 
Museum ;  and  I  see  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  called  by  the  name  to 
which  it  is  so  well  entitled,  S.  A.  FORBES. 
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In  taking  charge  of  the  school  last  January,  I  purchased  a  desk 
for  this  room,  at  a  cost  of  sixty -five  dollars  ;  I  also  had  the  safe 
belonging  to  the  Board  removed  here,  together  with  all  our 
books  and  papers  ;  and,  since  that  time,  all  the  business  of  the 
institution  has  been  transacted  here  at  the  building.  Our  grand 
piano  which  was  sent  to  New  York  last  fall,  in  consequence  of 
the  damage  it  received  from  rain  while  the  roof  was  repairing, 
was  returned  with  a  certificate  from  Stienway  &  Co.,  that  it  is 
now  as  good  as  new.  The  total  cost  was  two  hundred  and  forty- 
five  dollars.  And,  as  it  had  been  determined,  as  I  understood, 
that  Knisely  &  Co.  should  bear  a  part  of  the  expense,  I  drew  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  of  the  bill  from  the  Roof  Fund. 

The  subjoined  Financial  Report  will  show  that  our  finances  are 
in  a  healthy  condition.  I  hope  that  the  balance  shown  is  not 
deceptive,  as  great  pains  have  been  taken  that  there  should  be  no 
bills  against  us  of  any  amount  that  aie  not  included  in  this  state- 
ment. If  the  balance  will  justify  the  expense,  as  seems  probable, 
new  6teps  should  be  built  at  once,  before  the  south  door  of  our 
building.    A  few  other  repairs  also  are  needed.

SALARIES  OF  TEA0HKR8. 

I  have  taken  pains  to  collect  some  facts  about  the  salaries  of 
teachers  in  other  places,  who  are  doing  work  similar  to  that  done 
by  our  teachers  here.  These  statistics  I  have  put  into  the  hands 
of  your  Committee  on  Teachers  and  Salaries.  From  the  infor- 
mation gathered,  it  does  not  appear  to  me  that  our  teachers  here 
are  now  receiving  more  than  other  teachers  of  the  same  grade  in 
other  and  similar  institutions.  Besides,  I  am  quite  sure  that  in 
most  similar  institutions,  to  say  the  least,  the  number  of  pupils 
to  a  teacher  is  much  smaller  than  with  us.  With  this  view  of  the 
case,  and  with  no  pressure  of  finances  to  make  it  necessary,  will 
you  allow  me  to  say  that  I  sincerely  hope  no  steps  will  be  taken 
to  reduce  at  present  the  salary  of  any  teacher  now  here.  I  am 
fully  satisfied  that  such  a  step  will  tend  to  weaken  our  Faculty 
very  seriously,  and  I  am  the  more  bold  to  say  this  as  I  know  that 
one  of  our  oldest  members  is  now  considering  a  positive  and  flat- 
tering call  from  an  institution  in  another  State. 

With  the  deepest  solicitude  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Institution 
in  which  I  have  labored  so  long,  and  which  you  have  watched 
over  so  long  and  so  faithfully,  I  am,  gentlemen,

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The  following  resolution  was  presented  by  Mr.  Carter  and 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  authorized  to  draw  the  orders 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  Board,  on  the  monthly  pay  roll,  for  the  salaries  of 
the  professors,  teachers  and  employes  of  the  University. 

Dr.  Sewell  explained  what  he  should  be  required  to  teach  ; 
but  as  he  wished  to  devote  his  time  to  his  own  department, 
Chemistry,  Physiology  and  Botany,  he  requested  that  he  be  not 
called  upon  to  give  instruction  in  Orthography,  Geography,  &c. 

Prof.  Forbes'  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Natural 
Science  and  Mathematics. 

The  Committee  on  Teachers  and  Salaries  then  made,  through 
its  chairman,  Mr.  Gastman,  the  following  report : 

Your  Committee  on  Teachers  and  Salaries,  to  whom  was 
referred  a  resolution  of  Mr.  Clarke,  offered  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Board,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  same 
under  careful  consideration,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report :

2.  That  the  salary  of  the  President  be  made  $3,500,  being  a 
reduction  of  $500. 

3.  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  of  Geography  and  History 
and  the  Professor  of  Geology  and  Curator  be  raised  $250  each, 
thus  adding  $500  to  the  salaries  now  paid. 

±.  That  the  salary  of  the  assistant  training  teacher  be  raised 
to  $1,500,  thus  adding  $900  to  the  salaries  now  paid. 

5.  That  the  salary  of  the  second  assistant  in  the  training 
school  be  raised  to  $1,000,  thus  adding  $±00  to  the  salaries  now 
paid.

We  desire  to  explain  the  reasons  that  prompt  us  to  ask  for  what 
may  seem  a  large  salary  for  the  1st  assistant  training  teacher. 
We  believe  that  the  training  department  is  the  great  department 
of  this  institution.    At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  the  sum  ot 
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$900  was  appropriated  for  a  training  teacher.  Your  committee 
offered  the  position  to  a  lady  who  was  deemed  eminently  qualified 
but  after  some  consideration  she  declined  on  the  ground  that  the 
salary  offered  was  not  sufficient  to  justify  her  in  making  a  change. 
We  simply  ask  that  a  sum  sufficient  to  secure  a  first  class  teacher 
for  this  position  be  placed  in  our  hands.  If  an  experienced  and 
well  qualified  teacher  can  be  secured  for  less  money  than  the  sum 
named,  we  will  be  glad  to  secure  her  services.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Green,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Teachers  and  Salaries  was  taken  up,  and  after  some  discussion, 
adopted. 

The  following  was  offered  by  Mr.  Geeen: 

Resolved,  That  all  persons  who,  upon  examination  by  the  Faculty  of  this 
Institution,  are  found  qualified  to  receive  a  first  grade  teacher's  certificate, 
as  provided  in  Section  50  of  the  School  Law,  shall  be  received  into  a  class, 
for  special  training  in  methods  of  teaching. 
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The  course  prescribed  for  such  class  shall  be  for  one  year  only.  All  per- 
sons who  have  been  members  of  such  class  for  the  time  prescribed  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  certificate  of  such  attendance  from  the  President  of  the 
University. 

Mr.  Carter  moved  that  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed 
with  authority  to  contract  for  and  to  superintend  the  building  of 
flights  of  steps,  either  of  stone  or  iron,  at  the  north  and  south 
entrances.

"a  flight  of  steps  either  of  stone  or  iron  at  the  north  entrance," 
and  adopted,  and  Messrs.  Carter  and  Etter  were  appointed 
such  committee. 

On  motion,  the  request  of  Dr.  Sewell  concerning  his  work 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Course  of  Study.

DECEMBER  13TH,  1876. 


Normal,  Illinois,  December  13,  1876. 

Board  of  Education  met  at  the  Normal  University  building, 
and  were  called  to  order  by  the  Secretary.

Mr.  Etter  made  the  following  report,  as  Special  Committee 
for  having  steps  built  at  the  south  entrance  of  the  building : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board: 

Your  Special  Committee,  appointed  at  the  last  meeting,  and  instructed  to 
have  new  steps  of  stone  or  iron  built  at  the  front  entrance,  would  respectfully 
report  that,  after  carefully  investigating  the  question  as  between  stone  and 
iron,  decided  to  take  the  iron,  because  it  was  much  cheaper,  and  in  our 
opinion,  equally  as  good.  Bids  were  received  from  Mr.  Dietrich  and 
Mr.  Loudon,  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Mr.  L.  for  the  sum  of  $330- 
We  would  also  say  that  Mr.  Loudon  did  the  work  in  a  very  satisfactory  man- 
ner. The  Committee  have  accepted  the  work,  and  have  paid  Mr.  Loudon  $330.

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted. 

A  letter  from  Hon.  S.  W.  Moulton  wTas  received,  saying  that  he 
regretted  he  could  not  be  present,  also  one  from  Geo.  C.  Clark, 
notifying  the  Board  that  he,  on  account  of  private  business,  had 
been  compelled  to  resign. 
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President  Hewett  then  read  his  semi-annnal  report,  giving  an 
account  of  the  workings  of  the  Institution  : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

Gentlemen — I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  condition  of  the 
Normal  University  continues  to  be  one  of  prosperity  and  promise. 
The  term  now  closing  has  been  marked  by  an  earnest  diligence 
in  study,  and  a  quiet,  cheerful  compliance  with  all  our  require- 
ments, which,  as  I  believe,  have  never  been  surpassed  in  any 
previous  term  of  our  history.  In  the  matter  of  discipline,  not  a 
single  case  has  arisen  entailing  any  great  amount  of  anxiety  or 
calling  for  severe  treatment.  Among  all  our  students,  I  cannot 
point  to  one  who,  in  my  opinion,  is  disposed  to  be  wilfully  dis- 
obedient or  neglectful  of  his  duties.  That  all  are  doing  in  all 
respects  the  best  that  they  can  do,  I  cannot  assert,  of  course ;  but 
I  do  believe  that  the  proportion  of  those  who  are  careless  and 
more  or  less  neglectful  of  their  work  and  their  obligations  was 
never  smaller  than  now. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  term,  there  was  considerable  illness, 
chiefly  in  the  form  of  ague  and  kindred  complaints,  which  dimin- 
ished our  numbers  quite  seriously ;  many  were  in  this  way  pre- 
vented from  coming,  and  of  those  who  did  come,  I  think  not 
less  than  twenty  were  obliged  to  leave  in  a  very  short  time.  On 
the  whole,  however,  our  students  have  enjoyed  a  state  of  health 
quite  as  good  as  the  average  in  past  terms.  The

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  in  the  several  departments 
does  not  differ  materially  from  that  reported  one  year  ago. 
Although  not  so  large  as  our  number  in  some  previous  terms,  it 
is  quite  as  large  as  our  teaching  force  demands.  Some  of  our 
classes  at  the  times  when  our  number  has  been  greatest  were  alto- 
gether too  large  for  comfort  or  profit;  and  even  now,  some  are 
larger  than  they  ought  to  be.  With  a  return  of  financial  pros- 
perity in  our  community,  I  have  no  doubt  that  we  shall  again 
find  ourselves  taxed  to  our  utmost  capacity.

Illinois  have  been  represented  this  term  in  the  Normal  Depart- 
ment.

The  sum  of  these  numbers  will  not  tally  with  the  whole  num- 
ber reported  as  belonging  to  the  Normal  Department.  The  reason 
is  that  the  record  was  taken  near  the  end  of  the  term,  and  includes 
only  those  who  were  then  present.  It  will  be  observed  that  the 
number  of  state  beneficiaries  from  McLean  County  is  proportionally 
less  than  it  has  been  at  other  times.  It  is  even  here  greater  than 
it  ought  to  be,  for  several  who  are  reported  from  this  County,  and 
who  are  really  residents  here,  came  for  the  sole  purpose  of  attend- 
ing the  School;  and,  if  they  were  not  members  of  the  School, 
they  would  not  be  residents  of  this  County.    It  has  been  our 

,  custom  for  some  time  in  examining  candidates  for  admission  to 
discriminate  against  applicants  from  this  County,  by  requiring 
them  to  reach  a  minimum  standing  of  70  per  cent,  while  others 
are  admitted,  if  their  examination  reaches  a  standard  of  60  per 

'  cent.

The  number  of  applicants  is  nearly  or  quite  up  to  the  average 
number  applying  the  corresponding  term  during  the  last  four  or  live 
years.  Not  all  of  the  143  admitted  remained  long  enough  to  be 
counted  in  our  enrollment,  most  of  those  who  failed  to  pass  ex- 
amination, as  well  as  some  who  were  admitted,  afterwards  joined 
the  preparatory  class  in  the  Grammar  School.  The  result  of  these 
admissions  and  changes  has  been  that  just  about  one  half  of  the 
pupils  in  the  Normal  Department  are  here  for  the  first  time  this 
term.  The  average  age  of  those  admitted  is  19  years  and  5 
months. 

THE  LAST  GRADUATING  CLASS. 

Nearly  all  the  members  of  the  class  that  graduated  last  June, 
are  teaching  in  the  State;  and,  so  far  as  1  have  heard,  all  are 
having  good  success.  Three  of  the  young  men  are  receiving  not 
less  than  $1,000  per  year.  One  of  the  young  men  has  died  since 
graduating,  and  one  has  entered  on  the  study  of  Medicine;  he 
will  pay  his  tuition  here. 

ELEMENTARY  WORK. 

The  necessity  for  our  doing  much  Elementary  Work  with  our 
pupils  still  continues,  although  we  think  there  is  some  improve- 
ment in  this  respect.  But,  I  believe  we  shall  never  be  relieved 
from  this  burden  until  our  district  and  other  schools  do  better  and 
more  practical  work  than  they  are  now  doing.    It  seems  to  me,

however,  that  we  can  contribute  to  such  a  result  in  no  better  way 
than  by  continuing  to  insist  upon  the  preformance  of  such  work 
here,  as  strenuously  at  least  as  we  are  now  doing.  Our  require- 
ments in  orthography  cause  the  most  friction,  and  to  some  of  the 
students  they  seem  unreasonable.  As  a  general  rule,  they  are 
met  in  a  cheerful  spirit ;  and,  in  most  cases  they  good  results 
appear  before  the  student  has  finished  his  second  term.  I  have 
had  applications  from  several  pupils  of  other  Institutions 
asking  that  they  be  allowed  to  join  our  classes  on  the  standing 
that  they  have  made  elsewhere.  After  careful  thought,  the 
Faculty  has  passed  a  resolution,  that  we  can  allow  no  person  to 
pass  a  study  of  our  course,  with  a  view  to  receiving  our  diploma, 
until  he  shall  have  undergone  a  rigid  examination  in  that  study 
before  our  Faculty  or  some  member  of  it,  and  received  a  satis- 
factory mark  to  be  entered  on  our  books.  It  would  seem  that 
this  can  entail  no  great  hardship  upon  him,  if  he  has  made  himself 
master  of  the  study  ;  and,  if  he  has  not,  we  certainly  do  not  want 
to  certify  to  an  untruth  by  signing  his  diploma. 

NEW  TEACHERS. 

Our  Faculty,  this  term,  has  been  exactly  the  same  as  it  was 
last  Spring  and  Summer,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  who  were 
appointed  by  the  Committee  on  Teachers,  to  fill  the  vacancies  in 
the  Training  Department.  Of  the  teachers  who  have  been  here 
before,  I  do  not  need  to  speak,  except  to  say  that  they  continue  to 
do  their  work  quite  as  acceptably  as  they  have  ever  done. 

Miss  Amanda  G.  Paddock,  was  appointed  to  the  place  of  First 
Assistant  Training-teacher,  at  a  salary  of  $1,000  for  the  present 
year.  She  has  had  long  experience  in  this  work,  in  the  Cook 
County  Normal  School,  and  in  the  Indiana  State  Normal  School. 
The  testimonials  to  her  previous  success  awakened  large  expecta- 
tions in  the  minds  of  the  committee  ;  and,  in  my  opinion,  the 
result  has  not  been  such  as  to  give  ground  for  disappointment. 
Her  methods  seem  to  me  to  be  accurate,  philosophical,  modern 
and  successful.  I  think  I  can  confidently  say  that  our  Primary 
—2 
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room  has  never  before  been  in  a  condition  to  do  so  |much  for 
the  instruction  of  our  Normal  pupils,  in  the  right  teaching  and 
management  of  small  children,  as  now. 

Early  in  the  term,  it  appeared  that  the  Primary  School  was 
wholly  lacking  in  pupils  of  the  lowest  grade — those  who  would 
give  the  best  opportunity  for  the  teacher  to  exhibit  her  methods 
of  instruction.  In  this  state  of  affairs,  I  issued  a  circular  offering 
to  receive  eighteen  little  pupils  under  seven  years  of  age,  with- 
out any  cost  for  tuition  this  term.  The  pupils  were  soon  forth- 
coming, and  1  think  the  result  has  proved  the  wisdom  of  my 
action. 

Mr.  Charles  De  Garmo,  one  of  our  former  graduates,  who  had 
taught  with  much  success  in  the  schools  of  Naples  for  several 
years,  was  appointed  Second  Assistant  Training-teacher,  also  at  a 
salary  of  $1,000  per  year.  He  has  labored  faithfully  in  the 
German  Department,  and,  in  my  judgment,  he  has  succeeded 
well,  both  as  a  teacher,  and  as  a  disciplinarian.  I  feel  that  all 
departments  of  the  Model  School  are  now  doing  their  work  with 
as  much  success  as  we  could  reasonably  expect.  That  school  is 
now  well  serving  its  purpose  as  a  place  of  observation  and  prac- 
tice for  our  pupil-teachers,  while  it  offers  to  the  youth  of  our  State 
a  place  for  academic  training  second,  as  I  believe,  to  none  in  the 
State. 

PROFESSIONAL  WORK. 

In  accordance  with  your  resolution  passed  last  June,  I  gave 
notice,  by  circulars  and  otherwise,  offering  strict  professional 
training  to  those  who  should  be  found  prepared  for  it.  But,  to 
my  surprise,  not  a  single  candidate  has  thus  far  presented  himself. 

The  usual  professional  work  of  the  school  has  gone  on  much  as 
heretofore,  although  I  think  with  increased  efficiency.  Prof. 
Metcalf,  assisted  by  Miss  Paddock,  has  kept  up  his  oversight  and 
control  of  the  class-work  of  the  pupil-teachers.  In  connection 
with  this  work,  these  teachers  have  met  the  class  weekly  for 
suggestion  and  criticism.  Several  times  during  the  term,  classes 
from  the  Model  School,  under  charge  of  Miss  Paddock  or  one  of 
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the  pupil-teachers,  have- been  brought  before  the  entire  Normal 
School  for  a  class-exercise.  At  the  close  of  the  exercise,  a 
discussion  has  followed  in  which  the  pupils  and  the  members  of 
the  Faculty  have  participated.  We  feel  that  these  exercises  and 
the  discussions  following  are  a  very  efficient  means  of  profes- 
sional training. 

The  Senior  Class  employed  the  first  half  of  the  term  in  a  study  of 
the  History  of  Education  under  Prof.  Stetson.  The  last  half  of 
the  term,  they  have  spent  in  the  study  of  "  Rosenkranz' 
Pedagogics,"  under  the  President.  I  fully  concur  with  my  pre- 
decessor in  his  high  opinion  of  that  book.  It  is  certainly  calcu- 
lated to  suggest  more  thought,  and  better  thought,  on  the  subject 
treated  of  than  any  other  book  that  I  know.  It  is  by  no  means 
an  easy  book  to  study  ;  but  our  pupils  are  deeply  interested  in  it, 
and  I  think  all  of  them  will  agree  in  the  opinion  that  many  of 
them  have  expressed  to  me  that  it  is  probably  the  most  valuable 
book  to  them  that  they  have  taken  in  their  whole  course  of  study 
here. 

FINANCES. 

The  subjoined  statement  prepared  by  Mr.  Carter,  who  has 
continued  to  keep  our  books,  will  give  you  a  clear  idea  of  our 
receipts,  expenses  and  financial  condition  : 

It  will  appear  from  this  statement,  that  we  are  living  within  our 
means  ;  but  the  margin  is  very  narrow.  It  seems  to  me  very 
desirable  that  our  Legislature  should  be  induced  to  increase 
slightly  our  appropriation  for  current  expenses,  if  such  a  thing 
can  be  done.  Besides,  we  need  more  money  than  we  have  had 
tor  the  past  two  years,  to  spend .  for  the  increase  of  our  Library ; 
in  this  direction,  we  have  done  almost  nothing  of  late.  In  my 
opinion,  the  need  of  a  separate,  fire-proof  building  for  our  Museum 
is  a  crying  want.  To  neglect  to  provide  for  this,  may  any  day  be 
proved  to  be  the  worst  sort  of  economy.  Should  our  building 
burn,  and  certainly  the  risk  is  not  small,  not  only  would  many 
thousand  dollars'  worth  of  specimens,  on  which  there  is  not  a 
cent  of  insurance,  be  totally  lost,  but  many  ot  them  are  such  as 
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money  could  jaot  replace,  at  least  not  till  after  the  lapse  of  a  long 
time  and  a  vast  expenditure  of  care  and  labor.  It  would  seem 
to  be  wise,  therefore,  that  this  matter  be  pressed  upon  our  Legis- 
lators at  their  coming  session.  If  they  should  grant  to  us  all 
that  I  have  indicated  above,  the  sum  would  be  small  as  compared 
with  that  expenditure  for  many  of  the  State  Institutions  ;  nor  am 
I  so  modest  as  to  believe  it  would  be  large  as  compared  with  the 
benefits  that  this  Institution  is  conferring  on  the  State  of  Illinois. 
Will  you  allow  me  to  say,  gentlemen,  before  leaving  this  topic, 
that  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  wise  for  your  body  at  this 
meeting  to  adopt  some  measures  that  shall  earnestly  and  effectu- 
ally bring  our  wants  before  the  Legislature  at  the  session  this 
winter  ? 

REPAIRS. 

Since  your  last  meeting,  a  flight  of  iron  steps  has  been  erected 
at  the  south  door  of  this  building.  There  seems  but  little  more 
needed  in  the  way  of  repairs  ;  the  upper  plastering  of  our  large 
hall,  however,  is  falling  off;  the  room  is  unsafe,  and  demands 
attention  at  once.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  no  insurance 
against  tire,  it  becomes  us  to  take  all  possible  precautions.  To 
this  end,  I  would  recommend  that  the  floors  and  lower  ceilings  of 
the  ante-rooms  to  the  Society  Halls,  be  completely  covered  with 
zinc. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  of  Dr.  Goudy,  the  report  was  accepted  and  ordered 
to  be  printed. 

The  President  then  read  the  report  of  the  Curator  : 

E.  C.  Hewett,  President  State  Normal  University : 

Dear  Sir  :  As  I  have  had  no  classes  to  teach  in  the  Normal 
University  since  my  last  report,  the  present  one  must  be  made 
up  entirely  of  suggestions  concerning  the  future. 
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I  especially  desire,  through  you,  respectfully  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Committee  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  on  Text- 
books and  Methods  of  Instruction  to  the  present  position  of  the 
study  of  zoology  in  the  course,  and  to  lay  before  them  the  fol- 
lowing reasons  for  introducing  it  much  earlier : 

1.  Zoology  is  not  necessarily  an  advanced  study,  although  the 
higher  departments  of  it  are  equal  in  grade  to  any  other  studies 
of  the  course,  yet  these  higher  departments — such  as  embryology 
and  development — can  scarcely  be  entered  upon  at  all  here. 
The  very  general  ignorance  of  zoology  prevailing  among  the  stu- 
dents coming  into  the  school,  compels  us  to  do  elementary  work, 
most  of  which  is  in  grade  decidedly  below  the  average  of  the 
studies  of  the  course,  and  some  of  which  cannot  be  classed  as 
higher  than  primary.  To  postpone  such  work  as  this  to  the  very 
end  of  the  course  is  evidently  to  violate  the  natural  order,  and, 
by  placing  this  purely  primary  work  side  by  side  with  that  in  the 
higher  branches,  to  create  a  misleading  prejudice  against  zoology 
as  a  trivial  study,  unworthy  of  a  mature  mind. 

2.  I  am  convinced  that,  as  exacting  and  critical  study  of  things 
affords  the  natural  and  the  most  effective  preparation  tor  the 
study  of  ideas,  the  concrete  should  precede  the  abstract,  that 
therefore  zoology  should  precede  mental  science,  or  even  litera- 
ture; and  that  those  studies  will  be  much  more  easily  and  com- 
pletely mastered  after  a  thorough-going  discipline  of  the  primary 
mental  faculties  in  the  study  of  physical  science.  Certainly  to 
compare  two  birds  is  an  easier  exercise  than  to  compare  two  pas- 
sages from  Shakspeare.  A  child  can  do  the  one  thoroughly, 
while  the  other  requires  a  mature  student.  The  former  is  there- 
fore first  adapted  to  discipline  the  developing  judgment. 

3.  The  fact  that  the  .Normal  students  receive  their  instruction 
in  zoology  just  as  they  are  to  leave  the  school,  makes  it  impossi- 
ble to  introduce  the  study  into  the  model  school,  and  therefore 
prevents  all  training  of  the  Normal  pupils  in  the  methods  of  in- 
struction appropriate  to  this  branch.  This  is  especially  unfortu- 
nate since  these  methods  are  very  different  from  those  used  in 
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what  are  known  as  the  common  branches.  The  Normal  gradu- 
ate who  teaches  zoology  as  he  has  learned  to  teach  arithmetic  and 
reading,  will  make  a  lamentable  failure. 

4.  In  other  schools  of  similar  grade  to  this,  the  organization 
of  scientific  societies  has  been  found  to  be  a  very  valuable  meas- 
ure. Under  the  influence  of  these,  students  have  undertaken,  of 
their  own  accord,  much  profitable  original  work  in  natural  history, 
tending  to  their  own  improvement  and  to  the  development  of 
tastes  and  aptitudes  of  great  consequence  to  their  future  success, 
and  increasing  materially  the  reputation  of  the  institutions  in 
which  they  studied.  The  last  report  of  the  English  Royal 
Science  Commissioners  is  conclusive  upon  this  point.  Such 
societies  are  represented  as  productive  of  even  more  good  than 
the  regular  scientific  work  laid  down  in  the  courses  of  study. 
Where  a  science  so  important  as  zoology  is  postponed  to  the  last 
term  of  the  course,  the  number  of  students  in  the  school  at  any 
given  time  who  are  competent  to  become  members  of  such  a 
society  is  very  small, — so  small  that,  in  point  of  fact,  no  such  an 
organization  has  hitherto  been  practicable  with  us;  and  with 
facilities  for  scientific  study  which,  I  think,  are  far  superior  to 
those  of  any  other  school  or  college  in  the  State,  we  turn  out 
scarcely  any  students  likely  or  fitted  to  do  original  scientific  work. 

5.  The  profit  accruing  to  the  school  from  the  museum  collec- 
tions and  library,  from  the  zoological  laboratory,  and  from  the 
other  facilities  provided  for  scientific  study,  is  much  less  than  it 
should  be,  owing  to  the  fact  that  students  are  not  fitted  to  avail 
themselves  of  these  facilities  until  they  have  had  the  regular 
scientific  instruction.  They  are  not  prepared  to  take  advantage 
of  their  opportunities  until  just  as  they  are  about  to  be  deprived 
of  them,  From  conversations  with  the  students,  I  have  learned 
that  many  of  them  are  quite  aware  of  this  fact,  and  regret  it 
greatly. 

Of  course  all  these  circumstances  have  their  effect  upon  the 
schools  outside,  to  which  the  Normal  pupils  pass.  The  teaching 
in  primary  and  ungraded  country  schools  is  done,  as  far  as  Nor- 
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mal  students  are  concerned,  chiefly  by  those  who  have  not  com- 
pleted the  course,  and  who  have  consequently  had  no  instruction 
in  zoology.  The  zoological  teaching  of  these  students  is,  as  far 
as  I  have  observed,  not  of  a  kind  to  do  credit  to  the  institution. 

I  have  also  to*  request  of  the  Board  of  Education  that,  it  the 
necessary  funds  can  be  used  for  this  purpose,  a  small  number  of 
cheap  microscopes  be  provided  for  students'  use  in  the  laboratory.' 
In  this  request  Dr.  Sewall  joins  me  heartily.  With  the  single 
microscope  now  owned  by  the  institution,  it  is  impossible  to  give 
any  sufficient  knowledge  of  whole  sub-kingdoms  of  animals  and 
whole  classes  of  facts  in  animal  anatomy  and  physiology ;  and 
the  instruments  asked  would  be  almost  equally  useful  to  the  stu- 
dents of  botany  and  human  physiology.  Microscopes  of  the 
required  power  and  excellence  can  be  had  for  prices  ranging  from 
$40  to  $50.    The  number  required  would  be  10  or  12. 

I  would  likewise  suggest  the  propriety  of  furnishing  the  zoolog- 
ical laboratory  with  four  or  five  cheap  aquaria  of  various  sizes,  in 
order  that  the  students  may  have  an  opportunity  to  study  the  de- 
velopment and  habits  of  aquatic  animals.  With  these  it  would 
be  possible  to  assign  to  each  student  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term's  work  in  zoology,  a  subject  of  investigation,  which  he 
should  be  required  to  pursue  by  original  observation  and  experi- 
ment, presenting  the  results  at  the  end  of  the  term  in  the  form 
of  a  paper  to  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  work  upon  which  his 
record  is  to  be  made  up.  By  this  method  the  habit  of  independ- 
ent investigation  could  be  encouraged,  and  the  value  ot  the 
instruction  very  greatly  increased.

Resolved,  That  the  museum  in  the  Normal  University  building,  formerly  the 
property  of  the  Illinois  State  Natural  History  Society,  but  now  under  the  con- 
trol of  this  Board,  be  hereafter  known  by  the  name  of  The  Illinois  Museum  0/ 
Natural  History. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  received  and  approved.  A  sum- 
mary of  the  report  is  given  as  follows :

I  herewith  tender  my  resignation  as  Professor  of  Natural  Science  in  the 
Illinois  State  Normal  University,  to  take  effect  September  1st,  1877.

A  committee  was  then  appointed,  consisting  of  Messrs.  Carter, 
Etter  and  Boltwood,  to  extend  to  Dr.  Sewall  an  expression  of 
regard  and  their  best  wishes  for  his  success  in  the  new  field  of  la- 
bor to  which  he  is  called. 

Mr.  Wells  presented  the  resigination  of  Miss  Ellen  S.  Ed- 
wards as  a  teacher  of  the  Normal  School  which  was  accepted. 
President  Hewett  then  presented  his  annual  address: 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

Gentlemen: — The  State  Normal  University  is  now  closing  its 
twentieth  year,  and  it  has  been  a  year  of  prosperity,  of  earnest, 
efficient  work,  on  the  whole  surpassed  by  few  if  any  of  its  prede- 
cessors. During  the  last  two  terms,  the  affairs  of  the  Institution 
have  moved  on  with  more  than  usual  smoothness, — not  that  we 
have  been  relieved  from  all  care  or  solicitude,  by  any  means;  but 
the  serious  disturbances  of  any  kind  have  been  so  few  as  scarcely 
to  be  worth  mentioning.  We  have  always  been  annoyed,  more  or 
less,  by  some  students  resorting  to  dishonest  practices  in  doing 
their  class-work.  In  one  case,  during  this  year,  a  student,  who 
had  been  detected  in  such  practices,  and  had  solemnly  promised  re- 
form, relapsed,  and  was  promptly  dismissed.  I  have  reason- to  be- 
lieve that  the  evil  is  now  largely  diminished. 

The  health  of  our  students,  during  the  past  two  terms,  has  been 
good;  I  think  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  the  same  number  of  per- 
sons, young  or  old,  whose  general  health  is  better.  However, 
during  the  year,  one  death  has  occurred  among  us, — a  member  of 
the  Model  School, — and  one  of  our  Senior  Class  is  seriously  sick, 
and  will  not  be  able  to  appear  with  her  class  at  Commencement.

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No  one  is  counted  in  the  enrollment  who  is  not  a  member  of  the 
school,  at  least,  for  four  weeks. 

By  comparing  these  figures  with  those  given  in  my  report  of 
one  year  ago,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  attendance  in  the  Normal 
Department,  in  the  winter  term  was  about  ten  per  cent,  more  than 
for  the  corresponding  term  of  last  year;  while  the  increase,  for 
the  spring  term,  is  more  than  fourteen  and  one-half  per  cent. 
During  the  winter  term,  about  five-sixths  of  those  who  were  with 
us  in  the  fall  returned ;  in  the  spring,  the  number  returning  was 
less  in  proportion.  The  attendance  in  the  Model  Department  does 
not  vary  but  little,  on  the  whole,  from  the  aggregate  of  last  year, 
for  the  corresponding  terms. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Normal  School 
has  been  considerably  greater  than  it  was  last  year.  The  number 
rejected  on  examination  is  about  the  same.  The  number  of  appli- 
cants, and  the  number  rejected  on  examination,  for  each  of  the 
three  terms,  will  appear  from  the  table  given  below:

By  comparing  this  report  with  the  report  made  last  June,  you 
will  notice  that  162  applied  for  admission  this  year  in  the  fall  term, 
while  but  131  applied  at  the  corresponding  time  last  year;  this  is 
a  gain  of  nearly  24  per  cent.    For  the  winter  term,  the  number  of 
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applicants  was  exactly  the  same  for  each  year.  For  the  spring 
term,  we  had,  this  year,  Si  against  43  for  the  corresponding  term 
last  year;  this  is  a  gain  of  nearly  SS  per  cent. 

The  average  age  of  the  75,  who  entered  the  school  this  spring, 
is  a  fraction  over  21  years.  The  entering  class  of  this  spring  re- 
presents 30  counties  of  Illinois,  and  3  other  States,  as  is  shown  in 
the  following  table:

TRAINING  DEPARTMENT. 

In  accordance  with  suggestions  made  at  your  last  meeting,  we 
have  required  all  who  have  entered  the  school  during  the  last  two 
terms  to  take  work  in  this  department.  This  work  has  consisted 
partly  in  careful  observation  of  the  work  of  the  Primary  Room, 
and  partly  in  direct  instruction  concerning  Primary  teaching,  given 
to  them  by  Miss  Paddock.  On  both  kinds  of  work,  they  have 
been  required  to  take  notes,  and  to  stand  examination.  I  think 
the  result  of  this  course  has  been  good.  Most  of  the  students 
have  appreciated  the  value  of  the  work  and  have  been  highly  in- 
terested in  it.  A  few  have  objected,  seeming  to  feel  that  Arith- 
metic, Geography,  etc.,  would  be  of  more  value  to  them.  None, 
however,  have  been  excused  from  the  training  work,  although  one 
young  man  chose  to  leave  the  school  rather  than  to  take  it.  Pro- 


fessor  Metcalf's  Report,  included  herewith,  will  give  a  fuller 
view  of  the  operations  in  the  Training  Department: 


REPORT  ON  THE  OBSERVATION  AND  TRAINING  OF  NORMAL 
PUPILS  FOR  THE  TERM  ENDED,  JUNE  20,  1S77. 

To  the  President  of  the  Illinois  State  University : 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendatson  of  the  Board,  through  their  Com- 
mittee of  Conference,  last  December,  the  programme  in  the  Normal  Depart- 
ment since  then  has  been  so  arranged  as  to  give  at  least  four  hours  each  week 
for  Primary  observation  by  the  Entering  Class.  These  observers — from  fifty 
to  sixty  in  number  each  term — have  been  carried  over  a  survey  of  somewhat 
more  than  the  fifty  weeks'  work  in  the  Primary  school.  The  plan  of  work 
may  be  briefly  sketched  as  follows : 

These  students  note  for  two  or  three  days  the  method  of  the  teacher  as  she 
directs  the  smallest  children  in  their  first  efforts  in  Reading,  Number,  Spelling 
and  Writing.  On  the  third  or  fourth  day,  the  observers  are  examined  with  re- 
ference to  what  they  have  noted,  and  after  such  conversation  with  them  as  seems 
profitable,  the  teacher  proceeds  to  dictate,  explain,  and  discuss  in  order  the 
matter  and  method  of  work  in  some  one  branch,  the  students  writing  accord- 
ing to  her  minute  directions. 

Visits  of  observation  alternate  thus  with  copying  from  dictation,  Aveek  after 
week,  until  the  work  of  the  child's  first  school  year  has  been  canvassed  and  re- 
corded, and  observation  extended  over  every  part  of  this  limited  field. 

As  a  test  of  the  value  of  the  student's  work,  monthly  written  examinations 
are  resorted  to,  and  record  is  made  on  the  books  of  the  University.  As  might 
be  expected,  these  papers  are  of  widely  various  character — a  few  being  almost 
utterly  worthless,  exhibiting  entire  ignoranue  of  the  essential  features  of  pri- 
mary teaching. 

With  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  when  we  shall  probably  receive  more  new 
students  than  in  both  the  other  terms  together,  it  may  be  necessary  to  modify 
the  foregoing  plan.  If  further  comparisons  should  confirm  my  present  beliefi 
that  it  is  the  poorly  qualified  who  derive  so  little  advantage  from  this  contact 
with  real  problems,  in  the  primary  room,  I  shall  recommend  excusing  from  ob- 
servation, the  last  third  of  the  Entering  Class  until  they  shall  have  had  a  full 
term  of  study  and  drill  in  the  strictly  academic  work  of  the  normal  course.  I 
am  sure  that  there  will  be  a  gain  by  this  step.  Indeed  we  can  not  wield  the  en- 
tire class  of  one  hundred  and  twenty — our  usual  number  of  new  comers  in 
the  autumn. 

TEACHING  AND  OBSERVATION   BY   ADVANCED  STUDENTS. 

Under  this  head  is  embraced  the  training  of  about  sixty  students,  chiefly 
ranging  in  position  from  the  third  to  the  sixth  term  of  their  connection  with 
the  school.    The  larger  share  of  observing  has  been  done  in  the  Primary 
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school,  while  the  Grammar  school  classes  have  furnished  almost  the  entire 
field  for  practice  in  actual  teaching. 

It  is  probable  that  the  opportuuities  for  teaching  the  primary  classes  may  be 
more  frequent  another  year.  Miss  Paddock  has  felt  that  as  only  the  best  at- 
tainable models  of  work  could  be  very  serviceable  to  the  observers,  she  must 
rarely  yield  one  of  her  classes  into  inexperienced  hands.  Hence,  except  when 
on  duty  with  the  class  in  dictating  the  order  and  method  of  teaching  (as  re- 
hearsed above)  in  the  case  of  only  two  classes  she  has  surrendered  the  teach- 
ing to  others.  While  granting  the  force  of  the  view  so  firmly  held  by  this 
teacher,  and  seeing  also  the  vast  importance  of  correct  guidance,  in  these  first 
days,  to  the  children  themselves,  I  confidently  look  to  the  Primary  room  for  a 
share  of  actual  practice  for  our  young  teachers. 

Not  all,  however,  even  of  the  female  students  can  thus  be  tested.  For  con- 
sider: only  one  in  eight  of  the  young  women  who  enter  the  Normal  School  re- 
mains to  receive  its  diploma.  More  than  one  half  have  disappeared  before  the 
end  of  the  fifth  term.  It  is  only  by  shortening  the  term  of  practice  to  a  few 
days  for  each  student-teacher,  and  this  at  an  early  part  of  the  course,  that  we 
can  test  the  ability  of  each  one  to  hold  and  guide  a  class.  But  both  these  ex- 
pedients are  of  doubtful  if  not  worse  than  doubtful  expediency. 

Reviewing  the  labors  of  the  term,  I  see  a  gain  that  cheers  me.  In  the  first 
place  the  spirit  of  the  student-teachers  has  been  admirable.  They  have  found 
profit,  I  am  sure,  from  their  contact  with  the  carefully  planned  class-work  un- 
der Mr.  De  Garmo  and  Miss  Paddock,  persons  whose  strength  and  devotion 
have  greatly  helped  me.  The  children  have  appeared  to  feel  in  greater  degree 
than  ever  before,  confidence  in  the  young  men  and  women  who  taught  them. 
True,  our  classes  have  been  too  small,  and  they  would  have  been  smaller  still 
had  we  graded  as  we  would.  It  is  hardly  venturesome  to  say  that  with  one-third 
more  children  in  the  Primary  and  twice  as  many  in  the  Grammar  department, 
one-half  will  be  added  to  the  value  of  the  service  done  to  our  pupil  teachers. 

The  number  assigned  to  observation  in  Miss  Paddock's  room  has  been  larger 
than  in  any  previous  term.  All  these  have  made  careful  record  of  what  they 
they  have  seen,  and  nearly  all  of  their  diaries  have  been  found  on  inspection  to 
exhibit  a  clear  appreciation  of  the  work,  both  in  its  leading  features  and  in  its 
details.  Quit  y  a  number  who  were  not  held  to  do  this  visiting  have  been  almost 
daily  visitors,  and  with  others,  have  expressed  gratification  at  having  strength- 
ened themselves  by  this  bestowal  of  the  time. 

More  than  fifty  this  term  have  had  charge  ot  classes.  Eighty  have  observed ; 
of  which  number  fifty  beginners  wrote  out  the  essential  plan  of  first  year's 
work,  and  twenty  kept  full  journals  of  work  and  their  thought  upon  it.  Add 
to  these  the  Theory  and  Art  class — one  hundred  and  ten  in  number — and  the 
aggregate  shows  an  amount  of  strictly  professional  study  and  drill  greater  than 
in  any  former  term.

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In  my  frequent  visits  to  the  classes  and  in  subsequent  personal  interviews 
with  young  teachers,  I  have  endeavored  to  aid  them  in  determining  the  order 
of  work  and  the  best  methods  of  assigning  lessons,  not  less  than  in  acquiring 
skill  in  presenting  illustrations  and  in  holding  pupils  to  exactness  of  thought. 

To  afford  more  adequate  opportunity  for  criticism,  for  comment  on  the  views 
expressed  in  the  pupil- teachers'  diaries,  and  for  various  drill,  the  hour  following 
the  close  of  school  on  Friday  has  been  taken  each  week  for  a  Teachers'  meet- 
ing. The  time  is  not  favorable :  we  should,  if  practicable,  bring  these  inter- 
views within  the  regular  school  day. 

The  accompanying  scheme,  if  adopted,  may  reduce  the  demand  for  so  much 
out-of-shool  work.

MUSEUM. 

Prof.  Four.ES  taught  several  classes  during  the  winter  term; 
hut,  for  the  last  term,  his  time  has  been  wholly  spent  in  Museum- 
work,  collecting,  etc.,  except  such  as  was  necessary  to  instruct  a 
few  special  students.  The  following  Report  from  him  will  explain 
more  fully.  It  will  be  seen  that  he  suggests  some  changes  re- 
specting his  work,  in  our  course  of  study : 

President  E.  C.  Heivett,  Illinois  State  Normal  University : 

Sir  : — The  classes  in  zoology  have  done  the  usual  amount  of  work,  since  my 
last  report,  in  about  the  usual  way.  The  introduction's  a  class-book,  of  Jor- 
dan's Manual  of  Vertebrates,  has  made  possible  a  more  detailed  and  profitable 
study  of  classification  than  heretofore.  In  addition  to  much  practice  in  the  de- 
termination of  species  of  birds  and  fishes  by  means  of  this  manual,  careful  dis- 
sections of  fishes  and  crustaeea  were  made  by  the  class,  and  a  knowledge  of  the 
more  general  facts  of  the  classification  and  anatony  of  the  three  higher  sub- 
kingdoms  was  given  by  lectures  and  demonstrations.  Detailed  technical  de- 
scriptions of  species  were  often  required,  and  some  practice  was  given  in  the 
original  classification  of  unfamiliar  material.    These  two  last-mentioned  exer- 
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cises  have  proved  more  effective  for  the  culture  of  the  observation,  the  judg- 
ment and  the  powers  of  expression,  than  any  other  part  of  the  work. 

The  examinations  were  designed  to  test  the  student's  ability  to  do  rather  than 
to  say. 

Anatomical  demonstrations  by  dissection,  the  extemporaneous  classification 
and  description  of  specimens  not  previously  studied,  the  determination  ot  diffi 
cult  and  unfamiliar  species  by  the  use  of  analytical  keys,  and  similar  exercises 
for  which  no  special  cramming  was  possible,  were  my  principal  reliance;  and 
the  result  was  to  me  extremely  satisfactory.  Exactly  those  students  failed  who 
ought  to  have  failed,  and  those  succeeded  whose  previous  work  had  deserved 
success. 

The  embarrassments  resulting  from  the  short  time  allotted  to  the  study,  and 
from  its  position  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  course,  which  have  been  sufficiently 
set  forth  in  my  previous  reports,  still  continue  unabated.  I  would  further  sug- 
gest that  it  is  desirable,  both  on  my  own  account  and  that  of  the  class,  that  the 
time  during  which  this  branch  is  pursued  be  changed  from  the  last  to  the  first 
term  of  the  school  year. 

Independent  study  in  the  Museum  was  carried  on  during  the  term  just  past 
to  a  greater  extent  than  ever  before. 

Special  courses  were  laid  down  to  meet  the  needs  and  wishes  of  each  stu- 
dent; specimens,  books  of  reference  and  other  facilities  were  furnished;  and 
such  general  oversight,  suggestion  and  criticism  were  given  as  seemed  neces- 
sarv  in  each  case.  To  ambitious  students  of  good  ability,  this  course  is  far  more 
profitable  than  the  ordinary  class-work. 

The  knowledge  gained  is  more  definite  and  satisfying,  the  habits  of  self-reli- 
ance and  self-control  engendered  are  of  the  highest  value,  and  independent 
work  is  far  more  likel  v  to  be  carried  forward  subsequently  than  when  the  stu- 
dents are  held  to  a  strict  accountability  for  the  performance  of  allotted  tasks 
On  the  other  hand,  students  without  ability  or  perseverance  fail  entirely,  as 
might  be  expected,  and  soon  drop  out. 

I  think  that  special  courses  of  Museum  study  of  biology  in  general  might  be 
arranged  with  very  great  profit,  which  should  take  the  place  of  a  second  term's 
work  in  both  botany  and  zoology. 

The  present  facilities  for  such  work  are  not  stifficient  for  the  number  now 
wishing  to  undertake  it,  and  both  the  students  and  myself  were  subjected  to 
many  inconveniences  in  consequence.  1  wish  to  call  especial  attention  to  the 
absence  of  arrangements  for  properly  warming  the  room.  The  winter  months 
are,  in  some  respects,  most  desirable  for  Museum  study;  but  the  few  who  ven- 
tured to  attempt  it  last  winter  were  soon  compelled  to  give  it  up,  or,  persever- 
ing, were  finally  made  sick.  I  think  the  steam  pipes  should  be  repaired  and 
new  ones  added  enough  to  make  the  room  comfortable  in  mid-winter.  The 
stove  in  the  office  could  then  be  removed,  and  the  building  relieved  from  a  very 
evident  danger  of  destruction  by  fire. 
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As  another  part  of  the  educational  work  of  the  Museum,  1  may  report  the 
distributions  made  during  the  past  term  to  public  schools  and  the  State  Edu- 
cational Institutions.  A  series  of  forty-eight  species  of  the  fishes  of  the  State, 
in  alcohol,  was  sent  to  the  schools  of  Aurora;  one  of  birds,  insects  and  alcoholic 
invertebrates,  (chiefly  marine,)  was  sent  to  Carrollton,  a  similar  set  ot  inverte- 
brates to  Blue  Island,  and  a  series  of  about  two  hundred  species  of  fishes  and 
alcoholic  invertebrates  to  the  State  Industrial  University  at  Champaign.  This 
material  was  all  named  and  in  condition  for  immediate  use. 

The  last  of  the  above  sets  was  sent  at  the  request  of  the  curator  of  the  Uni- 
versity Museum,  that  institution  paying  the  first  cost  of  the  specimens,  which 
had  been  purchased. 

Additional  particulars  concerning  the  work  of  the  Museum  are  given  in  my 
special  report  to  the  Board.

TEACHERS. 

In  respect  to  the  teachers  who  have  been  long  with  us,  it  is  only 
necessary  for  me  to  say  that  they  have  met  their  duties  with  their 
wonted  cheerfulness  and  fidelity.  We  have  long  congratulated 
ourselves  on  the  harmony  that  exists  in  our  Faculty;  and,  I  am 
happy  to  say,  that  I  see  no  prospect  of  that  harmony  being  soon 
disturbed.  In  respect  to  Miss  Paddock  and  Mr.  De  Garaio,  I  can 
say  that  the  last  terms  have  only  strengthened  the  good  opinion  of 
them  and  their  work,  expressed  in  my  last  report.  Miss  Edwards 
has  signified  her  intention  to  retire  at  the  close  of  this  term ;  and, 
in  this  connection,  I  cheerfully  bear  testimony  to  her  industry  and 
faithfulness  during  the  time  of  service  here. 

Dr.  Sewall  desires  me  to  hand  you  herewith  his  resignation  of 
the  Chair  that  he  has  so  long  and  so  ably  filled.  He  leaves  us  to 
assume  a  position  of  greater  trust,  honor,  responsibility  and  emolu- 
ment. I  have  been  intimately  associated  with  him  here  for  seven- 
teen years;  and  I  wish  to  express  to  you  my  esteem  for  him  as  a 
successful  student  of  nature,  an  earnest  teacher,  a  true  friend,  and  a 
generous,  high-minded  man.  May  success  attend  him  in  his  new 
field  of  labor.  There  are  several  applicants  for  the  Chair  that  Dr. 
Sewall  vacates.  I  have  placed  such  papers  as  I  have  received  re- 
specting them,  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee  on  Teachers.  But, 
I  wish  to  say  here,  that,  in  my  opinion,  we  cannot  afford  to  fill  the 
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place  with  a  man,  however  eminent  or  promising,  who  expects  to 
devote  all,  or  nearly  all,  his  energies  to  the  Sciences.  We  need  help 
from  the  appointee  in  the  ordinary  work  of  the  school,  and  in  an- 
swering the  frequent  calls  for  general  educational  work  in  Insti- 
tutes and  elsewhere.  We  want  in  that  place,  a  good  teacher  of 
some  of  the  common  branches,  one  who  has  had  experience  in 
school  management;  one  who  knows  the  wants  of  our  schools  in 
Illinois,  and  who  can  talk  effectively  on  all  these  matters  before  the 
public.  We  have  one  man  of  our  number  who  devotes  all  his  time 
to  Sciences;  and,  in  my  opinion,  we  could  hardly  have  a  better. 
But,  can  we  afford  two  such? 

0 

GROUNDS. 

Every  one  can  see  that  our  grounds  are  improving  in  appearance 
every  year;  but  to  make  them  what  they  might  be,  as  fine  as  any 
in  the  West,  they  need  much  more  care.  I  have  thought  that  pos- 
sibly something  could  be  done  to  give  them  this  increased  care 
without  entailing  any  very  great  additional  expense.  If  a  man 
who  has  some  skill  in  such  work  could  be  hired  by  the  year,  he 
might  be  employed  on  the  grounds  in  the  spring  and  summer, 
thus  saving  many  dollars  now  paid  out  for  odd  jobs,  and  in  the 
winter,  when  the  Janitor  has  to  attend  the  furnaces,  he  might  do 
the  work  for  which  an  assistant  is  now  hired.  I  think  some  such 
scheme  as  this  is  worth  the  attention  of  the  Board,  for  surely  the 
grounds  need  more  attention,  and  our  funds  are  in  such  a  condition 
that  we  must  have  regard  to  economy. 

FINANCES. 

The  accompanying  statement,  carefully  prepared  by  Mr.  Car- 
ter, will  show  that  our  financial  condition  is  healthy.  The  bal- 
ance in  our  favor  is  such  that  there  seems  to  be  no  need  of  cramp- 
ing ourselves  in  any  very  essential  point.  [See  report  of  Treas- 
urer.] 

I  would  suggest,  if  you  think  it  prudent,  that  $500  of  our 
present  surplus  be  appropriated  to  an  increase  of  books  in  our  Li- 
brary. 

Our  catalogues  for  the  present  year  will  cost  us  one  hundred  and 
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forty-nine  dollars  ($149).  I  received  bids  from  five  printing  offices 
as  follows:

The  last  bid  was  accepted,  and  part  of  the  copy  is  in  the  printer's 
hands.  The  price  is  very  low,  and  the  bill  should  be  promptly 
paid,  as  soon  as  the  work  is  done. 

REPAIRS. 

The  Legislature  made  us  a  special  appropriation  for  repairs, 
which  should  be  made  this  summer.  The  plastering  in  several 
places  needs  repairing;  and  the  walls  should  be  whitened  and  the 
paint  renewed,  all  through  the  interior  of  the  building. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

During  its  last  session,  the  Legislature  granted  the  same  appro- 
priations for  current  expenses,  as  they  gave  two  years  ago.  We 
asked  for  more,  and  the  Senate,  by  a  vote  of  more  than  two-thirds 
passed  the  bill;  but,  in  the  House,  the  amount  was  reduced  to  the 
sum  granted  before.  The  final  vote  in  the  House  was  nearly  two- 
thirds  in  our  favor.  In  the  Legislature  and  elsewhere,  we  have  re- 
ceived our  usual  attacks  and  criticisms.  The  charge  of  academic 
instruction  was  prominent  as  usual.  This  has  been  answered  re- 
peatedly ;  but  perhaps  we  are  suffering  in  this  respect  for  the  course 
of  some  other  Normal  schools.  It  is  freely  charged  in  several 
quarters  that  there  is  a  glut  of  teachers,  and  that  Normal  schools 
have  done  their  work, — that  there  is  no  further  need  for  them. 
Doubtless,  there  are  applicants  enough  for  teachers'  positions;  but 
it  is  not  true  that  there  is  an  over-supply  of  good  teachers;  the 
want  of  good  teachers  is  the  most  serious  want  of  our  schools  to-day. 

The  Normal  schools  have  not  completed  their  work;  nor  will 
they  as  long  as  there  are  schools  to  be  taught.  They  have  been 
severely  attacked  in  several  of  the  Legislatures  during  the  past 
winter;  but,  in  all  cases,  I  believe  the  attack  Has  fallen  harmless. 
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Notably,  was  this  the  case  in  New  York;  and  the  final  vote  showed 
a  ridiculous  lack  of  strength  in  the  attacking  party.  In  their  de. 
fence,  one  honorable  member  suggested  that  the  war  on  the 
Normal  schools  was  a  war  on  the  public-school  system, — that  the 
enemies  of  that  system  had  concluded  that  the  destruction  of  the 
Normal  Schools  was  the  best  thing  they  could  now  do,  as  a  stej:> 
towards  destroying  the  entire  school  system  of  the  country.  I  am 
inclined  to  believe  that  there  is  much  truth  in  this  declaration.  I5ut, 
for  myself,  I  have  little  fear  of  the  downfall  of  either  the  public- 
schools  or  the  Normal  schools.  I  believe  the  right  thing  for  the 
managers  of  our  Normal  schools  to  do  is  to  go  on  faithfully  and 
conscientiously  doing  their  work,  according  to  the  light  that  is 
given  them,  not  allowing  any  clamor  to  dishearten  them,  nor  to 
drive  them  to  any  doubtful  expedients  for  the  sake  of  meeting  any 
supposed  popular  demand. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  express  a  word  of  appreciation  of  the 
loss  that  your  Board  and  the  Normal  University  have  suffered  in 
the  death  of  our  faithful  and  tried  friend,  Dr.  Calvin  Goudy.

Prof.  Forbes,  the  Director  of  the  Museum,  then  presenteed  his 
report,  which  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting. 

7 "o  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois  : 

Gentlemen:  I  have  to  report  the  completion,  since  your  last  meeting,  of 
the  printing  and  publication  of  2,000  copies  of  Bulletin  No.  1,  from  the  Mu- 
seum, at  a  cost  of  $323.  These  were  distributed  gratuitously  to  all  Illinois  nat- 
uralists, as  tar  as  known  to  me,  and  have  been  sent  free  to  all  applicants  from 
this  State.  Copies  were  also  mailed  to  specialists,  both  American  and  Euro- 
pean, in  the  departments  of  zoology  and  botany,  to  which  the  papers  published 
belonged,  with  a  view  to  advising  them  of  the  work  in  the  Museum,  and  of 
securing  in  exchange  their  own  special  publications  for  the  Museum  Library. 
A  few  copies  have  been  sold  to  applicants  outside  the  State. 

The  publication  of  these  bulletins  was  undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  bringing 
before  the  public  the  results  of  the  scientific  work  done  at  the  Museum,  and  they 
were  opened  to  all  Illinois  naturalists,  under  certain  restrictions  concerning  the 
scope  of  the  papers  published,  with  the  hope  of  stimulating  original  work  of  a 
purely  scientific  character.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  this  first  number  was  very 
favorably  received,  the  warmest  commendations  of  its  purposes  and  character 
coming  from  those  most  eminent  in  science.  Material  enough  is  now  in  hand, 
or  in  course  of  preparation,  for  another  number  similar  to  the  first.  I  think 
it  will  be  best  that  the  Board  request  five  or  six  gentlemen  of  this  State,  repre-

senting  different  branches  of  natural  science,  to  act  as  a  publishing  committee, 
passing  upon  the  papers  presented,  and  recommending  the  publication  of  such 
as  they  deem  worthy. 

The  usual  amount  of  time  has  been  given  to  the  determination  and  arrange- 
ment  of  the  new  material  acquired  during  the  last  year;  but  it  has  been  impos- 
sible to  keep  pace  with  the  additions,  and  much  entomological  and  marine  is 
now  on  hand. 

A  series  of  120  species  of  Illinois  fishes  has  been  determined,  labeled  and 
arranged  in  jars,  the  lepidoptera  and  neuroptera  now  on  hand  have  nearly 
all  been  worked  up,  and  about  a  hundred  species  of  marine  invertebrates 
classified,  which  were  collected  for  the  Museum  on  the  coast  of  New  England. 
The  named  species  new  to  the  collection  have  been  catalogued  and  indexed; 
and  the  catalogues  of  ornithology,  concholgy  and  general  zoology  have  been 
thoroughly  revised,  the  first  having  been  entirely  copied. 

Another  work  of  considerable  magnitude  is  now  well  under  way — the  con- 
struction of  an  exhaustive  analytical  index  to  all  the  scientific  books  and  papers 
in  the  Library.  The  method  followed  is  a  modification  and  elaboration  of  that 
of  the  ordinary  sucject  catalogue  of  first-class  libraries,  the  common  form  being 
much  too  general  for  our  purposes.  This  catalogue,  when  completed,  will  en- 
able any  intelligent  student  to  find,  with  trifling  labor,  every  reference  in  the 
Library  to  every  species,  genus  or  other  group  of  animals  or  plants,  recent  or 
fossil,  which  he  may  wish  to  study.  All  matter  relating  to  the  cold-blooded 
vertebrates  and  to  the  Crustacea  has  already  been  indexed,  and  the  ornithologi- 
cal papers  are  also  nearly  done. 

With  respect  to  the  collections  making,  I  have  nothing  unusual  to  report, 
except  the  especial  attentions  given  to  the  accommodation  of  material  for  the 
study  of  the  food  of  birds  and  the  food  of  fishes — two  subjects  of  great  com- 
plexity and  difficulty,  the  investigation  of  which  promises  results  of  peculiar 
value,  both  scientific  and  economical. 

I  have  now  to  ask  your  attenion  to  a  matter  of  first-class  importance  to  the 
Museum,  and  which  will  require  action  by  the  Board  at  this  meeting.  At  the 
last  session  of  the  State  Legislature  an  act  was  passed  for  the  establishment  of 
a  State  Museum  at  Springfield,  from  which  I  quote  the  following  passages : 

"§  8.  One  each  of  all  the  duplicate  zoological  and  botanical  specimens  now 
on  hand  in  the  Illinois  Museum  of  Natural  History  at  Normal,  which  are  not 
needed  to  illustrate  the  natural  history  work  of  the  State  Normal  University, 
are  hereby  directed  to  be  deposited,  as  soon  as  practicable,  in  the  Museum 
established  by  this  act,  by  the  Curator  of  said  Illinois  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
tory. 

"§  9.  It  is  hereby  directed  that  the  Illinois  Museum  of  Natural  History  at 
Normal  be  converted  into  a  State  Laboratory  of  Natural  History,  at  which, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Curator  thereof,  the  collection,  preservation  and  de- 
termination of  all  zoological  and  botanical  material  for  said  State  Museum  shall 
be  done.  It  is  made  a  part  of  the  duty  of  said  Curator  to  provide,  as  soon  as 
possible,  a  series  of  specimens  illustrating  the  zoology  and  botany  of  the  State, 
to  deposit  them  from  time  to  time  in  the  Museum  established  by  this  act,  and 
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to  furnish,  as  far  as  practicable,  all  zoological  and  botanical  material  needed  by 
the  State  Educational  Institutions  for  the  performance  of  their  work. 

"§  10.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  follow  - 
ing named  sums  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  for  the  pur- 
poses herein  specified : 

"For  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  collections  in  Natural  History,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  per  annum,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction 
of  the  Curator  of  the  State  Laboratory  at  Normal." 

The  effect  of  this  act  upon  the  Museum  may  be  thus  stated: 

It  recognizes  the  Museum  as  an  independent  State  institution,  and  makes  it 
the  source  of  supply  for  the  State  educational  institutions,  and  the  center  of 
operations  for  all  botanical  and  zoological  work  conducted  at  State  expense. 

It  relieves  the  Museum  from  all  necessity  of  maintaining  an  exhibition  of  its 
material  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  public — a  necessity  which,  owing  to  the 
want  ot  room  and  assistance,  has  for  some  time  embarrassed  us  greatly. 

It  virtually  requires  the  commencement  by  the  Curator  here  of  a  biological 
survey  of  the  State,  appropriating  therefor  a  thousand  dollars  a  year. 

It  directs  the  conversion  of  this  institution  into  a  Biological  Laboratory,  and 
requires  the  transfer  to  the  new  Museum  of  a  single  series  of  our  duplicates.  It 
is  shown  by  the  context  that  by  a  "  Laboratory  of  Natural  History  "  is  meant 
an  institution  furnished  with  everything  necessary  for  natural  history  work, 
both  mechanical  and  scientific.  This  comprises,  of  course,  all  kinds  of  appa- 
ratus for  the  collection,  preparation  and  study  of  biological  material,  including 
an  organized  library  and  a  full  series  of  specimens  for  reference,  as  well  as  the 
instruments  and  materials  of  the  collector  and  the  taxidermist.  In  short, 
everything  essential  to  botanical  and  zoological  work  and  study  is  to  be  accu- 
mulated here,  and  everything  intended  for  general  exhibition  is  to  be  con- 
structed at  Springfield. 

1  need  hardly  say  that  1  regard  this  law  as  one  full  of  promise  for  the  inter- 
ests of  science  in  this  State.  We  have  here  put  into  our  hands  the  charter 
of  a  scientific  institution,  such  as  few  other  States  can  boast.  We  are  furnished 
with  a  foundation  broad  enough  for  us  to  build  on  according  to  our  strength. 
Upon  this  foundation  I  hope  to  see  erected  an  institution  which  shall  become 
the  undisputed  center  of  scientific  activities  of  the  State,  one  in  which  any  sci- 
entific man  or  any  student  in  the  State  may  find  ready  to  his  hand  and  eye 
w  hatever  he  may  need  for  special  or  general  study  of  the  biology  of  Illinois.  I 
believe  that  if  the  opportunity  here  afforded  is  improved  with  intelligent  energy 
for  the  next  two  years,  we  may  establish  here,  beyond  recall,  a  center  of  active 
research  from  which  an  awakening  and  energizing  power  shall  go  out  to  every 
part  of  the  State  for  years  to  come. 

The  measures  which  will  be  required  to  carry  out  the  directions  of  this  bill, 
seem  to  be  as  follows : 

The  substitution  of  sets  of  drawers  for  the  present  show  cases,  wherever  this 
is  possible,  and  of  drawer  specimens  for  those  now  mounted  on  stands.  The 
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continued  accumulation  of  specimens  for  study,  not  only  representatives  of  our 
own  natm-al  history,  but  such  extralimital  forms  as  are  needed  for  comparison. 

The  elimination  of  all  material  not  essential  to  the  work  of  the  laboratory,  or 
that  of  the  Normal  University.  This  would  include  most  of  the  Western  min- 
erals and  many  of  the  duplicate  geodes  and  larger  fossils. 

The  substitution  for  some  of  the  cases  thus  vacated  of  several  tables,  iitted 
up  with  everything  necessary  for  the  various  kinds  of  biological  work  and 
study. 

Much  collecting  apparatus  and  taxidermists'  material  for  field  work  should 
also  be  provided,  together  with  a  few  microscopes,  aquaria,  breeding  cages  and 
the  like,  for  the  sudy  of  embryology  and  kindred  subjects. 

Water  should  also  be  laid,  and  waste-pipes  arranged,  as  in  the  rooms  on  the 
lower  Moors. 

Especial  attention  should  be  given  to  the  enlargement  and  thorough  organiza- 
tion of  the  library,  in  a  way  to  facilitate  original  work. 

As  no  provision  is  made  in  this  bill  for  the  expense  of  these  changes,  it  is 
evident  that  it  was  intended  that  this  should  be  defrayed  out  of  the  regular  ap- 
propriation for  the  Museum,  made,  as  heretofore,  as  a  part  of  the  regular  appro- 
priation for  the  Normal  University. 

I  would  therefore,  respectfully  request  the  passage  of  a  resolution  fixing  the 
amount  to  be  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the  Museum  for  the  next  two  years,  and 
authorizing  me  to  use  so  much  of  this  sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  making  the 
changes  and  additions  above  set  forth. 

T  also  suggest  that  the  name  of  the  Museum  be  changed  to  that  of  the  Illi- 
nois State  Laboratory  of  Natural  History,  and  that  the  title  of  "Curator"  be 
changed  to  that  of  "  Director."

We,  the  undersigned,  your  Auditing  Committee,  respectfully  report  that  we 
have  examined  Bills  I  to  35  inclusive,  amounting  to  ($62645)  six  hundred  and 
twenty-six  dollars  and  forty-five  cents,  and  that  we  find  the  several  bills  correct, 
and  recommend  that  the  Secretary  draw  orders  for  their  payment.

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On  motion,  the  report  of  the  Auditing  Committee  was  received, 
and  bills  ordered  to  be  paid. 

The  Auditing-  Committee  also  reported  the  following  resolu- 
tions: 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  fifty-dollars  ($550)  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  President  of  the  University;  four  hundred  dollars  for  contin- 
gent expenses,  and  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  printing  the 
Catalogue  of  the  University  for  the  current  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  be,  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  draw  orders  on  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  the  first  and 
second  quarterly  installments  of  the  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Normal  University  at  Normal,  for  the  current  year;  each  installment  being 
the  one-eighth  part  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  whole  of  the  annual  interest 
on  the  College  and  Seminary  Fund,  together  with  the  one- fourth  part  of  the 
sum  of  eighteen  thousand  and  two  hundred  and  five  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($18,205.50),  as  said  installments  become  due  and  payable,  as  provided  by  sec- 
tions 1  and  2  of  "An  act-making  an  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of

THE  NEW  CLASS. 

During  this  term,  184  candidates  have  presented  them- 
selves for  admission  to  the  Normal  Department.  Of  this 
number  127  were  examined ;  the  others  were  admitted  on 
their  credentials.  Of  these  candidates,  128  were  ladies,  56 
were  gentlemen.    We  examined

Of  the  144  who  were  admitted,  6  left  before  they  had 
been  with  us  long  enough  to  be  in  our  enumerated 
enrollment.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  reject- 
ed was  very  large, — nearly  one-third  of  all  who  were 
examined.  One  reason  for  this  is  that  many  of  the  candi- 
dates were  quite  young ;  probably,  also,  our  test  was  some- 
what more  severe  than  it  has  been  at  some  previous  times. 
I  am  glad  to  say,  however,  that  most  of  those  who  were  re- 
jected joined  the  preparatory  class  in  our  model  school. 
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The  new  class  represents  45  counties,  and  five  states  be 
sides  our  own,  as  is  shown  by  the  following  table  :

All  are  earnest  and  faithful,  ready  t<  >  co-operate  heartily  in 
whatever  is  to  be  done.  Of  those  who  have  been  here  be- 
fore this  term,  I  have  already  spoken  in  former  reports  ; 
and  I  can  here  only  reiterate  the  good  opinions  previously 
expressed.  When  it  became  apparent  last  summer  that 
Mr.  Gastman  would  decline  the  position  to  which  you  ap- 
pointed him,  I  determined  to  provide  temporarily  for  the 
emergency.  This  I  did  by  substituting  Zoology  for  Physi" 
ology  on  the  part  of  the  Seniors,  and  employing  Mr.  Samuel 
W.  Paisle}^,  a  former  graduate  and  a  teacher  of  reputa- 
tion, to  take  the  classes  in  Geography  which  had  formerly 
been  instructed  by  Dr.  Sewall.  I  agreed  to  pay  Mr.  Pais- 
ley fifteen  dollars  a  week  for  his  assistance.  He  did  excel, 
lent  work  ;  but  about  the  end  of  October  his  health  failed 
and  he  was  obliged  to  go  south.  Other  members  of  the  Fa- 
culty generously  took  his  work  in  addition  to  their  own  ; 
and,  in  this  way,  we  have  got  through  the  term  very  com- 
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fortably.  I  take  occasion  to  speak  in  commendation  of 
Miss  Flora  Pennell,  whom  you  appointed  at  your  last  meet- 
ing to  the  position  of  second  assistant  in  the  Normal  De- 
partment. I  think  her  work  this  term  justifies  our  expect- 
ation of  efficiency  on  her  part  in  the  future. 

It  is  with  the  deepest  regret  that  I  am  obliged  to  announce 
that  our  Preceptress,  Miss  Harriet  M.  Case,  will  now 
close  her  connection  with  the  Institution.  By  her  faithful- 
ness, earnestness  and  high  womanly  qualities,  she  has  en- 
deared herself  to  both  teachers  and  pupils.  Our  best 
wishes  will  go  with  her.  The  post  thus  vacated  is  very  dif- 
ficult to  fill.  When  we  remember  that  about  two  hundred 
girls  will  look  up  to  the  one  who  occupies  this  position,  for 
special  guidance  in  matters  of  the  highest  importance,  it  be- 
comes us  to  look  very  carefully  for  a  successor  to  one  who 
has  filled  the  place  so  well  as  Miss  Case  has  done.  I  have 
given  the  matter  careful  thought  ever  since  I  knew  that  Miss 
Case  was  going  to  resign  ;  but  I  am  not  fully  prepared  to 
nominate  a  successor.  I  wrote  sometime  since  to  Miss 
Mary  R.  Gorton,  now  of  Fayetteville,  Arkansas ;  but  have 
not  received  any  reply  as  yet.  Miss  Goiton  graduated 
here  about  ten  years  ago  ;  she  afterwards  taught  several 
years  with  much  success  in  the  Cook  county  Normal  school. 
Since  that  time,  she  has  filled  a  similar  position  in  Arkan- 
sas. She  has  received  at  sometimes  a  larger  salary  than 
we  can  afford  to  pay ;  and  I  do  not  know  that  she  could 
be  induced  to  accept  a  position  here.  Had  I  received  her 
assurance  that  she  would  do  so,  as  I  hoped  to  have  done  ere 
this,  I  should  urge  her  appointment  with  much  earnestness. 

PROFESSIONAL  WORK. 

The  amount  of  professional  work  done  has  not  been  di- 
minished this  term ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  has  been  some- 
what increased.  Prof.  Metcalf  as  usual  has  given  his  entire 
time  to  it ;  and  Miss  Paddock  and  Mr.  De  Garmo  have 
given  it  a  considerable  portion  of  their  time ;  this  is  espe- 
pecially  true  of  Miss  Paddock.  I  have  asked  Prof.  Metcalf 
to  make  a  special  report  on  this  matter ;  which  I  incorporate 
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as  setting  forth  the  facts  more  fully  and  intelligently  than 
any  thing  that  I  could  say  would  do. 

Professor  Metcalf's  Report. 
To  the  President  of  the  111.  State  Normal  University  : 

The  plan  of  observation  work  in  the  Primary  department 
has  been  essentially  the  same  this  term  as  last,  but  with 
greater  emphasis  on  what  experience  has  shown  to  be  the 
more  difficult  features. 

Our  Normal  "Entering  Class,"  numbering  about  140,  was 
divided  in  the  first  week  of  the  term  into  three  nearly  equal 
sections.  These,  in  turn,  spent  an  hour  daily  in  observing 
one  field  of  the  primary  work — say  that  of  Arithmetic.  At 
each  visit,  opportunity  was  afforded  the  students  to  put 
questions  to  Miss  Paddock,  and,  in  the  intervals  of  her  class 
work,  to  make  brief  notes  of  what  they  saw.  On  retiring 
they  wrote  out  the  notes  they  had  made  ;  and  these  papers 
having  been  duly  examined  by  the  training  teachers]; 
Miss  Paddock  met  the  entire  class  and  remarked  upon 
the  work  in  hand  in  such  way  as  to  correct  misapprehen- 
sions, answer  queries,  and,  by  brief  examination,  by  lecture 
or  by  dictation,  enforce  the  points  that  she  chiefly  desired 
to  impress. 

When  all  the  first  year's  work  in  Arithmetic  has  thus 
been  observed,  outlined,  and  discussed,  an  examination  by 
writing,  covering  ten  topics  and  occupying  two  school  hours, 
shows  very  fairly  the  degree  of  insight  gained  by  each  ob- 
server. 

This  over,  the  subject  of  Reading  takes  a  similar  course. 
So,  too,  Spelling,  Language  and  Writing.  In  each  division 
under  study,  stress  is  laid,  not  only  on  the  different  "stages" 
of  the  work  but  on  its  successive  "steps".  Observers  are  led? 
also,  to  consider  the  needful  or  desirable  apparatus,  its  ex- 
act purpose,  how  obtained  or  made,  how  used  and  pre- 
served. 

Not  less  important  than  the  direct  instruction  thus  con- 
veyed, are  the  observations  made  touching  incidental  excel- 
2 
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lences  in  the  school — the  perfect  order,  the  quick  and  un- 
remitting attention  given  by  the  children,  their  enthusiam 
in  recitation,  their  quiet  and  independent  enjoyment  of 
study  and  desk  work,  their  original  thought  and  the  ease 
and  accuracy  with  which  they  express  themselves. 

The  amount  and  quality  of  work  which  all  this  implies 
makes  it  necessary  that  Miss  Paddock  should  not  only  be 
allowed  ample  opportunities  for  meeting  this  "Army  of  ob- 
servation," but  that  she  should  have  large  assistance  in  the 
examination  of  their  papers.  This  assistance  Mr.  De  Gar- 
mo  and  myself  have  sought  to  afford. 

In  addition  to  the  enjoyment  we  have  found  in  seeing  the 
students  so  generally  seconding  our  efforts,  we  have  the  sat- 
isfaction of  knowing  that  many  of  this  large  band  of  young 
teachers  will  go  out  with  definite  plans  of  work  for  the 
youngest  children,  and  with  well  considered  principles  in 
mind  by  which  to  be  guided. 

Each  term,  the  Entering  Class  will  study  the  matter  and 
methods  through  the  three  Grades  of  the  Primary  School. 
The  same  pupils  the  subsequent  term  will  be  carried  a  stage 
farther,  receiving,  chiefly  hy  dictation,  the  order  and  place 
of  work  in  the  4th  Grade.  A  class  of  30  pupils  has  been 
thus  advanced  the  present  term,  taking,  also,  a  study  of 
the  question,  How  shall  we  teach  the  use  of  the  Diction- 
ary \  Next  term  this  advance  will  fall  to  the  lot  of  those 
who  have  just  finished  Primary  Observation. 

As  usual,  about  50  Normal  pupils  have  taught  classes  in 
the  Model  Department,  chiefly  in  the  Grammar  School.  This 
part  of  our  professional  work  has  never  been  better  done. 
The  Diaries,  daily  records  of  class-work,  have  betn  examin- 
ed and  criticized  once  in  two  weeks,  and  are  found  to  be, 
in  many  ways,  productive  of  good. 

No  convenient  time  within  school  hours  has  yet  been 
found  for  the  training  —  teachers  to  meet  those  who  are  en- 
trusted with  classes  ;  hence,  though  under  some  disadvan- 
tages, we  continue  our  Friday  evening  Teachers'  Meeting. 

Lastly,  the  entire  school  has  been  held  to  observe  and 
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discuss,  in  common  with  the  Faculty,  the  merits  and  defects 
of  brief  class-exercises  conducted  before  them  by  some  of 
the  pupil-teachers. 

I  wish  to  add  that  my  assistants  are  working  with  a  will. 
Whatever  success  has  been  attained  in  the  Training  De- 
partment is  largely  due  to  their  faithful  and  judicious 
efforts.

REPAIRS. 

Quite  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  on  our  building 
since  your  last  meeting;  and  I  believe  it  is  now  in  excellent 
condition,  and  ought  to  require  very  little  further  expenditure 
for  some  time  to  come.  There  is  only  one  thing  that  seems 
to  me  to  require  immediate  attention,  and  that  is  the  heat- 
ing apparatus  in  the  society  rooms.  I  fear  the  present  ar- 
rangement is  unsafe  ;  at  any  rate,  its  safety  should  be  assur- 
ed, or  some  other  arrangement  should  be  substituted  imme- 
diately. For  the  repairs  and  work  in  the  museum,  1  refer 
you  to  the  report  of  Prof.  Forbes. 

DO  OUR  STUDENTS  TEACH  ? 

At  your  last  meeting,  you  authorized  an  effort  to  obtain 
a  satisfactory  answer  to  this  question.  Prof.  Cook  has  had 
the  matter  in  charge,  and  has  expended  considerable  labor 
upon  it.  His  returns  are  by  no  means  full  as  yet,  in  fact  I 
believe  not  half  has  been  accomplished.  But  he  has  trust- 
worthy information  already,  which  shows  the  name  and 
post-office  address  of  more  than  six  hundred  of  our  students 
who  have  been  teaching  since  the  first  day  of  last  October. 

LIBRARY. 

At  your  last  meeting,  you  appropriated  five  hundred  dol- 
lars to  increase  our  library.  After  consultation  with  your 
committee  I  drew  three  hundred  dollars  of  this  appropria- 
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tion.  Of  this  sum,  about  one-half  has  been  expended, 
as  by  report  in  the  hands  of  your  finance  committee.  A 
few  other  books  have  been  ordered ;  and  a  further  list 
is  about  ready  to  present  to  publishers  and  dealers 
for  bids.  By  action  of  Senator  Oglesby,  our  library  has 
been  made  a  place  of  depository  for  public  documents,  and 
a  large  invoice  is  already  received.  These,  in  addition  to 
what  we  had  before,  make  our  list  of  such  documents  very 
full. 

FINANCES, 

Prof.  Carters'  financial  report  will  show  that  we  are  run- 
ning very  close  to  our  income.  I  knew  that  that  must  be 
so,  when  the  legislature  refused  to  increase  our  appropria- 
ation  last  winter.  And  yet  I  see  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
we  can  meet  all  necessary  expenses  between  this  time  and 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  still  have  a  small  margin  left. 
It  seems  as  though  our  incidentals  for  the  next  six  months 
need  not  involve  any  great  expense. 

THE  CALENDAR. 

The  present  arrangement  of  our  calendar  seems  to  me 
very  awkward.  Our  next  term  is  set  to  begin  on  the  last 
day  of  the  year.  I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  next  sum- 
mer vacation  be  made  eleven  weeks  instead  of  ten.  This 
would  make  the  fall  term  close  about  the  20th  of  Decem- 
ber, and  would  throw  both  Christmas  and  New  Year's 
into  the  Christmas  vacation.

REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT  HEWETT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois:

Our  attendance  this  term  is  not  so  great  as  it  often  has  been  at  this  season 
of  the  year;  the  falling  off,  however,  is  almost  entirely  in  the  Normal  Depart- 
ment. I  suppose  the  "hard  times"  is  the  cause  for  our  diminished  attendance, 
and  I  think  I  see  two  reasons  why  the  Normal  Department  should  be  most 
affected  by  the  money  pressure.  First — The  great  majority  of  those  who  enter 
this  department  are  persons  whose  pecuniary  circumstances  are  somewhat 
straitened;  many  are  decidedly  poor,  a  large  number  being  wholly  dependent 
upon  themselves.  Secondly — The  general  reduction  of  teachers'  wages  natur- 
ally discourages  many  who  would  otherwise  seek  the  employment,  from  an 
outlay  in  preparing  for  a  work  which  promises  such  poor  returns.  Every  pupil 
who  enters  the  Normal  Department  is  required  to  take  the  pledge  declaring 
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that  it  is  his  intention  to  become  a  teacher;  no  offer  to  pay  tuition  fees  a^  an 
exemption  is  accepted.  And,  only  in  very  rare  cases,  is  any  pupil  allowed  to 
depart  from  the  printed  course  of  study — this  order  ol  study  requires  element- 
ary and  professional  work  from  the  start.  I  know  that  these  strict  require- 
ments diminish  our  numbers  largely.  If  we  would  establish  a  "Commercial 
Department,"  a  "Classical  Department,"  a  "Literary  Department,"  a  "Musical 
Department,"  etc.,  allow  students  to  elect  their  studies,  to  pass  from  one  study 
to  another  without  any  question  as  to  the  work  done  in  the  first,  and  to  escape 
all  responsibility  for  teaching  by  paying  a  small  fee  for  tuition,  we  should 
adopt  the  course  of  many  so-called  "Normals,"  and  1  have  no  doubt  we  should 
be  over-run  with  students.  But,  I  conceive  that  by  so  doing  we  should  cease 
to  be  a  Normal  School  in  any  proper  sense  of  the  term.

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DO  OUR   PUPILS  TEACH? 

We  have  collected  quite  a  body  of  statistics  hearing  upon  this 
vexed  question.  The  total  number  of  graduates  from  the  Normal 
Department  is  321;  the  class  of  1863  was  the  smallest,  containing 
but  7  members;  the  class  of  1872  was  the  largest,  numbering  34; 
the  average  number  in  each  graduating  class  has  been  slightly  be- 
low 17. 

Three  hundred  and  two  of  our  graduates  are  known  to  have 
taught  since  graduating;  we  have  no  knowledge  in  respect  to  four. 
Two  had  engaged  schools,  but  died  before  the  term  began;  another, 
who  had  engaged  a  school,  fell  sick  and  has  not  recovered.  Some 
have  paid  their  tuition,  having  decided  to  take  up  other  business. 
Several  who  have  not  taught  since  graduating,  taught  from  one  to 
three  years  during  their  course.  Seventeen  of  our  graduates  are 
not  now  living.  One  hundred  and  sixty-five  (165),  more  than  half 
of  the  whole  number,  are  known  to  have  taught  during  the  past 
year. 

Two  hundred  persons  graduated  in  the  first  thirteen  classes; 
these  have  taught  an  average  of  6}{  years  each;  eighty-nine  of 
them  were  teaching  during  the  past  year;  and  forty-eight  have 
taught  all  the  time  since  graduating.  Thirty-eight  persons  have 
graduated  from  the  High  School  Department.  Most  of  these  have 
taught;  eleven  of  them  are  known  to  have  taught  during  the  past 
year.  Many  of  our  graduates,  and  some  who  have  not  completed 
the  full  course  of  study,  have  filled,  and  are  now  filling,  places  of 
great  responsibility  and  influence.  Among  them  are  professors  in 
Colleges  and  Normal  Schools,  superintendents  of  counties  and 
cities,  conductors  of  Institutes,  etc. 

'  But  the  efficient  workers  from  the  Normal  University  are  not  to 
be  found  among  its  graduates  alone,  nor  in  the  office  of  professor 
or  superintendent.  In  the  country  district,  in  the  primary  school, 
and  in  other  humble  but  useful  positions,  are  found  earnest  and  suc- 
cessful workers  who  gained  their  inspiration  and  training  here. 
Not  all  are  truly  successful,  but  the  great  majority  are. 

It  is  impossible  to  obtain  complete  statistics  in  respect  to  our  pu- 
pils, but  we  have  the  name  and  post-office  address  of  nine  hundred 
and  thirty  (930)  of  our  students  who  have  taught  since  October  1, 
1877.   Eighty-six  only  of  these  were  working  outside  the  State;  and 
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we  believe  that  fully  one  thousand  arc  now  teaching  in  the  State  of 
Illinois.  In  view  of  all  these  facts,  it  does  seem  as  though  one  who 
asserts  that  our  students  do  not  teach  has  but  one  way  to  escape  the 
charge  of  willful  falsehood;  and  that  is,  by  pleading  profound  igno- 
rance in  respect  to  the  very  thing  about  which  he  makes  the  as- 
sertion. 

SOME  FIGURES. 

I  have  been  doing  a  little  ciphering.  My  data  are  these,  and 
they  are  drawn  from  official  sources:  The  State  spent  $7,802,- 
=525.24  for  school  purposes  in  1877;  the  taxable  property  of  the 
State  is  $857,235,762;  the  tax  levy  for  State  purposes  is  "  33  cents 
on  $100;"  the  annual  appropriation  to  this  Institution  for  the  last 
four  years  has  been  $24,700,  but  more  than  one-fourth  of  this  was 
interest  on  borrowed  funds  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.,  and  was  in 
no  sense  a  gift  from  the  State.  However,  in  my  calculations,  I 
have  taken  the  appropriation  at  its  full  amount  of  $24,700. 

We  know  that  nearly  or  quite  1,000  students  from  the  Normal 
have  been  teaching  in  Illinois  during  the  last  fifteen  months.  But 
let  us  take  the  number  at  750;  this  is  more  than  one-thirtieth  of  all 
the  teachers  in  the  State.  Of  course,  the  only  purpose  for  which 
the  outlay  for  school  purposes  was  made  was  to  secure  good  in- 
struction to  the  children  of  the  State.  One-thirtieth  of  the  sum 
spent  is  $260,084. 1 3.  Now,  if  the  students  from  the  Normal  School 
teach  only  one-tenth  better  because  of  their  training  here,  the  an- 
nual gain  to  the  State  is  more  than  $26,000.  Nor  does  this  take 
into  account  the  indirect  value  which  a  good  school  has  for  the 
schools  and  teachers  of  the  neighborhood.  Is  it  reasonable,  then, 
to  say  that  the  Normal  School  pays  for  the  money  the  State  spends 
upon  it? 

Again,  how  great  a  burden  docs  this  Institution  impose  on  the 
tax-payers  of  the  State?  One  per  cent,  of  the  levy  indicated  above 
will  give  more  than  the  entire  sum  appropriated  to  the  Normal 
School.  Or.  to  put  it  another  way,  the  man  who  pays  taxes  on 
$10,000  contributes  about  30  cents  a  year  to  our  Institution. 

Take  another  view.  What  ratio  does  the  amount  of  our  appro- 
priation bear  to  the  taxable  property  of  the  State?  A  little  calcu- 
lation will  show  that  it  is  less  than  3-ioooths  of  a  cent  for  every  dol- 
lar.   In  other  words,  one  cent  upon  every  dollar  of  the  taxable

property  of  the  State  will  support  the  Normal  University  about 
350  years.  Again,  the  total  expense  of  this  Institution  is  less  than 
one  cent  for  each  inhabitant  of  the  State.  Looking  at  these  fig- 
ures, let  me  ask  how  much  the  burden  of  taxation  would  be  re- 
lieved were  these  appropriations  to  cease?  And,  looking  at  the 
work  done  here  and  the  importance  of  that  work,  what  shall  we 
say  of  the  man  who  seeks  political  capital  by  attempting  to  abol- 
ish or  to  cripple  the  Normal  University?  By  what  name  ought;  we 
to  call  such  a  man  ? 

PERMANENCE  OF  THE  INSTITUTION'. 

In  his  Seventh  Biennial  Report,  p.  149,  Dr.  Bateman  says  of  this 
Institution:  "  It  has  settled  down  into  the  hearts  of  the  people 
by  a  loving  adoption,  as  a  part  of  the  inviolable  heritage  of  them- 
selves and  their  children  forever.  It  has  grown  so  gradually  and 
yet  so  tenaciously  into  the  educational  frame-work  of  the  State,  that 
it  could  not  now  be  destroyed  without  rending  asunder,  or  con- 
vulsing the  entire  fabric  of  which  it  is  a  part." 

Again,  in  his  Ninth  Biennial  report,  p.  157,  he  says:  "The 
School,  after  encountering  the  usual  vicissitudes  incident,  to  new 
and  partly  experimental  enterprises,  now  rests  firmly  and  quietly 
upon  assured  foundations,  looking  backward  over  an  eventful  but 
ever  brightening  history  of  over  fifteen  years,  and  forward  to  a  long 
and  still  more  useful  future." 

The  fifteen  prosperous  years  of  which  Dr.  Bateman  speaks 
have  now  become  twenty-one.  But,  from  the  opposition 
we  have  encountered  in  successive  General  Assemblies,  there  has 
come  to  be,  in  some  quarters,  a  question  whether  the  future  of  ' the 
Institution  is  as  quiet  and  assured  as  he  seemed  to  -think.  Ought 
not  this  question  to  be  set  at  rest?  The  Normal  University  is  ever 
open  to  inspection  by  anyone;  its  finances  are  so  managed  that  not 
a  cent  is  wasted  or  lost;  its  students  are  found  -in  the  school-rooms 
of  the  State,  in  all  its  length  and  breadth;  laboriously,  earnestly 
and  successfully,  it  is  pursuing  the  one  aim  for  which  it  was  cre- 
ated. And  is  it  not  fair  to  expect  that  in  future  its  necessary  ex- 
penses will  be  provided  .for,  without  subjecting  its  friends  to  the 
trouble  of  presenting  for  the  twentieth  time  the  same  arguments, 
and  answering  objections  that  .have  been  successfully  met,  again 
and  again?  It  would  seem,  at  least  until  some  new  discovery  is 
made,  that  there  ought  to  be  no  question  as  to  the  permanence  of 
the  Institution. 
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WORK   OF   EUROPEAN     NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

I  have  received  from  the  Bureau  of  Education  a  circular  giving  an 
account  of  the  Normal  Schools  in  the  German  States.  Some  of 
the  facts  given  are  so  interesting,  as  bearing  upon  some  general 
questions  of  pedagogic  training,  that  I  beg  to  bring  them  to  your 
attention.  Normal  Schools,  or  Teachers1  Seminaries,  have  had  an 
existence  in  Germany  for  one  hundred  and  forty  years.  No  person 
is  allowed  to  teach  in  a  publie  school  who  has  not  a  diploma  from 
one  of  them.  There  are  ten  such  schools  in  Prussia.  The  course 
of  study  covers  three  years,  and  embraces  much  the  same  branches 
as  our  own  course.  During  the  first  year,  only  two  hours  a  wTeek 
are  given  to  professional  work,  while  five  hours  are  given  to  the 
study  of  the  German  language,  and  three  to  arithmetic.  During 
the  whole  course,  the  proportion  of  professional  to  other  studies 
is  not  greater  than  it  is  with  us.  This  fact  is  very  significant,  in 
view  of  the  claim  often  urged  that  our  Normal  Schools  ought  to 
do  nothing  but  professional  work;  and  it  is  quite  remarkable,  when 
we  remember  how  much  better  the  German  schools  prepare  can- 
didates to  enter  the  Normal  Schools  than  most  of  the  schools  do 
in  our  own  country. 

FINANCES   AND  ESTIMATES. 

It  will  be  seen  from  our  financial  report  that,  notwithstanding 
the  reduced  expense  for  salaries,  our  surplus  is  scarcely  an  appre- 
ciable quantity.  I  estimate  that  we  shall  need  from  the  State 
$24,500  per  annum  for  the  next  two  years,  as  will  appear  from  the 


following  table :

It  will  be  seen  that  even  this  makes  no  provision  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Board,  for  postage  and  stationery,  for  book-keeping, 
for  advertising,  nor  for  emergencies  such  as  may  very  possibly 
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arise.  To  be  sure,  I  have  counted  among  the  salaries  those  of  the 
teachers  of  the  Model  School.  It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  no 
salaries  except  those  of  Professors  Burrington  and  DeGarmo 
should  be  charged  to  the  account  of  the  Model  School.  Professor 
Metcalf  and  Miss  Paddock  are  working  for  the  training  of  the 
pupil  teachers.  Even  Miss  Paddock's  work  with  the  primary 
children  has  this  object  in  view;  and,  by  our  present  arrangement, 
no  income  arises  from  the  instruction  of  those  children. 

Our  school  grounds  would  now  present  a  very  fine  appearance, 
if  they  were  properly  cared  for.  They  would  attract  strangers,  and 
delight  and  instruct  our  pupils.  If  we  could  spend  about  $800  or 
$1,000  a  year,  for  walks,  drives,  flower-beds,  etc.,  we  should  have 
one  of  the  finest  and  most  attractive  parks  to  be  found  anywhere 
in  the  West. 

THE  WORK  OF  THIS  TERM 

Has  not  been  any  less  quiet,  earnest,  harmonious  and  successful 
than  that  of  the  terms  which  have  preceded  this.  For  teachers  and 
pupils,  I  have  no  occasion  to  use  language  less  commendatory  than 
I  have  used  before. 

Considerable  increase  has  been  made  in  our  apparatus,  and  in  the 
facilities  for  studying  Chemistry,  Natural  Philosophy  and  other 
branches  of  Natural  Science.  An  inspection  of  our  Laboratory  and 
Lecture-room  will  show  how  much  has  been  gained,  and  will  also 
show  that  everything  is  in  good  working  order.  The  addition  of 
wash-basins,  gas-escape  and  other  permanent  fixtures,  together 
with  the  new  apparatus,  makes  these  rooms  nearly  as  complete  as 
could  be  desired.  During  the  present  term,  the  class  in  Chemistrv 
under  Prof.  Seymour,  and  the  class  in  Natural  Philosophy  under 
Prof.  Cook,  have  spent  much  time  in  the  Laboratory,  performing 
the  practical  experiments  belonging  to  their  studies.  This  work 
has  had  a  wonderful  fascination,  both  for  professors  and  students; 
and  I  am  quite  sure  that  the  pupils  have  not  only  acquired  a  clearer 
and  more  complete  knowledge  of  the  topics  studied,  but  they  have 
gained  the  power  to  manipulate  apparatus  and  to  teach  these  and 
other  kindred  subjects  experimentally  in  their  schools.  They  have 
learned  to  study  and  to  teach  in  ways  that  are  harmonious  with 
the  modern  methods  of  scientific  investigation.  There  has  been 
equal  progress  in  the  Zoological  Laboratory,  of  which  the  Director, 
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Prof.  Forbes,  will  inform  you  in  his  report.  I  am  sure  that  we  can 
now  offer  first-class  facilities  for  the  study  ot  all  the  branches  of 
Natural  Science.  I  do  not  think  these  facilities  are  surpassed  in 
any  western  Institution,  if  they  are  not  equal  to  any  in  the  whole 
country. 

Our  Library  has  not  been  enlarged  to  any  extent  during-  this 
term,  for  want  of  funds;  but  I  believe  its  value  to  the  pupils,  in 
their  investigations,  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent.  I  hope 
we  may  be  able  to  spend  some  money  for  new  books,  during  the 
next  half-year. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  make  quite  extensive  repairs  on  the 
boiler  that  furnishes  hot  air  to  our  rooms.  It  began  to  leak  a  few 
weeks  ago,  and  we  were  obliged  to  take  it  to  pieces  for  repairs. 
The  condition  of  the  tubes  was  found  to  be  such  that  it  did  not 
seem  to  be  safe  to  put  them  back  again.  After •  consulting  Mr. 
Carter,  I  could  see  no  course  open  but  to  order  new  tubes  put  in. 
This  boiler  gives  us  more  trouble  than  the  other,  which  has  been 
in  use  more  than  ten  years  longer.  This  seems  to  me  to  indicate 
that  it  was,  from  the  first,  of  an  inferior  character. 

TRAINING  WORK. 

I  have  not  asked  the  Principal  of  the  Training  Department  to 
make  any  special  report  at  this  time.  But  I  feel  satisfied  that 
the  work  of  that  department  is  gaining  in  vigor,  system  and  effici- 
ency, as  I  am  sure  it  is  gaining  in  the  estimation  of  our  most  intelli- 
gent pupils.  Many  former  students  who  took  the  work  in  "obser- 
vation," under  Miss  Paddock,  and  have  since  gone  out  to  teach, 
have  given  unequivocal  testimony  to  the  help  which  that  work  has 
given  them.  The  general  course  in  all  departments  of  the  pro- 
fessional work  remains  as  heretofore. 

HEALTH  OF  OUR  PUPILS. 

I  am  not  certain  that  I  understand  precisely  what  the  resolution 
adopted  at  your  last  meeting  requires  me  to  report  under  this  head. 
If  the  items  mentioned  in  your  published  "Proceedings,"  are  asked 
for  the  previous  years  of  the  school,  I  can  only  say  that  we  have 
no  data  now  from  which  those  items  could  be  made  up.  We  can 
preserve  such  data  for  the  tuture,  if  it  is  desirable  that  we  should 
do  so. 
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The  enrollment  of  the  Normal  Department  for  this  term  is  242. 
The  whole  number  of  days  due  from  this  number  of  pupils  is 
17,666.  Of  this  number  of  days,  146  have  been  lost  by  sickness  on 
the  part  of  students  who  did  not  leave  on  account  of  sickness. 
Twenty-three  persons  have  been  sick  for  two  days  or  more,  wh0 
have  recovered  and  resumed  their  places  in  the  school.  Five  be- 
came so  ill  as  to  leave  for  home  in  consequence.  One  other  student 
returned  this  term  in  ill  health;  but  after  remaining  a  few  days,  she 
left.    She  is  not  counted  in  the  enrollment. 

We  have  had  no  death  among  our  number  this  term,  in  any  de- 
partment, nor  has  there  been  any  very  serious  illness;  such  as  we 
have  had,  has  been  chiefly  in  the  form  of  colds,  ague  and  fevers. 
And  I  believe  the  total  has  not  been  greater  than  would  be  found 
among  an  equal  number  of  persons  in  any  other  place,  or  engaged 
in  any  other  occupation.

Miss  Sarah  C.  Brooks  and  others  made  application  for  permission 
to  sell  books  and  stationery  in  the  University.  The  applications 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Teachers,  with  power  to  act. 

Prof.  S.  A.  Forbes  submitted  the  following  report  of  the  Labora- 
tory of  Natural  History.  On  motion  the  report  was  received  and 
ordered  to  be  printed  : 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

Gentlemen: — Since  my  last  report  to  you,  the  work  of  the 
State  Laboratory  of  Natural  History  has  been  carried  forward  with 
such  energy  as  the  low  state  of  the  funds  would  permit.  The  In- 
stitution was  charged  by  the  last  Legislature  with  new  duties,  for 
the  performance  of  which  no  special  appropriation  was  made;  and 
the  unusual  drain  on  our  resources  has,  of  course,  limited  work  in 
many  directions. 

NATURAL   HISTORY  SCHOOL. 

Shortly  after  your  last  meeting,  the  Laboratory  was  opened,  in 
accordance  with  previous  announcements,  for  a  session  of  a  sum- 
mer school  of  Natural  Science,  similar  to  the  one  held  here  three 
years  ago.  Thirty  pupils  responded  to  the  invitation,  from  among 
the  best  teachers  and  most  promising  students  in  the  State;  a  most 
agreeable  and  profitable  session  was  held — notwithstanding  the  in- 
tense heat — the  receipts  of  which  very  nearly  covered  the  expenses; 
although,  to  bring  about  this  result,  most  of  the  teaching  was  done 
gratuitously.  The  students  pursued,  in  about  equal  numbers,  the 
subjects  of  zoology,  botany  and  chemistry;  the  latter  branch  being 
taught  by  Prof.  Seymour  in  the  Laboratory  of  the  Normal  Uni- 
versity. At  least  four-fifths  of  the  time  was  given  to  field  and 
laboratory  work  in  each  of  the  branches,  with  the  view  of  using 
our  special  facilities  to  supplement  the  work  done  by  the  students 
elsewhere.  Measures  hi  ve  already  been  taken  for  a  similar  session 
next  year. 

3 
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WORK  FOR  THE  STATE  MUSEUM, 

As  early  in  the  summer  as  the  unusually  long  period  of  high 
water  would  permit,  arrangements  were  made  for  the  preparation 
of  a  series  of  painted  casts  of  the  fishes  of  the  State,  for  the  new 
State  Museum,  at  Springfield.  My  assistant,  Mr.  W.  H.  Garman, 
and  Prof.  Peter  Baumgras,  of  Champaign,  were  established  on  the 
Illinois  river,  at  Henry,  and  afterwards  at  Peoria,  where  they 
worked  during  the  whole  summer  vacation;  the  former  preparing 
the  molds  and  making  a  few  casts,  the  latter  painting  sketches  from 
life  from  which  the  casts  could  be  colored  at  leisure  and  under  more 
favorable  circumstances  than  could  be  found  in  the  field.  A  brief 
sojourn  at  South  Chicago,  on  Lake  Michigan,  finished  the  field 
work  for  the  summer.  Since  this  time,  the  casts  have  been  made 
at  the  Laboratory  by  Mr.  Garman,  and  some  progress  has  been 
made  in  painting  them  by  Prof.  Baumgras.  Casts  and  sketches  are 
now  finished  of  forty  species,  and  these  will  oe  ready  for  exhibition 
before  the  winter  is  over.  The  work  has  been  admirably  done,  and 
the  series  will  prove  a  most  attractive  and  instructive  addition  to 
collections  of  the  Museum. 

Mr.  C.  K.  Worthen  has  made  good  progress  on  his  contract  for 
the  supply  of  a  partial  series  of  the  birds  of  the  State.  Much  more 
has  been  done  than  could  possibly  have  been  accomplished  at  the 
Laboratory,  considering  the  delay  which  the  re-organization  of  the 
institution  would  have  compelled. 

The  opportunities  which  have  arisen  for  making  miscellaneous 
collections  have  been  improved,  and  probably  5,000  zoological 
specimens  have  been  [received  during  the  summer.  Nearly  as 
many  cryptogamic  plants  have  been  added  to  the  herbarium, 
chiefly  through  the  activity  of  Mr.  John  Wolf,  ot  Canton,  111. 
These  are  being  named  by  Eastern  specialists.  A  full  series  of 
them  will  go  to  the  State  Museum  as  soon  as  they  can  be  prepared. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  selecting  and  mounting  for  the 
Museum  a  series  of  the  flowering  plants  of  the  State,  taken  from 
the  Illinois  duplicates  presented  by  Dr.  George  Vasey,  of  Wash- 
ington. A  thorough  re-examination  of  the  Laboratory  her- 
berium  is  carried  on  with  this  work.  A  series  of  our  fresh  water 
shells  has  been  presented  to  the  State  Museum,  and  those  of  the 
Laboratory  have  been  systematically  arranged  and  thoroughly  or- 
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ganized.  A  good  selection  of  corals,  sponges  and  other  marine 
specimens  has  also  been  presented  to  the  Museum,  in  addition  to 
the  mounted  birds  mentioned  in  my  last  report. 

WORK  FOR  THE  STATE  EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS, 

It  was  made  a  part  of  my  duty  by  the  act  of  the  last  Legislature 
establishing  the  Laboratory,  to  supply,  as  far  as  practicable,  the 
biological  material  needed  by  the  State  Educational  Institutions  for 
the  proper  performance  of  their  work;  but,  as  no  appropriations 
were  made  for  that  purpose,  nothing  could  be  done  but  to  furnish 
sets  of  our  duplicates;  and  even  of  these  lack  of  assistance  has 
prevented  my  preparing,  as  yet,  any  considerable  number.  A  set  of 
our<fresh  water  shells  is  now  ready  for  the  Southern  Normal  Uni- 
versity, and  a  large  collection  of  plants  will  be  transferred  to  the 
Industrial  University  as  soon  as  the  necessary  help  can  be  afforded. 

DISTRIBUTIONS   TO  THE    PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Nine  applications  for  our  school  collections  of  zoological  speci- 
mens have  been  received  since  my  last  report,  but  for  want  of 
material,  only  four  of  these  have  been  filled.  How  much  such  as- 
sistance is  needed,  I  have  shown  by  collating  the  replies  received 
to  date,  to  a  circular  of  inquiry  issued  by  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction.  2,233  students  of  zoology  in  sixty  village 
and  city  schools  (not  including  Chicago)  were  provided  with  only 
nineteen  nominal  cabinets  of  specimens,  while  1,535  students  of 
physics  in  sixty-five  schools,  were  furnished  with  thirty  sets  of 
physical  apparatus.  Considering  the  fact  that  physical  apparatus 
is  both  more  costly  and  less  essential  than  zoological  collections,  it 
is  evident  that  this  deficiency  of  the  latter  is  due  to  the  fact  that  no 
sufficient  facilities  are  provided  for  their  supplv. 

ORIGINAL  WORK. 

The  results  of  several  dissections  of  the  youngest  dog  fishes 
(Amia)  yet  seen  were  reported  in  a  paper  read  before  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  at  its  St.  Louis  meeting. 
The  work  of  the  last  two  years  on  the  Food  of  Birds  was  summed 
up  in  a  paper  for  the  State  Horticultural  Society,  and  read  at  its 
Springfield  meeting.    Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  further 


study  of  the  Food  of  Fishes.  A  list  of  the  lepidoptera  of  the 
State,  with  field  notes,  etc.,  is  nearly  ready  for  the  press,  and  a 
popular  key  to  the  birds  of  the  farm  and  garden  is  also  nearly 
finished. 

SPECIAL  STUDENTS. 


While  provisions  for  special  instruction  can  scarcely  be  consid- 
ered one  of  the  leading  purposes  of  the  Laboratory,  yet  the  facili- 
ties for  special  study  here  brought  together  may  properly  be  offered 
to  the  public,  as  long  as  such  use  of  them  does  not  interfere  with 
the  regular  work  of  the  institution.  I  have  therefore  made  pro- 
vision for  regular  courses  of  special  study  in  botany,  zoology  and 
physiology,  and  receive  students  in  these  studies  at  the  nominal 
charge  of  $3  a  term,  to  pay  the  co-t  of  the  material  used.  Nine 
students  have  taken  such  courses  during  the  past  six  months. 
Seven  of  these  were  members  of  the  Normal  School,  who  wished 
more  work  in  zoology  than  that  regularly  provided,  and  two  were 
outside  students  who  came  to  the  Laboratory  for  work  in  histology, 
microscopy,  entomology  and  ornithology. 


FINANCIAL. 


Detailed  statements  of  receipts  and  expenditures  appear  in  my 
financial  report.  I  have  prepared,  in  addition  to  these,  the  follow- 
ing exhibit  of  the  purposes  to  which  the  funds  received  through 
you  during  the  last  year,  have  been  applied:

The  principal  single  items  in  the  above  amount  are  extraordinary 
expenditures,  viz :  $671  for  new  furniture,  and  $298  80  for  new 
microscopes  and  material. 
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WORK   FOR   THE  FUTURE. 

The  changed  relations  of  the  Laboratory,  and  the  enlargement  of 
its  field  of  work  make  it  seem  improper  that  its  appropriations 
should  be  made  hereafter  merely  as  an  item  in  the  Normal  Univer- 
sity bill.  It  is  unjust  to  the  Normal  University  that  its  funds 
should  be  charged  with  the  support  of  operations  having  little 
direct  relation  to  Normal  School  work,  and  it  is  unjust  to  the 
Laboratory  that  its  claims  should  be  limited  (as  they  have  some- 
times been)  by  the  supposed  advantage  of  its  work  to  the  students 
and  teachers  of  the  Normal  School.  I  have  therefore  prepared  a 
careful  estimate  of  the  sums  required  for  specific  purposes  during 
the  next  two  years.  It  will  not  be  possible  to  conduct  the  work 
with  fair  success  on  any  smaller  amounts.  A  curtailing  of  this  esti- 
mate would  simply  compel  the  omission  of  one  or  more  of  these 
lines  of  work.  It  is  proposed  to  provide  for  the  supply  of  material 
to  the  State  Museum  and  to  the  schools  and  State  Educational 
Institutions  as  now  required  by  law,  and  to  continue  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  Food  of  Birds  and  the  Food  of  Fishes. 

A  most  indispensable  requisite  for  thorough  work  in  any  direc- 
tion is  an  increase  of  the  Library.  Much  of  the  time  and 
money  already  invested  in  the  Laboratory  collections  and 
belongings  must  lie  idle  until  this  improvement  is  made. 
There  is  not  anywhere  within  reach  of  our  naturalists  a 
scientific  library  sufficient  to  assist  them  to  reliable  original  work  in 
any  department  of  natural  history.  Nothing  which  the  State 
could  do  for  science  would  so  stimulate  a  productive  activity  among 
them  as  a  moderate  appropriation  for  a  public  scientific  library;  and 
there  is  evidently  no  place  where  this  library  may  be  so  properly 
built  up  as  in  connection  with  the  State  Laboratory  of  Natural 
History.  I  have  therefore  included  the  sum  of  $2,000  tor  this  pur- 
pose in  my  estimates,  and  the  further  sum  ot  $200  foi  the  services 
of  a  Librarian,  to  catalogue  and  thoroughly  organize  the  accessions 
on  the  plan  already  in  use.  This  plan  of  organization  place  the 
resources  of  the  library  at  the  ready  command  of  the  investigator, 
without  requiring  that  complete  previous  acquaintance  with  the 
literature  of  his  subject  which  he  can  gain  only  by  long  use  of  a 
large  library.  It  is  proposed  to  use  the  money  which  may  be 
voted  for  library  purposes,  first  of  all  to  procure  those  books  now 
actually  needed  by  our  Illinois  naturalists  for  the  successful  prose- 
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cution  of  the  original  investigations  upon  which  they  are  at  pres- 
ent engaged,  and  to  provide  for  the  future  only  when  these  pres- 
ent pressing  needs  have  been  supplied. 

The  work  on  the  Food  of  Illinois  Birds,  is  one  of  great  econ- 
omical importance  and  of  considerable  scientific  interest.  For  its 
regular  prosecution,  it  will  require  much  larger  collections 
of  insects,  and  their  eggs  and  larvae  than  I  now  have  access  to,  and 
I  have  therefore  included  an  item  for  these  in  my  estimate  of  the 
expense.  Microscope  preparations  of  the  structures  of  insects  and 
plants  will  also  be  indispensable,  and  collections  of  seeds  as  well. 
Similar  additional  facilities  are  needed  for  the  research  upon  the 
food  and  habits  of  our  fishes — a  subject  taken  up  because  of  its  re- 
lations to  scientific  fish-culture. 

The  estimated  expense  of  these  operations,  including  the  publica- 
tion of  results  in  the  Bulletins  of  the  Laboratory,  is  as  follows: 

Increasing  the  Natural  History  collections  of  the  State  Museum, 
$2,000 — the  present  appropriation. 

Supply  of  specimens  to  the  State  Educational  Institutions,  $500, 
and  to  the  Public  Schools,  $500. 

Collections,  assistance  and  miscellaneous  expenditures  required 
for  the  investigation  of  the  food  of  Illinois  birds,  $450,  and  of 
fishes,  $300;  improvement  of  the  library,  $2,200;  publications  of 
bulletins  of  the  Laboratory,  $500;  pay  of  assistant,  $i,6co.  The 
total  for  the  two  years  amounts  to  $8,000. 

This  sum  I  respectfully  request  that  the  Legislature  be  recom 
mended  to  appropriate  for  the  two  years  to  come,  if  in  your  judg- 
ment, these  operations  are  necessary,  and  the  estimated  expense  is 
fair  and  economical.

This  shows  a  remarkable  increase  over  the  attendance  for  the  corresponding  terms 
of  last  year.    For  the  fall  term,  the  increase  in  the  Normal  Department  was  53,  or 
22  per  cent.;  in  the  model  department,  the  increase  was  46,  or  25  per  cent.    The  in- 
j    crease  in  the  winter  term,  as  compared  with  the  same  term  last  year,  is  even  more 
!     marked.    In  the  Normal  Department,  the  increase  is  76,  or  29  per  cent.;  in  the  Model 
'    Department,  hus  77,  or  nearly  40  per  cent. 

In  fact,  we  are  full  to  overflowing  in  all  our  rooms;  and  the  question  of  accommo- 
dating our  pupils  begins  to  be  a  serious  one.  About  60  pupils  in  the  Normal  room 
are  obliged  to  occupy  temporary  seats;  and  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  places  in  which 
to  hear  all  the  classes  from  the  Model  School  recite.  Besides,  with  our  present 
teaching  force,  many  of  our  classes  are  too  large  for  the  most  effective  teaching.  It 
*  would  seem  that  the  attendance  has  about  reached  its  utmost  limit,  unless  some 
i    means  can  be  devised  to  furnish  both  more  room  and  more  teachers.

THE  SENIOR  CLASS. 

Notwithstanding  our  large  number  of  students,  our  Senior  Class  is  unusually 
small.  For  this,  there  are  several  reasons:  A  large  number  of  students  who  might 
have  graduated  this  year  are  obliged  for  pecuniary  reasons  to  be  in  active  duty  as 
teachers,  instead  of  being  here  to  complete  their  course  of  study;  an  unusually  large 
number  who  began  the  year's  work  with  the  expectation  of  graduating  this  year 
have  been  compelled  to  relinquish  their  purpose,  from  their  own  ill  health  or  the 
sickness  of  friends,  or  other  adverse  circumstances  beyond  their  control. 

It  has  seemed  to  me,  for  some  time,  to  be  a  question  well  worth  your  considera 
tion  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  give  diplomas  of  two  grades,  one  for  a 
completed  two-years'  course,  and  one  for  a  course  of  four  years.  I  think  this  would 
increase  the  number  of  our  graduates;  which  is  a  desirable  thing,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  so  many  base  their  estimate  of  the  success  of  the  school  upon  the  number  of  its 
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graduates.  Besides,  I  think  that  quite  a  good  many  who  leave  at  the  end  of  a  year 
or  a  year  and  a  half  would  complete  two  years,  if  they  could  obtain  the  honor  of 
graduation  by  so  doing;  while  some  who  now  graduate  and  leave  us  at  the  end  of 
three  years  would  add  another  year  if  they  could  thereby  be  advanced  further  and 
-  receive  a  diploma  of  a  higher  grade.  I  would  not  advise  any  hasty  change  in  this 
respect,  but  I  think  the  scheme  is  worthy  of  thought. 

TEACHERS. 

At  your  last  meeting,  you  appointed  Mr.  Edmund  J.  James  as  Principal  of  the 
High  School.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  the  results  of  his  labors  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  seem  fully  to  justify  the  wisdom  of  your  action.  Shortly  after  your  last 
meeting.  Miss  Paddock  resigned  her  place  as  First  Assistant  Training  Teacher.  Your 

^committee  on  teachers  tilled  the  place  by  the  temporary  appointment  of  Miss  Julia 
E.  Kennedy,  a  former  graduate  of  the  Normal  School.    Miss  Kennedy  entered  upon 

(lthe  duties  of  her  difficult  position,  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term;  and  up  to  the 
present  time  she  has  discharged  them  with  unusual  energy,  fidelity  and  success.  The 
other  teachers  have  gone  on  in  the  discharge  of  their  various  duties  with  their  usual 
harmony  and  faithfulness. 

FINANCES. 

Owing  to  the  increased  attendance  in  the  Model  Department,  and  the  special  ap- 
propriation for  the  expenses  of  the  Zoological  Laboratory,  our  financial  condition  ap- 
jrpears  unusually  good.    We  have  a  considerable  balance  of  funds  on  hand. 

The  piano  in  the  Normal  room  has  been  in  constant  use  for  more  than  twenty 
years,  and  as  a  consequence  is  now  in  a  condition  very  unfit  for  its  purpose.  A 
(glance  at  the  carpet  and  furniture  in  this  room  will  show  their  condition  and  need  of 
improvement.  With  your  approval,  I  propose  to  use  a  part  of  our  present  surplus 
funds  to  replace  the  piano  and  to  re-furnish  the  reception  room. 

You  will  see  that  the  contingent  fund  is  considerably  over-drawn.  Some  of  the 
bills  that  I  have  paid  might  have  been  postponed  till  the  present  meeting  of  the 
Board.  But,  as  the  money  was  owing  to  persons  who  needed  it,  and  was  justly  due, 
il  thought  best  to  pay  them,  even  though  I  exceeded  the  amount  in  my  hands.  As 
'the  time  is  short  before  the  next  meeting  of  your  Board,  I  think,  however,  that  the 
usual  appropriation  will  make  up  the  deficiency,  and  meet  all  necessary  calls  until 
that  time. 

It  will  appear  that  but  a  small  part  of  the  appropriation  for  the  library  has  been 
sxpended.  But  some  bills  for  books  bought  are  now  due  and  unpaid;  while  negot'- 
itions  for  further  purchases  are  in  progress. 

j    The  contract  for  furnishing  coal  for  this  year  was  closed  on  very  favorable  terms; 
j^but,  owing  to  a  prolonged  "strike"  at  the  coal-shaft,  the  full  amount  has  not  yet 
Deen  furnished;  and  no  part  of  the  contract  price  has  yet  been  paid. 


THE  SPECIAL  SUMMER  TERM. 

In  my  opinion,  the  most  important  question  that  will  come  before  you  for  settle- 
ment, at  this  meeting,  has  reference  to  the  work  of  the  special  term  to  be  held  in 
August  next.  At  your  last  meeting  it  seemed  to  be  a  question  in  the  minds  of  some 
>f  your  number  whether  it  is  best  to  concentrate  the  entire  force  of  the  Faculty  on 
he  work  to  be  done  here,  or  to  attempt  some  Institute  work  in  distant  parts  of  the 
$tate  at  the  same  time. 

j  It  seems  to  me  that  the  work  to  be  done  here  should  be  something  quite  different 
rom  the  ordinary  Institute  work  of  the  State;  it  should  not  be  of  the  same  grade;  it 
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should  not  come  in  competition  with  that  work.  It  should  not  be  Institute  work  at 
all,  but  Normal  School  work;  carefully  planned,  vigorously  prosecuted,  and  adapted 
to  the  wants  of  those  actual  teachers  who  have  had  considerable  experience  and  are 
now  filling  responsible  and  important  positions.  My  hope  is,  that  if  we  issue  circu- 
lars announcing  this  kind  of  work,  and  if  we  prepare  to  do  it  effectively,  we  shall 
draw  in  a  respectable  number  of  teachers  of  this  kind,  who  will  thus  become  identi- 
fied with  us  in  sympathy  and  interest,  who  will  become  familiar  with  our  work,  will 
be  enrolled  in  our  catalogue,  will  receive  great  profit  from  a  month's  stay  with  us, 
and  will  aid  us  largely  by  their  influence,  when  they  return  to  their  several  fields  of 
labor. 

I  highly  estimate  the  benefits  that  would  accrue  to  the  State  and  to  the  Institution 
by  the  labors  of  the  members  of  our  Faculty  in  the  county  Institutes;  but  I  think 
they  will  cost  more  than  they  will  be  worth,  if  they  are  purchased  by  any  consider- 
able weakening  of  the  work  done  here.  Besides,  if  this  outside  work  is  attempted, 
it  will  be  a  very  difficult  matter  to  arrange.  At  best,  we  could  visit  but  a  few 
counties  of  the  State;  and  the  result  might  well  be  jealousy  and  a  charge  of  favor- 
itism. Nor  could  we  do  the  best  even  of  Institute  work  by  going  into  the  county 
Institutes  and  working  for  a  few  days,  as  these  Institutes  are  generally  managed.  If 
we  were  to  attempt  such  work,  I  should  say  decidedly  that  it  ought  to  be  in  Insti- 
tutes wholly  under  our  control  and  direction,  and  to  be  held  at  points  where  they 
would  serve  the  teachers  of  more  than  one  county.  But  it  is  a  doubtful  question 
whether  arrangements  could  be  made  for  Institutes  of  such  a  character.  I  have 
several  applications  for  help  in  Institutes;  but  in  all  cases,  it  has  been  for  the  ser- 
vice of  one  or  more  persons  in  the  county  Institutes.  In  no  case  has  anything  been 
said  looking  to  an  Institute  such  as  I  have  indicated. 

On  the  whole,  it  seems  to  me,  after  careful  thought  and  deliberation,  that  we  shall 
do  best  to  concentrate  our  energies  on  a  short  term  of  special,  Normal  School  work, 
here  at  the  Institution.  And  I  think  that  the  opinions  of  the  Faculty  are  almost 
or  quite  unanimous  in  agreement  with  mine. 

Although  I  have  spoken  thus  freely  and  earnestly,  of  course  we  defer  to  the  wisdom 
of  your  honorable  body,  in  deciding  what  course  shall  be  taken  in  conducting  this 
important  experiment.

On  motion  of  B.  F.  Barge,  that  part  of  the  report  which  relates  to  two 
courses  of  study  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Text  Books  and 
Course  of  Instruction;  and  on  motion  of  E.  L.  Wells,  that  part  regarding 
the  special  term  was  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the 
last  meeting  to  report  upon  this  subject.  On  motion  of  E.  A.  Gastman, 
it  was  voted  to  refer  that  part  relating  to  the  purchase  of  a  piano,  and  of 
carpet  and  furniture  for  the  reception  room,  to  the  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Grounds,  with  power  to  act. 

Thos.  Slade  presented  the  following  report: 

Bloomington,  III.,  January  21,  1880. 

To  the  State  Board  of  Education: 

The  undersigned,  one  of  your  members,  who  was  authorized  and  directed  by  your 
honorable  body  at  its  last  meeting  to  visit  and  make  a  personal  examination  of  the 
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forty-acre  tract  of  land,  owned  by  the  Board,  and  located  in  Woodford  County,  in 
this  State, "and  to  report  at  this  meeting  in  reference  to  its  condition,  and  and  as  to 
the  advisability  of  its  sale,  or  as  to  what  action,  if  any,  the  Board  had  better  take 
in  respect  thereto,  would  respectfully  report  that  he  visited  the  premises  early  in  Oc- 
tober last  and  found  the  tract  considerably  hilly  and  somewhat  broken,  and  covered 
with  a  second  growth  of  hard-wood  timber  of  considerable  variety,  and  crossed  by  a 
small  stream  of  running  water,  along  whose  banks  is  a  narrow  strip  of  grass  land. 
I  found  the  tract  partly  enclosed  by  an  adjoining  land  owner  and  pastured  and  an 
acre  or  two  in  corn.  Several  offers  have  been  made  for  the  tract,  ranging  from  $400 
to  $500.  There  seems  to  be  a  lively  competition  between  bidders  that  gives  assurance 
of  an  enhanced  bid  in  case  the  Board  should  decide  to  put  the  land  upon  the  market 
for  sale.    All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

THOS.  SLADE, 

Special  Committee  for  this  work. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Donahue,  Thos.  Slade  was  authorized  to  sell  the 
forty-acre  tract  referred  to  in  his  report,  at  public  auction,  after  giving 
twenty  days'  notice,  upon  the  following  terms:  One-third  of  the  pur- 
chase money  to  be  paid  down  in  cash,  and  the  balance  on  a  credit  of  one 
and  two  years,  at  eight  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  the  deferred  pay- 
ments to  be  secured  by  notes  and  a  mortgage  on  the  premises  sold. 

On  motion  of  H.  L.  Boltwood,  the  Secretary  and  President  were  directed 
to  issue  an  order  for  $200.00  in  favor  of  Thos.  F.  Mitchell  as  Treasurer. 

The  following  resolutions  were,  on  motion,  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  and  hereby  are  au- 
thorized to  draw  orders  on  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  the  third  and  fourth 
quarterly  installments  of  the  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Normal 
University,  at  Normal,  for  the  current  year;  each  installment  being  the  one-eighth 
part  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  whole  of  the  annual  interest  on  the  College  and 
Seminary  Fund,  together  with  the  one-fourth  part  of  the  sum  of  sixteen  thousand 
($16,000)  dollars,  as  said  installments  become  due  and  payable  as  provided  by  sec- 
tions one  and  two  of  "An  act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Normal  University,  at  Normal,  and  for  additions  to  the  Library,  Museum  and 
apparatus  thereof,"  approved  May  21,  1879,  and  in  force  July  1,  1879;  and  that  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  and  hereby  are  au- 
thorized to  draw  orders  on  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  the  third  and  fourth 
quarterly  installments  of  the  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  State 
Laboratory  of  Natural  History,  at  Normal,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  Library 
thereof,  and  for  the  increase  of  the  Natural  History  collections  of  the  State  Histori- 
cal Library  and  Natural  History  Museum,  at  Springfield,  for  the  current  year,  as  the 
same  become  due  and  payable  as  provided  by  sections  one  and  two  of  "An  act  mak- 
ing an  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  State  Laboratory  of  Natural 
History,  at  Normal,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  Library  thereof;  and  for  the  in- 
crease of  the  Natural  History  collections  of  the  State  Historical  Library  and  Natu- 
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ral  History  Museum,  at  Springfield, "  approved  May  27,  1879,  and  in  force  July  1 
1879;  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and  re- 
ceipt for  the  same.  r 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  fitting  up  of  the  gymnasium  for  a 
drawing  room  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds, 
wTith  power  to  act. 

Prof.  S.  A.  Forbes  read  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted: 

To  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

Gentlemen — The  operations  of  the  State  Laboratory  of  Natural  History  are  now 
included  under  the  following  heads: 

By  the  law  of  1877,  it  was  charged  with  providing,  for  the  State  Museum,  as  soon 
as  possible,  a  series  of  the  plants  and  animals  of  the  State:  and  an  appropriation  of 
$1,000  a  year  was  made  for  this  purpose.  This  appropriation  was  repeated  last  win- 
ter, and  the  maintenance  of  that  work  is  thus  provided  for. 

We  were  also  required,  by  the  above  law,  to  furnish,  as  far  as  practicable,  all 
zoological  and  botanical  material  needed  by  the  State  Educational  Institutions  for 
the  proper  performance  of  their  work;  but,  no  appropriation  being  made  at  the 
time  for  that  purpose,  but  little  could  be  done  in  that  direction. 

This  omission  was  corrected,  however,  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  and 
the  supply  of  these  institutions  is,  consequently,  a  regular  part  of  our  work.  An 
appropriation  was  also  voted  to  the  Laboratory,  last  winter,  for  the  supply  of  the 
public  high  schools,  and  illustrative  collections  must  therefore  be  prepared  for  dis- 
tribution to  these. 

We  are  also  directed  to  investigate  the  large  and  intricate  subject  of  the  food  of 
birds,  in  the  interests  of  agriculture  and  horticulture,  and  suitable  provision  is  made 
for  the  expenses  of  this  undertaking. 

A  similar  research  was  directed  and  provided  for  respecting  the  food  and  habits  of 
fishes, — a  question  of  vital  importance  to  scientific  fish  culture,  and  one  upon  which 
very  little  accurate  information  is  now  to  be  had. 

The  other  appropriations  of  the  law  under  which  we  are  now  working  (those  for 
the  libraiy,  for  assistance,  and  for  the  publication  of  bulletins)  were  all  made  in 
pursuance  of  the  ends  above  mentioned. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  operations  of  the  Laboratory  may  be  conveniently  and 
accurately  described  as  constituting  a  zoological  and  botanical  survey  of  the  State, 
conducted  with  reference  to  its  scientific,  educational  and  economical  interests. 
Although  not  formally  so  termed  in  the  laws  relating  to  the  institution,  this  is  what 
those  laws  necessarily  result  in  when  their  directions  are  carried  out,  and  this  is  the 
point  of  view  which  I  shall  take  in  reporting  on  our  work. 

FIELD  WORK. 

Since  July  1,  the  period  at  which  the  present  appropriation  became  available,  the 
field  work,  apart  from  almost  continuous  collecting  going  on  in  this  vicinity,  has 
included  five  expeditions  made  to  more  distant  points.  The  first  was  made  with  a 
party  of  four  to  the  Illinois  and  Fox  Rivers,  at  Ottawa  and  Peru,  in  July,  at  the 
time  of  the  field  meeting  of  the  State  Natural  History  Society.  This  resulted  in  fair 
additions  to  the  collections  of  fishes— especially  of  the  young  of  various  species, 
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taken  for  a  study  of  their  food — and  a  very  good  collection  of  fishes'  stomachs.  A 
second  trip  was  taken,  in  August,  to  extreme  Southern  Illinois,  with  two  assistants. 
We  established  ourselves  on  the  south  bank  of  the  Ohio,  opposite  Cairo,  and  worked 
steadily  for  nearly  three  weeks  in  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi,  and  in  the  lakes  and 
small  streams  in  the  bottoms  of  those  rivers.  Large  numbers  of  duplicates  of  the 
common  fishes  of  that  region  were  preserved  in  alcohol,  for  the  State  Museum,  the 
State  Educational  Institutions  and  the  public  schools,  a  good  set  of  fish  skeletons 
and  a  few  skeletons  of  birds  were  obtained  for  the  Museum,  fair  collections  of  mate- 
rial for  the  study  of  the  food  of  fishes  and  birds  were  made,  and  especially  good 
collections  of  mollusks  and  insects.  Many  facts  of  scientific  interest  were  accumu- 
lated, of  which  those  relating  to  the  distribution  of  species  were  the  most  important. 
We  were  particularly  impressed,  however,  with  the  present  poverty  of  the  fish 
fauna  of  that  region,  not  only  in  species  but  in  specimens, — a  marked  contrast,  we 
were  told  by  the  oldest  fishermen,  to  the  former  condition  of  these  streams.  It  is 
evident  that,  while  the  soil  of  the  State  is  becoming  every  year  more  productive, 
through  more  extended  and  more  careful  culture,  the  great  waters  which  traverse 
and  nearly  surround  it  are  being  reduced  to  the  condition  of  aquatic  deserts.  It 
is  my  opinion,  based  upon  several  years'  work  and  observation  upon  these  rivers,  that 
this  process  can  only  be  arrested  by  taking  measures  to  increase  and  maintain  the 
numbers  of  our  best  native  species, — those  whose  power  to  live  and  thrive  in  our 
peculiar  streams  is  certain,  and  not,  as  in  the  case  of  shad,  salmon,  etc.,  an  open 
and  doubtful  question,  to  be  decided  only  by  tedious  and  costly  experiment.  It  is 
worth  while  to  point  out  that  any  such  restocking  of  our  rivers  involves  an  exhaustive 
knowledge  of  the  fishes  themselves,  of  their  habits,  their  food,  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year  and  all  times  of  their  lives;  of  their  enemies  and  competitors,  and  the  food 
aDd  habits  of  these  also, — it  involves,  in  short,  a  thorough  scientific  acquaintance 
with  the  fauna  and  flora  of  our  waters, — for  want  of  which,  practical  measures  must 
be  little  better  than  empiricism  and  blind  experiment. 

On  our  return  from  this  trip,  one  of  my  assistants,  Mr.  Garman,  was  sent  to  Spring 
Lake,  in  Peoria  county,  where,  by  working  with  the  fishermen,  he  secured  a  sufficient 
number  of  specimens  of  such  species  as  we  found  scarce  in  Southern  Illinois,  and 
continued  with  success  the  various  kinds  of  field  work  above  mentioned.  Casts  of 
nine  additional  species  were  secured  on  these  expeditions,  for  the  State  Museum,  at 
Springfield. 

In  December  I  went  to  Southern  Illinois  and  Kentucky,  for  the  purpose  of  study- 
ing, for  a  week,  the  food  of  the  species  of  birds  wintering  in  that  region.  Stomachs 
of  one  hundred  and  thirty  specimens,  representing  twenty-six  species,  were  pre- 
served for  future  examination. 

Another  assistant,  Mr.  A.  B.  Seymour,  was  sent,  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August,  to  the  western  part  of  the  State,  near  Quincy,  to  collect  the  leaf-blights  and 
other  fungi  of  that  region.  He  also  collected  in  the  same  department  at  Normal, 
and  has  added  about  two  hundred  species  of  these  plants  to  the  collection,  besides  a 
small  set  of  flowering  plants  and  insects. 

The  importance  of  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  plants  parasitic  upon  vegetation, 
can  hardly  be  over-estimated,  since  some  of  these  species  inflict  annually  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars  of  damage  upon  the  industries  of  the  State.  Nevertheless, 
no  provision  whatever  has  been  made  by  the  State  for  the  investigation  of  this 
subject,  and  what  little  we  know  of  it  we  have  learned  from  private  workers,  and 
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from  the  researches  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the  governments  of  other 
states.  I  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  asking  the  legislature  to  appropriate 
for  this  purpose,  at  its  next  session.  Believing  it  to  be  one  of  the  leading  economi- 
cal questions  of  the  future,  and  desirous  that  Illinois  should  contribute  her  share  to 
its  solution,  I  have  used  every  opportunity  to  form  a  collection  of  specimens,  authorita- 
tively named,  and  to  gather  up  the  literature  of  this  department. 

LABORATORY  WORK. 

At  the  Laboratory,  besides  the  usual  preparation,  determination,  labeling  and  cat- 
aloguing of  new  material,  work  for  the  State  Museum  has  been  carried  on  continu- 
ously, and  an  elaborate  study  has  been  made  of  the  food  of  the  Thrush  Family 
among  birds. 

Mr.  Cyrus  Butler,  an  expert  at  the  preparation  of  skeletons,  has  been  with  us 
since  August,  and  has  prepared  for  the  Museum  skeletons  of  four  mammals,  seven 
birds,  five  reptiles,  one  amphibian  and  fourteen  fishes.  The  plan  of  this  work  is  to 
prepare  a  good  mounted  specimen  to  illustrate  each  order  of  the  higher  vertebrates 
of  the  State,  and  each  sub-order  of  fishes.  We  have  improved  the  opportunity 
to  secure  for  the  Laboratory  an  excellent  series  of  disarticulated  skeletons  of  fishes 
representing  each  Illinois  genus.  Mr.  Butler  has  also  mounted  for  the  Museum  a 
number  of  skins  of  mammals  and  birds,  fifteen  of  the  former,  (including  an  elk  arid 
a  buffalo),  and  two  of  the  latter.  The  casts  of  fishes  for  the  Museum,  now  wholly 
finished,  number  29  species, — of  which  a  few  have  been  added  during  the  past  six 
months.  We  have  on  hand  moulds  or  unpainted  casts  of  twelve  additional  species, 
besides  about  a  dozen  duplicates.  I  believe  it  is  the  general  testimony  that  for  ac- 
curacy and  beauty  this  work  has  not  been  surpassed  anywhere  in  this  country. 

We  have  also  mounted  and  sent  to  Springfield  seven  hundred  and  fifty  species  of 
the  flowering  plants  of  Illinois,  and  have  made  arrangements  to  supply  by  purchase 
five  hundred  or  six  hundred  species  more.  A  full  series  of  our  cryptogams,  most  of 
which  have  been  named  by  Prof.  Peck,  of  the  New  York  State  Museum,  will  be 
mounted  and  sent  down  during  the  winter. 

A  large  part  of  my  own  time  has  gone  to  an  elaborate  study  of  the  food  of  birds. 
In  connection  with  this  research,  a  large  amount  of  detailed  entomological  work  has 
been  found  necessary,  some  of  it  of  an  original  character.  As  aids  to  the  determina- 
tion of  the  fragments  of  insects  found  in  the  stomachs  of  birds,  we  have  dissected 
about  four  hundred  insects,  and  have  mounted  slides  of  their  most  characteristic 
structures,  especially  the  appendages  of  the  mouth.  Upon  these,  various  synoptical 
tables  have  been  based,  which  have  been  found  very  useful.  The  accurate  estimate 
of  the  benefits  or  injuries  attributable  to  insects,  has  required  a  thorough  scanning 
of  the  important  parts  of  the  literature  of  economical  entomology  in  this  country, 
and  a  careful  index  to  this  literature  has  been  undertaken,  and  is  well  under  way. 
This  index  is  so  constructed  as  to  serve  also  as  a  compendium  of  the  whole  subject, 
and,  when  completed,  will  be  published  in  the  forthcoming  bulletin  of  the  Laboratory. 

Besides  a  full  report  upon  the  food  of  the  Thrush  Family,  (based  upon  the  study 
of  the  contents  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  stomachs),  read  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
State  Horticultural  Society,  and  now  in  the  printer's  hands,  I  have  prepared  during 
the  summer  an  article  on  this  subject,  published  in  the  American  Entomologist, 
have  written  a  paper  on  "Some  Sensory  structures  of  Young  Dog-fishes,"  published 
in  the  American  Quarterly  Journal  of  Microscopy,  one  on  Developmental  Characters 
of  the  Pirate  Perch,  a  Synopsis  of  the  Genera,  and  a  List  of  the  Species  of  Illinois 
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Carabidae,  and  a  paper  on  the  classification  of  theAselli.  My  assistant,'  Mr.  Gar- 
man,  has  prepared  a  paper  giving  the  results  of  his  own  observations  on  the  life-his- 
tory of  a  new  species  of  mite  found  injuring  the  arbor  vitae. 

Other  incidents  of  the  season's  work,  are  the  complete  revision  and  re-arrangement 
of  the  entomological  collections  of  the  Laboratory,  the  dissection  and  mounting 
of  about  fifty  slides  of  the  mouth  parts  and  appendages  of  copepoda  (a  group  of 
minute  crustaceans),  the  preparation  of  about  one  hundred  slides  of  nat  ural  and  mor- 
bid tissues, — chiefly  of  the  human  body,  and  the  mounting,  for  the  Laboratory,  of 
about  fifty  specimens  of  flowering  plants. 

A  most  welcome  and  profitable  task,  has  been  that  of  purchasing  new  books  for 
the  library.  For  the*first  time  we  are  able  to  pursue  original  works  on  a  few  of  the 
most  important  subjects,  without  being  forced  presently  to  suspend  or  abandon  it, 
for  want  of  the  necessary  literature.  The  greater  part  of  the  book's  purchased  have 
been  imported  directly  from  Berlin,  to  save  the  payment  of  duty.  Recent  additions 
number  three  hundred  and  forty-three  volumes  and  pamphlets,  including  twenty- 
two  on  ornithology,  twenty-one  on  conchology,  sixteen  on  coleoptera,  twenty-nine 
on  hemiptera,  four  on  hymenoptera,  four  on  lepidoptera,  twenty-six  others  on  ento- 
mology, sixteen  on  mites,  eighty  on  Crustacea,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  of 
a  more  miscellaneous  or  general  character.  Among  the  more  important  works 
added,  I  may  mention  the  three  quarto  volumes  of  the  great  work  on  our  birds,  by 
Baird,  Brewer  and  Ridgway;  a  full  set  of  Lea's  works  on  the  genus  Unio;  the 
monographs  of  Haldeman  and  Conrad,  in  Conchology,  the  works  of  Stal  and  Reuter 
on  hemiptera,  and  the  British  Museum  Catalogues  of  this  order  and  of  hymenop- 
tera, Lacordaire's  Genera  of  Coleoptera,  complete,  Chaudoire's  Monographs  of  the 
Chlgenii  and  other  groups  of  Carabidae,  the  works  of  Milne-Edwards  on  Crus- 
tacea, a  set  of  the  twelfth  edition  of  Linnaeus'  Systema  Naturae,  &c,  &c. 

While  these  books  are  held,  primarily,  for  use  at  the  Laboratory,  we  also  send 
them  to  outside  workers,  if  it  is  poss.ole  to  spare  them  without  inconvenience. 

FINANCIAL. 

To  avoid  all  possibility  of  future  misunderstanding,  I  wish  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Board  to  the  difficulty  of  a  strict  distribution  of  the  appropriation,  according  to 
the  terms  of  the  law.  While  the  appropriation  is  divided  into  specified  sums  for 
various  purposes,  most  of  the  expenditures  must  be  made  for  several  purposes  con- 
jointly. The  cost  of  apparatus  and  material,  the  expenses  Si  the  field  work,  the 
miscellaneous  assistance,  the  office  expenses,  &c,  are  not  properly  chargeable  to 
any  of  the  funds  alone,  since  the  benefits  resulting  accrue  in  part  to  the  State  Mu- 
seum, in  part  to  the  State  Institutions,  in  part  to  the  public  schools,  and  so  through 
the  list.  Neither  is  it  possible  to  tell,  if  an  attempt  is  made  to  divide  each  item  of 
the  above  expenditures  among  the  various  accounts,  how  much  of  a  barrel  of  alco- 
hol, for  example,  or  the  cost  of  a  seine,  or  of  a  pound  of  powder,  should  be  charged 
under  each  of  these  heads.  The  only  practicable  way  has  been  to  charge  to  each 
account  such  expenditures  as  properly  belong  there  and  nowhere  else,  and  to  divide 
the  expenditures  made  for  two  or  more  purposes  among  the  corresponding  accounts, 
according  to  the  condition  of  the  funds  and  the  necessities  of  the  work.  Really  it 
is  impossible  to  divide  the  appropriation;  and  we  have  been  compelled  to  administer 
it  chiefly  as  a  single  sum,  making  a  division  of  the  results  of  the  work  rather  than 
— % 
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of  its  expenses.  This  difficulty  is  an  unnecessary  one,  and  should  be  avoided  by 
specifying  in  the  appropriation  bill  the  services  expected  of  the  Laboratory,  and 
naming  a  gross  sum  for  the  expenses  of  its  work.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 


JIT  SPECIAL  MEETING,  HELD  JUNE  22,  1881. 


Normal,  III.,  June  22,  1881. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  held  in  the  Reception 
Room  of  the  Normal  University,  on  Wednesday,  June  22,  1881,  at  10 
o'clock  a.  m.,  pursuant  to  the  call  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  following  members  were  present : — Messrs.  W.  H.  Green,  E.  A. 
Gastman,  H.  L.  Boltwood,  Thomas  Slade,  Michael  Donahue,  J.  A.  Enan- 
der  and  James  P.  Slade. 

On  motion,  W.  H.  Green  was  elected  president  pro  tern. 

Thomas  Slade  presented  the  following  resolutions,  which  were,  on 
motion,  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  be,  and  hereby  are,  au- 
thorized to  draw  an  order  on  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  the  first,  second 
and  third  quarterly  installments  of  the  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of 
the  Normal  University,  at  Normal,  for  the  current  year,  the  installments  being  the 
one-eighth  part  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  whole  of  the  annual  interest  on  the 
College  and  Seminary  Fund,  together  with  the  one-fourth  part  of  the  sum  of  seven- 
teen thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($17,500),  as  said  installments  become  due  and 
payable,  as  provided  by  sections  1,  2  and  3  of  "  An  act  making  an  appropriation  for 
the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  State  Normal  University,  at  Normal,  and  for  additions 
to  the  library,"  approved  May  28,  1881,  and  in  force  July  1,  1881,  and  that  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  same. 

Resolved,  Thatthe  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  be,  and  hereby  are,  author- 
ized to  draw  an  order  on  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  for  the  first,  second  and 
third  quarterly  installments  of  the  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
State  Laboratory  of  Natural  History,  at  Normal,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the 
libraryj  thereof,  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  payable,  as  provided  by  sections  1, 
2  and  B3,  of  "An  act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  State 
Laboratory  of  Natural  History,  at  Normal,  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  library 
thereof,"  approved  May  27,  1881,  and  in  force  July  1,  1881,  and  that  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  same. 
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On  motion  of  E.  A.  Gastman,  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds 
was  authorized  to  have  a  connection  made  to  the  bell,  to  strike  the  hours 
of  the  day,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  such  an  arrangement 
should  seem  to  be  a  feasible  one  to  make. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  was  requested  to  prepare  a  revi- 
sion of  the  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations,  for  submission  to  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  following  resolution,  presented  by  J.  A.  Enander,  was,  on  motion, 
adopted  : 

WnEREAs,  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  bill  providing  for  an  auxil- 
iary school  building  and  janitor's  cottage,  failed  to  pass,  and  on  account  of  said 
failure  and  the  continued  crowded  condition  of  the  building — 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  be,  and 
they  hereby  are,  authorized  to  examine  into  the  propriety  of  converting  the  ladies' 
dressing  rooms,  on  the  east  side  of  the  building,  into  recitation  rooms,  and  the 
rooms  occupied  by  the  janitor  into  ladies'  dressing  or  cloak  rooms,  and  of  procuring 
a  house  outside  of  the  building  for  the  janitor. 

That  if,  in  the  judgment  of  said  committee,  this  arrangement  can  be  made,  they 
proceed  to  so  arrange  until  the  subject  of  the  pressing  need  for  additional  room 
can  be  again  brought  before  the  Legislature.

THE  NEW  CLASSES. 

During  the  Fall  term,  192  persons  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Normal  Department,  an  excess  of  eight  over  the  number  applying  in  the 
Fall  term  of  last  year.

Although  the  number  applying  was  larger  than  last  year,  fewer  were  admitted; 
it  will  be  observed  that  just  25  per  cent,  of  the  applicants  were  rejected  on  exam- 
ination. Sixteen  of  those  who  were  rejected  being  from  McLean  county,  and  hav- 
ing'reached  a  standing  of  between  60  per  cent,  and  85  per  cent,  were  allowed  to 
take  up  the  work  by  paying  tuition.  An  unusually  large  number  left  before  the 
end  of  four  weeks;  in  several  cases  they  did  so  in  response  to  earnest  calls  to  take 
schools  in  the  neignborhood  of  their  homes.  Others  were  tempted  to  leave  for  the 
same  reason.

Here,  it  will  be  noticed  that  more  than  one-third  of  the -whole  number  ol  appli- 
cants we  rejected  on  examination.  The  explanation  of  the  large  number  rejected 
this  year,  probably,  is  an  elevation  of  the  standard,  or  rather  an  increase  in  the 
severity  of  the  examination.  Eleven  from  McLean  county  were  allowed  to  take  up 
the  work  by  paying  tuition,  as  their  standing  on  examination  would  have  admitted 
them  had  they  come  from  any  other  county.

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  statistics,  I  would  again  remind  gentlemen  of  the 
Board  that  in  no  case  do  I  allow  persons  to  enter  the  formal  Department  unless 
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they  sign  the  pledge  of  intention  to  become  teachers;  nor  do  we  count  any  person 
on  our  enrollment  who  is  not  a  member  at  least  four  weeks;  this  will  explain  why 
some  counties  that  are  represented  by  admissions  to  the  entering  classes  are  not 
represented  in  the  report  of  our  enrollment. 

THE  SUMMER  TERM 

For  teachers  was  held  in  the  month  of  August,  according  to  previous  announcement; 
the  roll  contains  the  names  of  140  women  and  90  men— a  total  of  230— none  who 
were  not  present  for  six  days  were  enrolled.  The  attendance  was  fifteen  per  cent, 
in  excess  of  the  previous  year,  yet  it  was  not  quite  so  large  as  we  had  expected. 
Fifty-eight  counties  of  the  State  were  represented — literally  stretching  from  the 
Wisconsin  border  to  the  Ohio,  and  from  the  Mississippi  to  the  Wabash.  Something 
more  than  half  of  those  in  attendance  had  never  been  members  of  the  Normal  Uni- 
versity, in  any  capacity.  The  work  of  the  session  was  made  to  take  the  character 
of  the  regular  drill-work  of  the  school,  so  far  as  the  brevity  of  the  session  would 
allow.  Many  of  those  who  attended  were  profuse  in  their  expressions  of  gratifica- 
tion and  satisfaction  with  the  work  done;  if  there  were  words  of  dissatisfaction  or  com- 
plaint, they  did  not  reach  my  ear.  I  believe  these  Summer  sessions  are  doing,  and 
will  do,  much  to  instruct  and  elevate  the  teachers  of  the  State,  to  diffuse  the  spirit 
of  our  Normal  work,  and  to  strengthen  the  Normal  University  in  the  good  opinion 
of  our  people. 

CALLS  FOR  TEACHERS. 

I  have  received  many  urgent  calls  for  teachers  during  the  Fall  and  Winter,  from 
all  grades  of  schools,  offering  salaries  ranging  from  such  as  were  shamefully  meager 
up  to  such  as  would  command  our  most  competent  graduates.  To  very  many  of 
these  applications  I  have  been  obliged  to  say  that  I  had  no  one  to  send.  So  great 
has  been  the  pressure  for  teachers,  however,  that  many  excellent  students  consider- 
ably advanced  in  their  course,  are  now  out  teaching,  who,  in  other  circumstances, 
would  be  with  us  preparing  for  graduation.  For  the  same  reason,  several  promis- 
ing young  persons  who  joined  the  school  last  Fall,  left  after  a  few  days,  in  response 
to  earnest  solicitations  to  teach.    For  the  reason  just  given,  at  least  in  part,  our 

SENIOR  CLASS, 

to  graduate  next  May,  will  scarcely  number  more  than  the  class  of  last  year.  The 
truth  is,  that  any  of  our  students  who  have  completed  two  years  of  our  course  satis- 
factorily, and  who  have  the  personal  qualifications  for  successful  teaching,  find 
very  excellent  openings  for  immediate  work;  the  same  may  be  said  of  many  who 
have  been  with  us  but  one  year.  When,  as  is  so  often  the  case,  the  student  is  in  urgent 
need  of  funds,  such  calls  become  a  very  strong  temptation  to  draw  him  away  from 
school — often  money  must  be  had,  and  he  must  leave.  In  this  way,  very  many  of 
our  best  students  go  out  from  us,  fully  intending  to  return  and  finish  their  course. 
Some  do  return;  but  many  who  are  most  successful  are  further  tempted  by  the  offer 
of  advanced  salaries,  or  new  ties  are  formed,  and  they  never  return  to  complete 
their  study  here  and  to  take  our  diploma.  Nor  do  I  see  any  great  reason  to  expect 
much  change  in  this  respect;  it  seems  to  me  that  these  conditions  are  likely  to  con- 
tinue, and  to  be  followed  by  the  same  results.  It  is  easy  to  see,  however,  how  much 
this  state  of  things  detracts  from  the  reputation  of  the  Institution,  with  that  large 
class  of  people  who  are  disposed  to  estimate  the  results  of  the  school  simply  by 
looking  at  its  graduates.    It  is  a  plain  fact  that  our  graduates  do  not  represent  one- 
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half — probably  not  one-fourth — of  the  effect  and  influence  of  the  Institution.  I 
have  just  given  one  of  the  principal  reasons  why  a  large  number  of  our  pupils  leave 
us  before  their  course  is  complete;  but  I  believe  that,  in  every  case  where  the  per- 
son has  the  ability  to  do  good  work  as  a  teacher,  if  he  would  have  patience  and 
perseverance  enough  to  finish  his  work  here,  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  some  present 
tempting  offer,  he  would  find  himself  the  gainer  financially  at  the  end  of  ten  years. 
For,  my  constant  experience  is  that,  among  all  the  calls  made  upon  me  for  teach- 
ers, I  find  the  most  difficulty  in  naming  suitable  candidates  for  the  best  places. 

OUR  FACULTY. 

I  need  to  spend  but  little  time  on  this  topic.  Most  of  our  Faculty  have  been  with 
us  so  long,  and  their  work  is  so  well  understood,  that  when  I  say  that  I  believe  they 
are  doing  their  work  as  faithfully  and  successfully  as  they  ever  have  done  it,  I  have 
said  enough  about  them.  Your  Committee  on  Teachers  appointed  Miss  Mary  E. 
Skinner  as  an  additional  assistant  in  the  Normal  Department,  in  accordance  with 
your  vote  at  your  last  meeting.  She  entered  upon  her  duties  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Fall  term.  She  had  made  special  preparation  for  instruction  in  Reading;  and 
her  work  has  been  confined  to  that  branch.  I  have  watched  her  work  with  some 
care,  and  am  pleased  to  say  that  it  seems  to  be  intelligent,  earnest  and  fairly  suc- 
cessful. I  think  she  has  commanded  the  confidence  and  respect  of  all  her  pupils 
from  the  start.  Miss  Skinner's  appointment  has  enabled  me  to  give  Miss  Pennell 
less  class-work  to  do,  thus  leaving  her  free  to  exercise  some  special  care  and  over- 
sight over  the  young  ladies.  I  think  it  needs  no  argument  to  show  that  a  quarter  of 
a  thousand  young  women  massed  together  need  a  supervision  such  as  they  are  not 
likely  to  receive  if  none  of  our  lady  teachers  can  give  them  anything  but  the  frag- 
ments of  time  remaining  after  hearing  five  or  six  classes  a  day. 

Mr  McHugh  continued  to  fill  the  place  of  second  assistant  *,ill  the  close  of  the 
year  1881 .  At  that  time  he  was  chosen  to  take  charge  of  the  public  schools  of  Nor- 
mal, and  accepted  that  trust.  Since  the  beginning  of  the  new  year  Miss  Julia  Scott, 
of  the  class  of  1879,  has  been  filling  the  position.  Her  classes  are  very  large  and 
the  work  is  difficult;  but,  from  many  visits  to  her  room,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  she 
will  show  herself  very  competent  both  for  the  work  of  instruction  and  that  of  man- 
agement. 

A  GRAVE  BLUNDER. 

You  are  all  aware  of  the  grave  blunder  at  Springfield  last  spring,  by  which 
more  than  one-fourth  of  our  appropriation  is  unavailable.  Thus  far,  owing 
to  the  large  amount  derived  from  tuition  and  the  kindness  of  our  bankers, 
we  have  not  been  crippled  in  the  payment  of  our  salaries.  But,  I  see  no  way  of 
getting  through  the  present  quarter  without  serious  trouble  on  that  score.  Your 
President  and  several  members  of  your  body  had  an  interview  with  the  Governor, 
on  this  subject,  not  long  since;  I  have  no  additional  facts  to  lay  before  you.  But  it 
seems  to  me  that  some  action  should  be  taken  at  this  time  looking  to  a  way  out  of 
the  difficulty,  if  such  a  thing  be  possible — or  that  some  course  of  action  should  be 
determined  upon,  at  any  rate,  that  shall  be  practicable,  in  view  of  all  the  facts  as 
they  exist.  Owing  to  this  unexpected  lack  of  funds,  nothing  has  been  done  towards 
re-covering  our  stairways,  nor  in  supplying  a  new  bell,  nor  in  attending  to  some  re- 
pairs that  are  very  much  needed.  The  plastering  has  fallen  from  the  ceiling  in  sev- 
eral places,  and  others  are  threatening.    A  few  evenings  since  the  large  chandelier 
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put  into  the  large  hall  last  spring,  fell  with  a  crash,  entirely  ruining  the  chandelier, 
breaking  all  the  lamps  and  threatening  a  general  conflagration,  that  was  only  pre- 
vented by  the  coolness  and  the  active  exertions  of  two  young  men  who  were  present . 
I  think  the  accident  was  largely  due  to  an  improper  hanging  of  the  chandelier. 

TUITIONS. 

Such  of  our  patrons  as  are  bound  to  pay  tuition  for  pupils  here  have  generally 
met  the  demand  cheerfully  and  promptly.  But  there  are  a  few  cases  of  delinquency 
of  long  standing;  and  my  opinion  is  that,  in  some  of  them  at  least,  suits  should  be 
brought  to  recover  the  amounts  due.  There  are  some  students,  too,  who  have  re- 
ceived free  tuition  in  the  Normal  Department,  and  have  failed,  partially  or  entirely, 
to  keep  their  pledges  to  teach.  Some  of  these  are  graduates  who  are  now  prosper- 
ing in  other  professions,  some  are  young  ladies  who  have  married  well-to-do  hus- 
bands, andhave  left  their  obligations  to  teach  unredeemed.  I  suggest  that  it  would 
be  proper  and  just  to  demand  tuition  of  such  persons;  and,  if  it  is  refused,  I  should 
be!glad  if  some  way  could  be  found  to  collect  it  by  law. 

I  mentioned  in  a  former  report  that  some  steps  have  been  taken  by  our  Alumni 
to  celebrate  the 

QUARTER— CENTENNIAL 

of  our  Institution  in  a  becoming  manner,  at  the  close  of  the  present  school-year. 
If  such  an  understanding  commends  itself  to  the  Board,  I  should  be  glad  if  you 
would  take  some  action  recognizing  the  movement  and  tending  to  promote  its  suc- 
cessful accomplishment. 
I  am  happy  to  say  that  the 

HEALTH 

of  teachers  and  pupils  has  been  uniformly  good  since  your  last  meeting,  with 
only  a  few  exceptions,  most  of  which  were  unimportant.    But,  during  the  present 
term,  we  have  lost  one  young  man  by  death.    This  is  the  first  time  for  about  seven 
years  that  any  person  has  died  while  a  member  of  the  Institution.

The  Secretary,  who,  at  the  special  meeting  of  the  Board  in  June  last, 
was  requested  to  revise  the  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board, 
submitted  a  report.

The  Board  then  passed  the  following,  presented  by  the  President: 

Whereas,  The  Thirty-second  General  Assembly  intended  to  appropriate  to  the 
use  of  this  Board  in  the  management  of  the  Illinois  State  Normal  University,  annu- 
ally, the  half  of  the  interest  on  the  College  and  Seminary  Funds,  in  addition  to  the 
sum  of  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  that  was  appropriated;  which  pur- 
pose is  clearly  shown  by  Senate  Bill  No.  367,  in  the  House,  printed  as  amended, 
and  by  the  Journal  of  the  House;  and 

Whereas,  This  purpose  of  the  General  Assembly  was  defeated  solely  by  a  clerical 
error,  not  discovered  until  after  adjournment,  by  which  error  an  amendment  offered 
by  a  member  of  the  House,  in  terms  referring  to  words  and  lines  of  the  printed  bill 
which  lay  before  him  and  the  other  members  of  the  House,  was  taken  to  refer  to 
the  written  bill  in  such  a  way  as  to  cut  out  the  appropriation  of  the  half  of  the  inter- 
est on  said  funds;  and 

Whereas,  This  Board,  being  strictly  forbidden  by  the  act  of  Feb.  14,  1861,  to 
create  any  debtor  liability  against  the  State  without  the  sanction  of  the  Legislature 
first  obtained,  finds  itself  very  seriously  embarrassed  by  this  loss  of  more  than  one^ 
fourth  of  the  intended  appropriation,  and  unable  to  devise  auy  means  by  which  the 
institution  in  its  charge  can  be  lawfully  continued  in  operation  without  said  expected 
income;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  most  respectfully  ask  Hon.  Shelby  M.  Cullom,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  to  include  the  matter  of  appropriating  to  our  use  the  said  half  of 
the  interest  on  the  College  and  Seminary  Funds  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30, 
1883,  in  his  proclamation,  if  he  shall  corvene  the  General  Assembly  in  special 
session. 

On  motion  of  Rufus  Cope,  the  President  of  the  Board,  was  instructed, 
in  case  he  finds  the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  University  will 
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be  exhausted,  to  notify  the  teachers  and  other  employes  of  the  Board  that 
the  Board  will  not  be  responsible  for  their  salaries  after  the  exhaustion  of 
the  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the  school. 

On  motion  of  E.  L.  Wells,  E.  A.  Gastman  and  James  P.  Slade  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  present  to  the  Governor  the  views  of  the  Board 
regarding  its  present  pecuniary  embarrassment.

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDDCATION, 

At  Regular  Meeting,  Held  May  24  and  25, 1882. 


Normal  University,  Normal,  111.,  June  24,  1882. 

The  Board  of  Education  met  in  the  Reception  Room  of  the  Normal 
University,  at  nine  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  President,  B.  G.  Roots,  in  the  chair. 

Members  Present — Messrs.  B.  G.  Roots,  J.  C.  Knickerbocker,  Thomas 
Slade,  J.  A.  Euander,  E.  L.  Wells,  W.  H.  Green,  E.  A.  Gastman,  Henry 
S.  Comstock,  Geo.  Howland,  B.  L.  Dodge,  H.  L,  Boltwood  and  James  P. 
Slade. 

President  Hewett  read  the  following  report: 

To  the,  Honorable  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

Gentlemen:  The  Institution  under  your  care  has  now  completed  the  work 
of  a  full  quarter  of  a  century,  and  to-morrow  the  twenty-third  class  will  graduate 
from  its  halls.  During  nearly  all  this  time  I  have  been  actively  connected  with  its 
work.  I  have  known  pretty  thoroughly  what  has  been  done  inside  its  walls;  and  I 
have  known,  to  a  large  extent,  what  its  graduates  and  other  students  have  done  in 
the  schools  of  the  State;  and  I  am  proud  to  say  that,  while  I  am  fully  aware  of  im- 
perfections and  mistakes  in  its  interior  workings,  and  quite  as  well  aware  that  not 
all  who  are  trained  here  do  first  class  work  as  teachers,  I  feel  a  great  deal  of  satis- 
faction in  view  of  the  work  that  has  been  accomplished.  And  I  am  perfectly  will- 
ing that  the  usefulness  and  value  of  the  Normal  University  should  be  judged  by 
what  it  has  done.    I  ask  only  that  the  estimate  be  made  intelligently  and  fairly. 

It  is  no  matter  of  regret  to  me  that  the  main  work  of  my  life  has  been  done  in 
connection  with  this  Institution,  I  say  the  main  work,  because  it  can  scarcely  be 
otherwise  than  that  the  labors  of  twenty-four  years,  including  the  period  of  greatest 
strength  should  constitute  the  principal  work  of  a  man's  life.    And  I  am  happy  to 
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say  to  you,  as  I  do  most  deliberately  and  honestly,  that  I  believe  the  school  was 
never  doing  its  work  better  than  it  is  at  the  present  time.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  attendance  is  not  quite  as  great  in  either  Department  as  it 
was  a  year  ago.  But,  in  the  Normal  room  the  number  has  exceeded  the  desk-room, 
by  37.

Of  course,  the  number  is  much  less  in  this  room,  for 
the  Spring  term  than  for  any  other  in  the  year;  but  I  have  thought  that  perhaps  a 
little  more  advertising  of  the  advantages  of  this  grade  might  be  advantageous,  if  it 
were  done  judiciously.

It  seems  unfortunate  for  us,  and  I  think  it  is  more  unfortunate  for  them,  that  so 
large  a  number  of  our  students  are  drawn  away  from  us  before  graduating.  Any 
of  our  promising  and  successful  students  who  have  completed  two  years  of  our 
comrse,  can  command  very  respectable  places  as  teachers;  many  for  the  want  of 
funds  are  obliged  to  leave  us  for  a  time;  and,  of  course,  the  greater  their  success  in 
teaching,  the  stronger  the  temptation  to  remain  away  is  likely  to  be.  It  sometimes 
requires  a  good  deal  of  faith  in  the  future  to  reject  present  offers  of  good  position 
and  good  pay  and  come  back  here,  at  an  outlay  of  time  and  money,  to  finish  our 
course.  Many  have  not  self-denial  enough  to  do  it;  or  very  likely,  they  drift  on, 
from  year  to  year,  looking  for  a  favorable  time  to  return;  but  the  time  never  comes. 
I  know  that  several  of  the  present  class  deserve  commendation  for  remaining  or  re- 
turning to  finish  their  work  here,  in  spite  of  strong  temptations  to  teach. 

I  have  the  names  of  thirty  persons  in  the  Normal  Department  who  express  a  de- 


termination  to  finish  their  course  next  year.    I  presume  that,  for  various  reasons, 
some  of  them  will  fail  to  do  so;  but  lam  quite  sure  I  have  not  the  names  of  all 
candidates.    Hence,  I  am  encouraged  to  expect  that  our  next  class  will  be  consid- 
erably larger  than  any  other,  for  quite  a  number  of  years. 
In  respect  to  our 

INTERNAL  AFFAIRS, 

There  is  little  that  needs  to  be  said.  The  health  of  both  teachers  and  pupils  has 
been  generally  good — better,  I  think,  than  the  general  health  of  this,  and  of  the 
neighboring  communities.  We  have  had  no  epidemic  of  any  kind,  although  there 
have  been  a  few  cases  of  measles.  The  general  harmony  and  efficiency  of  our  work 
have  received  no  serious  check  from  any  cause;  no  case  of  severe  discipline  has 
arisen. 

Our  teachers,  during  the  term,  have  been  the  same  as  at  your  last  meeting;  and  I 
have  no  opinion  to  express  concerning  any  one  of  them,  that  would  differ  from  what 
I  have  said  in  previous  reports. 

RESIGNATIONS . 

I  hand  you,  with  this  report,  the  resignations  of  Misses  Skinner  and  Scott  .  Both 
of  these  ladies  have  been  faithful  and  successful  in  their  work;  and  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  and  the  students  both  will  regret  their  departure  from  us.  Mr. 
Ketelson,  also,  after  sixteen  years  of  faithful  service,  desires  to  retire  from  his  post 
of  janitor  and  engineer,  on  the  first  of  next  month.  The  filling  of  the  places  thus 
made  vacant  will  demand  your  careful  attention. 

OUR  FINANCES, 

since  the  General  Assembly,  at  their  late  special  session,  corrected  the  mistake 
mentioned  in  my  last  report,  will  be  found  in  a  healthy  condition.  I  think  we  shall 
have  money  enough  to  meet  all  necessary  current  expenses,  and  to  make  needed 
repairs.  The  plastering  needs  attention  in  many  places— the  blackboards  need  re- 
pairing; I  think  some  of  the  walls  need  whitening.  Our  stairways  need  new 
covering;  we  need  a  new  bell;  and  the  bell  tower  should  be  put  in  better  condition 
to  keep  out  the  rain.  Our  boilers  need  attention;  and  I  think  there  is  some  reason 
to  doubt  if  one  of  them  can  be  used  much  longer,  with  safety. 

Arrangements  should  be  made  with  the  new  janitor  to  occupy  quarters  outside  of 
the  building,  excepting  that  one  man  should  lodge  in  the  building  at  night,  I  think. 
The  present  janitor's  rooms  can  be  made  available  to  relieve  to  some  extent  the 
present  pressure  for  recitation  rooms.  But,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  have  serious  doubts 
whether  it  will  be  wise,  as  has  been  proposed,  to  put  the  ladies'  dressing  rooms  in 
the  basement;  it  would  considerably  increase  the  necessity  for  climbing  stairs,  on 
the  part  of  our  ladies;  and  there  is  even  now  considerable  complaint  by  some,  of 
injury  to  health  arising  from  this  cause.  Whatever  changes  of  rooms  may  be  made, 
I  want  to  enter  an  earnest  plea  for  a  room  for 

OUR  LIBRARY. 

Our  present  quarters  are  quite  inadequate  for  the  books  that  we  now  have.  11  w  e 
can  have  another  room,  I  propose  to  use  the  present  shelves  onty  for  strict  reference 
books,  and  to  put  the  books  of  a  more  general  character  by  themselves,  and  to  allow 
them  to  be  drawn  out  once  a  week.    I  think  I  observe  a  growing  interest  in  the  use 
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of  the  library;  and,  when  we  have  a  place  to  put  them,  I  hope  we  may  increase  the 
number  of  books  for  general  use,  very  materially. 

1  take  the  liberty  of  calling  your  attention  again  to  the  subject  of 

SALARIES. 

Four  years  ago,  in  a  time  of  general  depression  of  business,  reduction  of  salaries 
elsewhei*e,  and  of  low  prices  for  the  cost  of  necessary  articles  of  subsistence,  you 
reduced  the  salaries  of  the  President  and  most  of  the  Faculty,  ten  per  cent.  All 
these  things  are  now  changed.  It  is  a  time  of  business  activity;  salaries,  in  many 
places,  have  been  increased  lately;  and  I  am  quite  sure  that  the  cost  of  the  necessa- 
ries of  life  has  been  higher,  on  the  average,  for  the  last  six  months  than  I  have  ever 
known  it  since  I  have  been  in  the  State.  One  year  ago  you  restored  the  salaries 
of  all  but  the  President  and  the  male  Professors,  to  their  former  figure.  I  earnestly 
suggest  that,  in  my  opinion,  these  should  be  restored.  In  addition  to  what  I  have 
just  said,  it  is  true  that  the  present  General  Assembly  increased  our  appropriation 
for  this  very  purpose;  this  svas  the  plea  for  an  increase  that  was  made  before  the 
committees,  and  the  increase  was  granted  on  this  ground,  as  I  understand  it.  Cer- 
tainly, the  men  employed  in  these  places  ought  to  be  worth  the  salaries  paid  before 
the  reduction;  if  those  now  filling  the  chairs  are  not  such  men,  their  places  should 
be  filled  by  men  whose  services  are  worth  these  sums.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to 
express  my  views  thus  frankly;  of  course,  you  will  receive  them  with  such  consider- 
ation as  you  judge  to  be  best. 

The  Alumni  have  thought  best  to  defer  our 

QUARTER-CENTENNIAL 

celebration  until  the  24th  and  25th  of  August  next,  and  hold  it  in  connection  with 
our  special  term  of  teachers.    It  was  found  that  a  much  larger  number  of  the  Alumni 
could  attend  at  that  time,  than  at  the  present.    Arrangements  are  in  successful  pro- 
gress to  celebrate  the  event  in  a  manner  befitting  the  occasion. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  this  Board  who  may  submit  to  the  committees  of  the 
next  Legislature,  estimates  for  the  support  of  the  institution  for  the  next  two  years, 
be  instructed  to  include  a  separate  amount  sufficient  to  secure  an  insurance  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  upon  this  building. 
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On  a  motion  to  adopt  it,  the  ayes  and  nays  were  called  for,  with  the  fol- 
lowing result:

On  motion,  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Auditing  and 
finance. 
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W.  H.  Green  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was,  on  motion, 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  University  be  requested  to  report  to  the  next 
meeting  of  this  Board  a  list  of  the  text  books  used  in  each  class  of  each  department 
of  the  University  at  this  date,  and  also  report  whether  any  changes  in  text  books 
-are  necessary. 

Thos.  Slade  read  the  following  report,  which  was,  on  motion,  received, 
and  the  recommendations  made  therein  were  approved: 

To  the  Hon.  State  Board  of  Education: 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
Board  authorize  the  erection  of  a  new  flight  of  steps  at  the  north  entrance  of  this 
building,  similar  to  the  flight  on  the  south  side.  Soon  it  will  be  necessary  to  re- 
place the  east  and  west  ones,  which  are  rapidly  crumbling  and  giving  way.  By 
judicious  repairing,  the  latter  can  be  kept  tip  till  our  appropriations  shall  prove  suf- 
ficient for  the  erection  of  iron  ones  in  their  place;  but  the  north  flight  has  been  tol- 
erated already  too  long  for  the  credit  of  this  institution. 

LIGHTNING  RODS. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report  that  years  ago,  when  the  roof  was  painted, 
the  lightning  rods  were  taken  from  the  roof,  except  the  one  on  the  dome,  and  were 
never  replaced;  and  now,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  above  referred  to,  the  rods 
lead  from  the  ground  to  the  cornice  of  the  building,  connecting  at  the  top  with 
nothing  except  the  atmosphere.  Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  these  rods 
be  put  into  good  condition. 

WALKS. 

Your  Committee  would  further  recommend  that  the  east  and  west  walks  through 
the  grounds  of  this  University  are  in  a  very  dilapidated  condition;  that,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  Committee  it  would  be  economy  to  replace  them  with  new.  Your 
Committee  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  the  truest  economy  to  replace  with  brick 
and  use  the  old  lumber  in  repairing  other  walks  in  the  grounds;  that  the  first  cost 
of  a  brick  walk  is  not  much  more  than  plank,  and,  in  the  end,  would  prove  more 
economical  and  in  every  way  preferable. 

BOILEll. 

At  the  May  Meeting,  1881,  (see  page  18),  the  matter  of  putting  in  a  new  boiler  in 
place  of  the  one  which  has  been  in  service  for  about  eighteen  years,  was  referred  to 
this  Committee  with  power  to  act.  The  partial  failure  of  the  Normal  appropriation 
caused  a  delay  in  purchasing  a  new  boiler.  By  judicious  repairing,  and  the  exer- 
cise of  great  caution,  we  have  been  able  to  go  through  the  winter  without  any  acci- 
dent.   We  hope  to  make  this  needed  improvement  during  the  coming  vacation. 

HOSE. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report  that  they  have  endeavored  to  see  that  the 
hose  kept  in  the  building  for  fire  and  other  purposes,  be  always  in  good  condition 
and  ready  for  use.  The  coil  in  the  basement,  made  up  of  two  old  ones,  is  used  for 
a  great  variety  of  purposes,  and  is  a  good  deal  worn.  Your  Committee  would  re- 
commend the  purchase  of  a  new  coil,  as  there  should  be  two  in  the  basement  as  well 
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as  on  each  floor.  The  old  one  in  the  basement  will  serve  as  one  of  two  and  do' very 
well,  but  should  not  be  relied  on  for  service  on  that  floor  in  case  of  fire. 

TREES. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report  that  during  the  spring  your  Committee  has 
thoroughly  cleared  up  the  grounds  of  this  University,  and  to  a  limited  extent  trim- 
med the  trees  and  cut  others.  In  many  parts  of  the  grounds  the  trees  are  still  too 
thick,  and  some  of  them  worthless  for  ornamentation.  Your  Committee  would  re- 
commend that  they  be  authorized  to  exercise  a  wise  discretion  in  further  trimming 
*-  and  cutting  out  worthless  trees,  or  where  they  are  so  thick  as  to  injure  each  other, 
or  mar  the  beauty  of  the  grounds.  The  value  of  the  wood  would  probably  pay  for 
the  work. 

BELL. 

The  putting  in  of  a  new  bell,  authorized  by  the  Board,  has  aHso  been  delayed  by 
the  partial  failure  of  our  legislative  appropriation.  But  as  the  Legislature,  at  its 
called  session,  has  made  the  appropriation  good,  we  are  now  in  a  condition  to  re- 
place the  broken  bell.    We  have  figures,  and  are  prepared  to  act. 

CONVERTING  LADIES'  DRESSING— ROOMS  INTO  RECITATION-ROOMS,  ETC. 

At  the  special  meeting  of  this  Honorable  Board,  June  22d,  1881,  (see  page  6),  this 
Committee  was  authorized  to  convert  the  ladies'  dressing-rooms  into  recitation 
rOoms,  and  to  convert  the  janitor's  rooms  into  dressing  or  cloak  rooms  for  the  ladies. 
This  improvement  was  also  necessarily  postponed  on  account  of  the  partial  failure 
of  the  Normal  appropriation  referred  to.  Your  Committee  would  suggest  that  they 
be  allowed  a  discretion  as  to  whether  the  ladies'  dressing-room  or  the  gentlemen's 
be  converted  for  the  purposes  aforesaid.  It  is  generally  thought  tnat  the  ladies 
should  not  be  compelled  to  take  the  extra  flight  of  stairs,  which  a  dressing-room  for 
them,  on  the  basement  floor,  would  necessitate;  and  that  it  would  prove  an  advan- 
tage all  round  to  employ  the  gentlemen's  dressing-room  on  the  west  side  of  the  first 
floor  for  the  desired  recitation  rooms.  This  would  bring  all  the  pupils  into  the  east 
side  of  the  building,  nine-tenths  of  whom  come  from  that  direction,  and  would 
bring  the  model  rooms  more  nearly  together.

To  the  Honorable  the  State  Board  of  Education : 

The  Auditing  and  Finance  Committee  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
examined  the  accompanying  account  of  Thomas  Slade,  the  resident  member  of  the 
Board,  with  the  Contingent  fund,  placed  to  his  credit  for  repairs  and  incidental  ex- 
penses in  and  about  the  building  and  grounds  of  the  University,  together  with  the 
accompanying  vouchers,  numbered  from  1  to  16  inclusive,  showing  a  balance  in  his 
hands  of  $58.85,  and  find  the  same  correct,  and  recommend  that  said  report  and 
account  be  approved.

Illinois  State  Laboratory  of  Natural  History, 
Normal,  May  23,  1882. 

Chairman  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds: 

Dear  Sir — I  wish  respectfully  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Committee  to  the 
condition  of  the  ceiling  in  the  rooms  in  this  establishment.    Much  of  the  plastering 
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is  loose;  and  a  large  piece  of  it  fell  recently,  quite  seriously  hurting  one  of  my  assist- 
ants. I  also  respectfully  request  that  the  fioor  of*the  Laboratory  maybe  painted 
this  summer,  if  practicable.  The  old  coat  of  paint  is  nearly  all  worn  off",  and  the 
boards  have  become  so  rough  that  it  is  impossible  to  keep  the  floor  clean,  or,  in  fact, 
to  prevent  its  becoming  offensive.  I  would  also  suggest  that  some  definite  under- 
standing be  had  with  the  Janitor,  when  engaged,  as  to  the  amount  of  work  he  is  to 
do  in  the  Laboratory  rooms.  At  present,  although  from  five  to  ten  persons  are  con- 
stantly at  work  in  them,  they  are  swept  but  once  a  week,  and  the  windows  have  not 
been  washed  for  several  years.

2  and  3  of  "An  act  making 
an  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Illinois  State  Normal  University, 
at  Normal,"  approved  May  2,  1882,  and  in  force  July  1,  1882,  together  with  the  one- 
fourth  part  of  the  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($17,500),  as  said 
installments  become  due  and  payable,  as  provided  by  sections  1,  2  and  3  of  "An 
act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  State  Normal  Univer- 
sity, at  Normal,  and  for  additions  to  the  library,"  approved  May  28,  1881,  and  in 
force  July  1, 1881,  and  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  re- 
ceive and  receipt  for  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  be,  and  hereby  are  au-

Slade,  it  was  voted  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Text  Books  and  Course  of  Study,  with  the  President  of 
the  University  and  the  teachers,  Mr.  Metcalf,  Miss  Pennell,  and  Miss 
Kennedy,  shall  constitute  a  committee  to  make  any  changes  in  the 
course  of  study  that  they  shall  unanimously  consider  should  be  made  in 
the  interests  of  the  University.

The  letter  of  Miss  Kennedy  requesting  the  reseating  of  the  primary 
i#oni  and  a  new  piano  for  the  same  ro6m,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  with  power  to  act. 

On  motion  of  Thos.  Slade  it  was  voted  that  the  subject  of  increase  of 
Teachers'  salaries  be  now  considered.  Under  this  resolution  the  salary  of 
the  President  was  fixed  at  $3,500;  of  Prof.  Cook,  $2,000,  and  an  allow- 
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ance  of  $200  for  clerical  and  statistical  work;  of  Prof.  Metcalf,  $2,000; 
of  Prof.  Forbes,  $2,000;  of  Prof.  Seymour,  $2,000. 

On  motion,  the  meeting  adjourned,  to  meet  at  8:30  a.  m.,  Thursday, 
May  25th,  1882.

Resolved,  That  no  change  in  the  course  of  instruction  in  any  department  of  the 
University  shall  take  effect  until  it  has  been  recommended  by  the  Committee  on 
Course  of  Study,  and  approved  by  the  Board,  except  in  reducing  the  amount  of 
work  in  any  particular  study,  as  provided  in  a  resolution  adopted  yesterday. 

On  motion  of  E.  L.  Wells,  the  Committee  on  Teachers  and  Salaries, 
was  requested  to  consider  the  subject  of  salaries,  and  to  make  a  report  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

On  motion  of  E.  L.  Wells,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  extend  the 
thanks  of  the  Board  to  Governor  Shelby  M.  Cullom  for  including  in  the 
call  for  a  special  session  of  the  Legislature  the  matter  of  correcting  the 
mistake  made  at  the  regular  session  in  the  bill  appropriating  money  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  University.
